The marſhal de Matignon, 
by his prudent conduct, preſerves Bourdeaux in 
the king's intereſt, An arret of the parliament of 
Toulouſe againſt the king. His majeſty finding 
his army diminiſhed, raiſes the fiege of Paris, 
begun by Henry III, and retires to Normandy, 
in order to be near the ſuccours which he ex- 
pected fromthe queen of England. The duke 
1 Mayenne got himſelf declared lieutenant ge- 
neral of the kingdom, after he had cauſed the 
old cardinal of Bourbon, who was ſtill a priſo- 
ner, to be proclaimed king in Paris: he then 
marched towards Dieppe, which city had been 
delivered up to Henry IV. by Aimar de Chattes, 
and was defeated at the battle of Arques, though 
his army was three times more numerous than 


the king's.

REMARKABLE EVENTS under HENRY IV.

The duke de Luxemburg, being ſent to Rome by the catholics 
of the royal party, meets with a bad reception from the pope. 
The king lays ſiege to Dreux, and the duke de Mayenne marches 
to its relief. The battle of Yvry, fought on the 14th of March, 
where Henry IV. gained a ſecond victory over the duke de 
Mayenne, though the duke's army was ſuperior in numbers to the 
king's by one third: Henry does not make a right uſe of his vic- 
tory, but ſhews himſelf tardy in laying fiege to Paris. The cardi- 
nal de Bourbon, ſtiled Charles X, dies of the gravel the gth of May, 
in his confinement at Fontenay in Poitou, aged fixty-ſeven : he 
was the younger brother of Antony de Bourbon, king of Navarre, 
and uncle to Henry IV. A cotemporary writer has obſerved, that 
much about the time when this cardinal was declared king, he 
ſent one of the gentlemen of his bed chamber to Henry IV. with 
a letter, wherein he acknowledged that prince as his lawful 
ſovereign. ¶ Journal of Henry IV. vol. 4. p. 310.) And he is 
ſaid to have unboſomed himſelf in theſe words to one of his con- 
fidents. Do not think but I have my reaſons for ſiding with 
<< theſe people (the leaguers): do you imagine me to be igno- 
ce rant that their deſigns are againſt the houſe of Bourbon, and 
&. that they would have carried on the war, even if I had 
ce never joined them? At leaſt this may be ſaid, that ſo long as I 
«am with them, they acknowledge one of the Bourbon family. 
The king of Navarre will make his way; what I do, is only 
<« to maintain the right of my nephews; both the king and the 
t queen-mother are well ſatisfied in regard to my intention.” 
(Chron. Noven.) Cardinal Cajetan the legate, and Mendoza the 
Spaniſh ambaſlador, agreed to ſettle the crown of France on 
the infanta of Spain; the duke of Lorrain wanted it for 
his ſon; and the duke de Mayenne having loſt all hopes of 
getting himſelf to be declared king, thought only to protract 
his authority, by traverſing the election of a ſovereign. Henry IV. 
takes Corbeil, Melun, and Lagny, and lays ſiege to Paris, where 
the ſpirit of fanaticiſm enabled the citizens to endure a moſt cruel 
famine with unſhaken conſtancy. D'Andelot, ſon to the admiral

The death of Sixtus Quintus, who began to be diſguſted with the 
Spaniſh faction. Montholon, upon the deceaſe of Henry III, 
delivered the ſeals to the cardinal de Vendome, pteſident of the 
council, who ſealed in full council; the king afterwards 
cauſed the ſeals to be fixed in his preſence, ſigning with his 
own hand, or appointing the fieur de Lomenie, who had 
the cuſtody of the key of the great ſeal, to ſign. The war- 
rants, which uſed to be directed to the chancellor or the 
lord keeper, were now made to the council of ſtate, hav- 
ing the cuſtody of the ſeals, where marſhal de Biron the 
father was preſident. At length the ſeals were reſtored to 
the chancellor de Cheverny, who had been deprived of them 
by Henry III. The leaguers had alſo their lords keepers; 
the duke de Mayenne gave the ſeals to Peter d'Eſpinac, arch- 
biſhop of Lyons, and afterwards ts Charles Boucher d'Or- 
ſay, maſter of requeſts, and firſt prefidetit of the grand coun- 
cil. The king of Spain ſends the duke of Parma, with the flower 
of his troops, to the relief of Paris: the duke would have been 
too late, if Henry IV. had thought proper, as he had it in his 


"power, to take the town by aſſault ; but he never would conſent ' - 


to expoſe this city to the calamities, which generally attend 


the ſtorming of a town. © I army faid he, the father of my 


«people; and like the good mother in Solomon, I had rather 
« be without the city of Paris, than have it ruined and deſtroyed 
« by the death of ſuch a multitude of inhabitants.” He raiſes 
the ſiege to give battle to the duke of Parma, who chuſes to 
run no riſk, but ſatisfied with relieving the capital, takes Lagny, 
and Corbeil, and after throwing a freſh ſupply of proviſions 
into Paris, retires to the Netherlands. A decree of the Sor- 
bonne againſt Henry IV.

and had entered into a treaty with the king of Spain: but though 
Philip II. and he were united againſt Henry IV, it was from 
different views; both of them wanted to become maſters of Bri- 
tany; the duke de Mercceur, in right of his wife, the heireſs of 
Penthievre; and Philip the ſecond, for his daughter by Elizabeth 
of France. Monſieur de Leſdiguieres beats the duke of Savoy, 
and after taking Grenoble, is made governor of that city. The 
parliament of Aix declare the duke of Savoy governor and lieu- 
tenant general of Provence, under the crown of France. Gre- 
gory XIV. excommunicates Henry IV. The prophecies of St. 
Malachy concerning the pontifical elections, are forged during the 
conclave in which Gregory XIV. was choſen. 

Prince Maurice ſurprizes Breda by the ſtratagem of a boat 
laden with turf, in which ſome ſoldiers were concealed.

Gregory XIV. publiſhes * letters in France againſt 
Henry IV; which were condemned to the flames by the par- 
liaments ſitting at Tours and Chalons, The king on his part 
renews the edicts of pacification in favour of the proteſtants. 
The chevalier d Aumale undertakes to ſurprize St. Denis in behalf 
of the league, but is ſlain in the attempt. The duke de Mercceur, 
at the head of the leaguers and the Spaniſh troops, defeats the duke 
de Montpenſier before the town of Craon in Anjou. Henry IV. 
makes an unſucceſsful attempt againſt the gate of St. Honore : the 
French ſtile it Ia journte-des furines . The king takes Chartres 
the 12th of April, The leaguers make themſelves maſters of 
Chateau-Thierry. 

The brave la Noue, fighting for his ſovereign, is lain before 
the caſtle of Lambale. The young duke de Guiſe, ſon of the 
ſcarred duke, eſcapes from his confinement at Tours. The king 
was not at all forry for this event, as it was likely to create new di- 
viſions among the leaguers, by giving them another pretender to the 
crown. The young cardinal de Bourbon, ſon of Lewis I. prince

aſterwards cardinal, who betrayed him: he died in x 594, lamented 
by Henry IV, to whom he had been reconciled. 

The marriage between Henry de la Tour, viſcount de Turenne, 
and Charlotte de la Marck, heirefs of Bouillon. The viſcount de 
Turenne, having had only one child, who died in 1594, the very 
day of his birth, eight days before his mother, kept his wife's por- 
tion, in conſequence of a-will, which ſhe was ſaid to have made in 
her laſt illneſs. This fame nobleman ſurpriſed Stenay on the 


day of his nuptials, was made marſhal of France the year follow- © 


ing, and after his marriage was ſtiled duke de Bouillon. The king 
had contrived the match, to hinder this heireſs from being carried 
off by the duke of Lorrain, or by the duke de Nevers, the one 


his declared enemy, the other a ſuſpected ally, each of whom 3 


wanted her for his fon. This duke de Bouillon took to his ſecond 


wife the daughter of William prince of Orange, who preſerved * 


her huſband's life, by her courage and reſolution, at the time when fl 1 
marſhal Biron was condemned to death; for ſhe retired to Sedan, 


and threatened to deliver that town up to the enemy, if a pro- 
ſecution were carried on againſt the duke: by this lady he had the 
duke de Bouillon, ſo famous in the civil wars of Paris, and mar- 


ſhal de Turenne. The king lays ſiege to Rouen, which is va- 1 
liantly defended by Andrew- Baptiſt (afterwards admiral) de Vil- 


lars Brancas. The council of ſixteen, in their great preſump- 
tion, pretend to dictate to the duke de Mayenne ; and propoſe to 
Philip II. a match between his daughter and the young duke de 
Guiſe, in order to put them in poſſeſſion of the crown, They 
likewife take advantage of the duke de Mayenne's abſence, to 
hang Briſſon the firſt preſident, Larchet a counſellor of Parlia- 


ment, and Tardif a counſellor of the Chatelet, all three ſuſpected 4

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_ "The preſident Jeannin, and Villeroy, notwithſtanding they had 
acceded to the league, are ſuſpected by the council of teen, 
from their having a real regard for religion, and for their country. 
i 1504. 

The king advancing to reconnoitre the army under the 
duke of Parma, who was marched from Flanders a ſecond time, 
to the relief of Rouen, at that time cloſely beſieged, is in great 
danger at Aumale, by expoſing his perſon, and receives a wound 
in the reins, the only one he ever received in his life. He is 
obliged to raiſe the ſiege of Rouen, as he had raiſed that of 
Paris: to diminiſh the diſgrace, he gave out in excuſe, that 
he deſigned to meet the duke of Parma, who indeed was 
marching towards him, but wanted only to ſuccour Rouen : 
as ſoon as this general gained his point, he thought of retiring, 
yet not till he had made himſelf maſter of Caudebec, on 
which fide the city of Rouen was too much ſtreightened. 
The duke had his arm ſhattered at the taking of this town, 
and his army was .juſt ſurrounded by the French, when he 
luckily extricate# himſelf by his military ſkill, and by the 
connivance of the marſhal de Biron, who intended, it is ſaid, 
to protract the war: he paſſes the Seine, before his ſcheme 
is in the leaft ſuſpected; and the king finding it impoſſible 
to purſue him, for want of being properly ſupported by the 
chiefs of his army, the duke makes his retreat to the Nether- 
lands, The war continues in Britany, between the prince of 
Conty, and the duke de Mercceur: the French ſends marſhal 
d'Aumont thither to ſupply the place of the prince de Dombes, 
who was gone to take poſſeſſion of the government of Normandy, 
vacant by the death of his father the duke de Montpenſier. The 
taking of Epernay was purchaſed very dear, by the death of 
Armand marſhal de Biron: he was father of Charles, after- 
wards marſhal of France, and beheaded in 1602. Armand 
wrote ſome commentaries, the laſs of which is greatly lamented 
by M. de Thou: he had given his Chriſtian name to cardinal 
Richelieu, to whom he ſtood god-father ; he was alſo a zea- 
lous catholic; and it is faid that he aſked the king to grant 
him the ſovereignty of the county of Perigord, 
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Anthony Scipio, duke de Joyeuſe, is routed by the royaliſts 


at the battle of Villemur, and drowned in the river Tarn. Father 
Angel de Joyeuſe, his brother, having after a life of great difli- 
pation turned Capuchin friar, throws off the religious habit 
with the pope's permiſſion, and takes his place among the faCtious 
leaguers. William, their father, marſhal of France, died in the 
beginning of the year, and though he had ſeven male children, 
yet none of his poſterity are left, The duke d'Epernon returns 
to the king's ſervice. Leſdiguieres obtains ſome advantages in 
Piedmont. The duke of Parma dies on the 3d of December, at 
the age of forty ſeven, juſt as he was preparing to march into 
France the third time. This prince by his valour and good con- 
duct ſhewed himſelf worthy of being the ſon of the celebrated 
dutcheſs of Parma, governeſs of the Netherlands. At Paris the 
diviſions increaſe between the royaliſts, who where ſtiled the poli- 
ticians, and the council of ſixteen. The cardinal de Gondy, and 
the marquis of Piſani, repair to Rome on the behalf of the king; 
but are very ill received. Seraphin, auditor of the Rota, a man of 
ſpirit and abilities, finding that pope Clement VIII. ſtarted new diffi- 
culties every day againſt granting abſolution to Henry IV, ſaid to 
him plainly : Zoly father, permit me to tell you, that Clement LII. 
boft the kingdom of England, by being over complaiſant to Charles V; 
and Clement VIII. will loſe the kingdom of France, if he perſiſts in 
his partiality to Philip II. 
The inſtitution of the fathers of the chriſtian doctrine. 
. 1593. 

The aſſembly of the pretended ſtates convened at Paris, by the 
duke de Mayenne. An abſurd propoſal of the Spaniards, for a- 
boliſhing the Salic law, and not acknowledging the king as lawful 
ſovereign, even if he were to become a catholic, and for declaring 
the Spaniſh infanta queen of France. The parliament of Paris 
publiſhed a ſolemn arret, agreeable to the fundamental laws of 
the kingdom: M. le Maitre, who officiated there as firſt preſi- 
gent, ſhewed an extraordinary firmneſs on this occaſion. The 
Me de Mayenne, deſpiſing the chimerical notions of the Spa- 
niards, and vexed to ſee himſelf lighted by that nation, prevails 
on the ſtates to conſent to a conference between the catholics 
of both parties: and this was all the ſucceſs attending this 

aſſembly, 
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aſſembly, from which the Spaniards had promiſed themſelves ſuch 


mighty advantages. 'The conference of 'Surene, begun the 29th | 


of April, in ſpite of the duke de Feria, of the cardinal legate, and 


of cardinal Pelleve. Renaud de Beaune, archbiſhop of Bourges, | 
_ nequired great honour an this occaſion, The king makes his ab- 
juration in the church of St. Denis, on Sunday the 25th of July, | 
and notifies it to all the parliaments. A truce for three months 
with the leaguers, during which the king ſent the duke de 
Nevers, Claud d' Angennes biſhop of Mans, and Lewis Seguier 
dean of Notre Dame, to pope Clement VIII. In the mean 
time Arnaud d'Oflat, afterwards cardinal, was negotiating with 


cardinal Tolet a Jeſuit, who, although a Spaniard, did great q 


ſervice to Henry IV. 


Peter Barriere is executed for having formed a deſign to mur- # 


der the king; he was detected by a Dominican friar of Florence, 
whoſe name was Seraphin Baucher *. 

The duke de Mayenne, ſuſpecting that the duke de Nemours 
intended to render himſelf independent in Lyons, cauſes him to be 
arreſted: he was his half brother, being born of his mother Anne 


of Efte, by a ſecond marriage. Coriſande de Guiche, widow of 


the count de Grammont, defirous of being revenged of the infi- 


delity of Henry IV, who had been once her lover, encourages the iq 


count de Soiſſons, and Catharine, faſter of Henry IV, in their 
ſcheme of marrying againſt the king's will: but this marriage did 
not take place. The count de Soiſſons died in 1612, in very 


little eſteem, on account of his levity, having changed re- 


ligion, and party ſeveral times: he was father to Lewis, killed at 
Le. 

This year was publiſhed the Spanyb Catholic, The year fol- 
lowing the Abridgment of the flates of the league was added to it, 
and the whole was intitled the A1lſmippeen Satyr. M. le Roy, 
almoner to the young cardinal de Bourbon, and afterwards canon 
of Rheims, was the ſole author of the Catholicon. As for the 
Abridgment of the flates, there were ſeveral hands concerned in it: 
Paſſerat and Rapin, two famous poets, campoled the verſes. M.

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legate. Florent Chretien, a man of wit, compoſed the ſpeech of 
cardinal Pelleve: we are indebted to the learned Peter Pithou for 
that of M. d'Aubray, which is the beſt of the whole; and to 
Rapin, for the diſcourſe of the archbiſhop of Lyons, as alſo for 
that of doctor Roſe, head of the college of Navarre, and biſbop 
of Senlis. In all probability the Menippean Satyr did as much 
ſervice to Henry IV. as the battle of 1vry : for the force of ridicule 
is greater than people imagine. 
1594. 

The king's abjuration gives the finiſhing ftroke to the "I 
in ſpite of the oppoſition of Rome. 

- Vitry, governor of Meaux, had ſhewn his ſubmiſſion to the 
royal authority the preceding year, and delivered the keys of that 
- *X town to the principal inhabitants, who ſurrendered themſelves to 
„fte king. This year d' Alincourt puts his majeſty in paſſeſ- 

ſion of Pontoiſe; the marſhal de la Chaſtre ſurrenders Or- 

"XZ leans and Bourges; and Ornano, the city of Lyons. Paris 
at length opens her gates, by the prudent managemeat of the 
count de Briſſac, aſſiſted by the Sieurs de Vic, de Belin, the pre- 
ſident le Maitre, de Mole, and other members of the parliament, 
by VHuilliers, provoſt of the merchants, and by the ſheriffs. The 
ee la Chaſtre in his poſt of marſhal of France, which 
been conferred upon him by the duke de Mayenne. The 
ſame thing happened to the marſhal de Bois-dauphin, (Laval): 
Chanvalon foreſaw this, when he told the duke, that he was making 
baftards, who would one day or other be legitimated at his expence. 

The duke de Feria retires from Paris with the Spaniſh troops; 
and the moft obſtinate leaguers are expelled the city. The 
four faculties of the univerſity, aſſembled by James d'Am- 
boiſe the rector, make their ſubmiſſion to the king. Peter 
Pithou and Antony Loiſel, are commiſſioned to cancel every | 
thing in the parliament rolls that might be injurious to the 
memory of the late ſovereign, or to Henry IV. The parliament of 
Tours, with Achilles de Harlay at their head, return to Paris. 

Admiral de Villars reſtores the city of Rouen to the king, who 
confirms him in his ſeveral dignities and governments. The duke 
de Guiſe makes his peace with bis majeſty. All the cities 


2 the Kingdom expreſs their aagerneſs to acknowledge 
3 Henry 
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Henry IV, who was crowned at Rheims in the month of 
February. 

Balagny, the baſtard ſon of John de Montluc, biſhop of Va- 
lence, is confirmed in the ſovereignty of Cambray, which he 
puts under the king's protection. A famous proceſs of the uni- 
verſity againſt the Jeſuits, in which the rectors of the ſeveral 
pariſhes of the city of Paris were a party: Antony Arnauld was 
council for the univerſity, Dole for the rectors, and Duret for 
the ſociety of Jeſuits. The Spaniards take Ia Capelle, and 
Henry IV. the town of Laon. 

John Chatel attempts to aſſaſſinate the king, who fortunately 
comes off with only a wound in the lip. The parricide is pub- 
lickly executed. The Jeſuits are baniſhed out of France by an 
arret of the parliament of Paris, which was not executed within 
the juriſdiction of the parliaments of Bourdeaux, and Toulouſe; 
but the king recalled thoſe fathers a few years after, 

The firſt edition of Pithou's work on the liberties of the Gal- 
lican church, comprized in eighty three articles; and printed at 
Paris with a privilege: the maxims here contained, have in 
ſome meaſure the force, though not the authenticity of laws. 
The preſent king acknowledged the importance of them 
by his edict in 1719, in which the fiftieth article is quoted. 
The clerks of the diſpatches at the court of Rome quote 
the articles of our liberties in their certificates. 

1595. 

France declares war againſt Spain. The king reduces the re- 
mainder of his kingdom, and Charles marſhal de Biron has 
a conſiderable ſhare in theſe ſucceſſes. The Spaniards retake 
Cambray, and drive Balagny from that city, who does not ap- 
pear to be much affected with the loſs of his principality : but 
the uneaſineſs it gave his wife, who was ſiſter to the brave Buſſy, 
coſt that lady her life. The duke de, Nevers affronted by 
an angry expreſſion of Henry IV, dies of chagrin, Admiral 
Villars is killed in cold blood before Dourlens, by order of Con- 
treras, the commiſlary general of the Spaniards. Marſhal &'Au- 
mont receives a mortal wound before the town of Comper; and 
d'Humieres dies before Ham, an event which draws tears from 
Henry IV. The duke d'Epernon aimed to be maſter of Provence, 
though 
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though he had been reconciled to the king; he continues to bid 
defiance to this prince, The king confers the government of 
Provence upon Charles duke de Guiſe, the ſon of him who was 
killed at Blois, in order to ſet him in oppoſition againſt the duke 
d' Epernon: but was it not imprudent in him to beſtow this go- 
vernment on a prince, whoſe family had an old ruſty pretenſion, as 
the cardinal d'Oſſat expreſſes it, to this province? This was the 
reaſon that the chancellor de Cheverny proteſted openly in coun- 
cil againſt the patent granted by his majeſty, and inſiſted on 
having his proteſt regiſtered in the parliaments of Paris and Aix, 
before he would ſign it. A peace is concluded with Lorrain. 

The fight or Airmiſb of Fontaine Francoiſe on the 5th of June, 
when Henry IV, having raſhly expoſed himſelf with a very ſmall 
body of horſe, gave chaſe to eighteen thouſand men, commanded 
by Ferdinand de Velaſco and the duke de Mayenne. The king 
wrote to his ſiſter, after this affair: you was very near inheriting my 
eftate. His majeſty concludes a truce with the duke de Mayenne, 
and with the duke de Mercœur, who perſiſted in their revolt, 
notwithſtanding the former had loſt ſeveral towns in Burgundy, 
and the latter in Britany. The pope grants abſolution to the king 
the 17th of September, and the cardinals du Perron and &Offat 
receive it in his name. It was upon this occaſion, according to 
a MS. of M. de Salo, that the king, deſirous of keeping fair 
with the court of Rome, © gave the title of couſin indifferently 
<« to all the cardinals ; whereas before that time they were ſtiled 
* only dear friend, unleſs they happened to be princes or favou- 
< rites.” Don Antonio, the prior of Crato, dies at Paris, and 
appoints the king his heir to the crown of Portugal. 

The dutchy of Thouars created a peerage: the letters patent 
were not regiſtered till 1599. 

I596. 

The duke de Mayenne makes his peace with the king: it 
would have been more to his advantage, had he done it ſooner ; 
but though he is allowed to have been a great man, yet it is ſaid 
of him, that he was not very expert in making either war or 
peace. The new duke de Nemours and the duke de Joyeuſe are 
reconciled to the king: the latter, who afterwards returned to 
the order of Capuchins, from whence he had been taken by the 

Vo. II. C leaguers, 


ſor which reaſon neither of them was preſent. At Rouen the 
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Jeaguers, and who had ſo long and fo furiouſly ſupported the 
rebellion in Languedoc, is created marſhal of France: on 
the other hand the marſhal de Montmorency, for the ſervices 
done the king in the ſame war, is made conſtable, Thus was 
Henry IV. obliged, during his whole life, to ſhare his favours be- 
tween his enemies and his ſervants. The duke de Guiſe recovers 
Marſeilles for the king, by the bravery of a perſon named Libertat; 
though . the Spaniards were in poſſeſſion of the harbour. The 
duke d'Epernon is reconciled to his majeſty, in conſequence 
of the advantages which the duke de Guife had obtained 
over the duke of Savoy and himſelf. Francis de la Ramee is 
hanged at the Greve in Paris: this was a young man, about 
three or four and twenty years of age, who pretended to be 
the ſon of Charles the IXth, and in that quality had been at 
Rheims, to get himſelf crowned king. 

The archduke Albert having entered upon the government of 


the Netherlands, of which the count de Fuentes had only a tem- 


porary adminiftration, makes himſelf maſter of Calais and Ardres: 
(they were reſtored at the peace of Vervins.) Henry IV. carries 
the town of la Fere, after a long and difficult ſiege. 

A treaty of offenſive and defenfive alliance ſigned by France, 
England, and Holland. The earl of Eſſex having ſurprized and 


Plundered the town of Cadiz, ſets fire to all the ſhips in the har- 


bour: the damage was computed by the Spaniards at upwards of 
twenty millions of ducats. 


Alexander of Medicis is fent legate into France, and received 
in a moſt honourable manner. Henry IV. ſends the duke de Piney 
to Rome. The duke de Mercceur perſeveres in his revolt in Bri- 
tany, which, together with the troubles in Picardy, emboldens 
the Huguenots to make more exorbitant demands : the marſhal 
de Bouillon and the duke de la Trimouille encourage them 
under hand. 

A declaration annulling the privileged feat, which the dukes 
de Joyeuſe and d'Epernon had in parliament. 

An aſſembly of the notables held at Rouen, the plague being 
then at Paris. In this aſſembly there happened to be a diſpute 
of precedency between meſſieuts de Joyeuſe and de Luxemburg,

The Spaniards ſurprize the city of Amiens; 3 an event which 
ſdreads a terror throughout the kingdom, and ſtrengthens the pre 
ſumption of the Huguenots. Let us go, ſays Henry IV, beg 
of this news, we haue acted the king of France long — it it now 
time to act the king of Navarre: upon which he befieged the town, 
and took it, in ſpite of the archduke Albert.. 'The duke of Savoy 
is beaten on every fide by M. de Leſdiguieres. 

Spain begins to long for peace, and the pope is deſirous of pros 
moting a reconciliation between the two crowns. 

A conſpiracy of one Peter Quin, to aflaflinate the king. 

1598. 

At length the duke de Mercceur ſubmits to mer To and 
gives his only daughter, and heireſs, to Cæſar - Monſieur, duke 
de Vendome, the king's legitimated ſon. Philip Emmanuel duke 
de Mercceur, was grandſon of Antony duke of Lorrain, the 
elder brother of Claude, who had attempted to deprive him of 
that dutchy. (See the year 1550.) Therefore Philip was not 
of the branch of Lorrain, which came and ſettled in France un- 


der king Francis I, Nicholas his father, whoſe daughter had 


been married to Henry III, was made duke de Mercœur in 1576, 


and by this marriage Philip was become the brother-in-law of the 
late king. After the accommodation concluded this year with 


Henry IV, he went to aſſiſt the emperor Rodolphus in Hungary 
againſt the Turks, where he acquired great honour, and died of 
a purple fever in 1603. The king grants conſiderable advantages 
in ſupport of this match; and from thence came the great 
eſtate of the family of Vendome. Among other fignal favours 
which he did to Cæſar-Monſieur, we are to obſerve that 
he erected the county of Beaufort into a dutchy and peerage 
ſo early as the year 1597, upon condition that this dutchy 
thquld go firſt to his mother the marchioneſs of Monceaux, 

C2 and 
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and with the privilege that the ſaid dutchy of Beaufort Toould, 
in the perſon of the ſaid lady, her heirs and repreſentatives, take 
rank and precedency in all places and public meetings, where dukes 
and peers are preſent, as if it had been created immediately after the 
dutchy and peerage of Montmorency. The king further conferred up- 
on him this year (1 598) the dutchy and peerage of Vendome, to 
have and to enjoy it from the day of its ancient erection in 1514 ; 

and made him take the oath in parliament on the gth of March 
1606, at the age of eleven years and nine months. At length 
his majeſty publiſhed a declaration in 1610, granting rank and 


precedency to Czfar-Monſieur, immediately after the princes of 


the blood. Upon the deceaſe of Henry IV, this rank was diſ- 
puted with his ſon; and on the 31ſt of December 1619, the 
duke de Vendome received the order of the Holy Ghoft after 
the dukes de Guiſe, de Mayenne, and de Joyeuſe. True it 
is that this ſame duke de Vendome took his ſeat in the beds of 
juſtice of 1619 and 1622, after the princes of the blood, and 
before the duke d' Uzès; but this was as duke de 3 2 
more ancient peerage than thoſe of Beaufort and Vendome. 
Francis de Vendome, the ſon of Cæſar, took his ſeat in parlia- 
ment in 1649 and 1663, only from the day of regiſtering the 
peerage of Beaufort. And laſtly, Lewis XIV. having, by his 
declaration of the fifth of May 1694, granted a precedency over 
all the peers, to the duke de Maine and to the count de Toulouſe, 
Lewis de Vendome, the grandſon of Cæſar, recovered the rank 
aſſigned him by the declaration of 1610, took his oath in parlia- 
ment on the 8th of June 1694, and ſeated himſelf next to the 
duke de Maine. | 

Britany makes its ſubmiſſion. The edi& of Nantes in favour 
of the proteſtants : the preſident de Thou, and Calignon chan- 
cellor of Navarre, had the drawing. of the memoirs, upon 
which this edict was framed. The memoirs of the duke de 
Sully mention alſo meſſieurs de Schomberg and Jeannin; on the 
contrary Varillas ſays it was Daniel Chamier, the moſt learned 
of the proteſtant clergy, that drew the edict. 

The treaty of Vervins, concluded the 2d of May betwixt the 
kings of France and Spain: the miniſters on the part of France 


were the ſieurs de Bellievre and de Sillery ; on the part of Spain, 
meſſieurs 
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meſſieurs Richardot, Taxis, and Verreikens: the mediators in 
the pope's name were the cardinal of Florence, and Francis Gon- 
zaga, biſhop of Mantua; the ambaſſadors of the duke of Savoy 
were alſo admitted. By this treaty the king of Spain was left in 
poſſeſſion of the county of Charolois ; but in every other reſpect 
it proved favourable to France, and indeed gave the firſt blow 
to the power of the houſe of Auſtria, This county of Charolois, 
which had been in poſſeſſion of that houſe, with the right of ſo- 
vereignty reſerved to France, devolved at laſt to the houſe of 
Conde; Lewis II, prince of Conde, having ſeized it for the moneys 
due to him by Philip IV, king of Spain, and likewiſe obtained 
a decree of the parliament of Burgundy in his favour, againſt 
which Charles II, the ſon of that king, never lodged an appeal. 
A treaty of accommodation between Henry IV. and the grand 
duke of Tuſcany, in regard to the reſtitution of ſome iſlands on 
the coaſt of Provence, which that prince had ſeized during the 
civil war. D'Offat, who concluded this treaty, was made a car- 
dinal the ſame year. The death of Philip II, the 12th of Sep- 
tember. Chriſtopher de Mora, one of that prince's officers, ſhewed 


a great mark of fidelity to his dying ſovereign ; for Philip III, his 
ſucceſſor, having applied to Mora for a particular key which was 


in his cuſtody, the honeſt ſervant choſe to incur the diſpleaſure of 
his maſter's ſon, who was juſt upon the point of becoming his ſo- 
vereign, rather than commit a breach of truſt. The infanta Clara 
Eugenia, daughter of Philip IT. by his third wife Elizabeth of 
France, is married to Albert the archduke ; and Philip III. con- 
firms the renunciation of the ſovereignty of the Netherlands, which 
the king his father had made in favour of the infanta. An arret of 
parliament againſt William Roſe, biſhop of Senlis, a famous leaguer, 
forbidding him to ſet foot within his dioceſe, for a twelvemonth.

Catherine, the king's ſiſter, is married to the duke of Bar, 
the ſon of Charles duke of Lorrain. The marſhal de Joyeuſe 
returns to the order of Capuchins. The king's marriage with 
Margaret of Valois, is declared null and void by the pope's com- 
miſſioners, with conſent of parties. The death of Gabrielle 
d'Eſtree, whom it was ſaid the king intended to marry. She had 
been married in the beginning of her amours with Henry M. to M.

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days, we are not to underſtand ſuch as were deſcended from a 
noble ſtock ; it was ſufficient for this purpoſe that a member of 
the third eſtate only followed the profeſſion of arms, without 
bearing any other employment: by a much ſtronger reaſon was it 
ſufficient, that this man, who was member of the third eſtate, 
had acquired a noble fief, and paid competent ſervice, that is, had 
followed his lord to war, to be reckoned a gentleman: conſe- 
quently at that time a perſon might ennoble himſelf; ſo that he 
ſtood in no need of letters patent, or of public employments to 
acquire nobility: a man of noble extraction, and a perſon lately 
ennobled, were equally ſtiled gentlemen of name and arms. Things 
continued thus in France till the reign of Henry III, and then the 
nobility acquired by the poſſeſſion of fiefs, as well as that obtain- 
ed by the profeſſion of arms, was no longer conſidered. The 
hundred and fifty-eighth article of the ordinance of Blois, in the 
year 1599, ſuppreſſed the nobility obtained by fiefs, and the edict 
of Henry IV. aboliſhed that acquired by arms. Thus the gentle- 
man is no longer he who has been in the army, or has acquired 
lordſhips or noble fiefs, but he who is deſcended from a noble 
lineage, or has had letters of ennoblement, or laftly, is poſſeſſed 
of an office to which nobility is annexed. Tt is ſurprizing that 
Henry IV, who owed ſo much to his gallant officers, ſhould have 
requited their long ſervices ſo ill. Lewis XV, by his edict of 
nobility in 1750, ſhews his great regard for thoſe gentlemen; 
and has immortalized his reign as much by this new law, as by 
the foundation of a military ſchool. 

The marquis de Roſny is made maſter of the ordnance upon 
the reſignation of M. d'Eftrees. This was for a long time a poſt 
of no conſequence, from its being divided intb ſo many branches: 
Lewis XI. rendered it more conſiderable, and it became aſter- 
wards of greater importance, by the ſuppreſſion of the office of 
grand maſter of the croſs-bow men, which expired with Aymar 
de Prie towards the year 1534; at length it was made one 
of the great offices of the crown in favour of the duke de Sully.

The conſpiracy of marſhal de Biron, the count d' Auvergne, 
and marſhal de Bouillon, in conjunction with the duke of 
Savoy, is diſcovered by Laffin, a perſon in whom the marſhal 
confided; The firſt advice was given by Roſcieux, formerly mayor 
of Orleans, and afterwards ſecretary of ſtate to the duke de May- 
enne's council, a famous leaguer, who after the reduction of Paris 
retired to the Netherlands. The marſhal was beheaded in the 
Baſtile the thirty-firſt of July, by an arret of parliament, the 
king having ſent them a. commiſſion to try him. His majeſty 
granted a pardon to the count d'Auvergne, the natural fon of 
Charles IX, afterwards duke d'Angouleme, and to marſhal de 
Bouillon; but the latter not caring to truſt to it, quitted the 
kingdom.

'*- The prince of Conde, diſſatisfied at not having the chief 
direction of affairs, and complaining of the non- performance of 
the treaty of St. Menehoud, retires again from court, and pub- 
liſhes a bitter manifeſto e the government. The king iſſues

'Copde and his adherents of all their honours and eftates, as 
guilty of high treaſon, | 
Lewis XIII, in ſpite of the malecontents who might have in- 
commoded him in his march, ſets out for Bourdeaux, where the 
double marriage was conſummated. He returns from Bourdeaux 
to Chatelleraut, in order of battle, having nominated the duke 
de Guiſe lieutenant general of the army, which covered his march 
from the inſults of the malecontents and-of the Huguenots, with 
whom the prince of Conde was connected, notwithſtanding the 
averſion he bore to thoſe people all his life. 
Mary of Medicis employs James de Broſſe her architect, to 
build the palace of Luxemburg; it was likewiſe by her order 
that the walk called the Cours was planted with trees.

The treaty of Loudun, between the queen and the prince of 
Conde, the head of the malecontents; it was equally in favour 
of this prince and of the Huguenots. The queen, by the advice 
of the marſhal d'Ancre, impriſoned the prince of Conde, who 
had forced her to this treaty, and, although a peace was con- 
cluded, til] continued his intrigues. Themines, - who ar- 
reſted him, was |that very ſame day made marſhal of France,

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Conde was ſent to the Baſtile, and afterwards conducted to Vin- 
cennes. Upon the news of this impriſonment, the princes, and 
ſeveral of the chief nobility, retired from court, in order to pre- 
pare for war. The queen mother ſet three armies on foot, under 
the command of the duke de Guiſe, the marſhal de Montigny, 
and the count d'Auvergne: marſhal d'Ancre procured the latter 
his liberty (he had been confined to the Baſtile by Henry IV.) 
with the government of Paris and that of the iſle of France. 
Out of the different corps of the Swiſs nation, the king makes 
a draught of a particular number of companies, in order to form a 
regiment of Swiſs guards, and Gaſpar Gallati of Glaris was the 
firſt colonel; 

Richelieu, biſhop of Lucon, is made ſecretary, by the patron- 
age of marſhal d'Ancre. 
James I, at the perſuaſion of Barnewelt, the penſionary of 
Holland, reſtores to the Dutch the cautionary towns, viz. Fluſh- 
ing, Brille, and Ramekins, by which that republic had been held 
in a dependance on England. This prince was ſoon made ſen- 
ſible of his miſtake ; and it is thought that his reſentment againſt 
Barnewelt, contributed to the death of that great man. Marſhal 
d'Ancre diſplaces all the miniſters, and haſtens his own de- 
ſtruction. |

The war is carried on ſuccesfully againſt the malecontents, and 
ſuddenly concludes with the death of marſhal d'Ancre. The king 
guided intirely by the advice of M. de Luines, his favourite, 
ordered him to be arreſted; Vitry, who had been intruſted with 
the commiſſion, attempted to put it in execution; and the mar- 
ſhal, making reſiſtance, was killed upon the bridge of the Louvre. 
His wife was beheaded by an arret of parliament : meſſieurs de 
la Porte and de Bouthillier owed their fortune to this woman. 
The death of marſhal d'Ancre, who had governed the kingdom 
the ſpace of ſeven years in the name of the queen, put an end 
to the civil war. Mary of Medicis is exiled to Blois. Thither ſhe 
was followed by the biſhop of Lugon, who had met with ſome 
difficulties about his ſeat in council; being afterwards ſuſpected 
by the duke de Luines, he received orders to retire to his priory 
of Couſlay in Anjou, from thence to Lugon, and at length to 
Avignon. | D 4 An 
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An aſſembly of the Notables held at Rouen, at which Gaſton, 
the king's brother, then only nine years of age, preſided : he 
was aſſiſted by the cardinals du Perron and de la Rochefoucaud, 
the duke de Montbazon, and marſhal de But: this aſſembly 
was productive of nothing. 

Ihe treaty of Pavia, concluded by the mediation of France, 
betmorn the king of Spain and the duke of Savoy : the duke de 


Leſdiguieres had ſerved the latter to ſome purpoſe in the war be- 


tween thoſe two powers; and the French aſſiſted him ſtill more 
effcQually againſt Spain, as ſoon as the duke de Luines recovered 
the reins of government out of the hands of the queen, 
The kingdoms of Bohemia, and Hungary, devolved to the 
houſe of Auſtria in the fixtcenth century, by the marriage of 
the emperor Ferdinand I. to Anne, the ſiſter of Lewis the 
laſt king, who poſſeſſed both thoſe crowns, but left no iſſue. 
The emperor Matthias, having no. children, cauſed his couſin 
Ferdinand, the grandſon of Ferdinand I, to be crowned king of 
Bohemia, from an apprehenſion of the diſturbances which broke 
out the next year. Philip III. laid claim to Bohemia and Hun- 
gary, as being deſcended by his mother from Anne Jagellon, who 
brought theſe kingdoms for her portion to Ferdinand I, This 
diſpute concluded with an agreement, by which Ferdinand II. 
was ſuffered to enjoy both thoſe kingdoms, on condition that for 
want of male iſſue in the German line, they ſhould go to the 
Spaniſh branch. The houſe of Bavaria had likewiſe pretenſions 
to thoſe countries, in right of a prior ſubſtitution or intail, ſettled 


by the will of Ferdinand I, and by the marriage contract between 


his eldeſt daughter and the duke of Bavaria, A ball, at which 


the king, and M. de Luines, &c. danced.

The queen mother eſcapes from Blois, and retires to A 
leme, with the aſſiſtance of the duke d'Epernon, who had quitted 
the court. The duke de Luines ſends for the biſhop of Lugon 
to Avignon, who perſuades the queen to come to an accommo- 
dation with the king. The agreement is ſettled by the treaty of 
Angouleme. 

An interview in Touraine between Lewis XIII. and Mary 
of Medicis: ſhe retired afterwards to Angers. The duke de 
Luines fets the prince of Conde at liberty; who from that time 
proved a moſt faithful ſubject to the king. The conſtable of 
Montmorency's lady, mother-in-law to prince Conde, reſigned 
her place of lady of honour to the queen, when madam de Luines 
was made ſuperintendant of. the houſhold: madam de Lanoy, 
by the intereſt of Puiſieux, obtained the place of lady of honour : 
this was a perſon of merit. (Mem. of Brienne.) 

The manor of Maille in Touraine is erected into a dutchy and 
peerage, under the name of Luines. 

Ferdinand II. is elected emperor after the deceaſe of Matthias. 
The Bohemians, inſtead of acknowledging him, chuſe Frederic V, 
the elector palatine, for their king. The ſynod of Dordrecht, 
where prince Maurice, at the head of the Gomariſts, procured 
the condemnation of the Arminians, who were the party that 
oppoſed him: this brought on the ſentence and public execution 
of Barnewelt. Thus did Maurice reward that ſtateſman for the 
care he had taken of him in his youth, and for cauſing him to be 
nominated to the command of the armies upon the death of 
William his father, The ſage republican thought only of guard- 


ing againſt the ambition of the prince of Orange; who had 


invaded the liberties of his country. His zeal coſt him his life, 
for he was beheaded at the age of ſeventy two: by the 
fame arret, Grotius, an adherent of Barnewelt, and of the Ar- 
minians, was condemned to perpetual impriſonment z but he 


he 
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he had been confined) by a ſtratagem of Mary Regeſberg his 
wife, who conveyed him away in a trunk. He retired to Paris, 
where he wrote his book Of the rights of war and peace, which 
was publiſhed in 1625. Sir William Temple, who was attached 
to the houſe of Orange, ſpeaking of the Arminians, ſays, that 
they were rather a ſtate party, than a ſet. The abſolute power 
uſurped by the ſynod of Dordrecht, has greatly puzzled the pro- 
teſtants, who have ſince oppoſed the lawful authority of the 
church in the council of Trent.

The pacification of Ulm. This was a treaty between the ca- 
tholics and proteſtants, to procure the peace of Germany, and to 
grant no aſſiſtance either to the emperor or to the king of Bohe- 
mia: which was the ſure way to render Ferdinand II. trium- 


phant. The king mediated this treaty with the advice of the pre- 


ſident Jeannin ; by which means he ftrengthened the houſe of | 


- Auſtria, which at that time he might have eaſily cruſhed. The 


queen diſſatisfied with the non-performance of the treaty of An- 


gouleme, and adviſed by the biſhop of Lugon, who wanted to 
render himſelf neceſſary at court, and to make them purchaſe 


his mediation, revives the war, in hopes ſhe ſhould be ſupported 
by the grandees. This war was of very ſhort duration: orders 
are iſſued out to all the provinces, to guard againſt the enter- 
prizes of the rebels; and the king, after marching into Nor- 
mandy, went to Angers, where his troops forced the bridge of 
Ce, and the queen ſubmitted. A ſecret article of this treaty, was 
the promiſe of a cardinal's hat from M. de Luines to the biſhop 
of Lucon; and the marriage of mademoiſelle de Vigneron to 
M. de Combalet, the favourite's nephew: thus the biſhop of | 


Lugon, having begun to make his fortune by means of the mar- 
ſhal 
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ſhal d'Ancre, continued to improve it under the patronage of the 
duke de Luines. The king iſſues out an edict for annexing the 
country of Bearn to the crown, for erecting the council of that 
province into a parliament, and for reſtoring the church lands, 
of which the Huguenots had been in poſſeſſion near ſixty years. 
The religioniſts had oppoſed this project ſome years ago; but 
the king having marched in perſon to Bearn, his preſence com- 
pleted the work. This is the era of the diſturbances under this 
reign, raiſed by the Huguenots only, without any aſſiſtance from 
the catholics. 

Anne d'Halluin having been married to Henry count de Can- 
dale, got him to be declared duke and peer of Halluin: this 
match was annulled, and in 1620, the was joined in wedlock to 
Charles de Schomberg, for whom ſhe likewiſe obtained the dutchy 
-and peerage of Halluin, by virtue of new letters of creation the 
fame year. A diſpute ariſes between M. de Candale and M. de 
Schomberg concerning the peerage. It was determined that both 
ſhould enjoy this honour; and that when one of them took his 
ſeat in parliament, the other ſhould keep away. 

The battle of Prague on the 8th of November, in which 
the elector Palatine is defeated by Maximilian duke of Ba- 
varia, brother-in-law to Ferdinand, and chief of the catholic 
league. To reward bim for this victory, the emperor trans- 


ferred the electoral dignity from Frederic to Maximilian, 


together with the upper Palatinate, in exchange for the lower 
Auſtria, which that prince held as a ſecurity for ſums lent to 
Ferdinand. While Frederic was loſing a crown, Spinola ravaged 
his hereditary dominions,- and James I. his father-in-law ſuffered 


himſelf to be amuſed with Spaniſh negotiations, and with the 
hopes of marrying the prince of Wales his ſon, to the infanta of 


Spain. Frederic was obliged to take ſhelter in Holland, where 
the ſtates allowed him a penſion of ten thouſand florins a 


month. Luſatia is detached from Bohemia by the emperor, and 
given to the elector of Saxony, for the ſervices done him 
during the war. Prince Maurice and the marſhal de Bouillon, 


at whoſe inſtigation the princeſs Elizabeth, daughter of James I, 
had perſuaded her huſband to accept of the crown of Bohemia,

The deſign of the Huguenots was to model France 
into a republic: they had already divided it into eight circles, the 
government of which was to be ſettled on the lords of their party.

The death of Philip III, who is ſucceeded by bis ſon Philip 
IV: the latter had the duke d'Olivares for his miniſter, as his fa- 
ther had had the duke de Lerma. The treaty of Madrid in regard 
to the Valteline, a province ſubject to the Griſons, where the pro- 


teſtants of that nation wanted to maintain their religion. The Spa- 


niards, under pretence of eſtabliſhing the true faith in that country, 
had made themſelves maſters of the paſſes, which preſerve the com- 
munication between the dutchy of Milan and Germany. Lewis 


XIII,, finding it his intereſt to check the Spaniards in their 


career, acts in conjunction with the pope, and engages the king 
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of Spain to deſiſt: it is therefore ſettled by treaty, that the Gri- 
ſons ſhall give no difturbance to their ſubjects, and that the Spa- 
niards ſhall. withdraw their troops from the valley. Baſfom- 
pierre, then ambaſſador extraordinary at Madrid, and who con- 
cluded this treaty, forewarns the king, that the Spaniards will 
obſerve it no longer than ſuits their conveniency ; which was 
actually the caſe. The truce of 1609 being expired, the war is 
renewed in the Netherlands; Spinola commanding the Spaniards, 
and prince Maurice the Dutch. Mansfeld carries on the war in 
Germany for Frederic, . 
1622. 


Creation of the firſt company of muſketeers: it was broke in 
1646, and reſtored in 1657. The ſecond was created 1660: 
this was the company of cardinal Mazarine's guards, which that 
miniſter gave to the king. 

The county of Rochefoucaud erected into a dutchy and 


peerage; the king's letters patent were not regiſtered till 1681, 


and Francis de la Rochefoucaud, in whoſe favour they were 
granted, was not admitted till 1637 : he had married the heireſs 
of Rocheguyon and Liancourt. His fon, the author of the max- 
ims, was a friend of madam de Longueville. The grandſon had 
the honour of being called the 4ing's friend; his majeſty having 
given him the place of great maſter of the wardrobe, the govern- 
ment of Berry, and the office of great huntſman: and yet theſe 
favours were not attributed to madam de Fontange, whoſe 
confidence he enjoyed. His fon married the daughter of M. de 
Louvois. 

The war continues, with alternate advantage, between the 
king and the proteſtants. His majeſty gave a ſignal mark of 
courage in Poiftou, when at the head of his guards he croſſed 
over to the iſle of Ries at midnight, and drove M. de Soubiſe from 
thence, after defeating the troops, which defended that poſt, 

The king viſits the trenches at the ſiege of Royan in Saintonge, 
and mounts the banquette three or four times to reconnoitre the 
place, at the hazard of his life. The proteſtants grow tired of 
the war. The marquis de la Force ſubmits, and is made marſhal 


of France. The Rochellers are defeated at ſea by the duke de 
1 | Guiſe, 
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Guiſe, while the duke de Rohan makes his peace. The war 
ends in a confirmation of the edict of Nantes. The blockade of 
Rochelle is raiſed, but fort Lewis is left ftanding. The duke 
de Leſdiguieres receives the conſtable's ſword, after having 
made his abjuration of Calviniſm : he had promiſed cardinal Ludo- 
viſio to turn catholic, whenever that eccleſiaſtic became pope; 
both caſes happened; Ludoviſio (Gregory XV.) changed his ſta- 


tion, and Leſdiguieres his religion, The ſee of Paris, which 


before had been ſubject to the juriſdiction of the metropolitan of 
Sens, is created an archbiſhopric on the 20th of October; and has 
for its ſuffragans, the biſhoprics of Chartres, Meaux, and G 
to which was afterwards added the biſhopric of Blois, created 

under Lewis XIV. The queen mother takes her ſeat in coun- 
eil, on condition that the biſhop of Lugon ſhall not appear in that 
aſſembly. The preſident Jeannin, the chancellor de Sillery, and 
Puiſieux his ſon, ſecretary of ſtate, have the principal direction 
of affairs. The Spaniards amuſe king James I. with the hopes 
of marrying the infanta to the prince of Wales, who ſet out the 
next year for Madrid, in order to haſten the nuptials; but 
they did not take place, neither did James I. grant any afliſt- 
ance to Frederic his ſon-in-law. The emperor continues the 
war againſt this prince with great ſucceſs; having made him- 
ſelf maſter of Heidelberg, he removes the famous library of 
that city to Rome, and gives it to pope Urban VIII.

A league is entered into by France, the duke of Savoy, and 
the republic of Venice, to procure the execution of the treaty of 
Madrid. The commander de Sillery, who ſucceeded the mar- 
quis de Cœuvres as ambaſſador to the court of Rome, concludes 
a treaty, on this head, with the Spaniards, which being diſ- 
advantageous to the king, was diſavowed as ſoon as cardinal 
Richelieu came to the miniſtry. The Dutch undertake an expe- 


dition to America, from whence they carry off an immenſe 


booty. Count Tilly obtains great advantages over the Dutch in 
a The death of the marſhal de Bouillon.

The diſgrace of the chancellor de Sillery, and of Puiſieux his 
ſon, who had oppoſed the promotion of Richelieu fo the cardina- 
late. The privy council is compoſed of the duke de Vieuville, who 
ſucceeded Schomberg in the office of ſuperintendant of the 
finances, cardinal Rochefoucaud, the conſtable Leſdiguieres, Ali- 
gre, keeper of the ſeals, and Bullion. 

Richelieu, having received the cardinal's hat, is made member 

of the council, at the queen's recommendation, and takes his ſeat 
oppoſite to cardinal Rochefoucaud, but below the conſtable. 
Vieuville, who was ſucceeded by Marillac, is confined in the 
caſtle of Amboiſe ; whence he made his eſcape, and was appointed 
ſuperintendant a ſecond time in the next reign. Cardinal Roche- 
foucaud was diſguſted, and the ſeals were taken from Aligre in 
1626. The king grants a writ, or warrant, ſigned by two ſecretaries 
of ſtate, and dated the gth of May ; by which, without making 
it a precedent, his majeſty declares that one of the cardinals 
only, aſſiſting in council, ſhall take place of the conſtable, 
Vieuville, ſuperintendant of the finances, and du Hallier, who 
was afterwards called the marſhal de PHopital, captain of the 
guards, figned as witneſſes to this warrant, and we find in 
the memoirs of the count de Brienne, that it was afterwards 
deſtroyed. The commander de Sillery, being involved in the diſ- 
grace of his family, is recalled from his embaſly at Rome, and 
M. de Bethune ſucceeds him. The war of the Valteline, in 
which Cœuvres commands the king's army: the deſign of it was 
to oblige the Spaniards to abandon the forts in their poſſeſſion ; 
and to induce the pope to deliver up to France the places ſequeſt- 
ered into his hands. The treaty of Compiegne concluded with 
the Dutch. 
The expedition of the Dutch againſt Braſil and Peru, under 
the command of the admirals l'Hermite and Willekens, They 
make themſelves maſters of Lima and San-Salvador, but are not 
able to keep poſſeſſion of thoſe places. 

The Spaniards miſcarry in ſeveral expeditions againſt the Hol- 
landers, Spinola lays ſiege to Breda. 

The duke of Buckingham, a favourite of the prince of Wales 
(afterwards Charles I.) prevails on James I. to declare war againſt 

the 
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the king of Spain, with whom he had been at variance, ſince the 
marriage of the prince of Wales with the infanta had been 
ſet aſide, Charles of Lorrain, who eſpouſed Nicole, the eldeſt 
daughter of Henry Il, ſurnamed the Good, duke of Lorrain, ſuc- 
ceeds him in that dukedom : he was ſtiled Charles IV.

The Huguenots renew the war, under pretence of the non · execu- 
tion of ſome promiſes; but the real motive was their taking umbrage 
at fort Lewis. M. de Soubiſe ſeizes Blavet or port Lewis. The Spa- 
niards abandon the remainder of the Valteline, and Chiavene ſur- 
renders to the ſieur de Longueval d' Haraucourt. The treaty of 
Mongon in Arragon, the following year, put an end to this con- 
teſt: it was leſs favourable to the Griſons than that of Madrid; 
but cardinal Richelieu being engaged in the war with the French 
proteſtants, did not think it yet a right time to quarrel with Spain. 
_ The king's troops, joined by thoſe of the duke of Savoy, 
make incurſions upon the territories of Genoa; but are ſoon 
diſpoſſeſſed of their conqueſts. The death of James I. on the 


6th of April, prevented that prince from aſſiſting, on the 11th of | 


May, at the ſolemnization of the marriage between Henrietta, 
the ſiſter of Lewis XIII, and his ſon Charles I. The court 
conducted the young queen as far as Amiens; on which occa- 
ſion the duke of Buckingham behaved with that imprudence, 
which laid the foundation of his averſion to France and the 
cardinal. James I. was juſt entering upon a war with Spain 
when he died; But it was the fate of that pacific king to end 
% his days in peace; and he ceaſed to live, as ſoon as he became 
« defirous of war.“ ( Revol. of England.) What is very extraor- 
dinary, this prince, the weakeſt of mortals, was ſtrangely prepoſ- 
ſeſſed with the notions of his royal prerogative, and abſolute 
power. Buckingham had the ſame aſcendant over Charles I, as 
he had enjoyed over the king his father. Inſtances of favourites 
to two ſucceeding princes - are very rare. The conſtable de 
Montmorency had the ſame good fortune, of being in favour 
with Francis I, and Henry II; but upon cloſe obſervation, we 
ſhall find there was a ſimilarity of circumſtances in regard to 
EIT | thoſe 
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thoſe two men, by which we might account for the continuance 
of their power ; that is, they had quarrelled with their firſt maſ- 
ter juſt before he died. Cardinal Barberini is ſent legate to 
France, where he ſerves his uncle, pope Urban VIII, but very 
indifferently; and miſcarries in his negotiation, by reaſon of 
his partiality to the Spaniards. 

The civil war between the Huguenots and Catholics conti- 
nues. A ſea fight near the iſle of Rhe, in which the royaliſts 
commanded by the duke de Montmorency, are victorious, and 
retake the iſland from the rebels. The duke of Feria raiſes the 
ſiege of Verue, defended by the prince of Piedmont, and is de- 
feated in his retreat by the conſtable Leſdiguieres, and his ſon-in- 
law the marſhal de Crequy, 

Spinola, after a ſiege of ten months, makes himſelf maſter of 
Breda, which had been taken from the Spaniards in 1590 by 
Maurice prince of Orange. Maurice died of chagrin, at not 
being able to raiſe the ſiege : his father was William, founder of 
the republic; and he was ſucceeded by Frederic Henry, his brother. 

It was the misfortune of Europe, ſays Nani, to have, at this 
time, three young kings, on whom her fate depended ; princes 


| reſpectable for their power, remarkable for their ambition, and 


claſhing in their intereſts: but conformable in this only, that 
they committed the whole management of their affairs to their 
miniſters ; Lewis to Richelieu, Philip to Olivarez, and Charles to

The beginning of the jealouſy between the king and Gaſton 
his brother, which interrupted the tranquillity of the king- 
dom. Gaſton marries mademoiſelle de Montpenſier at Nantes: 
ſhe died the year following, and left an only daughter

ber heireſs. This marriage had been productive of great agi- 


tations at court, where the cardinal's enemies were deficous - 
that Gaſton ſhould marry a foreign princeſs, in order to render 
him independent on the miniſter. A ſcheme is formed to 
aſſaſſinate the cardinal in his houſe at Fleury. The conſpiracy 
is detected; Chalais, maſter of the wardrobe, who owed his for- 
tune to this miniſter, was ſaid to have joined in the deſign 
againſt his perſon, and had obſtructed this marriage, in order to

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pleaſe madam de Chevreuſe, the favourite of the young queen, who 
was afraid that Gaſton would not marry. Chalais was beheaded, 
Marſhal d'Ornano, Gaſton's confident, died in confinement at 
Vincennes; madam de Chevreuſe eſcaped to Lorrain; meffieurs 
de Vendome were arreſted; and the count of Soiſſons with- 
drew to Rome, where, notwithſtanding the cardinal's orders, 
M. de Bethune paid him the honours due to his birth : but this 
unfortunate prince loſt his life afterwards at the battle of Mar- 
fee; as if it had been decreed, that deſtruction was to attend 
every one who dared to oppoſe the firſt miniſter, The cardinal 
who knew how to avail himſelf of every circumſtance, even that 
of his late danger, had a company of life guards allowed him, 


for the ſecurity of his perſon. Baradas, who ſucceeded Chalais | 


as the king's favourite, being ſuſpected by the rm, young 


Saint Simon was introduced in his room. 


The remainder of this reign abounded in cabals ant intrigues, 
but the cardinal triumphed over them all. The proteſtant 
powers, Holland, Sweden, and the circle of Lower-Saxony, 
with the king of Denmark at their head, enter into a league 
againſt the emperor. The emperor's generals were Tilly and 
Walſtein; on the oppoſite ſide were Mansfeld, Chriſtian of 
Brunſwick, ſtiled the adminiſtrator of Halberſtadt, and the duke 


of Saxe Weimar. Mansfeld loſt the battle of Deſſau againſt | 


Walſtein, and died ſoon aſter; the adminiſtrator met with the 


fame fate. Tilly defeated the king of Denmark at the battle of | 


Lutter. 

The beginning of the quarrels between Charles I. and the 
parliament of England: the former was influenced by Buckingham; 
the latter perceived that the king was deſirous of extending the 
royal prerogative, and rendering himſelf independent. 


A fruitlyſs expedition of the Engliſh againſt Cadiz. Charles I. 


diſmiſſes all the queen's fervants of on Roman Catholic per-

The king aboliſhes the office of admiral, and grants an equi- 
valent for it to the duke de Montmorency: he likewiſe ſup. 
preſſes the poſt. of conſtable, vacant by the death of Leſdiguieres. 
« This general, in the early part of his life, applied himſelf to 
« letters; and if he had continued his ſtudies, would have been 
&« as great a ſcholar as he proved afterwards a ſoldier.” ( Brantome.) 
The cardinal is created grand maſter and ſuperintendant general 
of the navigation and commerce of France, by an edict regiſtered 
the 10th of March : he likewife took his ſeat in parliament, in 
virtue of the king's letters patent, and had the ſame rank as he 
enjoyed in council, 

The renewal of our alliance with the Dutch. The cardinal, 
having two principal objects in view, the reduction of the houſe 
of Auſtria, and the deſtruction of the Huguenots, begins with 
the latter, and undertakes to deprives them of the city of Ro- 
cheſſe, the bulwark of their religion. 

A new war with the proteſtants. The duke of Buckingham 
jealous of the glory of cardinal Richelieu, and deſirous of regain- 
ing the affection of the Engliſh nation, prevails on Charles I. to 
afliſt the Rochellers. The fleet under his command appears off of 
the iſle of Rhe, at the requeſt of the Rochellers, and of the duke 
of Rohan, the avowed leader of that party, The Engliſh having 
been defeated by Toiras upon their landing in the iſland, 
and compelled by Schomberg to raiſe the ſiege of St. Martin, 
where they had made a fruitleſs aſſault, reimbarked with the loſs 
of eight thouſand men. On the foth of Auguſt, the duke of 
Angouleme begins the ſiege of Rochelle. The king, attended by 
the chief nobility of the kingdom, arrives before the town. 
Francis Montmorency de Boutteville, and Romadec des Cha- 
pelles, are executed for the crime of duelling: this ſeverity had 
a greater effect upon the minds of the people, than all the edicts 
publiſhed on that account. 

A diſpute, in regard to the command of the army, between M. 


q Angouleme, and M. de Baſſompierre : to ſettle this difference, 
E 2 Baſſompierre 
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Baſſompierre was appointed to command a ſeparate body c 
forces; and M. d'Angouleme ſerved under the king, Lewis 
XIII. returned to Paris the 17th of February the enſuing year, 
and the cardinal ſtaid behind to direct the ſiege. On the 
-20th of November this year was begun the famous dyke, by 
Lewis Metezeau and John Tiriot. The king of Denmark aban. 
. doned by the princes of his party, and purſued on every fide by 
Tilly and Walſtein, grows uneaſy about his own dominions, 
and makes propoſals of peace. The war continues between Guſtz- 


vus Adolphus, king of Sweden, and Siſgiſmund, king of Poland, 
who maintained his right to the crown of Sweden, which had 
been uſurped by Charles of Sudermania, the father of Guſtavus, |

The duke de Rohan miſcarries in his attempt upon the citadel} 
of Montpellier: the prince of Conde takes Palmier and Real- 
mont, and after waſting the country about Caſtres, marches 


to the relief of Creſſels, in the neighbourhood of Milhau, at- 
tacked by M. de Rohan. 

Pouſin, Mirabels, Chemeras, Bays and Garlangues, ſurrender 
to the king's troops commanded by the duke de Montmorency. 


A treaty between the king of England and the Rochellers: 


Buckingham ſends a fleet to their aſſiſtance, which, being inſut- 


ficient for the purpoſe, returns to England the 18th of May. 


Some attribute this miſcarriage to a letter, which the queen is 


ſaid to have written at the cardinal's requeſt to the duke of Buck- 
Ingham; but there does not ſeem to be a ſufficient proof of any 
ſuch letter. Buckingham is aſſaſſinated at Portſmouth the 2d of | 
September. My lord Clarendon mentions a very extraordinary | 
circumſtance relating to this murder. Sir George Villiers, the 
father of Buckingham, who died a great many years before, 
appeared to an old officer of his acquaintance, deſiring him to 


tell his ſon from him, that unleſs he ſtudied to render himſelt 
more agreeable to the nation, he would meet with an untimely 
end. The officer, as might naturally be expected, looked upon 
this as a dream: the ſpectre however was not diſcouraged, but 
returned a ſecond and a third time; and to give a further ſanc- 
tion to this commiſſion, he informed the perſon of many particu- 


lars known only to the duke, which would convince that noble- 


man 
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man of his not being a viſionary. At length the perſon complied, 
and waited on the duke of Buckingham, who ſeemed to be very 
much diſturbed at his diſcourſe. Clarendon finiſhes this ſtory 
with affirming, that it was founded in greater probability, than 
is uſually met with in ſuch predictions. I thought this anec- 
dote worthy of being related, not in order to give much 
weight to it; but only to ſhew the high opinion the Engliſh 
had of the duke of Buckingham, fince they imagined his death to 
have been attended with ſuch wonderful circumſtances ; as if it 
were impoſſible for extraordinary men to die otherwiſe than as they 
lived, The fleet fitted out by the duke of Buckingham, which 
was much ſtronger than the former, makes a third, and laſt, 
effort in favour of Rochelle; the commander de Valangay 
engaged it, as he had done before. The king returned to the. 
ſiege the 29th of March, and poſted himſelf at the battery of 
chef de bois, or Baye, where upwards of three hundred cannon 
balls went over his head. The Engliſh attempt in vain to force 
the dyke, which was finiſhed by Pompey Targon : their fleet 
returns to England; and Rochelle ſubmits to the king the 28th 
of October. His majeſty made his entry into the town, the 
firſt of November: the fortifications were demoliſhed ; the 
ditches filled up, the inhabitants diſarmed, and rendered liable to 
the tailles, the privileges of the city aboliſhed, and the catholic 
religion reſtored. This was a mortal blow to Calviniſm, and 
may be reckoned the moſt glorious and moſt uſeful event, dur- 
ing the adminiſtration of cardinal Richelieu. 

Thus was this rebellious town ſubdued; a town that had bid 
defiance to her ſovereigns near two hundred years, and ac- 
cording to the uſual policy of rebels, always choſe to erect 
the ſtandard of revolt, when our kings were moſt embar- 
raſſed. Such was the rebellion againſt Lewis XI, during the 
diſturbances under his brother the duke of Guyenne; ſuch 
that againſt Charles VII, when all the powers of Italy were 
combined againſt him at Fornova : that againſt Lewis XII, during 
the conteſt about the dutchy of Milan : that againſt Francis I, 
when he was at war with Charles V: that againſt Francis II, and 
JEN IX, under their minority: that againſt Henry III, by 
ſetting him at variance with his brother: that againſt Henry IV, 


when he was juſt ready to engage the duke of Savoy: and laftly, 
E |

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this againſt Lewis XIII, with whom the Rochellers had thrice 
waged open war, and who had expended forty millions in carrying 
on this ſiege. 

As the king of Spain, and the dukes of Savoy and Lorrain, only 
waited for the iſſue of this enterprize to declare themſelves ; they 
continued very quiet upon hearing of its ſucceſs. The cardinal 
ſaid, he had taken Rochelle in ſyite of three kings; the king of 
Spain, the king of England, and eſpecially the king of France: 
what rendered this ſtrictly true, in regard to Lewis XIII, was 
the inquietude of this prince, from the ſuggeſtions of the miniſter's 
enemies who envied his glory. 

Charles I. diſſolves a third parliament, which would not ſub- 


mit to his will: this made the power of parliaments, ſays my lord | 


Clarendon, more formidable, ſince the ſovereign ſeemed to be reduced to 
that rough cure of laying them afide, becauſe be could not limit their 
juriſdiction. 

The Dutch continue ſucceſsful by ſea. Peter Adrian ſets fail 
for the Weſt-Indies, ' and falling in with the Spaniſh galleons, 
ſets fire to the ſhips after plundering the cargo. Peter Hein 
attacks another fleet bound from Peru to Mexico, and becomes 
maſter of upwards of ſixteen millions of livres in ſpecie and in 
merchandize. Captain Carpentier and Peter de Nuits make new 


diſcoveries in the Eaſt-Indies, and give their names to thoſe | 


countries. This eſtabliſhment of the Dutch in various parts 


of the globe, affords room for a general reflection, on the pre- 
ſent commerce of the eaſtern and weſtern world: and we find 
that the difference between the trade to America, and that to the | 


Eaſt-Indies, is, that the former ſupports the European manufac- 

tures, while the latter maintains thoſe of the Eaſt-Indies; this draws 

the ſpecie from America to Europe, and from hence to the Eaſt. 
1629. 

Francis IV, duke of Mantua, died in 1612: he was ſucceeded 

by his brother Ferdinand, who died in 1626. Vincent, the youn- 


geſt of the three, reaped the ſucceſſion, and deceaſed in 1627. The 


legitimate heir was Charles Gonzaga, great uncle to the three 
laſt dukes : his ſon, the duke de Rhetelois, had eſpouſed Mary 
the daughter of Francis IV, and therefore the ſeveral rights cen- 


tered in him. The emperor, the king of Spain, the duke of 


Savoy and all Italy declared againſt the duke de Nevers, who 
9 had 
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had no other ſupport than France, where he was ſettled ; each of 
thoſe princes wanting to ſeize either the whole, or a part of that 
dutchy. 

Cardinal Richelieu, zealous for his maſter's glory, and deſi- 
rous to prevent his being led away by the intrigues of the queen 
and council, prevails on his majeſty to march in perſon to the 
aſſiſtance of the duke of Mantua, 

The queen mother is declared regent. ; 

The Code Marillac, commonly called Code Michaut, publiſhed 
in the form of edict: this was a collection of our moſt famous 
ordinances, to which had been joined the edicts, relative to the 
remonſtrances of the laſt aſſembly of the ſtates, and to the de- 
mands of the aſſembly of the Notables at the Thuilleries. The 
king, notwithſtanding the oppoſition of the parliament, ordered 
it to be publiſhed in his bed of juſtice, for it is not ſaid to have 
been verified there; hence this edict was not afterwards obſerved, 
neither do our advocates quote it as law. It conſiſts of four hun- 
dred and ſixty one articles, of which there are a hundred and 
thirty-two relating to war, and thirty-one to the marine. 
We may take notice of ſome of the principal articles: the 
XXXIXth relative to clandeſtine marriages, declares them to 
be invalid ; and Jays an injunction on the eceleſiaſtic judges to 
determine concerning the ſaid marriages, in purſuance of this 
article: the LVIIIth touching the maſters of requeſts, who 
ought to be ſent by the chancellor every year into the provinces, 
and there to perform nearly the ſame functions, as were anciently 
exerciſed by our king's commiſſaries, ſtiled miſſi domintci; ſo 
that by this edit, the maſters of requeſts ſeem to be deſigned 
intirely for ſupplying the place of the intendants : the CCXIth, 
by which all gentlemen are commanded to fign the name of 
their families, and not of their lands or eſtates, in order 
to diſtinguiſh them from the roturiers, or plebeians, who were 
permitted to bear the name of the fiefs in their poſſeſſion, 
&c. 

The king in perſon forces the three barricades of the paſs of 
Suſa the 6th of March, having under him the marſhals de Crequi 
and de Baſſompierre. The treaty of Suſa, by which the duke 


of "yy delivers up this town into the hands of Lewis XIII. ar 
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a ſecurity for his aſſiſting to raiſe the ſiege of Caſal. The ſiege 


of Caſal raiſed by the Spaniards. The king, at his return, find- 


ing that the Huguenots were ſtill creating diſturbances, notwith- 
ſtanding the order he had ſent them before his departure from 
Italy, to lay down their arms, marches towards Privas, which 


was taken and plundered the 27th of May: Alais capitulates the 


8th of June; the cardinal enters Montauban the 20th of Auguſt; 
and a treaty is ſigned with the Calviniſts by the laſt edict of pa- 
cification. The duke of Rohan, perceiving the inutility of the con- 
vention which he had lately ſigned with Spain, retired to Venice, 


till the circumſtances of affairs, and the eſteem due to his abili- | 
ties, procured him the command of our troops in the Valteline. 


Cardinal Richelieu is made prime miniſter, by letters patent of 
the 21ſt of November. 

The king, intending to ſuppreſs the ſtates of the province of 
Languedoc, iſſues out an edi, creating twenty-two elections in 
that province; which was putting it on the ſame footing with 
the reſt of the kingdom. This edict obtained only for two years, 
at the end of which it was repealed: the privileges of the pro- 
vince of Languedoc were reſtored, together with the cuſtom of 
aſſembling the ſtates. 

Lewis XIII. had ſigned a treaty the 24th of April with the 
king of England, whereby this prince engaged not to aſſiſt the re- 
bels during the other's abſence. 

A peace ſigned at Lubec the 27th of May, between the king 
of Denmark and the emperor : the arms of the latter had ſtruck 
a terror into all Germany,

A deeree of the conſiſtory on the 1ſt of January, conferring 
the title of eminence on the cardinals, the eccleſiaſtic electors, 
and the grand maſters of the order of Malta, 

The duke of Savoy refuſes to execute the treaty of Suſa; and 
Spinola, in concert with that prince, perſiſts in the deſign of 
ſtripping the duke of Mantua, The war breaks out again in 
Savoy, Piedmont, the dutchy of Montferrat, and the reſt of 
Italy. The king and the Venetians continue to ſupport the 
duke of Mantua. The emperor makes himſelf maſter of ſome 
towns belonging to the Griſons. Marſhal Crequy take Pignerol 
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in two days. Marſhal Schomberg ſeizes Briqueras. Spinola, 
who died not long after, lays ſiege once more to Caſal. The 
king returns to the army. Julius Mazarine, afterwards cardinal, 
makes his firſt appearance, and treats with the king in behalf of 
the duke of Savoy. His majeſty is taken ill, and returns to Ly. 
ons, where he was expected by the two queens. The battle of 
Veillane on the 1oth of July, in which the duke de Montmorency, 
after expoſing himſelf raſhly, defeats general Doria, The Impe- 
rialiſts taking advantage of the king's abſence, ſurprize and plun- 
der Mantua. The town of Saluzzo is carried by the marſhals de 
ja Force and Montmorency. Charles Emmanuel, duke of 
Savoy, dies of chagrin, to ſee his country a prey, through his 
own imprudence, to the French and to his allies. A ſuſpenſion 
of arms between the French and Spaniards negotiated by Maza. 
rine. The king of Sweden, aged five and thirty, having been 
invited laſt year by the inhabitants of Stralſund, a Hanſe 
town of Germany, to defend them againſt Walſtein, had the 
honour of ſtemming a torrent, which had hitherto carried 
every thing before it: and now this prince in reſentment 
of the emperor's contemptuous behaviour, and under co- 
lour of defending the proteſtant religion oppreſſed by Ferdi- 
nand (who had lately publiſhed an edit for reſtoring the church- 
lands uſurped by the proteſtant princes, ſince the reign of Charles 
V.) begins his German expedition with making himſelf maſter of 
the iſle of Rugen. | | 
The treaty of Ratiſbon the 13th of October, between the 
king and the emperor. The duke of Mantua is maintained in 
the poſſeſſion of his dominions, which were evacuated by the 
enemy the 27th of November. The king's ſtay at Lyons had 
like to have proved fatal, not only to the cardinal, by the 
forming of cabals againſt him, but alſo to France, Þy the 
dangerous malady which ſeized that prince. The queen mo- 
ther conducts her ſon back to Paris, after obtaining a promiſe 
from him, that he would diſmiſs the cardinal as ſoon as the affair 
of Italy was ſettled. Richelieu ſeemed to be undone, and was 
preparing to retire; when thecardinal de la Valette adviſed him to 
wait upon the king at Verſailles, whither the queen, too confi- 
dent of her influence, had neglected to follow ber fon. The car-

Guſtavus Adolphus had in vain exhorted the emperor to aban- 
don the king of Poland, and to do him juſtice in regard to ſome | 
other grievances : Ferdinand did not give himſelf much unea- 
ſineſs about the northern crowns ; but little did he know Guſta- 
vus. This prince poſſeſſes himſelf of Stettin, which had

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Germains, the 5th of May, 1652, and was not recovered by | 
the duke of Savoy till 1696, Guſtayus Adolphus makes himſelf

ary; takes Frankfort on the Oder by ſtorm ; reſtores the dukes 
of Mecklenburg to part of their dominions, of which they had 
been ſtripped by Walftein ; and gains the battle of Leipſick the 
7th of September, againſt Tilly and Papenheim. Gaſſion diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf in the Swediſh army. Guftavus takes Wurtz- 
burg; and Roſtock is ſurrendered to the dukes of Mecklenburg. 


The city of Prague is carried by ſtorm, the 28th of November, 


by John George I, elector of Saxony. It is worth while to ob- 
ſerve that this very town was taken by eſcalade, on the ſame day 
of the month in 1741, by marſhal Saxe, that prince's great grand- 
fon, who afterwards roſe to be marſhal general of our armies. 
This elector having quarrelled with the emperor, in conſequence 
of an edict of that prince concerning the reſtitution of church 
lands, commanded the left wing of Guſtavus's army at the 
battle of Leipſick. The elector of Treves puts himſelf under 
the king's protection, againſt the arms of Guſtavus, Wiſmar 
and Mentz ſurrender to the Swedes. 

During theſe tranſactions, the court of France was in the ut- 
moſt agitation. Gaſton retired to Lorrain, and the queen to 
Bruſſels, both of them extremely diſſatisfied with the cardinal. 
The former marries the princeſs Margaret, fiſter of Charles 
duke of Lorrain, at the inſtigation, as it is ſaid, of his favourite 
Puilaurens, who was in love with the princeſs of Phalſburg, 
Margaret's fiſter : for it was ever the fate of both the brothers, 
Lewis XIII. and Gaſton, to act intirely by the impreſſion of 
their miniſters, or their favourites. The king puniſhed every per- 
ſon concerned in this marriage. The princeſs of Conti, the 
dutcheſſes of Elbœuf and Leſdiguieres, and madam d'Or- 
nano were exiled ; the marſhal de Baſſompierre, the abbe de Foix, 
and Vautier, the queen's phyſician, were ſent to the Baſtile. 
The princeſs of Conti, who had been privately married to Baſ- 
ſompierre, dies of grief; (ſhe was daughter to the duke de Guiſe, 
killed at Blois, and had for her firſt huſband the prince of Conti, 
who was deaf and dumb.) The count de Moret, the dukes d'El- 
beeuf, de Bellegarde, and de Rouanes, the preſident le Coig- 
neux, the counſellor Payen, the fieur de Puilaurens, Monſigot, 
maſter of the accompts, and father Chanteloube, were declared 


guilty 
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guilty of high treaſon. The two offices of le Coigneux and 
Payen were ſuppreſſed, and the king publiſhed a declaration, 
bearing that thoſe employments ſhould be extinct, without waiting 
five years for the proof of contumacy, as uſual in caſes of high 
treaſon. 

Moyenvic is wreſted from the duke of Lorrain, who makes 
his peace with the king, by the treaty of Vic, on the 31ſt of 
December: to this treaty an article was added the th of Janu- 
ary following, by which Gaſton, having engaged to quit Lorrain, 
retires to Flanders, where he joins his mother, Mary of Me- 
dicis. The court of aids, having ſcrupled to regiſter ſome edicts, 
is ſuſpended; and juſtice is adminiſtered by a committee of 
maſters of requeſts, and members of the grand council, The 
gazette was begun by Theophraſtus Renaudot, a phyſician.

mont in full property, and yields homage for the dutchy of 
Bar : could this experience have rendered him more ſteady, 
he might have avgided the calamities, in which he was 
afterwards involved. The duke of Orleans, finding no re- 
ſource from that quarter, carried his evil genius with him 
into Languedoc. The duke de Montmorency having joined in the 
revolt, was wounded and taken priſoner in the battle, or rather 
ſkirmiſh, of Caſtlenaudary, on the firſt of September, where 
the king's troops were commanded by marſhal Schomberg.

« Gaſton lays down his arms, ſays he will fight no more, and 
«© then orders a retreat.“ The count de Moret, ſon of Henry IV. 
and of mademoiſelle de Beuil, counteſs of Moret, was killed 
on the ſame occaſion : ſome pretend this count was not ſlain, 
but turned hermit; but there is no foundation for ſuch a ſtory. 
Gaſton is reconciled once more to the king, by the advice of M. 
de Bullion, in hopes of ſaving the life of M. de Montmorency. 
Henry de Montmorency, duke and peer, and marſhal of 
France, is tried by commiſſioners; the preſident was l' Aubel- 
pine de Chateauneuf, keeper of the ſeals, an eccleſiaſtic, who 
had been obliged to obtain a diſpenſation from the pope to fit. 
in judgment upon the marſhal de Marillac, and now he obtained 
another for the trial of the duke de Montmorency; but he ſhould 
have conſidered, that he had been page to this duke's father. 
The duke de Montmorency is beheaded at Toulouſe the 
3oth of October, at the age of thirty-ſeven. If it be true, 
that he gave the cardinal the firſt intelligence of the cabal of 
Lyons, he had reaſon to repent this good office, which proved his 
ruin. Gaſton quits the kingdom the third time, imagining him- 
ſelf actuated by reſentment for the death of Montmorency, but 
in reality only yielding to the impulſes of Puilaurens: he re- 
tites to the queen his mother in Flanders. The

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The duke of Bavaria having refuſed to join the Swedes, who 
would have obliged him to reſtore the Upper-Palatinate, Guſta- 
vus makes himſelf maſter of Augſburg, and ravages Bavaria. 
At length this hero, and head of the proteſtants in Germany, 
after defeating the Danes and Imperialiſts, and ſubduing Pomera- 
nia, Lower-Saxony, Franconia, Bavaria, the Palatinate, and 
the electorate of Mentz, is ſlain at the age of eight and thirty, 
on the 16th of November, at the battle of Lutzen, where Wal- 
ſtein nevertheleſs is defeated by SaxeWeimar, the Swediſh general. 
Guſtavus delighted in Grotius's treatiſe of the rights of war and 
peace, which was found in his tent. He would allow of no rank 
or . precedency among kings, but ſuch as ariſes from merit. 
This prince was ſucceeded by the celebrated Chriſtina, bis 
daughter: he began to be ſuſpected by the French, who did not 
invite him into Germany with a view of rendering him formida- 
ble to that country, but to reduce the power of the houſe of 
Auſtria. There is no reaſon to believe that cardinal Richelieu 
hired a perſon to kill him: Puffendorff thinks he was ſhot by 
Francis Albert, duke of Saxe-Lawenburg, at the inſtigation of 
the Imperialiſts: others pretend that this ſame Albert did it out 
of revenge for a box on the ear, which he received from Guſta- 
vus, for living in too great a familiarly with the queen his mother. 
Frederic V, king of Bohemia, dies of deſpair, his hopes bein 
blaſted by the death of Guſtavus. |

"REMARKABLE EVENTS under LEWIS III 


The marquis de la Force beats Colloredo, and takes him priſoner, 
the 17th of March. The Swedes ſurrender Mentz to the Impe- 
rialiſts for want of proviſions. The treaty of Wiſmar between 
the king and queen Chriſtina, ſigned the 20th of March: the cele- 
brated Grotius was her ambaſlador in France. The duke de 
-Rohan defeats the Spaniards on the borders of the lake of Co- 
mo the 18th of April. Fort Schenck is recovered from the Spa- 
niards by count William of Naſſau the 3oth. The Dutch after this 
remain inactive; which enables the cardinal Infant to penetrate 
into France. The Imperialiſts raiſe the ſiege of Hanau, upon 
the approach of the Swedes, the 22d of June. The duke of 
Savoy, and marſhal de Crequy, defeat the marquis of Leganes at 
the battle of Teſin: marſhal Toiras was killed a few days before. 
The count of Suſa makes himſelf maſter of Befort the 29th. The 


Spaniards take la Capelle the gth of July, and Catelet ſoon after. 


Saverne ſurrenders to the duke of Weimar, and cardinal de 
la Valette, July 11th. Viſcount Turenne, who acted as mar- 
ſhal de-camp on this occaſion, was wounded, The prince of 
Conde raiſes the ſiege of Dole the 15th of Auguſt, part of his 
army having been recalled for the defence of Picardy. Corbie is 
taken by the Spaniards the ſame day: this misfortune throws the 
City of Paris into a panic; an army of twenty thouſand men is 
raiſed, chiefly among the lackeys and apprentices, diſcharged 
by their maſters, in conſequence of an arret of council the 13th 


of Auguſt. The Pariſians imagining John de Wert to be juſt at 


their gates, contributed generouſly towards the ſupport of the 
troops. The king advances into Picardy, and inveſts the duke of 
Orleans with the command of an army of fifty thouſand men, 
which obliged the Spaniards to repaſs the Somme. Cardinal Riche- 


lieu was fo greatly dejected as to think of retiring, and would haut 


taken this fooliſh flep, ſays Siri, had it not been for father Joſeph, 


who raiſed his ſpirits; in which he was ſeconded by the ſuperinten- 


dant de Bullion, The admiral of Arragon ſurprizes St. John de 
Luz, and ſets fire to that town in the month of October. Duke 
Charles of Lorrain, and general Galas, penetrate into Burgun- 
dy, ſpreading terror through the whole dutchy : they lay ſiege to 
St. John .de Lone; but M. de Rantzau obliges them to raiſe it 
= 3d of November. Cardinal de la Valette, and the duke of 

4 | Weimar 
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Weimar drive them back to the Rhine; and the [mperialiſts loſe 
very near eight thouſand men. The count of Soiſſons and mar- 
ſhal Chatillon retake Corbie, under the command of the duke 
of Orleans, the 10th of November: the cardinal was at Amiens; 
and the king between Amiens and Corbie, from whence he went 
every day to examine the works. 

General Banier, who three months before could not hinder 
the elector of Saxony from taking Magdeburg, defeats this ſame 
prince at Wiſtoc, the 14th of October, poſleſles himſelf of Erfurt, 


and ravages all Miſnia. 
A treaty ſigned the 21ſt of October, between the king and 


William Landgrave of Heſſe. The diſgrace of M. le Premier 
(this was M. de St. Simon); he wanted to ſupport his uncle St. 
Leger, who was faid to have — very ill in the defence of 
Catelet. 

The count of Soiſſon had . to get rid of cardinal 
Richelieu during the ſiege of Corbie; the blow was to be ſtruck 
at Amiens; and Montreſor and St. Ibal had undertaken the baſe 
office, The duke of Orleans embarked in the ſcheme; but 
either through weakneſs or religion, hindered it from being pur 
in execution; yet the apprehenſion of its having taken wind, 
cauſed both the duke and the count ſuddenly to withdraw from 
court, the former to Blois, and the latter to Sedan. The duke's 
fears were ſoon quieted ; the king offered to confirm his mar- 
riage: and endeavours were uſed to gain the count of Soiſſons, 
to whom M. de Bouillon had granted a retreat at Sedan. 

Ferdinand Erneſtus, king of Hungary, ſon of Ferdinand II, 
was crowned king of the Romans; and ſucceeded his father the 
year following, on the 8th of February, 


1637. 

This year, which ſeemed to open very Wü proved 
more favourable than any of the preceding to the king's arms. 
The duke of Parma, hard preſſed by the Spaniards, and menaced 
with papal excommunications, renounces his alliance with 
France. 

The Griſons, reconciled to Spain, oblige the duke de Rohan 
to withdraw his troops from the Valteline. The duke appre- 
hankve of the cardinal's partiality, and of being condemned for 
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an event, which was owing entirely to that miniſter's neglect, in 
not ſending the promiſed ſubſidies, remained in Swiſſerland, and 
ſerved the next year under the duke of Saxe-Weimar. The ram- 
bling ſoldierly life of Charles IV, duke of Lorrain, did not hin- 
der him from falling in love with Margaret, princeſs of Cante.- 
croix, whom he married at Beſancon, pretending, that his 
marriage with Nicoie was void, from the plea of force or re- 
ſtraint, The count d'Harcourt takes the town of Oriſtan in Sar. 
dinia ; and recovers the iſlands of St. Margaret and St. Honorat, 
on the coaſt of Provence, which had been poſſeſſed by the Spa- 
niards ſince the year 1635. This general was founder of the 
branch of Armagnac in France, and died in 1666. Experience 
ſhews us, ſays this great captain, that as there are unforeſeen 
misfortunes in war, ſo there are proſperous turns, which exceed 
our moſt ſanguine expectations? The duke de Longueville take 
the caſtle of St. Amour, and Lyon le Saunier in Franche Comte, 
The Lorrainers- are twice defeated by the duke de Weimar, 
The cardinal de la Valette carries Landrecy and la Capelle: the 
towns of Yvoy and Damvilliers, in the dutchy of Luxemburg, 
ſurrender to marſhal Chatillon. The duke of Savoy and mar. 
ſhal Crequy gain a complete victory in Italy, over the Spaniſh 
army under the duke of Modena. The duke d'Halluin, 
known afterwards by the name of marſhal Schomberg, and ſon oſ 
the marſhal of the ſame name, obliges Serbelloni, the Spanih 
general, to raiſe the ſiege of Leucate. The elector of Treva 
obtains his enlargement of the emperor the 25th of Auguſt, upoi 
quitting his allianee with France: Buſly-Lamet had ſurrendered 
Hermenſtein to the elector of Cologn, ſo early as the 2oth d 
July, after a defence of two years. Breda taken by the prince 
of Orange. 

Charles I. following the footſteps of James I, who had reftoret 
epiſcopacy in Scotland, and excited by William Laud, archbiſhoy 
of Canterbury, attempts to introduce the liturgy of the church d 


England into North Britain. This proved the ſource of the misfor- 
tunes of that reign, and the principal cauſe of the king's cataſtro- 


phe; to which cardinal Richelieu might likewiſe have contri- 
buted, by the intrigues of the marquis of Senneterre, ambaſli 
dor from France to the court of London. Th

Prince Thomas, and his brother the cardinal, gave great unea- 
ſineſs to that princeſs during her regency.

Lewis XIII. puts his kingdom under the protection of the vir-

France begins to feel the effects of a long war; the troops, 
and the annuitants on the public revenue, being ill paid. Two 
battles in the neighbourhood of Rheinfeld, one on the 28th of 
February, the other on the 3d of March. In the former the 
duke of Weimar, who had laid ſiege to Rheinfeld, was 
beaten by John de Wert; the duke de Rohan was mortally 
wounded, and died the 13th of April, at the abbey of Kunis- 
ſeld, in the canton of Bern: his corpſe was interred in the great 
church of Geneva, The Venetians received with extraor- 
dinary reſpect the preſent of his ſuit of armour, which he be- 
queathed to that republic. In the latter, the duke of Weimar 
obtained a complete victory over the Imperialiſts, and made their 
four generals priſoners: John de Wert was led in triumph to 
Paris. This victory truck the whole empire with terror. The 
duke-of Weimar having made himſelf maſter of Friburg, Rhein- 
feld, and ſeveral other towns, inveſted Briſac. 

Bremen ſurrenders to the marquis of Leganes, the 27th of 
March ; here the marſhal de Crequy was killed by a cannon ball 
on the 19th. William of Naſſau is defeated by the cardinal Infant 
inthe country of Waes . The duke de Longueville obtains a 
complete victory over Charles, duke of Lorrain, and makes him- 
flf-maſter of Poligny. The prince of Conde having penetrated 
by tron in Navarre, takes fort Figuiro, and port Paſſage, 
with twelve ſhips belonging to the enemy. Marſhal Chatillon 
niſes the ſiege of St. Omer the 15th of July. Marſhal de la 
Foree, who was come to join him, had been defeated the 8th 
by prince Thomas of Savoy. 

Weimar gains the battle of Wittenweyer againſt Gœutz and 
Savelli the th of Auguſt ; and the ſame day the king makes him-

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ſelf maſter of Renty. The archbiſhop of Bourdeaux burns the 
Spaniſh fleet, near the Mole of Gatary in Biſcay, the 22d of 
Auguſt. The prince of Orange raiſes the ſiege of Gueldres 
the 31ſt. Pontcourlay puts fifteen Spaniſh gallies to flight in the 
neighbourhood of Genoa. The birth of the dauphin (afterwards 
Lewis XIV.) on the 5th of September, at St. Germains in Laye, 
in the 23d year of the king's marriage with Anne of Auſtria: 
according to Baſſompierre this princeſs had hurt herſelf in 1622, 
and miſcarried. The 7th, of September the prince of Conde 
raiſes the ſiege of Fontarabia, Cardinal Richelieu, who did not 


love the duke de la Valette, laid the blame upon this general, 


and appointed commiſſaries to try him, wlio condemned him to 
loſe his head, which was executed in effigy *. 

Du Hallier retakes Catelet, September the 14th. M. de Bel- 
lefond obliges duke Charles to raiſe the ſiege of Luneville the 
20th. The duke of Weimar defeats the duke of Lorrain, near 
Thann the 15th of October. The generals Gœutz and Savelli 
are repulſed with loſs by the count de Guebriant, at the attack 
of the lines before Briſac the 24th. This ſame Savelli is beaten 
near Blamont the 7th of November by the duke de Longueville. 
Briſac ſurrenders to the duke of Weimar, December the 19th, 
Meſſieurs de Turenne and de Guebriant were at this ſiege. 

Aiguillon created a dutchy and peerage in favour of Magda- 
len de Vignerot, widow of M, de Combalet, with this extraor- 
dinary clauſe, for the ſaid lady to hold, and for her heirs, and ſucceſſors, 
as well males as females, as ſbe ſhall think proper to appoint : in 
virtue of this clauſe, by her will in 1674 ſhe called to the ſuc- 
ceſſion her niece Maria Thereſa, and, at the ſame time, ſubſtituted 
her grand nephew Lewis, marquis of Richelieu, whoſe ſon the 
count d'Agenois was declared duke d Aiguillon, by an arret 
of parliament in 1731, * to the opinion of all the

The * had ſix armies on foot, the firſt commanded by M. 
de la Meilleraie, in the Netherlands ; the ſecond by M. de Feu- 
quieres towards Luxemburg ; the third by marſhal Chatillon, 
en the frontiers of Champagne; the fourth in Languedoc, un- 


He withdrew to England after the battle, to avoid the cardinal's reſentment-

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der the prince of Condé; the fifth in Italy, commanded by 
the duke de Longueville; and the ſixth in Piedmont, ſubject 
to the orders of cardinal de la Valètte. The duke of Weimar 
marches into Franche Comte, with the count de Guebriant : 
after defeating the troops commanded by the prince of Lorrain, 
they take Pontarlier the 29th of January, the town and caſtle 
of Noſeray the 4th of February, and the fort of Joux the 
14th, The marſhal de Chaulnes obliges the Spaniards to raiſe 
the ſiege of Cateau Cambreſis the firſt of March. The Swedes 
under general Banier obtain a victory over the Imperialiſts the 
2d of March, in the neighbourhood of Ulnitz; and another 
on the 24th of April not far from Kemnitz. Demin taken by 
the Swedes the 20th. N 

Chi vas was ſurprized by prince Thomas March the 26th, 
and retaken by cardinal de la Valette the 28th of June. Quiers, 
Montcalier, and Y vree, declare in favour of this prince, who 
makes himſelf maſter of Irin the 4th of May, after the marquis 
of Leganes and himſelf had been forced, by cardinal de la Valette, 
, the 12th of April, to raiſe the ſiege of Turin. The king came 
as far as Grenoble, attended by cardinal Richelieu, to have an 
interview with the dutcheſs of Savoy ; where he agreed with this 
princeſs, to garriſon the towns of Carmagnola, Saviliano, and 
Cheraſco. This was the ſureſt way of detaching the princes of 
Savoy from their alliance with Spain, leſt the French ſhould 
keep poſſeſſion of the fortreſſes depoſited in their hands. June 
the 7th Piccolomini defeats the marquis de Feuquieres, who had 
laid fiege to Thionville : we loſt in this action upwards of fix 
thouſand men killed or taken priſoners, M. de Feuquieres died 
ſoon after of his wounds. Cardinal Richelieu laid the whole 
blame of this defeat on the count de Grancey, afterwards marſhal 
of France, and on the marquis of Praſlin, who were both ſent to 
the Baſtile. 

Piccolomini raiſes the ſiege of Mouſon, defended by Refuge, 
upon the approach of marſhal Chatillon. 

Charles I, having aſſembled an army at York againſt the 
rebels of Scotland, is obliged to come to an agreement with them 
at Berwick, on the 28th of June, promiſing that all matters 
eccleſiaſtical ſhall be determined in a general aſſembly, and 

confirmed 
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confirmed by parliament. This aſſembly obliged the whole nation 
to fign an aſſociation called the covenant ; whereby they en- 

ged themſelves to defend their religion againſt the king him- 
ſelf. The Engliſh preſbyterians join with thoſe of Scotland. 
Heſdin is ſurrendered to Lewis XIII, and la Meilleraye receives 
the ſtaff of marſhal of France upon the breach. The prince of 
Conde makes himſelf maſter of Salces, July the 19th, and marſhal 
Chatillon takes Yvoy, the 2d of Auguſt. The princes of Savoy 
ſurprize the city of Turin, Auguſt the 27th. The dutcheſs of 
Savoy retires to Suſa, where the princes, her children, reſided, and 
from thence to Grenoble, where ſhe had an interview with the 
king. The citadel remained in the hands of the French. The 
duke of Saxe-Weimar died, at Newburg upon the Rhine, the 
18th of July, not without ſuſpicion of poiſon, aged only ſix and 
thirty. The death of this prince would have been a very great 
loſs to France, if he had not given ſome reaſon to ſuſpect his de- 
ſign, of rendering himſelf independent of this crown, in order to 
form a principality of Briſac and ſome other places. The king 
concluded a treaty with major general Erlac, by virtue of which 
the Weimar troops remained in our ſervice, and the ſtrong places 
in their poſſeſſion were given up to France. By this treaty the 
alliance with Sweden was renewed. The duke de Longueville, 
who had the command of thoſe troops, makes himſelf maſter of 
ſeveral towns in the Palatinate. Charles Lewis, the ſon of Fre- 
deric, who had been ſtripped of that electorate, though protected 
by England, the prince of Orange, and the Dutch, laid claim 
to the ſucceſſion of the duke of Weimar: but paſſing through 
France incognito, in his way to the Rhine, he was arreſted by 
order of his majeſty, and conducted to Vincennes, from whence 
he was not releaſed, till he relinquiſhed his pretenſions. 

The equeſtrian ue of Lewis XIII. erected in the place 
royale, September the 27th, at the expence of cardinal Riche- 
lieu.

Mademoiſelle de la Fayette, a favourite of the king, had been 
obliged to retire from court in 1637, by a contrivance of the 
cardinal, who grew jealous of her influence: father Cauſſin, 
the king's confeſlur, as well as that lady's, had encouraged 
her to intrigue againſt this miniſter, even after ſhe took 
the veil among the nuns of the order of the Viſitation: the 
cardinal got him baniſhed to Lower-Britany. Madam d' Haute- 
fort and mademoifelle de Chemeraut, being in high favour. both 
with the king and queen, occaſioned great uneaſineſs this year 
to the miniſter : he procured their diſgrace, and ſubſtituted 
young Cinqmars, ſon of the marſhal d'Effiat, in their ſtead, 
The king's declaration, ſuſpending the parliament of Rouen, 


for having neglected to exert themſelves againſt an infur- 
rection in that city. The chancellor Seguier was fent the 


next year to Rouen, to declare the ſuſpenſion, and to fine 
ſeveral towns concerned in the revolt: he had the command of 


the troops, and the white ſtandard was carried every night into 


his apartment, (The Hiftory of Cardinal Richelieu by Aubery, p. 
423. The Hiſtory of Lewis XI1L, by Vaſſor, tom. 16. p. 391. 
Ste alſo Ducheſne) and monſ. de Gaſſion was under his com- 
mand. - The king's council attended him in this expedition : 
M. Vrilliere, ſecretary of ſtate, had orders to be near his per- 


ſon, and to ſign the diſpatches neceſſary on that occaſion : 


we muſt obſerve further, that the arrets of the council of 
the finances, which muſt paſs through the great ſeal, were dated 
from thoſe places where the chancellor then happened to 


The king ſends a letter of cachet to the parliament, directing 
them to ſignify, in his name, to the biſhops and other prelates 
then in Paris, that his majeſty forbids them to have any commu- 
nication with M. Scoti, the pope's extraordinary nuncio. Hig 
holineſs had diſobliged the king on ſeveral occaſions, as * 
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the treatment of marſhal d'Etrees, his ambaſſador at Rome, as 
by violating the privileges of ” French nation.

The king's declaration of the 26th of November, in regard 
to clandeſtine marriages and rapes, confirming the edict of 1556, 
and the articles 40. 41. 42. 43. and 44. of the edict of Blois: it 
contains among other points, that the puniſhment due to rapes 
ſhall be incurred, notwith/landing the conſent of parents, guardians, 
Ec. afterwards obtained; and it aboliſhes the cuſloms, by which 


children are permitted to marry after the age of ny without 


' the conſent of parents. 

Since the beginning of the Spaniſh war, France never had 
greater ſucceſs than this campaign, when her enemies experienced 
ſurprizing revolutions, in which the French nation however 
had no concern. 

The Spaniards make n ſl of the town of Salces, 
the 6th of January. The magiſtrates of Saverne take the oath 
of allegiance to the king. The count de Guebriant obliges the 
enemy to raiſe the ſiege of Binghen. The duke of Luneburg, 


who had quitted the northern league through fear of the Impe- 


rial arms, embraced it again as ſoon as he found that the Land- 
gravine of Heſle had renewed the treaties betwixt France and the 
late Landgrave her huſband. The count d' Harcourt, after 
forcing Leganes, in his lines before Caſal, on the 29th of April, 

and thereby enabling himſelf to lay ſiege to Turin, obtains a 
ſecond victory the 11th of July, over that ſame general, who 
advanced to attack him in his entrenchments, The ſiege of 
Turin undertaken by the count d'Harcourt: there was a con- 
currence of extraordinary circumſtances ; for the citadel was 
beſieged by prince Thomas, then in poſſeſſion of the town; 
count d Harcourt beſieged prince Thomas; and was beſieged him- 
ſelf ſoon after in his camp by the marquis of Leganes. The town 
ſurrendered the 24th of September. M. de Turenne acquired 
great honour at this ſiege, having ſhewed his ſuperior ſkill in 
conducting convoys to the camp. The Spaniards received two 
great defeats at ſea; the firſt was on the 12th, the 14th, and the 
18th of January, from the Dutch; and the ſecond on the 22d of 
July, from the duke de Breze, Arras beſieged by three _— 
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of France, de Chatillon, de Chaulnes, and Meilleraye. This 
was famous for the attempts the enemy made to relieve the 
town, and the beſiegers to diſappoint them. Chatillon was a pu- 
pil of Maurice and Frederic Henry, princes of Orange: the duke 
d'Anghien, the dukes de Nemours and de Luines, meſſieurs des 
Gevres, de Coaſlin, de Guiche, de Grancey, de Breaute, and de 
Gaſſion, ſerved on this occaſion. The cardinal infant, duke Charles 
of Lorrain, Lamboy, and others, endeavoured to raiſe the ſiege ; 
but the town ſurrendered at length the 20th of Auguſt. . 
This year concluded with two very ſurprizing events in 
the ſame kingdom; the revolt of Catalonia, and the revo- 
lution of Portugal. The count duke d'Olivarez was the Riche- 
lieu of Madrid, but had not the ſame ſucceſs as the Richelieu of 
France. Philip IV. imputing all his misfortunes to that miniſter, 
whom he had employed two and twenty years, diſcarded him 
ſix weeks after the death of cardinal Richelieu, that is, juft at the 
very time when, having no longer any rival in Europe, he 
might have retrieved the affairs of Spain. This was a. great 
blunder of Philip IV, who was upon the point of rectifying it, 
« if the duke had not hindered him, by publiſhing an apology 
© for his conduct, wherein he offended ſeveral perſons of intereſt 
“and power. And ſo great was their reſentment, that the king 
thought proper to remove him ſtill to a greater diſtance, by 


« confining him to Toro, where he died of chagrin, which ge- 


* nerally happens to great geniules, unaccuſtomed to repoſe.” 
(Bapt. Nani.) It is the opinion of ſeveral that the affair of Cata- 
lonia, as well as the revolution of Portugal, were owing to the 
cardinal's contrivance; he might 2 have had a hand in the 
former; but he had no manner of concern in the latter: the 
revolution of Portugal happened the firſt of December. 

Philip, duke of Anjou, brother of Lewis XIV, is born the 


21ſt of September. 
Charles I. ſummons, what an Engliſh author calls, the bloody

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The Catalans lay aſide the ſcheme of forming a republic: 
finding themſelves unable to reſiſt the king of Spain, they 
ſurrender their country to Lewis XIII, ſtipulating only the 
preſervation of their privileges, and fign a treaty to that effect 
the 20th of February. Le Vaſſor ſays, that this affair was 
not ultimately ſettled till the ad of September. The count 
de la Mothe is ſent to their aſſiſtance with five thouſand men. 
Sourdis, archbiſhop of Bourdeaux, takes ſive Spaniſh men of 
war in the bay of Roſes, the 275th of March; but was 
ſurprized the 2ath of Auguſt by the Spaniards, who threw a 
large fupply into Tarragona; upon which de la Mothe was 
obliged to raiſe the blockade of that place, and the e ee 
was baniſhed to Carpentras. 

The cardinal, apprehending leſt Charles IV. Would join the 
count of Soiſſons, bad gained him over once more by means of 
the counteſs of Cantecroix, whom he is ſaid to have amuſed 
with the hopes of eſtabliſhing the legitimacy of her marriage. 
The duke comes to Paris, and figns a treaty at St. Germains, the 
2d of April, which he intended to break the firſt opportunity: 
de does homage for the dutchy of Bar the 10th of April, and is 
reſtored to his dominions upon very hard terms. Charles I, 
yielding to the violence of the houſe of commons, is fo weak as 
to paſs the bill of attainder againſt the earl of Strafford, one of 
the greateſt men in England, and the moſt ſtrongly attached to 
his ſervice: this nobleman himſelf adviſed the king to give him 
up, and was executed the 22d of May. Charles likewiſe 
paſſed another bill, importing, that the parliament ſhould not be 
diſſolved without the conſent gf bath houſes : theſe were the ſteps 
by which this unhappy prince was led to the ſcaffold. A treaty 
of alliance on the firſt of June, between France and John IV, 
king of Portugal: the Dutch, who were invited as contraQting 
parties, ſigned a truce with that crown for ten years. Honoré, 
prince of Monaco, tired of the uncontrouled power of the Spani- 
ards, who had cauſed his father to be aſſaſſinated in 1605, and 
ever ſince had deprived him of all authority in his dominions, 
puts himſelf under the protection of France by a treaty concluded 
with Lewis XIII, July the 8th ; in conſequence of which he ad- 
mits a French garriſon into Monaco the 18th of November, In 


virtue 
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virtue of this ſame treaty the king engaged to indemnify him for 
the territories he poſſeſſed in the kingdom of Naples, by granting 
him an eſtate of the ſame value in France, part of which ſhould 
be erected for him into the dutchy and peerage of Valentinois, and 
the other part for his ſon, with the titles of marquiſate and county. 
Antony of Monaco, the great grandſon of Honore, having no 
iſſue male, married his daughter Louifa Hippolyta of Monaco, 
in 1715, to M. de Matignon, Before the concluding of this 
match, M. de Monaco had obtained the king's warrant, bearing 
promiſe of a new creation in favour of M. de Matignon upon the 
confummation of the nuptials. By this yarrant the dutchy of 
Valentinois was reſerved with the title of peerage for his ſon- in- 
law: but as the marriage did not take place till after the King's 
deceaſe, the new patent of erection was not made out till the reign 
of Lewis XV, in the month of December the fame year, and 
verified in 1716. The archbiſhop of Braga conſpiring againſt 
the new king of Portugal, is confined, and his accomplices are 
put to death. This conſpiracy was conducted with the fame 
ſecrecy as the revolution, and had like to have met with the fame 
fucceſs. Let us return to the military operations. 

In Germany, general Banier and the count de Guebriant can- 
nonaded Ratiſbon the 28th of January. Banier died not long 
after; he was a Swede, and greatly reſembled Guſtavus Adol- 
phus. The troops of France, Heſſe, and Luneburg, under 
the command of the count de Guebriant, gained the battle 
of Wolfembuttle, the 29th of June, againſt. the archduke Leo- 
pold and Piccolomini, Dorſtein ſurrenders to. the Imperialiſts 
the roth of September, the troops of Sweden and Luneburg hav- 
ing refuſed to attack Piccolomigi in his entrenchments at the de- 
fire of M. de Guebriant, The duke of Luneburg makes his 
peace with the emperor. The Swedes reſtore Gorlitz to the elec- 
tor of Saxony the 3d of October. The war, which ſeemed to 
be over in Piedmont and Italy by the taking of Turin, is re- 
vived with greater vigour than ever. The count d'Harcourt 
beats the cardinal of Savoy before Yvree the 24th of April; 
obliges prince Thomas to raiſe the ſiege of Chivas the 25th of 
May ; and the 15th of September makes himſelf maſter of Coni, 


which he delivers up to the dutcheſs dowager. The pope's troops 
| take 
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take Caſtro from the duke of Parma the 12th of October. In 
Catalonia, la Mothe Houdancourt poſſeſſes himſelf of the town 
and caſtle of Conſtantine the 14th of May, and obtains a victory 
the 10th of June over the Spaniards, who wanted to throw a ſup- 


- ply of proviſions into Taragona. The prince of Conde takes 


the town of Elne in Rouſſillon the 29th of June. 

But far more important was the ſcene on the fide of F Moen, 
The count of Soiſſons, no longer able to bear the cardinal's ill 
treatment, had joined the dukes of Guiſe and Bullion, and 
ſigned a treaty with Spain. The king ſends two armies againſt 
him : the one, under the command of the marſhal de la Meilleraye, 
penetrates into the heart of Flanders, to prevent the cardinal 
Infant from ſending any ſuccours to Sedan; the other drew near 
to this town, and was commanded by marſhal Chatillon. Gene- 
ral Lamboy brought ſuccours to the princes, who marched out 
of Sedan, and engaged the king's troops : this was the battle of 
Marfee, which happened on the 6th of July,; marſhal * 
tillon was routed, but the count of Soiſſons periſhed in 
unaccountable manner. The loſs of this battle might = 
proved fatal to the cardinal ; but the death of the count of Soiſ- 
ſons prevented the malecontents from reaping any advantage by 
it. This young prince was very agreeable in his perſon, but of 
a flender capacity; grave in his deportment, ſuſpicious and 
haughty ; a declared enemy of the cardinal, whoſe niece he had] 
refuſed to marry, and more conſiderable at court on that] 
account, the malecontents being hearty in his intereſt, than 
for his other qualifications, The duke de Bouillon ſoon after 
entered into an accommodation with the king, and preſerved 
Sedan. As for the duke de Guiſe, named Henry 1I, the grand- 
ſon of him who was killed at Blois, he was not at the battle, 
having quarrelled with the count of Soiſſons a little before, and 
retired to Bruſſels, where he fell in love with the counteſs of 
Boſſut. This prince was as fickle in his marriages, as others 
are in their amours: he had procured a divorce from his firſt wife, 
Anne of Gonzaga, of whom he had been deſperately fond, to 
marry the counteſs Boſſut, of whom he was enamoured; 
yet he ſpent the remainder of his days in-endeavouring to be di- 


vorced from this lady, in order to marry mademoiſelle de Pons, 
Who had alſo engaged his affection. The 
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The town of Aire, taken by marſhal de la Meilleraye the 
27th of July, was retaken by the Spaniards, who made uſe 
of our lines, which we had neglected to demoliſh; and Donchery, 
having ſurrendered to Lamboy after the battle of Marfee, 
was recovered by the king the 6th of Auguſt. The count 
de Grancey and du Hallier invade Lorrain, and diſpoſſeſs 
Charles IV, who had revolted again, of Bar-le-duc, Epinal, 
and ſeveral other towns. Lens ſurrenders to marſhal Breze ; and 
la Baſſee.to marſhal de Meilleraye, who likewiſe makes himſelf 
maſter of Bapaume the 18th of September. St. Preuil happening 
to meet the garriſon, accompanied only by a trumpet belonging 
to marſhal de Meilleraye, attacked and beat them, without ſee- 
ing the trumpet. Cardinal Richelieu made uſe of this pretext 
to cauſe him to be beheaded : he likewiſe charged him with bav- 
ing laid duties by his own priyate authority (of which he pre- 
tended to have received complaints) on goods imported into 
Arras; and with raiſing contributions all over the country : 
but it was faid then, that St. Preuil was guilty of no other 
crime, than that of having incurred the diſpleaſure of marſhal de 
Meilleraye, and of des Noyers, who had reaſon to be diſſatisfied 
with his conduct. Mazarin is made cardinal the 16th of De- 
cember. 

| 1642. 

The death of the duke d'Epernon, at the age of eighty-eight. 
This man ſhared the favous of Henry III. with the duke de 
Joyeuſe. He was haughty and violent; and the only nobleman 
in the kingdom, who never truckled to cardinal Richelieu: but 
this miniſter was amply revenged of him by the unlimited ſub- 
miſſion of his ſon, the cardinal de la Valette. 

The war continues in Germany. The Imperialiſts raiſe the 
ſiege of Hothenwiel the 7th of January, upon the approach of 
the French and Swedes. The count de Guebriant defeats the 
generals Lamboy and Mercy at Kempen the 17th of the ſame 
month, and takes them both priſoners: for which ſervice he way - 
created a marſhal of France. This victory made bim maſter of 
the electorate of Cologne. February the 14th Lemberg is ſur - 
rendered to the Imperialiſts; who raiſe the ſiege of the caſtle of 
Mansfeld the 3d of March, upon the approach of the Swedes.

and ſoon after they take Olmutz by ſtorm. The 5th of Decem- 
ber, Tortenſon compels the archduke Leopold to raiſe the ſiege of 
Great Glogau; and makes himfelf maſter of the caſtle of Leip- 
kc the 4th of December. 

On the ſide of France, the grand odject of this campaign, was 
the conqueſt of Rouffillon. In the Netherlands it was thought 
ſufficient to act upon the offenſive, The count Harcourt and 
marſhal de Guiche were charged with the defence of that fron- 
tier; one on the fide of Picardy and Artois ; the other towards 
Champagne. Guebriant had the command of the king's forces 
on the Rhine; and the duke of Bouillon, whom the cardinal 
wanted to remove from Sedan, commanded in Italy : marſhal de 
Meilleraye was at the head of the army in Rouffillon, where 
the principal ſcene was to be ated, Marſhal Breze, with the 
ſplendid title of viceroy of Catalonia, was to join la Mothe 
Houdancourt, to prevent the Spaniards from penetrating into Ca- 
talonia, and ſuccouring Rouſſillon. 

The apparent motive of theſe mighty preparations was the 
king's glory; but the real cauſe was the cardinal's ſuſpicion of 
Cinqmars, his majeſty's favourite; This ſuſpicion was ſuffici- 
ently. juſtified by the diſcovery of the treaty concluded at Madrid, 
the 13th of March, and figned by Olivarez in the name of the 
king of Spain, and by Fontrailles for the duke of Orleans. Meſl. 
de Bouillon and Cinqmars were mentioned in this treaty ; the 
| Intent of which was to ſubvert the government, and to deſtroy 
the cardinal. Cinqmars was arreſted at Narbonne the 13th 
of June; the duke of Bouillion was ſeized in the midſt of his 
army the 23d; and the duke of Orleans aſked forgiveneſs ac- 
cording to cuſtom, accuſing and abandoning his accomplices. 
The dutcheſs of Bouillon having threatened to deliver up Sedan 
into the hands of the Spaniards, the duke was pardoned up- 
on reſigning that town and principality to the king, for which 
he obtzined an equivalent in 1651; when by a contract of 
exchange he received the dutchy and peerage of Albret, the 
dutchy and peerage of Chateau Thierry, the county of Auvergne, 
1 N ths 
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the county of Evreux, &c. for the dutchy of Bouillon, and for 
Sedan and Raucourt. Cinqmars fell a victim to his owh ambi- 
tion: he loſt his head at Lyons, September the 12th. De Thou 
ſuffered the ſame puniſhment, for having been privy to the treaty, 
and not revealing it. The arret was founded on an edict of 
Lewis XI, the 22d of December 1477, produced by Laubarde- 
mont“. The father of the unfortunate de Thou, who mentions 
ſeveral inſtances of ſuch condemnations in his hiſtory, did not 
foreſee that his ſon would meet with the like treatment. The 
memoirs of Chouppes make him more criminal, but without 
any proof. Fontrailles eſcaped to England; Fabert ſeized Trevoux, 
which was a town of ſome conſequence, as it belonged to 
mademoiſelle de Montpenſiet, and her father Gaſton was guar- 
dian of the young nobleſſe of that place, during their minority. 

In the midft of theſe intrigues, Lewis XIII. and his miniſter 
wete in a languiſhing condition; the king in his camp before 
Perpignan, and the cardinal at Narbonne: the latter having 
temoved to Taraſcon, received a copy of the treaty with Spain, 
and ſent it to his majeſty, who was beginning to recover. 
The king came to Taraſcon, and concerted with his miniſter (who 
from that moment reſumed his full authority) the proper means 
for bringing the offenders to juſtice. Let us return to the ope- 
ratiohs of the campaign: the war was concluded in Savoy, by 

2 treaty ſighed the 14th of June, between the dutcheſs dowager 
and the princes of Savoy, who renounced their alliance wien 
Spain. 

La Mothe Houdancourt defeats five thouſand Spaniards the 
19th of January, at the affair of Vals. The battle of Villa- 
franca gained againſt the Spaniards the 31ſt of March. Co- 
Houre ſurrendered to marſhal de Meilleraye the 13th of April. 
The fortune of war was very different in the Netherlands : the 
Spaniards took Lens the 19th of April; la Bafſee the 13th of 
May; and marſhal de Guiche was beaten at Honnecourt the 26th 
of the ſame month, exactly at the very time when the treaty of 
Madrid was diſcovered : yet meaſures were ſo wiſely concerted, 
that theſe diſappointments did not produce any bad conſe- 
quences ; neither did they ſtop the progreſs of the French army in 


One of the judges, 
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Rouflillon. Marſhal de la Mothe made himſelf maſter of Mongon 
the 4th of June; and Perpignan ſurrendered at length the gth of 
September to marſhals Schomberg and Meilleraye, after a three 
months ſiege. The town of Salces was alſo reduced; and thus 
the king took poſſeſſion of the whole province of Rouſſillon, which 
has been ever ſince united to the crown. The French marched 
afterwards into Catalonia; where the marſhal de la Mothe 
gained the battle of Lerida the 7th of October, while the duke 
of Longueville attacked Tortona in the Milaneſe, and took it 
the 26th of November, Nothing of importance was tranſacted 
on the fide of Lorrain ; but marſhal de Breze obtained ſome 
adyantages in the Mediterranean on the coaſt of Catalonia. 
Charles I, compelled by the inſolence of the commons, had 
withdrawn himſelf from London the 20th of January: he miſcar- 
ried in his attempt upon Hull, where the famous Cromwell *, 
who began then to be known, arrived before his majeſty : the 
2d of November was fought the battle of Keynton +, which 
proved no way deciſive, between the king and the rebels under 
the command of the earl of Eſſex: if the king had marched 
directly from thence to London, as he was inclined to do, there 
would have been an end of the war. Is it poſſible, that what 
father Orleans ſays on this ſubje& ſhould be true? viz. That the 
generals of this unfortunate prince diſſuaded him from this mea- 
ſure, apprebeading leſt if he entered London ſword in hand, he 
might pretend to a right of conqueſt over the nation, and become 
too abſolute. x 
Mary of Medicis died at Cologne the 3d of July, in the greateſt 
_ diſtreſs, at the age of ſixty- eight; a princeſs whoſe end deſerves 
our pity, but whoſe capacity was far inferior to her ambition: and 
perhaps ſhe was neither ſurprized, nor afflicted ſo much as ſhe 
ought to have been, at the fatal cataſtrophe of one of our greateſt 
Kings. Cardinal Richelieu died in his palace at Paris, aged 
plty- eight years, on the 4th of December, and was interred at Sor- 
bonne. The government by his death ſaved an annual revenue

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of four millions of livres, which be expended i in his houſhold ; 
but France was deprived of a great miniſter, 

Upon this ſubject, which ſeems to have been exhauſted, I ſhall 
confine myſelf to a ſingle conſideration. Cardinal Richelieu 
having ſteadily purſued the ſcheme of enlarging his maſter's autho- 
rity, which was now become his own, ſpent his life under a conti- 
nual apprehenſion of his enemies; whereas he ſtood in need of 
the utmoſt ſerenity of mind, to form thoſe projects of fo vaſt and 
complicate a nature, by which he ſignalized his adminiſtration, 
The ſame man who expoſed himſelf to the hatred and revenge 
of the grandees, by endeavouring to render his maſter's govern- 
ment more abſolute, had as much to fear from the king, for 
whom he run every riſk, as from the reſentment of thoſe whom 
he compelled to obey. That under theſe circumſtances he ſhould 
act with ſuch reſolution, form ſo compact a ſyſtem, and en- 
gage in enterprizes ſo uſeful as well as glorious to the nation; 
that he ſhould be poſſeſſed of ſuch magnanimity and diſintereſt- 
edneſs, as to employ his whole time in the adminiftration of a 
kingdom, where he was equally feared by the prince whom he 
ſerved, and by the ſubjects whom he enſlaved ; muft have been 
owing either to an unbounded ambition, or to a public fpirit 
ſuperior to humanity; which of the two is hard to determine. 
What would add, if poſſible, to the glory of this minifter, is 
the following anecdete, which though well known, cannot 
be too often repeated in honour of two great men. When the 
Czar Peter paid a vifit to Paris, he was conducted to the Sor- 
bonne, where they ſhewed him the famous mauſoleum of this 
miniſter : he aſked whoſe ſtatue it was, and they told him, car- 
dinal Richelieu's : the view of this grand object threw him into 
an enthufiaſtic rapture, which he always felt on the like occaſtons, 
ſo that he immediately ran to embrace the ſtatue, ſaying, * Oh! 
* that thou wert but till living ; I would give thee one half of my 
“ empire to govern the other.“ 

Cardinal Richelieu founded the king's printing-houfe : the ex- 
pences came to three hundred and ſixty thouſand livres. Trichet 
du Frene had the care of cortecting, Cramoify was the printer, 


and Sablet ere the ſuperintendant. 
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The palais royal, which ſtill exiſts, was built by cardinal 
Richelieu, by the name of palais cardinal; and he made a preſen 
of it to the king. Even in his ſepulchral monument he ſhew 
a taſte of grandeur and magnificence. The college of Sorbonne, 
which according to Mezeray is become the perpetual council of 
Gaul, the areopagus of the church, and the luminary of faith, was 
at firſt only a community of poor ſcholars, called the poor maſters, 
founded by Robert Sorbonne, confeſſor to St. Lewis. As this 
prince had contributed to that eſtabliſhment, and had even laid 
the firſt ſtone, Robert would not take the title of founder, but 
_ contented himſelf with that of provider. Cardinal Richelieu 
in the ſame office, choſe this for his burying place, after he ha 
rebuilt it in a moſt magnificent manner. The mauſoleum in the 
church is the maſter-piece of the celebrated Girardon. 
1643. 

Lewis XIII. had publiſhed an edict the 1ſt of Dec. the preceding 

year, declaring his brother for ever incapable of the regency ; at 


the ſame time he deprived him of his government, and ſuppreſſed 
his companies of gendarmes and light horſe. He revoked this edict 
three weeks before his death. The very ſame day on which 
Richelieu died, the king made cardinal Mazarin a member of the 
privy council: he continued meſſieurs de Chavigny and des Noy- 
ers in their offices, as well as the chancellor, Bouthillier, ſu- 
perintendant of the revenue, Brienne, and la Vrilliere. He 
wrote to the ſuperior courts of his kingdom, and to his ambaſſa- 
dors, that he meant to make no change in the adminiſtration. 
In a word, ſays M. de Rochfoucaud, the court continued to pay 

the ſame Jubmiſſi on to the cardinal after his deceaſe, as it had done in 
his life time. 

The king's brother returned to St. een the 12th of Ja- 
nuary, and was followed by ſome exiles and priſoners, ſuch as 
the duke de St. Simon, Vitry, Baſſompierre, &c. The latter 
had been compelled, when he was ſent to the Baſtile, to ſell his 
poſt of colonel-general of the Swiſs to the marquis de Coaſlin, 
who was ſucceeded by the marquis de la Chaſtre; but this mar- 
Auis having afterwards incurred the diſpleaſure of cardinal Maza- 
rin, the place was reſtored to Baſſumpierre. The duke of Beau- 
fort returned from England, whither he had voluntarily exiled 
himſelf towards the end of Richelieu's adminiſtration. The 
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The expectation of the regency, which from the king's ill 
ſtate of health ſeemed to be at hand, occaſioned two factions at 
court, one for the queen, the other for , the duke of Orleans. 
The king liked neither of them; but as he believed, from paſt 
experience, that the government could not be in worſe hands 
than in his brother's, he diſmiſſed his confeſſor, the learned father 
Sirmond, for folliciting him to aſſociate the duke of Orleans in 
the regency. Des Noyers, who was firmly attached to the 
queen, obtained leave to reſign; by which ſtep he either 
| preſumed, that the king would think it neceſſary to retain 
bim in his ſervice; or he expected to be recalled by the queen 
regent, and to have the merit with that princeſs, of not being 
concerned in any ſcheme to limit her authority. The queen 
had placed her chief confidence in Poitier, biſhop of Beauvais. 
The duke of Beaufort attached himſelf to her majeſty; the 
duke de Rochefoucaud undertook to ſecure the duke of An- 
guien in her intereſt : Mazarin and Chavigny, finding they 
could not prevail on the king to make any conceſſions in 
favour of his brother, joined with the queen's party, ſo that 
des Noyers was intirely forgot. The latter had orders to 
diſpoſe of his office of ſecretary to monſieur le Tellier, with 
whom cardinal: Mazarin had been acquainted in Italy, where 
he ated as intendant of the army. Le Tellier had a clear 
head, a quick conception, and a capacity for buſineſs; no bo- 
dy knew better than he how to maintain his ground, under 
the colour of moderation, amidſt the tempeſtuous motions of 
the court; and he never pretended to the firſt place in the miniſ- 
try, thinking-this the ſafer way to preſerve the ſecond. | 
The royal declaration of the 19th of April concerning the 

regency, which is ſettled on Anne of Auſtria. The duke of Orle- 
ans is appointed lieutenant-general, during the minority of his 
nephew, under the authority of the queen mother ; and the king 
nominates a council of regency. This declaration was regiſtered 
the next day in parliament, His majeſty, eight days before his 
death, conſents to the marriage. of his, brother with Margaret 
princeſs of Lorrain, on condition, that the nuptials ſhall be ſolem - 
nized again in France, which was accordingly performed the 
26th of . * days after the king's deceaſe. The bang 
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were publiſhed the 25th, and the archbiſhop of Paris (John 
Francis de Gondy) performed the ceremony at Meudon, where 
Gaſton declared, „that he was come to ratify his marriage; 
6 that there was no neceſſity for renewing it, ſince it had been 


«« Jawfully contrated; but that what he did now, was in obedience 
- * to the king's will and pleaſure,” In conſequence of which 
declaration the ESE pronounced this form: Ege vos con- 
jungo in matrimonium, in quantum opus eff, Re, Lewis XIII. 
dies the 14th of May, on Aſcenſion- day. 
Lewis XIII. was ſomewhat unſociable in his diſpoſition: he 
ſeemed to be afraid of being ſeen, except on public ceremo- 
nies, of which he was extremely fond. 

Henry IV, being greatly diſtreſſed for money, paid his officers with 
good words ; but this was not the temper of Lewis XIII. He had 
a reſervedneſs, as he himſelf acknowledges, which he imbibed from 
the queen his mother. (Teft. Polit.) His inclination for retire- 
ment was the cauſe of his being attached to his favourites, in 
whom he repoſed an intire confidence, till they were diſ- 
miſſed : but his attachment to them did not proceed fo much 
from judgment and choice, as from a neceffity of having ſome 
body to converſe with in his ſolitude; fo that it was eaſy to ſup- 
plant them, and to ſubſtitute others in their ſtead; in ſhort, he 
could not live without a favourite, and this was in fome mea- 
fure a crown office. 

He never was fond of cardinal Richelieu, who had always an 
abſolute ſway over him: he was jealous of his power, yet ſub- 
mitted to be governed by this miniſter; and he could not 
forgive him, for being FA neceſſary to the ſtate. He had 
miſtreſſes as well as favourites: he had fits of jealouſy, and 
that was the non plus ultra of his paſſions. His views were 
upright, his underſtanding was found ; he had not a ſprightly 
imagination, but he judged well ; and his miniſter governed him, 
only by convincing him of the reQitude of his meaſures, 

He was as brave as Henry IV, but his bravery was without 
heat or eclat, and no way proper for the canqueſt of a kingdom, 
Providence placed him on the throne at a proper time: earlier 
he would have been too weak; later too circumſpect: ſon and 
father of r our ur greateſt kings, he fixed the throne, yet tot- 
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tering, of Henry IV, and prepared the way for the wonders of the 
reign of Lewis the fourteenth. 

Gomberville, in his treatiſe of the Doctrine of Manners, lays, 
that Lewis XIII. did not love reading; and the motive of this 
prince's taking a diſlike to it, was that the firſt book he began 
with, had been the hiftory of France by Fauchet. 

It is not well known for what reaſon Lewis XIII. ob- 
tained the ſurname of Juſt: it is certain however, that he had 
this title in the beginning of his reign. Neither ate writers 
agreed as to the ara, in which the ſurname of Great was 
conferred upon Henry IV; for Barclay, in his dedicatory 
epiftle to the Argenis, affirms that this appellation was not given 
him till after his death, although the father of this very Barclay, 
dedicating ' his book de Regno to Henry IV, had already ſtiled 
him the Great, Henricus Magnus But poſterity will: not be 
under the ſame uncertainty with reſpect to the ſurname of Be- 
lived, beſtowed on Lewis XV. This prince marching with the 
utmoſt expedition, in 1755, from one extremity of his kingdom 
to the other, and diſcontinuing his conqueſts in Flanders, to fly to 
the aſſiſtance of Alſace, was ſtopt at Metz by a fit of a violent 
neſs, which endangered his life. The news threw the whole 
city of Paris into as great a conſternation, as if it had been 
taken by ſtorm; the churches reſounded with vows for his reco- 
very, and with heart-felt groans ; the prayers of the clergy and 
the people were every moment interrupted with their ſobbings ; 
and from ſo dear, fo tender an affection, was derived the ſurname 
of Beloved, a title ſuperior to any other which this great prince 
has merited.

rifian war. This duke was the ſecond fon of Ceſar of Vendome, 
natural ſon of Henry IV. His elder brother, Lewis duke of Vendome 
and Mercœur, was made cardinal after the deceaſe of Laun 
Mancini his wife, by whom he had the duke of Vendome ant 
the grand prior. Madam de Chevreuſe, widow of the con- 
ſtable de Luines, an old favourite of the queen, being re- 
turned from her exile, after an abſence of eighteen years, 
would judge of the court from her own experience, and fron|Þ 
her former knowledge, by which means ſhe was involved 
in the diſgrace of M. de Beaufort. The queen was a goo 
deal embarraſſed on the occaſion ; but made no ſcruple at lengt: | 
to ſacrifice her to the reſentment of cardinat Mazarin, whoſe ad- 
drefſes madam de Chevreuſe had received too coldly ; ſo tha 
ſhe was baniſhed to Tours: ſhe had been married a ſecond time 
to the prince of Chevreuſe of the houſe of Lorrain, by whoa 


the dutchy of Chevreuſe came to the children by her former 


huſband... She afterwards acted a conſiderable part in the trou- 
bles of the Pronde. Madam de Hautefort was alſo recalled, and 
the queen, mindful of the ſervices ſhe had received of that 
lady, who had been a favourite of Lewis XIII, placed an en 
tire confidence in her: but madam de Hautefort forgot herſelh

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Meſfieurs d'Avaux and Servien ſet out the preceding year for 
Munſter, with the neceſſary inſtructions to conclude a peace, of 
which all Europe ftood greatly in need, and the prelimina 
ries of which had been ſigned at Hamburg on the 25th of De- 
cember, 1641, by the ambaſſadors of the emperor, France, 
Spain, and Sweden: but there was too great a complication 
of intereſts for a ſpeedy accommodation; and our plenipo- 
tentiaries, having ſtopped at the Hague, ſigned a treaty this 
year, the firſt of March, before their departure for Munſter, 
between the king and the States-General, confirming that of 
1635: in conſequence whereof the war was continued. The 
king likewiſe grants them the title of high and mighty lords ; as 
ſeven years before Lewis XIII. had granted the title of highne/; 
to the princes of Orange, who till then had only that of excel- 
lency. The renewal of the treaty of 1641 between France and 
Portugal. 

The defeat of Rantzau at Tudelingen, had obliged the remains 
of- our army in Germany to take ſhelter on this fide of the 
Rhine ; and towards the cloſe of the preceding year, the viſcount de 
Turenne had been ordered from Italy, to take upon him the 
command of thoſe ſhattered forces. 

Turenne begins with recruiting this army at his own ex- 
pence, and paſſes the Rhine with a view to oblige general Mercy 
to raiſe the ſiege of Friburg; but the town was taken the 28th 
of July. The duke d'Anguien, who had been ſent to the aſſiſt- 
ance of Turenne, could not arrive time enough to ſave the place; 
but crofling the Rhine, he joined the viſcount, having under him 
the marſhal de Grammont. On this occaſion were fought 
the three famous battles of Friburg, one the third of Auguſt, 
the other the 5th, and the third the gth, if we can look upor 
that of the third day as an engagement, ſince it was only a purſuit 
of the enemy's army, with the taking of their cannon and bag- 
gage. General Mercy, though obliged to decamp with the lob 
of near nine thouſand Bavarians, ftill preſerved the reputation 
of a great general, by his maſterly retreat ; while the duke d'An- 
guien and Turenne acquircd the honour of being eſteemed th:

| where moſt of the nobility of the kingdom diſtinguiſhed them- 
| ſelves, a diſpute aroſe betwixt the marſhals de Meilleraye and de 
Gaſſion, about taking poſſeſſion of the town: they were 
going to blows, when Lambert, a marſhal-de-camp, rode up 
and forbad the troops in the name of the duke of Orleans to 
obey either of thoſe generals: this gave the duke time to de- 
* cide according to rule, that the right of entering the firſt into con- 
quered towns, belongs to the regiment of guards, which was 
commanded by marſhal de Meilleraye. The prince of Orange 
on his ſide took Sas von Gand, the 7th of September. In Italy, 
prince Thomas, general of the French troops, made himſelf 
maſter of the town of Santia. 

Beyond the Pyrenees our arms met with different ſucceſs: 

Don Philip de Selva obtained a victory over marſhal de la Mothe, 
Who wanted to prevent the taking of Lerida. The king of 

Spain having made himſelf maſter of this place and of Balaguier, 

| | obliged the marſhal to raiſe the ſiege of Tarragona: the marſhal 
was recalled, and ſent to Pierre-Enciſe. Le Tellier, ſecretary at 
war in the room of des Noyers, is ſaid to have greatly contributed 
to this general's diſgrace ; for he hated the marſhal becauſe of his 
connexions with des Noyers, who had not as yet reſigned, his 

employments. The cardinal wanted to bring him to his trial; 
but after he had been dragged before ſeveral tribunals, he was 
fully acquitted by the parliament of Grenoble, and obtained his 

diſcharge, in 1648, from the caſtle of Pierre-Enciſe.

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The civil war continues in England with various ſucceſs, 
Oliver Cromwell defeats prince Rupeit, at the battle of Marſton- 
Moor the 12th of July. The earl of Eſſex preparing to lay 
ſiege to Exeter, the queen of England retires from that city, 
where ſhe had been lately delivered of a daughter *. Her majeſty 
arrives at Paris, and has apartments aſſigned her in the Louvre: 
ſhe likewiſe receives the compliments of the ſupreme courts of ju- 
dicature. The war betwixt the pope and the duke of Parma, was 
terminated this year by cardinal Bichi : the preceding year Lyonne 
had ſet this accommodation on foot by the king's order. Caſtro was 
ſurrendered to the duke, who yielded homage for it to the holy ſee. 

Cardinal Pamphilio, Votwithſtanding the oppolition of the 
French, ſucceeds Urban VIII, under the name of Innocent X, 
by the intrigues of the Barberins : Se latter had occaſion to re- 
pent it, and withdrew afterwards to France for ſhelter againſt 
that very pontif, who was indebted to them tor his election. 

The Theatins, whoſe order was founded in 1594, are eſta-

Marſhal Turenne, hearir ig of the victory obtained at Tabor 


over the Imperialiſts by Tar:tenſon, on the 6th of March, reſolved 
to take advantage of it, in order to penetrate into Germany, and 
to hinder Mercy from emtering into Franconia. His march was 
attended wich great dig iculties: Roſen, being ſent to recon- 
noitre, imagined the Imperialiſts were at a great diſtance; 
the marſhal, yielding te, the importunity of the German cavalry, 
who demanded quarter s of refreſhment, gave them leave to ſepa- 
rate, and took his on ſtation at Mariendal: Mercy availing 
himſelf of this miſta ke, the only one that Turenne had ever 
reaſon to charge himſelf \vith, fell upon him all of a ſudden, 
before he could aſß:mble his troops, and beat him at Mariendal 
the 5th of May. The duke d'Anguien quitted the army under 
his command in (Champagne, : nd haſtened to ſuccour M. de Tu- 
renne, after aſſrſting the marqui de Villeroy by the way, to take 
the fortreſs of la Mothe in Lo train, which was razed to the 
ground.

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opened to him a paſſage on the Neckar, notwithſtanding the 
diefection of Konigſmark ; attacked general Mercy the 3d of Au- 
guſt, contrary to the opinion of M. de Turenne, near Nortlin- 
gen, an imperial -gity in Swabia, and obtained a complete vic- 
tory: Mercy was killed, and marſhal Grammont, having been 
taken priſoner, was exchanged for general Gleſne. The duke 
d'Anguien falling ill in conſequence of the fatigues of this cam- 
paign, the marſhals Turenne and Grammont continued the ſiege 
of Hailbrun, which had been inveſted by that prince. The 
archduke Leopold, the emperor's brother, and general Galas, 
aſſumed the command of the imperial army, raiſed the 
ſiege, and recovered all they had loſt between the Neckar and 
the Danube. Marſhal Turenne finiſhed the campaign on this 
ſide with taking Treves the 16th of November, and reſtoring 
the elector: this prince had recovered his liberty by the king's 
mediation, who declared, that otherwiſe he would liſten to no 
propoſals of peace. a 

On the ſide of Flanders, the duke of Orleans, having under 
him the marſhal de Gaſſion, and Rantzau, took the fort of Mar- 
dyke the 10th of July; for which Rantzau obtained the ſtaff of 
marſhal of France. The fortreſs of Link ſurrenders to Gaſſion 
on the 23d. Bourbourg is taken the gth of Auguſt, Bethune 
the 3oth, as alſo Caſſel, Etaire, Merville, and St. Venant. The 
duke of Orleans returned to Paris; but the marſhals de Gaffion 
and Rantzau made themſelves maſters of Liliers, la Mothe aux 
fois, Armentieres, Warneton, Comines, Marchiennes, le Pont 
a Vendin, Lens, Orchies, I'Ecluſe, and Arleux. The prince 
of Orange confined hmſelf to the taking of Hulſt, and was even 
engaged in this ſiege, in ſome meaſure, againſt his will by Gaſ- 
fon, who facilitated the operations. The jealouſy, which the 
province of Holland conceived againſt that of Zealand, prevented 
the ſiege of Antwerp, left the conveniency of this harbour ſhould

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made a marſhal of France, The taking of this town opened 
2 communication between Catalonia and Rouſſillon. The 
count d'Harcourt, after making himſelf maſter of Agrammont 
and St. Aunais, croſſed the Segne, and won the battle of Liorens 
the 23d of June, againſt Don Andrew Canteleme ; after which 
he took Balaguier. 

The conſpiracy of the Catalans, managed by the baroneſs 
d' Albi, the abbe Gallicans, and Onuphrius Aquilles, to reſtore 
| the Spaniſh government. It is diſcovered and quaſhed by the 
count d'Harcourt. 

On the fide of Portugal, the Spaniards, under the command 
| of the marquis de Terracuſe, were routed and obliged to raiſe 
the ſiege of Elvas, The young duke of Savoy is reſtored to thy 
poſſeſſion of Turin, and of other places which had French garri- 
ſons, by virtue of the treaty concluded the 3d of April. Prince 
Thomas, in order tp drive the Spaniards intirely out of his coun- 
try, poſſeſſed himſelf of Rocca-di-Vigevano : then advancing to 
join marſhal du Pleſſis-Praſſin, who was upon his march with 
ſuccours from France, he forced the Spaniſh quarters, and paſſed 
the river Mora. 

Cardinal Mazarin having oppoſed the exaltation of Innocent 
X. to the pontificate, endeavoured afterwards to make him 
forget it; but finding he could not ſucceed, he was recon- 
ciled to the Barberins, who were ill uſed by that pontif, al- 
though he had been indebted to them for the triple crown. Ma- 
zarin receives them at Paris; and upon the eldeſt, named An- 
tony, he confers the archbiſhopric of Rheims, with the poſt of 
high-almoner of France. The duke de St. Simon reſigns hi 
place of maſter of the horſe, in favoyr of Beringhen. Anne of 
Auſtria begins to build the church of Val de Grace ; the archi- 
tect of which was Francis Manſard. 4 

November the 6th the princeſs Mary of Gonzaga, daughter 
of the late duke of Mantua, was married to Ladiſlaus IV. king 
of Poland, in the chapel of the Palais royal. She was eſpouſed 
afterwards to Caſimir that prince's ſueceſſor. The duke ct 
Orleans made love to her once; but the queen oppoſing this 
match, and the duke himſelf proving inconſtant, ſhe com- 
farted herſelf with his favourite Chalais. The marſhal d' 
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Guebriant wife attended her to Poland, with the title of am- 
baſſadreſs. To the honour of this lady we muſt not omit to 
mention, that Ladiſlaus, in proof of his great eſteem for her 
perſon, would have the fame compliments paid to her, as had been 
ſhewn in 1637 to Claude de Medicis, archdutcheſs of Inſprues 
upon coming to Warſaw with queen Cecilia, daughter of the 
emperor Ferdinand II, and firſt wife to Ladiſlaus. The wife of 
marſhal Guebriant died in 1650: it is ſaid that ſhe was to have 
been lady of honour to Mary Thereſa: the title of mareebale de 
France, ſays Laboureur, belonged to her as well as to her huſband. 

In England the rebels beheaded William Laud, archbiſhop of 
Canterbury 7. The war was carried on in that kingdom with as 
much vivacity as ever; but the battle of Naſeby, in which the 
king was defeated by the rebel army under fir Thomas Fairfax 
and Oliyer Cromwell, proved decifive againft his majeſty. 

1646. 

In Germany the viſcount de Turenne could enter upon no 
important expedition for want of ſuccours: having joined the 
Swedes and Heſſians, he laid fiege to Augſburg, which he was 
obliged to raiſe; and a ſtop was ſuddenly put to his operations, 
by the treaty of neutrality between France and the duke of Ba- 
varia. The queen regent began to grow jealous of the Swedes, 
which, together with the advantage ſhe found in detaching that 
dector from the emperor, was the cauſe of the abovementioned 
treaty. 

Chriſtina, queen of Sweden, being of age, fent her favourite 
the count de la Gardie into France, to keep up her alliance 
with the king. 


In Flanders, the duke of "nt having under his command the 
marſhal de Meilleray, maſter of the ordnance, with the marſhals 
de Grammont and de Gaſſions, laid ſiege to Courtray, and took it 


the 20th of June, notwithſtanding the alarms he received at 


different times from the enemy's army, under the command of 
the duke of Lorrain and Piccolomini, with the generals Bet and 
Lamboy. It was thought this conqueſt would facilitate that of 
Gaunt or Antwerp, which was then in agitation : but whether

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it was owing to the great age of the prince of Orange, who 
died the year following; or to the claſhing of intereſts betwixt 
the provinces of Holland and Zealand ; or, in ſhort, to the jea- 
louſy of the Dutch, who were Ae meditating to break off 
their alliance with France ; theſe ſchemes did not take place. 
The duke of Orleans — towards Bergues St. Venox, and 
took it the 1ſt of Auguſt, From thence he went and laid ſiege 
to Mardyke, which the Spaniards had retaken during the win- 
ter: the ſiege was very bloody, and laſted ſeventeen days; the 
place received freſh ſupplies from Lamboy and Caracena, who 
were encamped in the neighbourhood of Dunkirk ; but the 
Dutch fleet appearing before the town, the ſiege was greatly 
forwarded, ſo that Mardyke was obliged to capitulate the 
24th. The duke of Orleans returned to court, and the duke 
d' Anguien prepared to make himſelf maſter of Dunkirk by the 
taking of Furnes. The latter ſurrendered the 7th of September, 
and the former the 7th of October. The young king made his 
firſt tour this year, and came to Amiens in the ſpring, where 
the army was aſſembling. 

Nothing of conſequence was tranſacted in Savoy, where the 
| Spaniards ſtill preſerved ſome towns; but cardinal Mazarin, deſi- 
rous of puniſhing the Pope's ingratitude to the Barberins, and 
ſtill more ſo of revenging the affront he had received from In- 
nocent X, in being refuſed the cardinal's cap for his brother the 
archbilhop of Aix, laid fiege to Orbitello in Tuſcany, a town 
then belonging to the Spaniards, with a view of drawing near 
to Rome. Prince Thomas had the command of the land ar- 
my, and the duke de Breze of the fleet. The prince having 
opened the trenches, the Spaniſh fleet, under the command of 
Pimentel, came to relieve the town, and was met by admiral 
Brezẽ the 14th of June: the conflict proved bloody, and the Spani- 
ards were diſcomfited ; but the French admiral was killed at the age 
of twenty-ſeven, and prince 'Thomas was obliged to raiſe the 
ſiege. We give the title of admiral to M. de Breze for no 
other reaſon, but becauſe he acted in that capacity ; for the poſt 
itſelf had been ſuppreſſed in 1627, and did not revive till 1669; 
ſo that M. de Breze was ftiled only fuperintendant of the ſeas : the 
duke d Anguien would fain have ſucceeded him in this employ, 

but 
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but the queen, to evade his importunity, procured it for her- 
ſelf. 
The check before Orbitello was repaired by the taking, of Ur- 
bino, which ſurrendered October the 8th to the marſhals de 
Meilleraye and du Pleſſis; and by the conqueſt of Portolongone, 
the 29th of the ſame month. The pope was more ſenſibly 


affected with the taking of this place, than he would have been 


with that of Orbitello, or than he was with the conqueſt of Pi- 
ombino, becauſe this eſtate belonged to his nephew Ludoviſio. 
Theſe expeditions were ſoon followed by a reconciliation be- 
tween the pontif and the Barberins; and the cardinal's cap 
being ſent to the archbiſhop of Aix, brother of Mazarin, he 
aſſumed the title of St. Cecilia, 0 | 

The duke of Modena declares in favour of France. In Cata- 
lonia the count d'Harcourt was beaten by Leganez, November 
the 21ſt, and obliged to raiſe the ſiege of Lerida. Charles I. 
having thrown himſelf into the arms of the Scotch, the two 
houſes at Weſtmihſter declare he had forfeited all his right to 
the crown. Henry II, prince of Conde, departs this life the 26th, 
of December. 


1647. 

This year did not prove fortunate to France. The plenipo- 
tentiaries for concluding a peace continued their conferences, to 
which they had invited the different ſtates and princes of the 
empire: this was very diſagreeable to the emperor, who made 
great difficulty to treat upon equal terms with thoſe powers, but 
was willing they ſhould accuſtom themſelves to confider him as 
their ſovereign. The catholic princes aſſembled at Munſter, the 
proteſtants at Oſnabrug. The duke de Longueyille had been 
ſent to Munſter with the title of plenipotentiary ; the other two 
miniſters did not agree: Servien, an able ſtateſman, had the intire 
confidence of the cardinal; but d'Avaux was a ſuperior genius, 
lt is obſervable that there was the ſame diſunion between Sal- 
vius, a creature of the queen, and Oxenſtiern, the chancellor's 
ſon, both of them plenipotentiaries of Chriſtina. 

A ſuſpenſion of arms betwixt Spain and the Dutch, which 
was followed the next year by a treaty of peace betwcen thoſe 
two powers. Antony Brun, a native of Franche Compte, and ple- 

nipotentiary 
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nipotentiary of Philip IV, ſerved his raſter extremely well on 
this' occaſion, while Servien ſuffered himſelf to be impoſed upon, 
The, town of Tubingen in the dutchy of Wirtemberg is taken 
by marſhal 'Hocquincourt. 

Marſhal Turenne, having received orders, in conſequence of 
the treaty of neutrality between France and Bavaria, to repaſ 
the Rhine, and to march into the dutchy of Luxemburg; could 
not prevail on the German cavalry to follow him ; they choſe 
to be commanded by Wrangel, the Swediſh general. The elec- 
tor being freed from the proximity of our army, renewed his 
alliance with the emperor. 

In Flanders, the archduke Leopold, the emperor? $ brother, 
being apprized q the diſpoſition of the Dutch, and that he had 
nothing to fear from that quarter, took Armentieres the 31ft of 
May, in fourteen days open trenches, notwithſtanding the vigo- 
rous reſiſtance of du Pleſſis-Belliere, and afterwards made him- 
ſelf maſter of Comines : then laying fiege to Landrecy, which 
was prevented from receiving ſuccours, by a miſunderſtanding 
between Gaſſion and Rantzau, he obliged it to ſurrender the 
18th of July, Rantzau, after taking fort Knock, became mafte 

of DixmudeJuly the 13th; and Gaſſion ſigned a capitulation with 
la Baſſee the 19th, upon hearing that the archduke was marching 
to its aſſiſtance, Rantzau carried the fort of Neudam and the 
town of Sluys, but was attacked in his return by the marqui 
of Caracena : it proved a drawn battle. 

Marſhal Gaſſion lays ſiege to Lens, where he was mortal 
wounded the 28th of September, and departed this life Octobe 
the 2d. Lens was taken the 3d. France, ſays Monglat, gained 
paltry town, and leſt a great captain. He uſed to anſwer tho 
who propoſed to him to marry, that he did not ſet ſo great a valu 
upon life, as to want to ſhare it with any body. He was upon il 
terms with the cardinal when he died, and was interred at Chi 
renton. His government of Courtray, where he had erected : 
kind of empire of his own, was given to Paluau, and marſha 
Rantzau ſucceeded him in the command of the army. The cam 
paign concluded with the ſiege of Dixmude, which the Spaniar6 
retook the 14th of Noyember.

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In Italy, the conſtable of Caſtile — Nice de 12 Pailte 
the 23d of May; but the duke of Modena's junction with France, 
and the inſurrection of the Neapolitans, prevented this g5neral 
from making any further progreſs. 

The Neapolitans, finding themſelves overloaded with taxes, 
riſe up in arms, with a man of the dregs of the people at their 
head, named Maſſaniello: this firſt commotion was pacikied by the 
duke d' Arcos, viceroy of Naples, who cauſed Maſſagiello to 
de aſſaſſinated. About two months after, Don John of Auſtria, 
a natural ſon of Philip IV, having entered the city, in order to 
puniſh the delinqucnts, a freſh inſurrection enſued, which 
was headed by one Gennaro; yet having more prudence 
than his predeceſſor Maſſaniello, he adviſed the people to 
put themſelves under the protection of France: in conſequence 
of which, the duke of Guiſe, who was then at Rome, ſollicit- 
ing for a divorce from the counteſs of Boſſu, was invited to put 
himſelf at the head of the rebels: accordingly he went to Naples, 
where he was declared generaliſſimo. France reaped no ad- 
vantage from this event: the duke de Richelieu contented 
himſelf with inſulting the Spaniſh fleet; and M. de Guile 
received neither the proviſions nor money promiſed him : ſome 
pretend he had a deſign to make himſelf king of Naples; but was 
that a reaſon for abandoning him? 

In Catalonia, the duke d' Anguien, now ſtiled the prince of 
Conde after the death of his father, which happened December 
the 26th, 1646, was obliged to raiſe. the ſiege of Lerida, the 
17th of June. The parliament of Scotland“ deliver up Charles J. 
to the Engliſh parliamentarians : this prince makes his eſcape to 
the iſle of Wight, where he believed he ſhould be ſafe; but 
found he had only changed his priſon. Lewis XIV. was ſeized 
with the ſmall-pox the 10th of November, and had like to have 
died of it. 

Marſhal Schomberg obtained the office of colonel of the Swiſs, 
vacant by the deceaſe of Baſſompierre, after it had been refuſed 
to the duke de Longueville. Towards this year the diſputes 
about Janſeniſm began, 


Not the parliament of Scotland, but the Stotch army, who delivered bin to 
the Engliſh rebels in confulerationot. 492,099 l of their arrears, 
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"The; peace of Munſter, and the war of Paris, conſtitute the 
two grand objects of this year, after we have taken a curſory 
view of the operations of the campaign. The war continued with 
as much vigour in Germany, as if the peace was not ſo near at 
hand, Marſhal Turenne rejoined the Swedes, under the 
command of Wrangel and Konigſmark, from whom he had 
withdrawn himſelf the preceding year by order of the court; 
and fell upon Bavaria, to puniſh the duke for infringing the 
late treaty of neutrality. General Melander and Montecu- 
culli were beaten at Summerhauſen, in the neighbourhood of 
Augſburg, the 17th of May; and the duke of Bavaria, who 
was ſeventy-eight years old, (he died in 1651) was obliged to 
retire from his dominions, which fell a prey to the enemy : on 
the 26th of July the Swedes plundered the caſtle of Prague and 
the little town, where Konigſmark took an immenſe booty: but 
the news of the ſigning of the Peace put an end to this de- 
vaſtation. 

The treaty of peace was wy at Munſter the zoth of Janu- 
ary betwixt Spain and Holland; in conſequence of which the 
king of Spain renounced for himſelf, and for his ſucceſſors, all 
right whatever to the United Provinces, and acknowledged them 
to be a free and independent ſtate, 

By this peace France was deprived of the alliance of Holland, 
notwithſtanding the aſſurance this republic had given of never 
entering into a ſeparate treaty ; and Spain was encouraged to 
make new efforts againſt F rance, whoſe power, was weakened by 
the civil wars. 

The archduke Leopold makes himſelf maſter of Courtray the 
roth of May: the count de Paluau had weakened the garriſon 
of that place, to reinforce the army under the prince of Conde, 
who was beſieging Ipres, which ſurrendered the 28th: he had 
under him the marſhals de Grammont and Rantzau. The arch- 
duke carries the town of Furnes Auguſt the zd, and Lens the 
19th of the ſame month. The prince of Conde, though he coul! 
not prevent the taking of this place, attacked the archduke in the 
plain of Lens, and obtained a complete victory the 20th of Auguſt: 


marſhal 2 commanded the left wing, and the duke de 
Chatillon 
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Charillon the center. This victory was followed by the hege 
of Furnes, which the prince of Conde retook the toth of Sep- 
tember, having the marſhal de Rantzau under him: but the 
barricades of Paris recalled him to court, where his preſence was 
wanting to oppoſe the Frondeurs &. 

In Catalonia marſhal Schomberg made himſelf maſter of Tor- 
toſa the 10th of July. The revolt of Naples concluded with the 
taking of the duke of Guiſe, who had left that capital to lay 
ſiege to the little town of Niſitra: he could not get back again, 
but was made priſoner the 6th of April, and carried into Spain, 
where he continued in confinement till the year 1652. The 
Spaniards were afraid leſt this prince ſhould foment the Neapoli- 
tan rebellion, and aſſert his claim to that crown, by Joland of 
Anjou, dutcheſs of Lorrain, and daughter of Rene king of Sicily: 
the prince of Conde, who afterwards went over to the Spaniards, 
procured him his liberty. He died in 1664. 

The duke of Modena, having been drawn into the alliance 
of France, by his brother the cardinal d'Eſte, protector of that 
crown at the court of Rome, joined the marſhal du Pleſſis-Praſ- 
lin, and forced the entrenchments of the marquis of Caracena, 
near Cremona, on the 3oth of June; but was obliged, the 6th of 
October, to raiſe the ſiege of Cremona, the garriſon having 
received continual ſupplies from the Spaniards. 

The treaties of Munſter and Oſnabrug figned, the former at 


Munſter on the 24th of October with the Catholics z and the 


latter at Oſnabrug, the 6th of the preceding Auguſt, with the 
Proteſtants. '” The king of Spain, having concluded a peace 
on the zoth of January with the Dutch, reſolved, as we have 
before mentioned, to proſecute the war — France, which was 
not terminated till the Pyrenean treaty. The principal articles 
of the treaty of Munſter were, that an eighth electorate ſhould 
be created in favour of the Palatine line of Bavaria, called the 
Rodolphine; and that in caſe, either the Wilhelmine line, or the 
other, ſhould happen to fail, then the eighth electorate ſhould be ſup- 
preſſed; that nothing ſhould be tranſacted in the empire with-

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out the advice and conſent of a free aſſembly of the Rates; ; 
that each of thoſe ſtates ſhould have a perpetual right of con- 
cluding ſuch alliances among themſelves, and with foreign 
princes, as might be neceſſary for their ſecurity and pre- 
ſervation, provided they were not deſigned againſt the empe- 
ror and the empire: in regard to France, that the ſovereignty of 
the biſhoprics of Metz, Toul, and Verdun, and the territory of 
Moyenvic, ſhould belong to that crown; that the emperor and 
the empire ſhould refign in favour of the king of France, all their 
rights to Pignerol, as alſo to Briſac, to the landgraviate of the 
Upper and LowerAlſace, to the Sundgaw,and to the provincial pre- 
fecture of the ten imperial towns ſituated in Alſace; that the king 
ſhould have a right to maintain a garriſon in Philipſburg, &c. It 
was likewiſe mentioned in this treaty, that thoſe of the confeſſion 
of Augſburg, who had ſeized the lands or eftates of catholic 
churches, ſhould be maintained in the poſſeſſion of them; and that 
it ſhould be lawful for the princes of the empire to conform to the 
Proteſtant religion, if they thought proper. The duke of Lorrain 
was not included in this treaty; the diſcuſſion of his intereſts 
having been deferred till the peace with Spain. 

By the treaty of Oſnabrug, all hither Pomerania, the iſle of 
* Rbgen, Stettin, and ſome other places in further Pomerania, the 
| mouths. of the Oder, the town of Wiſmar, the archbiſhopric 
of Bremen, and the biſhopric of Verden, &c. were ceded for 
ever to the crown of Sweden. Theſe treaties may be conſider- 
ed as the political codex of-part of Europe; and are the baſis of 
all the negotiations, which fince that time have been ſet on foot 
by thoſe ſame powers. The pope and the Venetians were 
the mediators of this peace; Fabio Chigi (afterwards Alexander 
VII.) for the pope, and Contarini for the Venetians. 

The civil war broke out in France, on the following occaſion, 
The falaries of ſome of the officers of parliament had been with- 
held: the people oppreſſed with taxes, encouraged thoſe ma- 
piſtrates to make loud complaints: among other pecuniary 
_ edicts, that for creating twelve new places of maſters of requeſts; 
which had been gppoſed by this body the 17th of January, gave 
riſe to the firſt commotions, The parliament of Paris publiſhed 
two arrets of union with the parliaments and other courts of 
| J judi- 
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judicature of the kingdom, one the 13th of May, the other he 


15th of June. (The reader will find theſe tranſactions in 
the memoirs of the times, which are curious and intereſt- 
ing.) The prefidents, Gayan and Barillon, having been put un- 
der arreſt in the beginning of the year without any ill effect, the 
cardinal imagined that the day of commemorating the victory ob- 
tained at Lens, which was the 26th of Auguſt, would be a fa- 
vourable opportunity for confining two more members of parlia- 
ment. He therefore cauſed the preſident Poitier de Blancmenil 
and Brouſſel to be arreſted : the former, who was nephew to 
the biſhop of Beavais, could not forgive the queen for taking 
ſuch a diſlike to her uncle in the beginning of her regency : the 
latter, who had no other merit but his poverty and preſumption, 
was diſſatisfied with the regent for refuſing a company in the 
guards to his ſon. This impriſonment made more noiſe than 
was expected. The populace inſiſted upon their being ſet at li- 
berty : the ſtreets were ſoon barricaded with iron chains (which 
is the reaſon of its being called the day of the barricades), and 
the queen was compelled to deliver up the priſoners. The pub- 
lc good (as is generally the caſe in all revolts) was only a pre- 
text for theſe troubles, while the coals of ſedition were blown 
by the enemies of the government, who being unable to make an 
open attack upon the crown, directed their artillery againft the 
miniſtry * hence the two parties had the name, the one of the 
Frondeurs or lingers, and the other of Mazarins. At the head 
of the Frondeurs were the duke of Beaufort, who had made his 
eſcape from the caſtle of Vincennes, where he had been confined 
five years ; de Retz, coadjutor of the biſhop of Paris, and afterwards 
cardinal ; the dutcheſs of Longueville; the prince of Marſillac, who 
was in have with that lady ; the prince of Conty ; the duke of Ven- 
dome ; his brother-in-law the duke de Nemours ; the duke of 
ba, bo was the ſoul of the confederacy ; his brother marſhal 
Turenne; marſhal de la Mothe, &c. The court party were the 
prince of Conde, marſhal Grammont, the duke de Chatillon, 
e. And what is very extraordinary, in leſs than three years there 
was a total revolution of intereſts : the prince of Conty, who 
had headed the rebels againſt the cardinal, married that miniſter's 


niece ; the prince of Conde, who had laid fiege to Paris, at the 
I 2 head 
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head of the king's army, defended this capital againſt the 
king; this very prince of Conde, who had reconducted the 
cardinal in triumph to Paris, was confined by that miniſter ; 
and laſtly, marſhal Turenne having withdrawn himſelf from the 
prince of Conde, commanded the king's forces at the battle of $t, 
Antoine. The duke of Orleans fluctuating between the two 
parties, often changed ſides, according as his humour, or the 
abbe de la Riviere directed him. Chavigny, being ſuſpected by 
the cardinal, is ſent to Vincennes, and from thence to Havre de 
Grace ; but the parliament coming to an accommodation with 
the court, after the declaration of the 4th of October, he obtained 
his liberty, yet was never reſtored, neither did he long ſurvive his 
diſgrace. | | 

Margaret of Rohan, daughter of Henry duke de Rohan, 
(whoſe dutchy having been created in 1603, was extinct by his 
deceaſe in 1638, for want of male iſſue, according to the clauſe 
of the patent) obtains new letters of creation from the king in 
| favour of herſelf and her huſband Henry de Chabot, and their 
male deſcendants ; but they were not verified till 1652,

— of Guiche erected into a dutchy and peerage by 
the name of Grammont ; the letters patent were not verified till

The county of Treſmes created a dukedom and peerage in 
favour of Rene Poitier, ſon of Lewis baron of Gevres, ſecretary 
of ſtate : he was deſcended from James Poitier, counſellor of 
parliament, who had two ſons; the eldeſt was preſident a mortier, 
and from the youngeſt came the dukes of Treſmes; the letters 
patent were not regiſtered till 1663. 

In England, after divers encounters between the royaliſts and 
the rebels, Cromwell hearing that a treaty was ſet on foot by 
the king and parliament, excludes the greateſt part of the mem- 
bers , and cauſes king Charles I. to be removed from the iſle of 


Lord Clarendon ſays, near one hundred were denied entrance; and forty-one

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Wight to Hurſt caſtle , the 28th of September. It ſeems as 
if the ſpirit of rebellion had ſpread itſelf at this time over.all Eu- 
rope: the Engliſh bring their king to his trial as a criminal; 
the allegiance of the parliament of Paris is ſhaken by a few tur- 
bulent members; and ſultan Ibrahim is ſtrangled by the Ja- 
niſſaries.

The declaration of the preceding year had been productive 
only of an apparent calm; the parliament aſſembled again, under 
pretence that the declaration had been violated. 

The king is compelled by the Frondeurs to quit his capital, at 
the very time when the treaty of Munſter rendered his power 
reſpectable over all Europe: he withdraws to St. Germains, the 
6th of January in the night; and on the 7th the prince of 
Conde, accompanied by the duke of Orleans, forms the block- 
ade of Paris. On the 8th of February he takes Charenton, 
where the duke de Chatillon was ſlain. Tancred, who pretended 
to be the ſon of the duke de Rohan, had been killed a few days 
before; and his death put an end to the ſuit, which he had com- 
menced againft Margaret de Rohan Chabot. Spain, ſollicited 
by the princes of the blood, interferes in the civil broils, in order 
to diſtreſs France; and the archduke Leopold, governor of the 
Netherlands, prepares to invade the kingdom at the head of fif- 
teen thouſand men. The queen, being juſtly alarmed, liſtens 
to the propoſals of the parliament : on the other hand thoſe 
magiſtrates had exhauſted their finances, their troops were 
mouldering away, and they had little or no confidence in their 
generals. The diſturbances are appeaſed, and the terms of ac- 
commodation ſigned the 11th of March, without giving ſa- 
tisfaction to either party. The parliament continued to have 
liberty to aſſemble, which the court was deſirous to prevent, at 
leaſt for the remainder of the year; and the miniſter was continued 
in his office, when both the parliament and people had demanded 
his diſmiſſion. There was a general act of indemnity, in 
which all the chiefs of the rebel party were included; the 


* Hurſt caſtle is in Hampſhire, ſituated on a neck of land, oppoſite to the iſle 
vo Wight: it was built by king Henry VIII. 
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cardinal however willing to mortify the coadjutor, did not name 
him perſonally, but confounded him in the crowd. 

The queen mother would not ſuffer the king to return immedi- 

ately to Paris, but conducted him to Compiegne, under pretence 
of being near the army in Picardy ; fo that their majeſties did not 
make their entry into Paris till the 18th of Auguſt, when the 
prince of Conde and cardinal Mazarin, againſt whom the parliament 
had publiſhed ſuch ſanguinary arrets, appeared in the ſame coach 
with the king. This treaty did not put a ſtop to the diſtur. 
bances of the kingdom, eſpecially in Provence and Guyenne, 
where the parliaments, following the example of that of Paris, 
declared againſt their governors, the count d'Alais and the duke 
d'Epernon. 
The Spaniards profiting by the civil broils in France, retook 
Ipres the 8th of May, and St. Venant the 10th. The count 
dC Harcourt defeats a body of the troops of Lorrain, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Valenciennes, on the Toth of June; and cuts eight 
hundred horſe in pieces on the 23d, between Doway and gt. 
Amand. He had inveſted Cambray, but was obliged to raik 
the ſiege of that town the 3d of July; and concluded this cam- 
paign with the taking of Conde the 25th of Auguſt in two days 
open trenches ; yet he abandoned it afterwards, not thinking 
the place tenable in winter. 

In Italy, the duke of Modena concluded a peace with the Spa- 
niards, with the conſent of cardinal Mazarin, who was unable 
to. ſupport him, 

In Catalonia, Don John de Garay, after obtaining ſome adyan- 
tages, was obliged to lay aſide his deſign of beſieging Barcelona, 
Marſini having thrown a French garriſon into the town. 
Charles I. was beheaded at Whitehall the gth of February, 
N. S. in his fiſty-firſt year. The houſe of lords was ſuppreſſed, 
the oath of allegiance and ſupremacy aboliſhed, and the wholt 
power fell into the hands of the people. Cromwell was declared 
eaptain- general of the troops of the ſtate, and afterwards roſe to 
the ſovereign power with the title of protector. The nation, 
that ſuffered this parricide, ſhewed their deteſtation of it as ſoon 
as it was committed: even the very enemies of Charles I. could 
not help inn his conſtancy of mind: they ſaid, 9 
di 
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died with more fortitude than he had lived, fo as to verify 
an old obſervation on the Stuart family, that they bear adverſity 
better than proſperity, The new republic was firſt acknowledged 


by the king of Spain, afterwards by Sweden, Holland, the re- 


public of Venice, and at length by the regency of France. 
Charles II, after being proclaimed in Ireland by the loyal mar- 


quis of Ormond, is defeated in England “, and obliged to retire' 


to the queen his mother in France, 
1650. | 
The prince of Conde, to whom the ſtate and the cardinal 
were indebted, the one for its glory, the other for his ſecurity, 
ſet too high a value upon his ſervices, and by raifing his preten- 
fions became a rebel : beſides he oppoſed the match between the 
cardinal's niece and the duke de Mercœur. It was reſolved in 
council to arreſt him : and there appeared now a favourable op- 
portunity of doing it, as he had openly quarrelled with the 
Frondeurs. The prince accuſed that party, particularly the duke 
of Beaufort, and the coadjutor, of having formed a deſign to mur- 
der him; while his caſe was making ready, both parties appeared 
in parliament, and had like to have come to blows in the great hall, 
The queen, availing herſelf of this conjuncture, was reconciled to 
the Frondeurs. The dutcheſs of Chevreuſe gained the duke of Orle- 
ans, after detaching him from the abbe de la Riviere, who was diſ- 
graced : ſhe made him ſo jealous of the prince of Conde, as to deſire 


him to be arreſted ; which was accordingly executed ther8th of Ja- 


nuary by Guitaut, captain of the queen's guards, Comminges his ne- 
and Mioſlants, lieutenant of the king's gendarmes (the mar- 
ſhal d' Albret). The prince of Conds, the prince of Conty, and the 


duke of Longueville, were conducted at firſt to Vincennes, from 


thence to Marcouſſy, and at length to Havre de Grace: but 
what is very ſurpriſing, the people made bonfires on this occaſion. 
The dutcheſs of Longueville made her eſcape to Normandy, 
whither ſhe was followed by Marſillac; M. de Bouillon went to 
Tarenne ; and M. de Turenne to Stenay : Marſin, being attached 


to the prince, was arreſted in Cataloniaz amidſt the army under 


his command. The queen, with a few troops conducted by the 
count d'Harcourt, ſets out the firſt of February, and takes the

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king with her to Normandy, in order to ſecute that province 
againſt the enterprizes of madam de Longueville: this lady had 
eſcaped to Holland, and from thence returned to Stenay, where, in 
conjunction with marſhal Turenne, ſhe concluded a treaty with the 
Spaniards. The ſeals are taken from the chancellor de Seguier, 
and given to Chateauneuf, who was recommended by the Fronde, 

In Lorrain, the towns of Clermont, Stenay, and Jametz, which 
had been ſurrendered to the prince of Conde, are obliged to ſubmit 
to the king. The marquis de la Ferte beats the countde Ligneville 
the gth of October. The adherents of the prince of Conde are 
unable to maintain him in the poſſeſſion of Bourges, or of Di. 
jon and Seurre in Burgundy: the latter ſurrendered to the king 
the 21ſt of April; and their majeſties having advanced as far as 
Dijon, arrived at Paris the 3d of May: from thence they repaired to 
Guienne, where their preſence reſtored the tranquillity of Bour- 
deaux. The queen reſigns the poſt of ſuperintendant of the 
ſeas in favour of the duke of Vendome, with the reverſion to the 
duke of Beaufort, 

Marſhal Turenne having aſſumed the title of lieutenant gene- 

of the king's army, in order to ſet the princes at liberty, joins 
the archduke in purſuance of the treaty concluded by madam de 
Longueville ; and after making himſelf maſter of Aubenton and 
Irſon, he took Catelet the 15th of June. Marſhal du Pleſſo- 
Praſlin abliges the archduke to raiſe the ſiege of Guife the 1| 
of July. M. Turenne takes Capelle the 3d of Auguſt, and ad- 
vances towards the caſtle of Vincennes to releaſe the princes, 
but they had been removed to Marcouſſy, November the 6th, 
Monzon ſurrenders to the Spaniards, after a vigorous defence. 
Marſhal du Pleſſis poſſeſſed himſelf of Rethel, December the 
1 Ou and marſhal Turenne, having made a fruitleſs attempt to 

ieve the town, reſolved upon a battle, but was defeated by 
marthal du Pleſſis the x5th of December: this is the battle of 
Rethel. M. de Puyſegur, in his memoirs, claims the whole 
merit of that action. 

The marquiſate of Mortemart erected into a dutchy and peer.

The barony of Villemor erected into a dutchy in favour of 
the chancellor Seguier and his heirs, as well male as female ; the 


letters patent were nyt regiſtered, 12 
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"In Italy, the Spaniards retook Portolongone the 1 5th of Auguſt : 
in Catalonia they recovered Flix on the Segre, Tortoſa, Bala- 
guier, and the whole plain of Urgel. Cromwell gains the battle 
of Dunbar on the 15th of September, againſt the Scots of king 
Charles II's party. The unfortunate marquis of Montroſe, a 
loyal ſubjeR and great captain, being taken priſoner by the rebels, 
was hanged the 3oth of May. 

Deſcartes departs this life at Stockhalm the 11th of February. 
[t has been ſaid of this great man, that he was the leading phi- 
loſopher of the age: and it might have been further added, that 
he baniſhed a particular taſte of literature, which had prevailed till 
his time, namely, that of erudition unaſſiſted by philoſophy 
and as the preceding age could be only diftinguiſhed by the 
title of learned, his might be truly deemed enlightened ; for this 
is the judgment that Bayle paſſes on the ſixteenth and ſeven- 
teenth centuries. ** I believe, ſays he, that the ſixteenth century 
« produced a greater number of literati than the ſeventeenth, 
« and yet the former was far from being ſo enlightened as the latter. 
The preſent age is leſs learned, and more knowing.“ Hobbes 
improves upon Bayle : this Engliſh philoſopher, being a perſon 
of greater meditation than reading, ſet no manner of value up- 
on learning; nay, he would ſay by way of raillery, that if he had 
applied as much of his, time to reading, as other men of letters, 
he ſhould have been as ignorant: as they. It is obvious that 
Hobbes has carried the point too far: but we muſt conſider that 
he was finding fault with the ill uſe, which men of letters but 
too frequently made of their erudition; and that his deſign was 
to decry ſuch perſons, as knew not how to reaſon but by quo- 
tations and authorities. To theſe a third age has ſucceeded, 
which inſtead of adopting the opinions of others, has perhaps too 
much affected to draw from its own ſpring ; and by aiming at 
wit, has ſometimes fallen into a deviation from good ſenſe, Let 
us take heed that the eighteenth century does not complain of 
too great an affectation of wit, as the ſixteenth did of too great 
a ſtore of erudition.

their aſſiſtance. He charged the duke of Orleans with having treated 


with a Spaniſh envoy in the king's abſence; which indeed was 
2 high miſdemeanor, but this was not a time to call him to 
an account: he likewiſe laid the blame of the duke's behavi- 
our on the coadjutor, who had ſucceeded the abbe de la Riviere 


as that prince's favourite; and he deprived him of all hopes of 


being nominated to the purple. The Frundeurs on the other 
hand were reinforced ty the duke de Nemours, who was 


drawn into the confederacy by the dutcheſs of Chatillon, being 
mi love with this lady, who compelled him to ſerve under 


his rival the prince of Conde: the princeſs Palatine, who 
was very intimate with that prince, added further ſtrength 
to the party. In fine, the parliament being ſpirited up by the 
Fromeurs, inſiſted that the princes ſhould be ſet at liberty; and 
the 'court was not in a condition to refuſe their demand : but 
thoſe maviſtrates went further, for after they had intimidated 
cardinal Mazarin to ſuch a degree, as to oblige him to quit the 
kingdom, they publiſhed a perpetual arret of baniſhment againſt 
bim. The queen iffues an order for releafing the princes 
from. their confinement ; and the cardinal, without waiting for 
the order, goes and diſcharges them himſelf, expecting to concili- 


ate their favour z but they gave him a very cool reception, and 


he was obliged to retire to Liege. The princes return to 


Paris, as it were in triumph, on the 16th of February, accompa- 


nied by the duke of Orleans. | 

Marſhal Turenne having received an invitation from the 
king, quits the Spaniſh ſervice, and returns to Tours, where 
he obtains the final conclufion of the contract of exchange for 
Sedan, which had been entered into ſo early as the year 1642.

Nicholas de Neufville, ſecretary of ſtate, having obtained let- 
ters patent in 1610, bearing creation of the ſeignory of Ville- 
roy into a chatellany, his ſon Charles, marquis of Alincourt, 
obtained another patent in 1615, for erecting it into a marqui- 
fate; and marſhal Villeroy, the ſon of Charles, and governor of 
Lewis XIV, was made duke and peer by letters patent of the 
month of September, which were not verified till 1663. 

1652. 

Villars-Brancas created a dutchy and peerage. George de Bran- 
cas, the admiral's elder brother, had obtained letters patent for 
this creation in 1627 : and now he obtains a new patent of erec- 
tion ; but as he had it regiſtered only in the parliament of Aix, 
his great grandſon Lewis Antony of Brancas obtained letters of 
ſurannation ® in 1716, which were verified in the parliament of 
Paris. 

The cardinal, having been met upon the frontier by marſhal 
d' Hocquincourt, waits upon the king, who was advanced as far 
as Poitiers, in order to watch the male- contents of Guyenne: 
and from thence he attends his majeſty back to Angers. 

The duke of Orleans, whom the queen had gained over once 
more, and afterwards loſt, and who fluctuated between the two 
parties, enters into an agreement with the counts de Fieſque 
and Gaucourt, agents of the prince of Conde, to oblige the 
queen to diſmiſs the cardinal. Gaſton ſends his daughter to Or- 
leans, to preſerve that place in his intereſt ; the dukes of Nemours 
and Beaufort, notwithſtanding they - were brothers-in-law, and 
connected with the ſame party, had a quarrel in that city, 
which ended in a duc]; and the duke of Nemours loſt his life. 
The prince of Conde falls upon marſhal d*Hocquincourt's

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but marſhal Turenne ſaved the remainder of the army, and 
perhaps the king himſelf, who was at Gien, where the prince 
intended to ſeize his perſon. 

The battle of Etampes : the marſhals Turenne and Hoc- 
quincourt having forced the ſuburbs, ſlew upwards of a thou- 
ſand of the prince's beſt troops, and took ſeveral priſoners : they 
were the third day before this town, when the duke of Lorrain 
appeared in the neighbourhood of Paris, at the head of nine 
thouſand men; which produced an alteration of meaſures : the 
court entered into a treaty with the duke, who agreed to retire 
for a ſum of money. The prince of Conde, who had reaſon to 
miſtruſt the wavering diſpoſition of Gaſton, undertakes a pain- 
ful and dangerous march to Paris, with a view of keeping 
him ſteady to his intereſt, There he began to negotiate 
with the court of St. Germains, by the interpoſition of the duke 
of Rohan, Chavigny, and Goulas, who had orders not to ſee 
the cardinal. The negotiation proving fruitleſs, the prince 
reſolved to renew the war : he was poſted at St. Cloud, with 
the river before him, and marſhal Turenne on this fide ; which 
appeared to the prince a good ſituation, ſo long as he had no 
occaſion to be afraid of his rear ; but upon the arrival of mar- 
ſhal de la Ferté, he grew apprehenſive of being ſurrounded ; and 
therefore thought proper to occupy the poſt of Charenton, where 
be paſſed the river, having Paris on his right, conſequently no- 
thing that could ſeparate him from marſhal Turenne. Finding 
himſelf hard preſſed upon his march by the king's army, he had 
but juſt time to throw himſelf into the ſuburb of St. Antony, 
where, on the 2d of July, was fought the famous battle of that 
name, This day, on which the prince and M. de Turenne | 
gained equal glory, would have been deciſive againſt the former, 
in conſequence of the reinforcement of marſhal de la Ferte, 
if the citizens of Paris, who beheld this engagement from 
their walls with an eye of unconcern, had not opened the town 
gates, at the perſwaſion of mademoiſelle de Montpenſier, 
who directed the cannon of the Baſtile to be fired againſt 
the king's troops: for this ſhe had obtained an order from 
Gaſton her father, the original whereof is ſtill preſerved in the 
ung s library, The preſence of the prince of Conde, joined

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with that of the duke of Orleans, revived the averſion 
of the parliament againſt the cardinal. The duke was de. 
clared lieutenant general of the kingdom. The king being at 
Pontoiſe, remoyes the parliament to that place, by a declaration 
of the 6th of Auguft ; but the aſſembly was not numerous, 

The cardinal conſents once more to retire from court, and 
repairs to Boyillon the 19th of Auguſt.

The civil commotions gave great advantage to the Spaniards: ee 
they retook Barcelona, in ſpite of marſhal de la Mothe, the 13h Hang 
of October, after a fifteen months ſiege, by the treachery of woe 
Marſin, who had quitted the army, to join the prince of Conde. 
Caſal is taken by the Spaniards from the duke of Savoy, and 
reſtored to the duke of Mantua. Graveline ſurrenders alſo to 
the Spaniards on the 18th of May, after a ſiege of ſixty- nine 
ved ; and Dunkirk the 16th of September, after a defence of

Cardinal Mazarin returns to Paris the 3d of February. The 


ſtorm was now blown over, and the public began to reſpe& a man, 
who had been able to withſtand ſuch a torrent of oppoſition. 


The princes, the ambaſſadors, the parliament, the people, &

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crowded to pay their court to this miniſter : he lodged in the 
Louvre, and the king gave orders that the porte de Ia Confe- 
rence * ſhould be watched by a company of the regiment of 
guards. (Memoirs de Brienne. ) 

Queen Chriſtina would fain intexpble'i in the diſturbances of 
France: ſhe offered her mediation, which no body wanted; ſhe 
wrote to her hero the prince of Conde, as alſo to the parliament, to 
the duke of Orleans, to mademoiſelle de Montpenſier, &c. The 
cardinal did not thank her; the queen was till leſs fatisfied ʒ | 
and the public opinion was, that by intermeddling in an ir, 
which no way concerned her, ſhe had acted contrary to deco- 
um, and to her dignity : hence ſhe met with ſo indifferent a recep- 
tion at the court of France, when ſhe paſſed through this coun- 
by after her abdication. 

This year the intendants of the provinces began to exerciſe 
their authority : there had been ſome of thoſe officers appointed 
in 1634, but they only concerned themſelves with the reve- 
me; they were recalled in 1648, at the repreſentation of 
freral parliaments, to whom their power was obnoxious ; though, 
conhidering the calamity of the times, thoſe magiſtrates were 
wleſſed of too much power themſelves. But in 1653 they 
were commiſſioned with the title of intendants for the admi- 
nſtration of juſtice, for the police, and the revenue: this is their 
reſent ſtate. 

A war breaks out betwixt England and Holland; the pretext 
Ws the ſtriking of the flag, but the real cauſe ſeemed to be of a 
ore ancient date. The Engliſh accuſed the Dutch of fraudulent 
Fattices in their commerce, and of having diſpoſſeſſed them of 
ine of their Molucca iſlands in 1623, for which they could not 
Main ſatisfaction during the reigns of James I. and Charles I, 


len theſe princes were buſier in aſſerting the prerogatives of 
heir crown, than in defending the commerce of the nation. 


le Engliſh fleet was commanded by admiral Blake; the 
ch by Van Tromp ; and they fought with alternate advan 
ge.

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The domeſtic diſturbances Rill infeſted ſome provinces of 
France, while the war with Spain continued on the frontiers, 
The cardinal ſends ſuccours to the duke of Savoy, in order to 
keep him ſteady to his alliance with France; the duke of Can- 
dale takes upon him the command of the army in Guienne, 
which the count d'Harcourt had lately reſigned : this general was 
ſon of the duke d'Epernon, and colonel-general of the infantry;

Tbe count de Grandpre takes Virton, in the dutchy of Lu- 
emburg, by ſtorm, on the 25th of February. 
The king is crowned at Rheims on the 7th of June by tht 
biſhop of Soiffons : Henry of Savoy, duke de Nemours, we 


had been nominated to the archbiſhopric of Rheims, was not ® 
jet 
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yet in prieſt's orders. The count d'Harcourt being in open 
rebellion, had made himſelf maſter of ſome towns in Alſace ; when 
marſhal de la Ferte was ordered to march to the relief of that pro- 
vince: the court had already retaken Philipſburg by ſurprize. 
Marſhal de la Ferte poſſeſſes himſelf of Beffort on February the 
230, and ſoon after of the little town of Tannes; and he had be- 
gun the ſiege of Briſac, when the count d Harcourt made his peace. 
The prince of Condé, having with him the archduke and the 
count of Fuenſaldagna, laid ſiege to Arras, where the marquis 
de Montdejeu, afterwards marſhal of France, commanded. Viſ- 
count Turenne left the marquis de Fabert at the ſiege of Ste- 
nay, and advanced towards Arras, with the marſhals de la 
Ferte and d' Hocquincourt. His view at firſt was only to ſtraiten 
the enemy, ſo as to prevent them from receiving any further 
ſupply of proviſions; but the count de Boutteville, afterwards 
known by the name of marſhal Luxemburg, and who happened 
then to be of the prince of Conde's party, having reached the 
beſiegers camp with a convoy, marſhal Turenne was determined 
to force the enemies lines: upon which a battle enſued ; the Spa- 
niards were beaten, and the fiege was raiſed, This memorable ex- 
ploit, which happened on the 25th of Auguſt, quieted the fears 


of France and of the cardinal, whoſe fortune almoſt depended. 


on the ſucceſs of that day. The retreat of the prince of Conde 
was much admired. It is obſervable, that the taking of this town 
in 1640 had been as ſerviceable to cardinal Richelieu, as the 
raiſing of the ſiege proved advantageous this. year to cardinal 
Mazarin. 

The king makes his firſt campaign at the ſiege of Stenay, which 
he took the 6th of Auguſt, having under him M. de Fabert, after- 
wards marſhal of France. M. de Turenne makes himſelf maſter of

gueville, and -married Anna Maria Martinozzi, the cardinal's 
niece, ſoon after quitting the prince of Conde's party, made 
himſelf maſter of Villafranca the 5th of July, and of Puicerda 
the 17th of October.

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Charles IV, duke of Lorrain, being ſuſpected by the Spani- 


ards, becauſe he had juſt reaſons to complain of their conduct, is 


arreſted at Bruſſels the 15th of February, by count Fuenſaldag- 
na, and ſent priſoner to Toledo, where he continued till the Py- 
renean treaty, Cromwell ſigns a peace with Holland on the 
15th of April, which contains three important articles. The 
firſt, that the Dutch ſhall acknowledge the ſovereignty of the 
Engliſh flag in the channel, The ſecond, that they ſhall never 
chuſe a prince of Orange for their ſtadtholder, or admiral : this 
article was conſented to only by the province of Holland. And 
the third, that they ſhall abſolutely renounce all connexion with 
Charles Stuart. 

The above treaty is the only wrong policy the Engliſh lay to 
Cromwell's charge : they pretend that he had it in his power to 
render Holland tributary to England. This ſtate had been up- 
on the decline ſince the death of William of Naſſau, prince of 
Orange, and father of king William. The jealouſy which thoſe re- 
publicans had conceived againſt the houſe of Orange, was the 
cauſe of their making a conſiderable reduction in their forces by 
ſea and land, upon prince William's deceaſe, with a view of 
diminiſhing the power of the general who commanded them ; fo 
that depending on the continuance of peace, they had neglected 
to maintain themſelves in a poſture of defence: in this ſituation 
were they attacked by Cromwell; but he had particular reaſons for 
Altering his policy. The connexions of the houſe of Orange with the 
royal family of England, rendered the princes of that houſe as ob- 
noxious to him as to the Dutch; ſeeing thoſe princes were 
likely to protect the Stuarts: his ben was therefore to de- 
ſtroy the houſe of Orange, and to enter into a clofe alliance with 
the United Provinces, in order to render them the irreconcile- 
able enemies of the ſon of Charles I; and thus preferring his 
private intereſt to that of his country, he gave the States 
time to fee the error, into which they had been drawn by their 
Penny. 

Charles II, purſued on every fide by Cromwell, is obliged to 
quit the kingdom of France, and retires to Cologne. 

Chriſtina, queen of Sweden, abdicates the crown the 16th of 


June, i in favour of her couſin german Charles Guſtavus, duke 
of 
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of Deux-Ponts, of the Palatine family, and fon of the great 
Guſtavus's ſiſter. In vain did the literati, whom this princeſs 
protected. endeavour to defend her reputation; they have 
not been able to hinder the public from judging unfavourably of 
her character and her manners. She paſſed through France, 
where ſhe met with a very indifferent reception. | 

Cardinal de Retz, having ſucceeded his uncle in the archbi- 
ſhopric of Paris, continued, though in confinement, to diſturb 
the court, attempting to govern his dioceſe by his grand vi- 
cars: at length he made his eſcape out of priſon. 

1655. 

Marſhal Turenne, having reinforced the garriſon of Queſnoy, 
makes himſelf maſter of Landrecy on the 14th of July, with 
the affiſtance of the marſhal de la Ferté: the taking of this 
place, and of Queſnoy, opened a paſlage into the Spaniſh Ne- 
therlands, and paved the way for all the advantages which France' 
obtained to the end of the war. Conde is taken by M. de Tu- 
renne the 18th of Auguſt, and Saint Guillain the 25th. The 
king was with the army the whole campaign, and afliſted at the 
latter ſiege, where marſhal de la Ferte alſo commanded. The 
cardinal cauſes the dutcheſs de Chatillon to be arreſted, for en- 
deavouring to draw the marſhal d'Hocquincourt into the prince's 
party. This marſhal had been diſſatisfied with the cardinal for 
neglecting him: the court is obliged to treat with him; in 
conſequence of which he receives two hundred thouſand crowns, 
and reſigns his governments of Peronne and Ham to his ſon. 
Catelet is taken che 29th of Auguſt by the marquis de 
Caſtelnau. 

Duke Francis of Lorrain, brother of the reigning duke, goes 
over with his army into the French ſervice. | 

The duke of Modena, who had married Laura Martinozzi, 
a ſiſter of the princeſs of Conty, obliges the Spaniards to raiſe 
the ſiege of Reggio. Prince Thomas is forced by the marquis 
of Caracena to raiſe the fiege of Pavia. 

The prince of Conty takes Cap de Quiers the 27th of 
May, and Caſtillon the 1oth of July. The marquis de Meren- 
ville compels the Spaniards to raiſe the ſiege of Solſonne. The 
duke de Vendome defeats the Spaniſh fleet before Barcelona on 
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the 29th of Septembef. Borderur, che king's — extra- 
ordinary in England, concluded a treaty on the 2d of Novem- 


der with Cromwell, in which it was ſtipulated that France ſhould 


intirely abandon the intereſts of Charles Il. On the other hand, 
Cromwell declared againſt the Spaniards, and diſpoſſeſſed them 
of Jamaica, which has ever ſince remained in the hands of the 
Engliſh.

The tomb of Childeric diſcovered at Tournay : beſides that 
prince s gold ring and ſeveral medals of the ſame metal, there 
are bees, of a natural ſize, made of maſſive gold; which has 
anorded room for conjecture, that by the wretched imitation of 
ignorant painters, the bees were transformed into flower de luces 
in the twelfth century, when France and other chriſtian ſtates 
began to make uſe of coats of arms. The reader may ſee the 
diſſertation of M. ChiMet upon the diſcovery of this monument, 
which the elector of Cologne, who had it of the emperor Leo- 
pold, preſented to Lewis XIV; and it is ſtill preſerved in the 
king's library. 

1656. 

The cardinal reſumes the propoſals of peace, which he has 
made ſeveral times, 

Lionne repairs to Madrid, to propoſe the match between the 
king and the infanta Maria 'T herefa. This match was the favourite 
point of the cardinal's adminiſtration ; but Ferdinand III. like- 
wiſe wanted this princeſs for his ſon Leopold, who ſucceeded 
him in the imperial dignity, and whoſe mother was the younger 
ſiſter of Anne of Auſtria, mother of Lewis XIV. The king of 
Spain having no male iſſue, was more inclined to leave his ſuc- 
ceſſion to one of his own family, than to a foreign prince, and 
a rival of the houſe of Auſtria: beſides, the cardinal would not 
_liften to the demands in favour of the prince of Conde, ſo that 
the negotiation proved abortive. 

M. de Turenne and marſhal de la Ferte lay ſiege to Valen- 
ciennes: the dyke, by which the quarters of thoſe generals 
were made to communicate, having been broke, that of mar- 
ſhal de la Ferte was attacked and forced by the prince of Conde 
and Don John of Auſtria, Marſhal Turenne, finding himſelf 
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conſtrained to raiſe the ſiege the 16th of July, made a gallant 
retreat, and came and encamped under the walls of Queſnoy ; but 
marſhal de la Ferté was taken priſoner. The governor of Va- 
lenciennes was named Don Franciſco de Meneſſes. Marſhal 
Grammont, having been ſent to Madrid in order to demand the 
infanta, was greatly ſurprized that the above governor, who hap- 

ned to be in that city at the ſame time, was not known to the 
admiral of Caſtile ; and that this ſame admiral had not ſo much as 
heard of raiſing the ſiege of Valenciennes. The prince takes 
Conde the 19th of Auguſt. Don John raiſes the ſiege of St. 
Guillain, valiantly defended by the count de Schomberg, to 
march to the relief of Capelle; but M. de Turenne made him- 
ſelf maſter of* this place the 27th of September. 

The dukes of Modena and Mercceur take Valentia on the 
Po the 16th of September. The latter was come to ſupply the 
place of prince Thomas, who died a few months before. 

| 1657. 

The king makes a reform in the council ; and reduces the 
counſellors of ſtate to the number of twenty-four, not including 
the three eccleſiaſtic counſellors, and the three ſword-men. 

A bull of Alexander VII. condemning the five. propoſitions of 
Janſenius, and confirming the bull of Innocent X. The ſame 
pontif ſent the formulary in 1665, which was received in France 
by a declaration verified in parliament ; four biſhops, at the head 
of whom was Henry Arnaud biſhop of Angers, had refuſed to 
ſign it in 1664. The prince of Conde makes himſelf maſter of 
dt. Guillain the 22d of March. Marſhal Turenne undertakes 
the ſiege of Cambray : he inveſted the town, which was garri- 
ſoned only by a ſmall number of invalids and fifty troopers ; but 
the prince having thrown himſelf into that place with eighteen 
ſquadrons on the 1ft of June, M. de Twenne raiſed the ſiege. 
The king prevails on the ſenate of Venice to recal the Jeſuits. 

The death of the emperor Ferdinand III. on the 2d of 
Apri', at the age of forty-nine, of which he had reigned 
twenty. The power of the German branch of the houſe of 
Auſtria was very much declined, eſpecially ſince the A of 
Weſtphalia, by which Lewis XIV. became guarantee of the liber- 
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ties of Germany againſt the emperor. The king ſends the mar. 


wn ſhal de Grammont and Lionne to the diet of Frankfort, with a 


deſign of hindering the election of Leopold the ſon of Ferdinand; 
and advances in perſon as far as Metz, in order to ſupport the 
negotiation. Neither the duke of Bavaria, nor the archduke 
Leopold, brother of Ferdinand, - would appear as candidates for 


the imperial dignity ; ; though France uſed all her endeavours to 


perſuade them: yet the election met with ſome difficulty, and 
Leopold was not choſen till the 18th of July the * fol- 
lowing. 

The marquis de St. Abre obliges the Spaniards to raiſe the ſiege of 
Urgel, the 13th of May. They take Olivenca the 20th. The king 
makes himſelf maſter of Montmedy the 6th of Auguſt ; it was be- 


ſieged by marſhal de la Ferte, and M. de Turenne covered the ſiege. 


The prince of Conty and the duke of Modena raiſe the ſiege of 
Alexandria della Paglia on the 10th of Auguſt. Marſhal Tu- 


renne carries St. Venant the 27th, and compels the prince of 


Conde to raiſe the ſiege of Ardres. On the 3d of October he 
makes himſelf maſter of Mardyke, and delivers this place up to 
the Engliſh, in purſuance of an agreement with Cromwell's am- 


baſſadors. The diſcovery of a plot againſt Cromwell, who was ta 


be aſſaſſinated in the road to Hampton-Court. The 23 
poſſeſs themſelves of Heſdin, by the treachery of Riviere, the 
king's lieutenant, 

The Dutch declare war againſt the Portugueſe, who had lately 
driven them out of Brafil. Foundation of the general hoſpital at 
Patis. The dutcheſs Nicole, wife of the duke of Lorrain, de- 
parts this life at Paris, and is interred at St, Paul's: ſhe had ob- 
tained a decree from the court of Rome, declaring her marriage 
with duke Charles IV. good and valid, without any mention 


of the princeſs of Cantecroix, whom the duke had eſpouſed after 


his marriage with Nicole. This prince had dropped his ſuit for 


the diſſolution of his firſt marriage, being offended with the con- 


duct of the princeſs of Cantecroix, who was ſuſpected of incon- 


. tinency : beſides, he was affected with the pains, which the dutch- 


eſs Nicole had taken to procure his liberty; he even reſigned his 
whole abe to her in the year 1665. 
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The death of Bellievere the firſt preſident, who was not much 
regretted by the cardinal : he was the only man in the kingdom, 
whom this miniſter thought proper to treat with caution, from an 
apprehenſion of his abilities. 

Queen Chriſtina cauſes Monaldeſchi, her 2 of the horſe, 
to be aſſaſſinated, on the 10th of November, in the ſtag gallery 
at Fontainbleau: this was her ſecond viſit to France, whence 
ſhe departed ſoon after to return to Rome. The death of 
Charles X. recalled her to Sweden in 1660, but finding the 
nation very ill affected to her, ſhe returned the third time to 
Rome, and died in that capital in 1689, at the age of fixty- 
three. 


. 1658. 

This year was productive of a ſeries of vifories, which 
paved the way to a peace, The Spaniards had made an agree- 
ment with Cromwell in 1656 to beſiege Calais with their joint 
forces, and to let this town remain in the poſſeſſion of the En- 
gliſh; in the mean time Dunkirk was to be delivered up to 
them as a ſecurity : this treaty having never been carried into ex- 
ecution, the cardinal availed himſelf of the conjuncture, and 
entered into a convention with Cromwell upon the ſame plan as 
that of the Spaniards, to diſpoſſeſs them of Dunkirk. Marſhal 
Turenne gains the battle of the Downs on the 4th of June, 
againſt the prince of Conde and Don John, who had marched to 
the relief of Dunkirk. This town having been blocked up towards 
the ſea by the Engliſh, was obliged to ſurrender the 23d of 
June: the king made his entry on the 26th, and ordered the 
place to be delivered up to the Engliſh, purſuant to the treaty 
concluded with Cromwell. It was at this battle, that the great 
Conde faid to the young duke of Glouceſter ; If you have never 
ſeen a battle lot, you will ſee one preſently. Marſhal Turenne, 
purſuing his conqueſts, took Bergues- Saint- Vinox the 2d of 
July; Furnes the 3d; Dixmude the 7th, (Buſly ſays the 3d); 
Oudenarde, September the gth; and Menin the 17th: he beats 
the prince of Ligne on the 19th ; and makes himſelf maſter of Ipres 
the. 24th, Marſhal de la Ferté carries Graveline the 3oth of 
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Tue king was taken dangerouſly ill at Calais, A phy ſician o of 
Abbeville, named du Sauſoy, being called in, had a long con- 
ſultation with Vallot the firſt phyſician, and cured his majeſty 
with an emetic wine of ſingular virtue. The league of the 
Rhine, between the king and ſeveral electors and princes of the 
empire, ſigned in the preſence of marſhal Grammont and Lionne, 
after the emperor's election, to maintain the peace of Germany. 
The electors make the emperor ſign a perpetual capitulation, by 
which, among other engagements, he binds himſelf not to grant 
any ſuccours, either directly or indirectly, to the enemies of France, 
either as emperor, or as archduke of Auſtria, and ſubmits 
himſelf in every reſpect to the treaty of Munſter. 

In Ttaly, the duke of Modena took winter quarters in the ter- 
- Fitories of the duke of Mantua, who had declared in favour of 
the Spaniards, notwithſtanding his obligations to France: yet 
upon demanding a neutrality, it was granted him. The marquis de 
Ville takes the town of Trin on the 2 1ſt of July; and Mortare is 
obliged to ſurrender to the dukes of Modena and Navailles on 
the 25th of Auguſt. The death of the duke of Modena, Octo⸗ 
oy the 14th. 

The dutcheſs of Savoy, ſiſter to Lewis XIII, takes advantage 
of the propoſals ſhe had received from Spain, to negotiate a 
match between the princeſs Margaret her daughter and the king 
of France, to whom the Spaniards refuſed to grant the infanta 
in marriage. Cardinal Mazarin on the other hand encouraged 
the expectations of the dutcheſs, with a deſign of giving umbrage 
to Spain: the king ſets out for Lyons, where he arrived the 28th of 
November, in order to have an interview with the princeſs Mar- 
garet, whom the dutcheſs had conducted to that city, along with 
the duke her ſon. This artifice of the cardinal ſucceeded ; for Pi- 
mentel arrived immediately from Spain with propoſals of marriage 
pn the part of that crown: the queen made no ſecret of it to 
the dutcheſs, hut diſmiſſed her with a promiſe, that if the Spa- 
niſh match broke off, ſhe would certainly conclude that with 
the princeſs her daughter. Margaret was afterwards married to 
Rainuccio Farneſe II, duke of Parma, The Portugueſe miſ- 
curry in their attempt againſt Badajos ; and Don Lewis de Haro is 
 pblized to raiſe the liege of Elvas, after loſing the battle of Villa- 


vicioſa 
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vicioſa againſt the Portugueſe, who forced him in his lines, with 
the aſſiſtance of the count of Schomberg. The death of Oliver 
Cromwell, a man, ſays Pope, damned to everlaſting fame; he 
departed this life on the 13th of September, at the age of fifty 
five, and had enjoyed the ſupreme power but nine years *: was it 
worth while for this to murder his king, and to ſubvert the laws 
of his country | He was interred in the burying place of the 
kings of England: his ſon Richard, a man of no abilities, ſuc- 
ceeded him in the protetorſhip ; but reſigned. in a few months, and 
lived upwards of fifty years as a private perſon, The body of 
Cromwell was afterwards dug out of the grave ; and Charles II. 
was reſtored to the crown in 1660, 

1659. 

A treaty of peace concluded on the 7th of November, be- 
tween the king of France and the king of Spain, by cardinal 
Mazarin and Don Lewis de Haro, plenipotentiaries of thoſe 
two powers, in the iſland of Pheaſants, upon the river of Bidaſ- 
ſoa, aſter four and twenty conferences, the firſt of which was 
on the 13th of Auguſt : ſo that in leſs than three months, two 
men only eſtabliſhed a peace, which all the miniſters in Europe 
had not been able to conclude at Munſter in a number of years; 
and cardinal Mazarin was heard to ſay, that this treaty would 
have been ſooner determined, had it not been for the delays of 
Don Lewis, unacquainted with foreign affairs. The Pyrenean 
treaty contains a hundred and twenty-four articles ; the principal 
of which was the king's marriage with Maria Thereſa, the 
infanta, who had five hundred thouſand crowns for her 
dower, upon condition of her renouncing the Spaniſh ſucceſſion; 
a condition which even then was allowed to be of no ſignifica- 
tion, both by Lewis de Haro and by Philip IV. himſelf, who 
faid upon the occaſion, e es una patarata. The reſtoration of 
the prince of Conde created very great difficulty, and the cardi- 
nal agreed to it at laſt, upon receiving a hint from Don Lewis, 
that if the king would not reinſtate this prince, Spain would pro- 
cure a ſettlement for him in the Netherlands, which might 


occaſion no ſmall uneaſineſs. The cardinal likewiſe obtained 


» He had not been protector quite five years ; but the author dates bis uſurped

another 
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another advantage, which was the ceding of the town of 
Avennes to France; and the reſtitution of Juliers to the elector 
Palatine, By another. article, this miniſter promiſed not to grant any 
ſuccours to the king of Portugal, which article was not properly 
executed ; he likewiſe agreed to the reſtoration of the duke of 
Lorrain. There were ſeveral fortreſſes and towns delivered up 
on both ſides, Towards the Pyrenees, the king kept nothing 
- but Perpignan, Rouſſillon, and Conflans; but on the fide of 
the Netherlands his majeſty was a great gainer. The king of Spain 
quitted his pretenſions to Alſace, and ceded a conſiderable part 
of the county of Artois. Charles II. went as far as Fontarabia, 
in hopes of prevailing on the two monarchs to procure his reſto- 
ration; but they were till frightened at Cromwell's ſhadow : 
cardinal Mazarin begged of this prince not to pay him a viſit, 
and there was no notice taken of him in the treaty, St. Evre- 
mond, writing to M. de Crequy, took it into his head to turn 
the cardinal and this treaty into ridicule. But if St. Evremond 
was a man of wit, as ſome pretend, all the world muſt allow 
he was a very bad politician, This letter was the cauſe of his 
diſgrace, and obliged him to retire to England, where he ended 
his days, Had he been better informed, he would have known, 
that the match, between the king and the infanta, was not the 
work of a fingte day, nor a ſudden reſolution, but the fruit of 
cardinal Mazarin's reflexions, who gave ſufficient proofs, that 


foreſight in politicks is not a chimera, This able miniſter had been 


dontriving this alliance fourteen years, that is, fince 1645, 
with a view not only of procuring a formal reſignation from 
Spain, of whatever the king had obtained by the treaty of Mun- 
ſter ; but likewiſe of acquiring other rights of much greater im- 
portance, ſuch xs thoſe of the ſucceſſion to the crown of Spain; 
for thus he explains himfelf in his letters to the king's miniſters 
at Munſter, <* If the moſt Chriſtian king could obtain the Ne- 
4 therlands and Franche Comte, as a portion for marrying the 
© mfanta of Spain, then we ſhould be ſolid gainers; for we 
might aſpire to the Spaniſh ſucceſſion, notwithſtanding any 
+ renunciation the infamta might be perſuaded to make; and it 
would not be a very diſtant expectation, ſince there is only 

« one 
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& one life, that of the prince her brother, to exclude her?” 
Was not this a ſtrong inſtance of foreſight ? 

A national ſynod of the proteſtants at Loudun: the cuſtom 
was to hold this aſſembly every year, for which the king 
allowed them ſixteen thouſand livres; but when they wanted to 
meet again three years afterwards, cardinal Mazarin gave them 
to underſtand, that they muſt content themſelves with their pro- 
vincial ſynods ; ſo that there never was another national ſynod 
fince that of Loudun. 

Charles Guſtavus, after ſeveral 88 finds himſelf 
under a neceſſity of concluding a peace with the Dutch; who 
likewiſe oblige him to be reconciled to the king of Denmark: 
he died of chagrin the year following. 

1660. 

The death of Gaſton, duke of Orleans, at Blois, on the 2d of 
February, at the age of fifty-two: by his firſt wife, the dutcheſs 
of Montpenſier, he had a daughter, ſtiled mademoiſelle, the ſame 
who was ſo often diſappointed of a huſband, and who wrote 
the memoirs known by her name. By his ſecond wife, Mar- 
garet of Lorrain, ſiſter of Charles IV, he had three princeſſes 
who were married; the firſt to Coſmo III, grand — of Tuſ- 
cany ; the ſecond to Lewis Joſeph, duke de Guiſe; and the third 
to Charles Emmanuel II, duke of Savoy. This prince, ſays the 
cardinal de Retz, intermedaled in all affairs whatever, becauſe he 
had not the reſolution to withſtand thoſe who dragged him on; and 
be always came off with ſhame, becauſe he had not courage enough to 
fupport them. M. de Chavigny wrote to cardinal Richelieu, that 
fear was an excellent orator to perſuade the duke to whatever 
they had a mind. © Indeed, ſays Montreſor, Gaſton was afraid 
* only for his own perſon ; this is the only fear I obſerved him 
eto have, during the time I ſerved him; for I never found he 
* was uneaſy about any body belonging to him, let the dan- 
gers to which they expoſed themſelves, for his ſake, be ever 
.* fo great.” Voiture and Vaugelas had employments in his fa- 
mily. While the king of Spain was conducting the infanta to 
the frontier, the king made a tour through Provence, and ordered 
a Citadel to be built at Marſeilles, to puniſh that town for diſo- 
beying the duke of Mercceur its ** His majeſty 3 
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cauſed the fortifications of Orange to be demoliſhed, having 
wreſted that place from its prince, at that time a minor ; and it 
was not reſtored till the treaty of Nimeguen. 

M. de Turenne was created marſhal-general the 6th of April 

in order to diſtinguiſh him from the other marſhals of France: 

the ſame honour had been conferred on marſhal Biron and M. 

de Leſdiguieres ; but the count d'Harcourt could never obtain it. 
It js obfervable, that in the patent of marſhal- general, there is no 
mention made of any command over the other marſhals of 
France. We have ſeen marſhal Villars honoured with the ſame 
: poſt i in 1733, and marſhal Saxe-in 1747. 

King Charles IT. is reſtored to the Britiſh throne, by means 
of general Monk; and makes his entry into London on the 8th 
of June, In his way through Holland he obtains the repeal of 
the declaration againſt the prince of Orange, which had been 
made at the inſtigation of Cromwell. The perils and adventures 
which this prince went through, after the battle of Worceſter, 
are well known; eſpecially the ſtory of the famous oak, in which 
he lay concealed. Doctor Halley, profeſſor of aſtronomy in 
the univerſity of Oxford, has immortalized this tree, by giving 
its name to a colligltarion, which he had obſerved in the ſouthern 
| ſphere, and which, by its ſituation in the heavens, had eſ- 

caped the eye of Tycho. 

This ſame year Charles II. founded the Royal Society by let 
ters patent: the works with which this ſociety favours the pub- 
lic, are ftiled the Philoſophical Tranſactions. He likewiſe revived 
a law relative to commerce, called the act of navigation; it 
had been the work of Cromwell, but was repealed at his death, 
out of hatred to his perſon. Charles II, upon coming to the 
crown, took very little notice of thoſe who had contributed to his 
reſtoration; and not knowing how to make them all amends, 
he reſolved to forget them all. His miſtreſſes, ſays the duke of 
Buckingham, had their gallants ; but this never gave him any un- 
eaſineſs; and the time he ſpent in their company, was as much 
devoted to lazineſs as to love. In a word, thinking to imitate 
the gallantry of Lewis XIV, he fel! into ribaldry and debauch. 


His character is equivocal; and his indifference with regard to re- 


ngen was carried ſo far, as to tender it dubious in the laſt mo- 
ment 
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ment of his life, whether he died a "Catholic, of a Pro- 
teſtant. 

The king marries the IS at St. Jobn de Luz, on the gth 
of Jupe. Their majeſties made their public entry into Paris on 
the 2bth of Auguſt, with the greateſt pomp and magnificence 
that had been ever ſeen in that capital. On this occaſion the. 
gate of. Se. Antony was erected. The foreign miniſters were not 
preſent at this entry of the king and queen, M. Fabert having 
procured a deciſion, that the marſhals of France ſhould take 
the precedency of them, 

The treaty of Oliva, on the 23d of May, EA. Charles 
XI, then only four years old, and the crown of Poland. Caſi- 
mir at length renounces his juſt pretenſions to Sweden, who 
ceded the remainder of her conqueſts to Poland. Denmark was 
declared an hereditary monarchy, in favour of the brave king, 
Frederic. This was owing to the diviſions between the nobility 
on one fide, and the clergy, in conjunction with the people, on 
the other. The latter being tired of the continual encroachments 
of the nobility, inveſted their king with an abſolute power, | 
renouncing their privileges, and ſigning a . which ren- 
dered the crown hereditary. 

ITbe king ſends ſuccours to the Venetians in the iſle of Candja. 

1661, 

A treaty concluded at Vincennes the laſt of F ebruary, nine 
days before the cardinal's deceaſe, between this miniſter, in the 
king's name, and duke Charles of Lorrain. This treaty was 
ſomewhat more favourable to the duke, than that of the Pyre- 
nees : it was agreed, that the fortifications of Nancy ſhould be 
demoliſhed ; that the king ſhould keep poſſeſſion of Moyenvic, 
with the county of Clermont, Stenay, and Jamitz ; that the 
duke ſhould be reſtored to the dutchy of Bar, and yield homage 
for it, excepting Sirk, and a few other villages ; that the king 
ſhould be put in poſſeſſion of Sarbourg and Phalſbourg; and that 
he ſhould be maſter of the ſeveral poſts neceſſary for the commu- 
nication between Metz and Alſace. 

Cardinal Mazarin dies at Vincennes the ninth of March, at. 
the age of fifty-nine, leaving his name and his eſtate to the 
marquis de la n. who had married his niece Hortenſia 

Mancini, 
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Mancini, and taken the title of duke of Mazarin. He had four 
other nieces, and a nephew of the name of Mancini: the latter 
was duke de Nevers. Olympia Mancini was married to the count 


of Soifſons, colonel - general of the Swils, who died in 1673; ſhe 
was ſuperintendant of the queen's houſhold, and mother of 


Eugene, who deceaſed in 1736. Laura Mancini was 
married to the duke de Vendome, afterwards cardinal, Maria, 
of whom the king had been fond, eſpouſed the conſtable Colon: 
na; and Mary Anne the duke of Bouillon. We have already 

taken notice of the marriage of his other two nieces, of the name 

of Martinozzi. 7's 
Wich regard to the duke de Nevers we are to obſerve, that 
cardinal Mazarin, after acquiring the dutchy of Nivernois, died 
before" the letters patent of erection into a dutchy and peerage 
were verified; that his nephew the duke de Nevers obtained a 
patent, confirming this dutchy and peerage, in 1676; upon 
which there were letters of renewal' in 1692 ; and laſtly, that 
his ſon” the duke de Nevers obtained in 1720 not new letters 

of erection, as father Simplician pretends, but a confirma- 
tion of thoſe iſſued out in 1676, upon which there was a ſoit 
montr#, or be it ſhewn, which hindered the renewal, Indeed 
this ſoit montri had been miſlaid, but a minute thereof was found 
in the office of la Vrilliere, and it was through ignorance of this 
fact, that the father of the duke de Nevers took out 1 of 
renewal in 1672, for which he had no occaſion: 
duke de Nevers did not take his rank in parliament, but fm 
the day of his teception, purſuant to the diſpoſition of the edit 
in 17T1. 

Cardinal Mazarin was as moderate, as Richelieu had been vio- 
lent. One of his greateſt accompliſhments was a perfect know- 
ledge of mankind. His politicks were characterized rather by 

ſubtlety and patience, than by force or violence. He was op- 


poſed by Don Lewis de Haro, as Richelieu had been by the duke 


d' Olivarez. In the midſt of the civil diſtufbances in France, he 
determined all Germany to make a voluntary ceffion of what his 
predeceffor had taken by the right of war; but the advantage he 
derived from the obſtinacy of the Spaniards on that occaſion, was 


of a much higher nature ; for after havinggiven them full leiſure 
"ig _ | f | to 
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to to exhauſt themſelves, at length he obtained that celebrated 
match, by which the king acquired a legitimate, and. vainly 
conteſted, right, to one of the moſt powerful monarchies in the 
world. This miniſter was of opinion, that force ſhould never be 
employed but for want of other means; and his good ſenſe ſup- 
plied him with a courage adapted to time and place: he was in- 
trepid at Caſal; tranquil yet active in his retreat at Cologne: he 
ſhewed himſelf a man of enterprize, when it became neceflary. 
to put the princes under arreſt ; but expreſſed an equal contempt 
for the raillery of the Frondeurs, and the tauntings of the cod 
jutor: and as to the murmuring of the populace, it went b 
bis ear like the laſhing of the furges on the ſea-ſhore. There 
ms ſomething in cardinal Richelieu that ſhewed him to be the 
greater genius, more comprehenſive in his ſchemes, but Jeſs com- 
poſed: cardinal Mazarin was maſter of more ſubtlety and addteſa, 
of more moderation and leſs extravagance : one was hated, the 
other deſpiſed, but they were both maſters of the Mate.

ben Lewis followed cardinal Mazarin very ſoon, and died on 
the 17th of November the ſame year. He was ſucceſſor in the 
aminifttation to the Conde-duke d'Olivares under Philip IV: 
the duke de Lerma had the ſame. place under Philip III; cardinal 
Epinoſa, cardinal Granvelle, and the duke of Alva, enjoyed it 
under Philip II; and the ſame duke of Alva, as well as the ſa- 
ner of Granvelle, were poſſeſſed of it under Charles the fifth. - 
On the firſt of April the king's brother marries Henrietta of | 
Tagland, ſiſter of Charles II. 
The king cauſes M. Fouquet, ſuperintendant of the finances, 
bo be arreſted at Nantes the 5th of September: he had very im- 
pudently, ſometime before, reſigned his office of attorney- 
dur. Out of ſuch a namber of friends in his proſperity, 
falten was the only man that proved true to him: he was 
ndemned. by commiſſioners the 20th of December, 1664, 
d perpetual baniſhment, which, for reaſons of ſtate, was 


unged into perpetual impriſonment: they confined him to 
the 
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the citadel of Pignerol, where he died in 1680. M. d'Ormeſlon 
vigorouſly oppoſed the miniſters, who were for putting him to 
death. M. Fouquet, the father of the ſuperintendant, had behaved 
with the ſame honour under the like circumſtances, M. Colbert, 

a friend of madam de Chevreuſe, and who was greatly inſtrumental 

in perſuading the queen mother to abandon M.Fouquet, ſucceeded 

the ſuperintendant only as comptroller-general ; and the poſt of 
ſuperintendant was ſuppreſſed : he had the direction of the build- 

ings at the place de Ratabon, and was made member of the coun- 

cil. He likewiſe purchaſed the office of ſtate-ſecretary, of M. 
Dupleſſis Guenegaud, who having been included in the profe- 
cution, at that time ſet on foot againſt the perſons concerned in 
the management of the finances, was deprived of the beſt part «f 
his fortune, and obliged to ſell out. The great cannexions of 
this M. Dupleſſis did not hinder his diſgrace: he was the fon 
of the king's treaſurer, and had been in that poſt himſelf, be- 
fore he was made ſecretary of ſtate; he married the daughter d 
marſhal de Praſlin, and his mother was of the family of Courte- 
nay. M. de Colbert's fortune was not a ſudden elevation: 
we ought to reckon it among the ſervices done this nation by 
cardinal Mazarin, his having introduced M. de Colbert to coun 
towards the latter. end of his days, and paved the way for that 
confidence, which his majeſty repoſed in this miniſter immedi- 
ately upon the cardinal's deceaſe. Le Tellier and Lionne like- 
wiſe ſhared the king's favour : the latter was nephew to M. Ser. 
vien, and became known to cardinal Mazarin, when this miniſ- 
ter was employed by his majeſty in the negotiations at Parma; he 
had been ſecretary to the queen, but enjoyed no poſt at that time; 
he was afterwards made miniſter of ſtate, and had the commiſſion d 
the marine, which he ſold to M. Colbert; he had moreove! 
the whole department of foreign affairs, for M. de Brienne only 
ſigned the diſpatches, The latter reſigned his place in 1663, a 
M. de Lionne died in 1671, er ge. of the office of ſecretary d 
ſtate, which M. de Brienne ſold upon retiring from cout, 
through grief for the loſs of his wit daughter of M. de Chr 
vigny. M. de Louvois had the reverſion of M. le Tellier h. 
father, who reſigned in 1666, but till kept his ſeat in council 
and, in 1667, ſucceeded M. d'Aligre in the office of chancellor. 
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From this period begins a new reign, under the ſame prince. 
Lewis XIV, by his cloſe attention to buſineſs after the 
deceaſe of cardinal] Mazarin, plainly ſhewed that good nature 
alone had hindered him from taking the adminiſtration into his 
own hands, leſt he ſhould mortify a miniſter to whom he thought 
- himſelf greatly indebted. He had promiſed him the govern- 
ment of Britany in favour of the duke of Mazarin: but the 
queen being poſſeſſed of that poſt, refuſed to reſign it; and her 
reſiſtance diſengaged his majeſty from a promiſe, which he was 
not inclined to keep. 

i The baron de Batteville *, ambaſſador from Spain, -under a 
chimerical notion of precedency, inſults the count d'Eftrades, 
his majeſty's ambaſſador at London, on the roth of October, at 
the public entry of Brahe, ambaſſador extraordinary from Swe- 
den; and the reparation was equal to the affront. Batteville, 
who had ſhewn ſome evil diſpoſitions in regard to France, at the 
time of exchanging the ratifications of the Pyrenean treaty, was 
recalled from his embaſſy; and on the 24th of March the follow- 
ing year, the marquis de la Fuentes, ambaſſador extraordinary 
from Spain, made a declaration to the king in the preſente of 
the foreign miniſters, that the king his maſter had ordered all his 
ambaſſadors, to deſift from entering into any further competition with 
thoſe of his majeſty : immediately after this declaration, the king, ad- 
drefling bimſelf to the foreign miniſters, ſaid, you have heard the 
deddaration of the Spaniſh ambaſſador ; 1 beg you will ſignify to your 
maſters, that his Catholic majeſty has given orders to his ambaſſadors, 
1 yield the precedency to mine, upon all occaſions. (Leonard's Trea- 
ties.) In conſequence hereof, la Fuentes happening to be at 
Venice in 1669, in the Jeſuits church, along with the French 
ambaſſador, took his ſeat below that miniſter. It was likewiſe 
owing to this declaration of the marquis de la Fuentes, that the 
Dutch ambaſſador, then reſiding at Paris, ſaid, I knew that 
Roman Catholic princes paid their obeiſance to the pope by - 
* embaſſies; but I never heard that any prince ſent ſuch an em- 
* baſly to another,” (Leonard's Treaties.) M. de Brienne, in his

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memoirs, ſurmiſes, that Charles II, king of England, connived 
at the inſulting behaviour of the baron de Batteville, imagining, 
as he had a deſign to marry the infanta of Portugal, that it was 
his intereſt to ſee France and Spain at variance. 

. The birth of the dauphin (ſtiled monſeigneur) at Foutainebleas 
the firſt of November. His governor was the duke de Mon- 
tauſier; his preceptor the preſident de Perigny, who died in 
.1670, and was ſucceeded by M. Boſſuet, biſhop of Meaux, of 
whom la Bruyere has ſaid, Let us anticipate the language of poſte- 
rity, and flile him a father of the church; his tutor was M. de Cor. 
demoy, the celebrated hitoriographer. Madam de Montauſier 
Has the place of governeſs to the children of France, which ſhe 
reſigned to the lady of marſhal de la Mothe, upon her being 
appointed lady of honour to the queen in 1664. Madam de 
Ventadour, daughter of madam de la Mothe, was governeſs to 
Lewis XV. The chamber of juſtice eſtabliſhed the 28th of De- 
cember. Public entertainments at Fontainebleau, where the 
.court endeavour to imitate the gallantry of the ſovereign. Lully 
is made ſuperintendant of the king's muſicians. The office of 


33 .colonel-general of the infantry is ſuppreſſed, upon the deceaſe of 


the duke d'Epernon ; in conſequence of which the ma/ters de camp, 
belonging to the regiments of foot, take the title of colonels: the 
.duke of Orleans, when regent of the kingdom, revived this poſt in 
favour of the duke of Chartres, who reſigned it to the king after 
«the death of his father. Marſhal Grammont takes the title of 
.colone] of the guards, purſuant to an ordinance of the 28th of 
July, and quarters the white enſign in his arms, as the colonel- 
general had done before. 

The Dutch had poſſeſſed themſelves of Braſil and of the Por- 
-tugueſe ſettlements in the Eaſt- Indies, at the time when Portu- 
gal was ſubject to the king of Spain. But upon the revolution 
An 1640, the new king of Portugal courted the friendſhip of the 
-States General, who, in ſpite of treaties, continued the war under 
hand. Thecourt of Liſbon began to think ſeriouſly of making a 
defence, and recovered Braſil in 1657. The war ended in a treaty 
at the Hague, the 6th of Auguſt this ſame year, by which the re-

A nden of knights of the order of the Holy Gholt. Mar- 
hal Fabert refuſed the honour of being admitted, ſaying, that he 
did not chuſe to produce falſe proofs of nobility: for he was 
the ſon of a bookſeller of Metz. This is he, whom cardi- 
nal Mazarin wanted to act as his ſpy in the army; but Fabert 
made anſwer : ** A great miniſter, like you, ought to have all 
&« ſorts of people at your command; ſome to ſerve you with 
« their ſwords, and others with their pens ; permit me, my lord, 
to be ranked in the former claſs.” The treaty of Montmar- 
tre'on the 6th of February, by which Charles IV, duke of Lor- 
rain, makes the king his heir to his whole eſtate; and promiſes, 
as a ſecurity for the execution of the treaty, to put him in poſſeſ- 
ſion of the town of Marſal, upon condition that the heirs of 
duke Charles ſhall be declared princes of the blood royal of 
Frances The parliament verified this treaty, with a proviſo, 
that it ſhould not take place, till ſigned by all the parties. 
concerned : and it was owing to this clauſe, that the treaty re- 
mained unexecuted. Who could have foretold that the donation 
which Charles IV. was then making of Lorrain, under illufory 
conditions, ſhould take effect in the reign of Lewis XV, and 
that this monarch ſhould become ſovereign of that country with 
the conſent of all Europe ? 

The king concludes a new treaty of defenſive alliance with 
Holland, preparatory to the deſigns he had formed againſt the 
Spaniſh Netherlands. The duke de Crequy, his majeſty's am- 
baſſador, is inſulted at Rome, the 20th of Auguſt, by the Cor- ' 
ic ſoldiery, whoſe chief employment was to aſſiſt the ſ6irr;, or 
civil officers, in the execution of juſtice : the pope refuſing to 
grant ſatisfaction, the king ordered the nuncio to quit the French 
territories, poſſeſſed himſelf of Avignon the year following, and 
made preparations for marching an army into Italy. Alexander 
VII. is under the neceſſity of imploring his clemency ; and by 
virtue of a treaty, ſigned at Piſa in 1664, cardinal Chigi; the 
pope's nephew, came in perſon to make an apology to the 
king, The criminals were puniſhed ; the Corſic ſoldiery were ba- 
niſhed for ever from the ecclefiaſtic ſtate, and a pyramid was 


_ over againſt their ancient corps de garde, with an inſcrip- 
L 2 tion 
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tion ſpecifying the particulars of this ſubmiſſion : the pyramid 
ſtood during the pontificate of Alexander VII. The king however 


conſented to its being pulled down in 1667, upon the acceſſion 


of Clement IX. to the papal throne. Avignon was reſtored to 

Alexander VII. immediately upon the execution of the treaty of 

Piſa, His majeſty ſeized that town once more, 2. pope In- 
nocent XI, and reſtored it to Alexander VIII. 

The count d'Eftrades negotiates the reſtitution of Dun- 
kirk at the court of London: it was reſtored to France by 
king Charles II, for the fum of five millions of livres; the 
French took poſſeflion of it the 27th of November, and the 

4 king made his entry the ad of December. By the ſame 
| treaty, Mardyke, and all the other poſts which the Engliſh 
poſſeſſed on the coaſt of Flanders, were delivered up to the 

French. The parliament of England were greatly diſpleaſed with 

this treaty, and laid the whole blame on lord Clarendon, who 

| had. a conſiderable hand in it, and would have been in danger of 
*  Hlofing his head, if he had not made his eſcape. A Scotchman, 
| named Lockhart, who had been Cromwell's ambaſſador in 
| France, had married that protector's niece, and was after- 
wards appointed ambaſſador to that ſame court by Charles II,

3 The king exhibits a magnificent carouſal the 5th of June, in 
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queſtion, or to make ſure of duke Charles, whoſe — 
was too well known. This prince ſigned a treaty at Nomeny 
the firſt of September, by virtue of which the king was put in 
poſſeſſion of Marſal, and the duke was reſtored to the remainder 
of his territories. 

Marſhal Turenne, who was related to the queen of W 
had never ceaſed, ſince the Pyrenean treaty, to repreſent to his 
majeſty, the great importance of ſupporting that kingdom againſt 

the crown of Spain: the king continues to aſſiſt the Portugueſe 
with money, and likewiſe ſupplies them with a body of troops, 
under the command of the count de Schomberg, who acted in 
ſuch a manner, as if France had no concern in the affair. M. 
de Schomberg wrote to marſhal Turenne, that the Spaniards 
were only jealous of the title of king of Portugal, and that if 
his Portugueſe majeſty would be fatisfied with that of king of 
Brafil, they would agree to a peace, and leave him in poſſeſſion 
of the full ſovereignty of Portugal. The alliance with the Swiſs 
renewed at Paris, the 20th of November. Foundation of the 
academy of Inſcriptions and Belles Letters, as alſo of that of 
Painting and Sculpture. .

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There were ſeveral preſents of this kind ſent to the literati 
in different parts of Europe, One may eaſily judge that the 
arts and ſciences were not leſs encouraged in France. Who could 
imagine that Lewis XIV. maintained a greater number of learned 
men, than all the princes of Europe put together. The found- 
ing of nineteen profeſſorſhips in the royal college; the ereCting of 
five academies; the gratuitous inſtructing of youth in the univer- 
ſity ; the committing the king's library to the care of men of 
parts and learning; the inſtituting of journaliſts and cenſors ; 
the providing of lodgings in the Louvre for celebrated artiſts, 
&c. theſe were the encouragements given by the king and his 
miniſter to the arts and ſciences. 

The glorious age of Lewis XIV. begins to uncloſe: we might 
apply to it what Velleius Paterculus ſays of the Auguſtan age: 
Eminentia cujuſque operts, arctiſſimis temporum clauſtris circumdata: 
the maſter pieces in every kind are confined within the narrow 
Circle of a few years. 

The erection of the manor of Meilleraye into a dutchy and 
peerage, in favour of Charles de la Porte, lord of Meilleraye, 
marſhal and grand maſter of the ordnance, grandſon of Francis 
de la Porte, advocate in parliament. The ſame day his ſon Ar- 
mand Charles de la Porte Mazarin, huſband to Hortenſia Man- 
Cini, obtained letters patent of erection of the manor of Rethelois 
into a dutchy and peerage, by the name of Mazarin. The fa- 
ther and fon were received the ſame day, the father to the dutchy 
of Meilleraye, and the ſon to that of Mazarin. 

The barony of St. Aignan, which came by marriage to the 
houſe of Beauvilliers in 1496, was erected this year into a dutchy 
and peerage in favour of Francis de Beauvilliers. His fon was 
governor of the dukes of Burgundy, Anjou, and Berry. 

The county of Noailles created a dutchy and peerage. 

The marquiſate of Coiſlin created a dutcby and peerage, ex- 
tin by the deceaſe of the biſhop of Metz in 1733. 

The verification of all theſe letters patent was made in a bed 
of juſtice; at the ſame time thoſe, which had been granted 
ſince the year 1648, were verified alſo : the latter had not taken 
effect, becauſe of the difficulties the parliament made ta regiſter 


ther, as they! had been granted under a minority. The king my 
wiſe 
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wiſe confirms the erection of the manor of Randan into a2 
dutchy and peerage, made in 1661, in favour of the marchio- 
neſs of Senecey, wha had been his governante, and lady of ho- 
nour to the queen mother (of the houſe of Rochefoucaud) for her. 
daughter, widow of Gaſton de Foix, count of Flex, and her 
iſſue. Gaſton de Foix, her ſon, was admitted duke and peer in 
1664, and this peerage became extinct by his death in 1714.

An expedition againſt Gigeri in Africa: the king deſirous of 
puniſhing thoſe corſairs, gave this commiſſion to the duke of 
Beaufort. Gigeri was taken the 22d of July, after defeating the 
corſairs; but a miſunderſtanding among the chief officers obliged 
the French to retreat, ſo that they reimbarked the 3oth of October. 
The battle of St. Godart on the 1ſt of Auguſt, in which the 
Turks were defeated by the Germans under the command of 
Montecuculli, who was ſeconded by fix thouſand French, and 
by. prince Charles Leopold, nephew of the duke of Lorrain. 
Coligny, who commanded the French, was not in the engage- 
ment; but la Feuillade diſtinguiſhed himſelf on that occaſion. 
Notwithſtanding the above victory, the emperor concluded a 
truce of twenty years with Mahomet IV, on the 17th of Septem- 
ber, at Temeſwar, in order to oppoſe the deſigns of France. 
The canal of Languedoc, for opening a communication between 
the two ſeas, is undertaken this year by Riquet; but was not 
perfected till 1680. This project had been formed under Francis I, 
and reſumed under Henry iv; but the execution thereof was 
reſerved for the reign of Lewis XIV. Le Brun has the title of 
firſt painter to the king. 

The poſleflion of the coaſt of Guinea creates a war between 
England and Holland.

Denis de Salo, counſellor of the parliament of Paris, pub» 
liſhed the Journal des ſavans, which has been the model of all 
the literary journals ſince that time. The king cauſes the ob- 
ſervatory of Paris to be built under the care and direction of

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M. Colbert. The battle of Villavicioſa on the 17th of June, 
-where the Portugueſe gained the advantage over the Spaniards, 
The. duke of Beaufort defeats the Algerine corſairs twice 
at ſea. 

Notwithſtanding the king's good offices, a war breaks out between 
England and Holland. Charles II. could not forget the behaviour 
of that republic, during the uſurpation of Gromwell. The duke 
of York and prince Rupert obtained a victory on the 13th of 

ane over admiral Opdam, who was ſlain in the engagement: 
the Dutch commander would willingly have avoided this action; 
but the repeated orders of the penſionary de Witt, who wanted 
to ruin that officer, obliged him to fight, though he foreſaw the 
conſequence. Vice-admiral Tromp ſaved the remainder of the 
fleet. It was ſaid, that the Engliſh knew not how to make a 
right uſe of their victory. The biſhop of Munſter, inſtigated 
by the Engliſh, and ftill more fo by his own military ardour, 
declared againſt the Dutch: Lewis XIV. aſſiſted this republic, in 
conſequence of the treaty of 1662 ; and ordered a fleet to be 
fitted out under the command of the duke of Beaufort. The 
death of Philip IV, king of Spain, on the 17th of September. 

A general and extraordinary ſeſſions held in Auvergne againſſ 
the lords poſſeſſed of judiciary power, who. oppreſſed the val- 
ſals ſubject to their juriſdiction. The eſtabliſhment of a Weſt- 
India company, and of divers manufactures of glaſs, French 
lace, linen, tapeſtry, &c. The front of the Louvre was begun 
this year, after the deſigns of Charles Perrault; though the 
friends of le Veau, firſt architect to the king, would make the 
public believe that they were his drawing. M. Colbert likewiſe 
aſſociated the famous le Brun in this undertaking. 
A counterfeit letter in the Spaniſh language had been delivered 
to the queen in 1662; wherein endeayours were uſed to make 
that young princeſs Jealots of the king, with a view of prejudicing 
a perſon, for whom his majeſty had a perſonal regard. The au- 
thors of this intrigue were detected: the king pardoned the 
dutcheſs of Orleans; the count de Guiche was baniſhed ; de 
| Vardes was ſent to priſon, where he continued a long time; and 
the counteſs of Soiſſons was ordered away to Champagne, where 
her huſband was goyernor. De Vardes was the moſt guilty of 
5 them 
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them all; for he had not only compoſed the letter, which the 
count de Guiche tranſlated into Spaniſh, but he threw the ſuſpi- 
cion on the dutcheſs of Noailles, lady of honour to the queen 
and this calumny was the cauſe that both the huſband and wife 
were diveſted of their employments. The duke was obliged ta 
ſell his. poſt of lieutenant of the light horſe to the duke of 
Chaulnes for five hundred thouſand livres, and his government 
of Havre de Grace to the duke de St. Aignan for three hun- 
dred thouſand livres. The dutcheſs was alſo forced to reſign her 
employment of lady of honour, in favour of madam de Montau- 
fier, for a hundred and fifty thouſand livres: they were the wore 
thieſt perſons belonging to the court. 

The ereCtion of the dutchy and peerage of Choiſeul in favour 
of the marſhal du Pleſſis Praſlin: this dutchy became extinct by 
the death of the duke de Choiſeul in 1705, who left no iſſue 
behind him. 

The marquiſate of Iſles created a dutchy and peerage, under 
the title of Aumont.

The troops are reviewed at Compiegne, to prepare for the ex- 
peditions of the enſuing year. D' Artagnan is made captain-lieu» 
tenant of the firſt company of muſketeers, by the reſignation of 
the duke de Nevers. The king cauſes the harbour of Cette to 


be built. 
Two bloody engagements were fought at ſea this year between 


the Engliſh and the Dutch; the firſt on the 11th of June laſted 
four hours; and in this the Dutch had the advantage ; the ſe- 
cond was on the 4th of Auguſt, when they were defeated, 
The duke of Albemarle, known before by the name of Fon, 
Mo 
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Monk, and prince Rupert (of the Palatine family, ſon of Frede- 


ric, king of Bohemia) commanded the Engliſh fleet ; Ruyter 


and Trump had the command of the Dutch. The king had 
declared war againſt the Engliſh, in favour of Holland. A miſun- 
derſtanding between the Dutch gdmirals, each of whom had a 
ſtrong party in the republic, proved extremely prejudicial to 
that nation. Ruyter was ſupported by the penſionary de Witt, and 
Tramp by the prince of Orange. In the ſequel of this hiſtory, 
we ſhall ſee in what manner theſe two factions had like to have 
ruined the commonwealth, and how the penſionary loſt his life 
in the conteſt. The fleet, under the command of the duke of 
Beaufort, could not join the Dutch. Bernard Van Galen, 
biſhop of Munſter, makes his peace with Holland. 

The French beat the Engliſh on the 2oth of April, and drive 
them out of the iſland of St. Chriſtopher. 

War declared between England and Denmark. The fire of 
London broke out on the 13th of September, and laſted four 
days. The firſt eſtabliſhment of the academy of ſciences,

This year is famous for many wiſe inſtitutions of Lewis XIV. 
M. de Colbert, after ſettling the finances, extended his views to 
other objects. The courts of juſtice, commerce, the navy, and the 
police, were all put upon a new footing, and felt the good cf- 
ſects of the ſpirit of order, which formed the charaQteriſtic of 
that miniſter; and of thofe ſuperior lights, in which he viewed 
every part of the adminiſtration : he eſtabliſhed a council, where 
thoſe. ſeveral matters were to be diſcuſſed, from - whence re- 
ſulted ſuch a number of regulations and excellent ordinances, as 
conſtitute the baſis of our preſent government. The names 
of thoſe who compoſed this council, deſerve to be tranſ- 
mitted to poſterity : they were M. Seguier the chancellor, the 
marſhal de Villeroy, in favour of whom the poſt of preſident of 
the council was erected, meſſieurs Colbert, d'Aligre, de Lezeau, 
de Machault, de Seve, Menardean, de Morangis, Poncet, Bou- 
cherat, de la Marguerie, Puſſort, uncle to M. Colbert, Voiſin, 
Hotman, and Marin. Their ſittings began on Thurſday the 
28th of Oc ober, 1666, and continued every week, ſometimes 
for ſeveral days, to the 10th of February this year. 
| The 
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Tube civil ordinance of the month of April: for the digeſting 
of ſo important a law, the king, thought proper to join to the 
abovementioned miniſters ſome commiſſioners from the parlia- 
ment, among others meſſieurs de Lamoignon, * and Big- 
non, who ſet the laſt hand to this work. 

While Colbert was endeavouring to promote the internal 
proſperity of the kingdom, M. de Louvois determined to extend 
the glory of his majeſty's arms, and to aſſert the rights ac- 
eruing from the death of Philip IV. to the queen Mary The- 
reſa, that king's daughter by the firſt venter, excluſive of Charles 
II, his fon by a ſecond wife. The rights of this princeſs were 
founded on the law of devolution, which obtains in ſome pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands, whereby even the females of the firſt 
yenter inherit before the males of the ſecond. The king marches 
into Flanders, having under him the marſhal de Turenne, 
In this expedition he was followed by the queen and his whole 
court. There were two flying camps, beſides the one commanded 
by the marſhal d' Aumont, the other by M. de Crequy. This 
was called the campaign of Lille. Charleroy is taken by M. 
Turenne on the 2d of June. Marſhal d'Aumont poſſeſſes him- 
ſelf of Armentieres the 28th of May, of St. Vinox the 6th of 
June, and of Furnes the 12th. His majeſty takes Ath the 16th ; 
Tournay the 24th; Doway and Fort de VEſcarpe the 6th of 
July. Courtray ſurrenders to marſhai d'Aumont the 18th, and 
Oudenard the 31ſt. The king makes himſelf maſter of Lille, 
in nine days, on the 27th of Auguſt: at this ſiege he expoſed 
himſelf in ſuch a manner, that M. de Turenne threatened to 
reign his command, if his majeſty would not take more care of 
bis perſon. The count de Marſin, and the prince de Ligne, 
having marched to the relief of that town, are beaten by meſſieurs 
de Crequy and de Bellefons, on the 31ſt. At this fiege the 
marſhal de Grammont mounted the trenches at the head of the 
regiment of guards, though the marſhal de Turenne, his ju- 
nior, commanded the army, M. de Turenne carries Aloft 
the 12th of September. This year the king created the rank of 
brigadier for the cavalry, and the year following for the infantry 


aud the dragoons. 
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© "The ſeignory of Vaujour erected into a dutchy and peerage, 
dy the title of la Valliere, in favour of Louiſa-Frances de la 
Valliere, and of Mary Anne (afterwards princeſs of Conty) the 
king's natural daughter. The princeſs of Conty made a preſent 
of this dutchy, with the king's conſent, in 1668, to the marquis 
de la Valliere, her couſin-german, who obtained new letters pa- 
tent of erection into a dutchy and peerage in 1723, verified the 


fame year. | 

M. de la Feuillade marries the heireſs of the dutchy of Rou. 
annois, and is made a duke and peer. Rouannois had been 
created a dutchy and peerage ſo long ago as 1579, in favour of 
Arthur de Gouffier, but the letters patent were not regiſtered, 
no more than thoſe afterwards obtained by Claude and Lewis de 
Gouffier. 

The peace of Breda, by the mediation of the king of 
Sweden, is ſigned in that city the Ziſt of July: there 
were three ſeparate treaties, or inſtruments; the firſt between 
France and England, in which the count d'Eſtrades and 
Courtin agreed, that the conqueſts on hoth ſides ſhould be 
reſtored ; the ſecond between England and Denmark; and 
the third between England and Holland: in the latter it is ob- 
ſervable, that the ſuperiority of the Engliſh flag was preſerved, 
During the conferences for a peace, the Dutch ſailed up the 
river Thames *, and burnt ſeveral Engliſh men of war. Al- 
fonſo VI, king of Portugal, equally unworthy of his crown 
and of his wife, is obliged to refign both to his brother Don Pe- 
dro. This princeſs, named mademoiſelle d'Aumale, was daugh- 
ter to the duke de Nemours, who had been killed in a duel in 
1652, by the duke de Beaufort his brother-in-law : her ſiſter had 
much the ſame fate as herſelf; for - her marriage with the 
prince of Lorrain was diſſolved, and ſhe eſpouſed the duke 
of Savoy. Don Pedro took only the title of regent, during the 

life of his brother. Charles II, king of Spain, tired of a war, 
| which had laſted eight and twenty years, concluded a peace with 
this prince on the 13th of February the year following ; by 


They failed up the Medway, as far a3 Chatham, and there it was they burn 
the Engliſh men of war, |

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which he acknowledged the crown of Portugal to be free and 
independent of that of Caſtile, 
1668. 

The conqueſt of Franche Comte, accompliſhed in leſs than A 
month, and in the depth of winter, by the king in perſon : he had 
under him the prince of Conde, whom he is faid to have preferred, 
on this accaſion, to M. de Turenne, by the advice of M. de 
Louvois. The prince made himſelf maſter of Beſangon in two 
days, on the 7th of February, while M. de Luxemburg took Sa- 
lins. Dole ſurrenders to the king the 14th, and Gray the 19th. 
The French academy had the honour, for the firſt time, of com- 
plimenting the king upon his conqueſt. 

The treaty of triple alliance ſigned by England, Sweden, and 
Holland, on the 28th of January. This alliance was owing to 
the umbrage, which Lewis XIV. had given to Europe. Sir 
William Temple, ambaſlador from Charles II, king of Eng- 
land, perſuaded John de Witt, the penſionary of Holland, to 
quit his connexions with France; but he had reaſon afterwards 
to repent this reſolution. Count Dona was miniſter for Sweden. 
A peace is ſigned at Aix la Chapelle, the ſecond of May, be- 
tween France and Spain. The king preſerved his conqueſts in 
the Netherlands, viz. Charleroy, Binch, Ath, Doway, Fort 
de I'Eſcarpe, Liſle, Oudenarde, Armentieres, Courtray, Bergues, 
Furnes, together with their bailiwicks, &c. Franche Comte 
was reſtored, contrary to the opinion of marſhal de Turenne: 
M. de Croiſſy, brother of Colbert, was miniſter at the concluding 
of this peace; on the part of the king. M. de Montauſier is 
made governor to the dauphin. 

The king orders the ſeveral tranſactions, from the year 1647 ta 
1657, to be ſtruck out of the parliamentary regiſters. M. de Tu- 
renne makes his abjuration on the 23d of October. He had long 
bad a glimmering idea of the true religion; but was ſtill retained-in 
his errors by the prejudice of education, as well as by an extra- 
ordinary fondneſs for his wife, daughter of the duke de la Force, 
and a zealous Calviniſt. The death of this lady in 1666, to- 
gether with the inſtructions of the bilhop of Meaux, at length 
completed the converſion of the marſhal de Turenne. It was 
lor the uſe of this great captain, that the abovementioned pre- 


late 
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Inte wrote his treatiſe intitled, the Expoſition of the Faith, a ra- 
tional and ſolid performance, to which the proteſtants have pub- 
liſhed no anſwer, and which clears the church of Rome of the 
ridiculous ſuperſtitions laid to her charge. This year there were

The edict of the 21ſt of — ſuppreſſing the chambers 
eſtabliſhed in favour of the proteſtants, by the edi& of Nantes, 
in all the parliaments of the kingdom, Theſe chambers being 
diſtributed throughout the realm, were bipartite ; but in the par- 
liament of Paris, where the chamber of the edit of Nantes waz 
to conſiſt of fix proteſtant counſellors, and ten catholics, only 
one proteſtant was ſuffered to remain; and the other five were 
diſtributed among the chambers of inqueſts, without being per- 
mitted to aſcend to the grand chamber: yet this court ill pre- 
ſerved the name of the chamber of the edi, though there was 
only one proteſtant member, to ſhew that it had been created 
in 9 of thoſe of the reformed religion. | 

Diſturbances concerning the formulary, occaſioned by the 
diſtinQion of fact and right in the affair of Janſenius; they were 
quieted by pope Clement IX. 

The taking of Candia by the Turks on the 16th of Septem- 
ber: the French ſuccours, under the command of meſſieun 
de Beaufort and Navailles, retarded the ſurrender of that place, 
the ſpace of three months. M. de Beaufort was killed in a ſally 
the 25th of June, but his body was never found. + We muſt 
not omit mentioning, that the duke de Rouannois, afterwards 
marſhal de la Fuillade, had landed in that iſland the pre- 
ceding year, with a reinforcement of four or five hun- 
dred men, and two hundred gentlemen of the beſt families 
of the kingdom. Michael Koribut Wieſnowiſki, of the blood 
of the Jagellons, but of no perſonal merit, is elected king of 
n the 19th of June, after Caſimir's abdication, notwith- 

ſtanding 
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fanding the competition of the duke of Neuburg, of prince 
Charles of Lorrain, and of the prince of Conde. Caſimir, 
upon the death of the queen his wife, retired to France ; the 
king gave him the abbey of St. Germain des Pres, wits he 
died in 1692 : with him ended the Swediſh branch, which 
had reigned in Poland ever fince Sigiſmund his grand-father, 
Another Caſimir, alſo king of Poland, acted quite the contrary 
of this prince ; by quitting the monaſtic habit in the GEE 
Cluny; to aſcend the throne, 

M. de Guiſe is allowed the privilege of having a cuſhion in 
the king's preſence at maſs, as had been enjoyed by his 
father, The king revives the poſt of admiral, and confers it 
on the duke de Vermandois, his natural fon. A great 
change of places at court. The count du Lade obtains the 
office of maſter of the ordnance, upon the duke de Maza- 
rin's quitting; the duke de Treſmes is made firſt lord of 
the bedchamber, upon the reſignation of the count du Lade; 
and the duke of Treſmes having laid down his poſt of captain 
of the guards, M. de Lauſun is appointed to ſucceed him.

The duke of Lorrain, having entered into new intrigues, is 
ſtripped of all his ſtrong holds by the marſhal de Crequy, who 
leaves him only an open and defenceleſs country. Epinay is 
taken the 24th of September, Chatte and Longwy the 26th of 
October, upon which that prince retires to Cologne. M. de 
Pomponne, who ſucceeded the count d'Eftrades in the embaſſy 


to 1 gives the —_ notice of the alliance, which the

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Dutch had concluded with the emperor and the king of Spain; j 
and his majeſty intending to chaſtiſe that republic, thinks of ſe- 
curing the king of England in his intereſt. The dutcheſs of 
Orleans, ſiſter to that monarch, was employed in this negotia- 
tion, which had been kept a ſecret from the duke her huf. 
band; and ſhe would willingly have concealed it even from M. 
de Louvois. To the end that her voyage to England might cre- 
ate leſs. ſuſpicion, the king made a feint as if he only deſigned 
to viſit his conqueſts in the Netherlands, and the whole court 
attended him upon this journey. M. de Lauſun, in whoſe favour the 
poſt of colonel-general of dragoons had been erected two years 
before, commanded the king's eſcort, conſiſting of his houſnold 
troops and the gendarmery. The dutcheſs of Orleans, under 
pretence of paying a viſit to her brother, took an oppor- 
tunity to croſs the ſea, and diſengaged him from the triple 
league. There were ſeveral reaſons' to make the king of 
England enter into this new alliance: ſuch as the burning 
of his ſhips in the Thames, during the negotiations of peace 
at Breda; the perpetual edit againſt the election of a ſtadt- 
| bolder; but above all, the view of rendering himſelf more ab- 
ſolute at home, by his connexion with France. The dutcheſz 
of Orleans left the dutcheſs of Portſmouth * in England, where 
ſhe did great ſervice: to Lewis XIV, and was afterwards mother 
to theduke of Richmond. 'The above princeſs repaſled the ſea, the 
72th of June; but did not long enjoy the fruits of her voyage, 
for ſhe'was taken ill, and died in Jeſs than eight hours at 8. 
Cloud, the 3oth of the ſame month, at the age of twenty-ſix: 
ſhe came into the world amidft a camp, and all the horrors 0 
civil war; and ſhe was ſuddenly ſnatched out of it, amidſt : 
brilliant court, of which ſhe herſelf was the principal ornament, 
<« The dutcheſs of Orleans had a ſolid and delicate wit; ſhe 
« was poſſeſſed of good ſenſe, and well acquainted with the

e ſider her duty as beneath her. She transfuſed into her 
« whole converſation, a ſweetneſs not to be found in that 
« of other royal perſonages; and might be ſaid to uſurp 
« an empire over all hearts, inſtead of leaving them in com- : 
« mon. She had an inexpreflible ſomething, by which ſhe 
« had always the power to pleaſe; and even the delicacy of 
te behaviour, which in others appeared copied, was generally 
« allowed to belong originally to this princeſs.” (Mem, de 
Caſn. 
| 11 de Turenne, having been intruſted with the ſecret of the 
Engliſh negotiation, was ſo weak as to diſcloſe it; but as his 
fault was conſiderable, the frankneſs with which he acknow- 
ledged it to the king, was truly heroic. This able general 
took part with the princes in 1650, out of complaiſance to 
the dutcheſs of Longueville, with whom he was in love: great 
men, under the influence of this paſſion, are apt to commit great 
miſtakes. 


The ordinance relating to criminal matters, publiſhed in the 
month of Auguſt, 

The king's edit, enjoining, that the profeſſion of a mer- 
chant ſhould not derogate from the honour of the nobility. If 
it be true, that commerce is the moſt certain means of augment- 
ing the number of inhabitants in any kingdom; if it be true, 
that commerce ſupplies the place of the mines of gold and filver, 
which nature has refuſed us; if it be true, that war is at preſent 
cartied on, rather by making uſe of the riches of one nation 
againſt another, than by oppoſing man to man; if it be true, 
in ſhort, that we cannot too much honour a profeſſion, which 
has continually the univerſe for the field of its operations, and 
which ſuppoſes i in the perſons who exerciſe it, thoſe ſudden re- 
ſources of genius, by which one nation ſuddenly augments its 
credit at the expence of its neighbours ; how greatly ought we to 
be aſtoniſhed, that our nation has been ſo long without ſuch a law, 
and ſtill more, that this law has not hitherto been able to over-

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a come the prejudices of vanity ! We ſhall ſee, that the author of 
the Spirit of Laws, who has not ſufficiently explained himſelf 
ron on this ſubject (book xx. chap. xix.) has more fully given his 
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thoughts in the new edition he is going to publiſh, which he 
has ſhewn me, I was at this part of my work, when death 
ſnatched him from us: the lofs of this great man gives concern 
to every true citizen, and grief to thoſe who knew him; how 
then muſt it affect his intimate friends 
1671. 

Lewis XIV. prevails on Charles XI, king of Sweden, to quit 
the triple league, in which he had been engaged by the Swediſh 
. © regency, during his minority; and to break off his alliance with 
Spain. He likewiſe gains over the emperor, who was then em- 
ployed in quelling the diſturbances in Hungary, and, not fore- 
ſeeing the rapid ſucceſs of Lewis XIV, ſeemed to be not at 
all offended at the humbling of Dutch arrogance, M. de Furſ- 
temberg, biſhop of Straſburg, entered into a negotiation with 
the elector of Cologne, over whom he had an aſcendant; and 
flattering him with the hopes of recovering Rhimberg, of which 
he had been diſpoſſeſſed by the Dutch, he made him fign a 
treaty to deliver up Nuitz and Keyſerwert, which the king 
wanted for his magazines on the Lower Rhine. The bi- 
ſhop of Munſter eſpouſed the ſame cauſe. There remained no 
other power than Spain, at that time governed by the queen 
regent : but the marquis de Villars, our ambaſſador, could ne- 
ver prevail upon her to break off her engagements with the Dutch, 
notwithſtanding the great diſputes betwixt her and Don John, 
which weakened her authority; and the methods that had been 
uſed to intimidate her, by threatening to ſeize the remainder of 
the Spaniſh Netherlands. The emperor acts with great ſeve- 
rity in Hungary, where the nobility were impatient under the 
Auſtrian yoke; and the court of Vienna wanted to render that 
kingdom hereditary. This war proved of great ſervice to the 
king, during the whole courſe of his reign, as it made a conſider- 
able diverſion in his favodr. 

The duke of Orleans marries a ſecond wife at Chalons, on 
the 16th of November, namely, the princeſs Charlotte Iſabella, 
daughter of Charles Lewis, elector Palatine, the ſame who had 
been reſtored to that electorate by the treaty of Munſter, 
and whoſe father, Frederic, was diſpoſſeſſed of his dominions 
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upon accepting of the crown of Bohemia. This princeſs died 
in 1722, and left two children; the one Philip, regent of 
France under Lewis XV, and who died in 1723; the other, 
the dutcheſs of Lorrain; who breathed her laſt in 1745. 

The inſtitution of the academy of Arehitecture. The hoſpi- 
tal of Invalids, founded by the care of M. de Louvois. The 
king*publiſhed an edict in the year 1674, for annexing to this 
houſe, the penſions granted to the Oblats, a kind of lay monks 
of. great antiquity in the church, who were placed by the king in 
every abbey of his nomination, and maintained at the expence 
of the houſe : they were for the moſt part diſabled ſoldiers. This 
maintenance was afterwards changed into out-penſions, which 
were paid by the abbies ; and the penſions, as we have obſerved, 
were applied to the ſupport of the hoſpital of Invalids. 

The departure of the princeſs of Montpenſier to Chateauroux, on 
Aſh-Wedneſday, the 11th of February, where ſhe died in 1694. 

M. de Lauſun is impriſoned at Pignerol, from whence he was 
not releaſed till 1681. This is the very ſame perſon, who was 
upon the point of marrying mademoiſelle de Montpenſier the 
year before, and to whom the king, upon breaking off the 
match, had offered to make him marſhal of France; an honour 
which he refuſed, under pretence that he had done nothing 
as yet to deſerve it. His commiſſion of captain of the guards 
was given to M. de Luxemburg. The death of M. de Lionne. 
M. de Pomponne, ambaſſador in Sweden, was recalled from 
thence to ſupply his place. M. de Berny, the fon of Lionne, 
purchaſes the office of maſter of the wardrobe, for four hundred 
and fifty thouſand livres. 

This is a curious zra with regard to the Swiſs troops, and 
affords us an opportunity to diſtinguiſh two periods of their eſta- 
bliſhment in France: the firſt from 1477, when they ſerved only 
during the war in which they were actually employed: the ſe- 
cond from the year 1671 to the preſent time, when their ſervice 
became * in peace, as well as in war.

The conqueſt of Holland. This republic was the cauſe of her 
own misfortunes, by the imprudent behaviour of her ambaſſadors 
in all the courts of Europe, and eſpecially of Van Beuninghen 
in France; by the inſolence of her news-writers; and by the 
ſtriking of particular medals. The marſhals de Bellefons, de 
Crequy and d'Humieres, retired from court, to avoid ſervino 
under M. de Turenne, whom the king had nominated marſhal. 
general, ſo early as the year 1660. His majeſty had three dif- 
ferent armies; one commanded by himſelf, and M. de Turenne; 
the ſecond by the prince of Conde; and the third by the count 
de Chamilly. The latter ſeized Maſeick the 15th of May: Orſey 
ſurrendered to the king, the 3d of June, while M. de Turenne 
made himſelf maſter of Burich. The prince takes Weſel the 4th: 
 Rhimberg ſurrenders to the king the th; Emmeric to the prince 
the 7th; and Rees the ſame day to the marſhal de Turenne, 
The penſionary John de Witt, who underſtood the intereſts of 
- His republic the beſt of any man living, made no ſcruple to de- 
elare, upon hearing of the reduction of Rhimberg, that the king 
of France might boaſt of having one moiety of Holland in 
His power. M. de Beauvire poſſeſſes himſelf of Doetekum, the 
Sth; the duke of Luxemburg, general of the troops of Munſter, 
takes Grool on the gth. The famous paſſage of the Rhine, in 


* the neighbourhood of Tolhuys on the 12th : the firſt who ſwam 


' over it, was the count de Guiches, at the head of the cuiraſ- 
fiers, commanded by the count de Revel: the young duke de 
Longueville, having paſſed the Rhine, fell by his own in- 
diſcretion, and was the cauſe of the prince of Conde's being 
wounded in the hand; with him ended the houſe of Longueville, 
when he was juſt upon the point of being elected to the crown 
of Poland. M. de Turenne having taken upon him the com- 
mand of the prince of Conde's army, makes himſelf maſter of 
Arnheim the 15th, and of Fort Schenck the 19th, which the 
Dutch did not wreſt from the Spaniards in 1636, till after a 


ſiege of nine months. Utrecht ſubmits to the king the 20th, - 


and Dœſburg the 21ſt. The biſhop of Munſter makes him- 
ſelf maſter of Deventer the ſame day, and of Swoll the 22d. 
The duke of Orleans takes Zutphen the 25th. Nimeguen ſur- 


renders to M. de | m— on the gth of July, e and Coeverden 
to 
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to the biſhop of Munſter on the 12th. Naerden was carried the 
ſame day by the marquis de Rochefort; it is ſaid, that if he 
had not neglected to make himſelf maſter of Muyden, we 
muſt have taken Amſterdam, and conſequently all Holland. 
Grave ſurrenders on the 14th to the count de Chamilly, M. 
de Turenne takes the fort of Crevecceur the .19th of July, 
and the iſland of Bomel the 26th of September. This great 
captain ſuddenly retires from the Dutch territories into Ger- 
many, Where, with an army of twelve thouſand men only, 
he awes the elector of Brandenburg, who had acceded to the 
alliance againſt France, and marched into Weſtphalia at the 
head of five and twenty thouſand men. The duke of Luxem- 
burg obliges the prince of Orange to raiſe the ſiege of Voerden, 
the 12th of October: this action was admired even by the Dutch 
themſelves, M. de Montal compels the prince of Orange to raiſe 
the ſiege of Charleroy the 22d of December. The duke of Lux- 
emburg, under favour of the ice, makes himſelf maſter of Bode- 
grave and Swammerdam on the 28th, To be brief, the king's 
armies, in the ſpace of three months, croſſed three rivers, took 
three provinces, Guelderland, Utrecht, and Overiſſel, and up- 
wards of forty ſtrong towns. This campaign was admired by 
all Europe, and would hardly gain credit at preſent, if the 
campaign of 1745 had not demonſtrated, that no undertaking 
is too arduous for the French, when headed by their ſove- 
"The war would have been at an end in three months, if M. 
de Pomponne's advice had been taken, which was to be con- 
tented with the advantages propoſed by the Dutch, and to fall 
ſuddenly on the Spaniſh Netherlands, in order to puniſh that 
crown for the violation of the late treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, 


in aſſiſting the republic. But M. de Louvois's opinion was fol- 
lowed preferably to any other, even to that of marſhal de 


Turenne, who counſelled the king to diſmantle the ſtrong 
towns, as faſt as he took them, knowing the difficulty of 
finding garriſons for them all. The marſhal du Pleſſis was 
hindered by his age from making this campaign: he told the 
king that he envied his children, who had the honour of ſerving 
his majeſty ; but for his own part he deſired to die, ſince he was 
= M 3 no 
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no longer fit for action: the king, embracing him, ſaid; mon- 
foeur le marſhal, they who expoſe themſelves to the perils and fatigues 
of war, do it only with a view of attaining ſome part of your repu- 
tation: there is a pleaſure in repoſing under the ſhade of ſo many laurels. 
On the 7th of June happened a ſea fight in Southwold bay *, be- 
tween the combined fleet of France and England, ded 
by the duke of York and, the count d*Etrees, and that of the 
Dutch under de Ruyter. This admiral ſaid it was the moſt 
obſtinate engagement he ever ſaw; and both fides claimed 
the advantage. In this dangerous ſituation, the Dutch de- 
clared the prince of Orange ſtadtholder, and repealed the 
perpetual edict for the ſuppreſſion of that office, which edict Cor- 
nelius and John de Witt, enemies of that family, had procured, 
upon the deceaſe of William II. The reputation of the young 
prince of Orange proved fatal to the two brothers, who were 
charged with all the misfortunes of the ſtate, and maſſacred by 
the populace the 22d of Auguſt. The averſion of the penſion- 
ary and his brother, againſt the houſe of Orange, proceeded from 

a cauſe of a higher date. William II, father of William III, 
* fain perſuade the republic, after the treaty of Munſter, 
to keep a body of troops on foot, with a view no doubt of 
rendering them ſubſervient to his own private purpoſes ; and in this 
he acted in concert with cardinal Mazarin,. who flattered the am- 
bition of that young prince. The States General would not conſent 
to it: and William was hardy enough, to cauſe fix of the deputies to 
be arreſted in their way to the Hague, among whom was the 
father of the two de Witts. Further, as the chief oppoſition

The ſucceſs of the French arms was too great not to alarm the 
reſt of Europe: the emperor and the crown of Spain renewed a 
treaty with the Dutch the 3d of Auguſt, Who could have 
dreamt in 1609, that Spain ſhould undertake to defend Holland 


againſt the French and Engliſh ! The 
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The elector of Brandenburg and Montecuculli had been endea- 
vouring, upwards of three months, to paſs the Rhine in the 
neighbourhood of Mentz, Coblentz, Straſburg, and ether ſtrong 
towns; but wherever they moved, they were ſure to meet with 
M. de Turenne, who hindered them, on the one hand, from ſuc- 
couring the Dutch, and, on the other, from making a diverſion in 
Alſace. The elector finding himſelf ſtripped of all his poſſeſſions 
in Weſtphalia, at length concluded a treaty of neutrality with 
France, in the month of May. The king makes himſelf maſter 
of Maeſtricht on the 29th of June, after a ſiege of thirteen 
days, with a view to eſtabliſh the communication with his con- 
queſts in Holland ; from thence marching, into Alſace, in order 
to ſecure the neutrality of the city of Straſburg, and to main- 
tain a good underſtanding with the Swiſs, he reſigns the com- 
mand to his generals. Though the ſiege of Maeſtricht laſted 
no more than thirteen days, yet it is memorable for the gal- 
lant behaviour of the beſiegers and the beſieged. This town 
having been reſtored at the peace of Nimeguen, was taken 
again under Lewis XV, in the month of May, 1748, by the 
marſhal-general count Saxe, who had under him the marſhal de 
Lowendahl. And here we cannot help mentioning, for the in- 
ſtruction of poſterity, the ſecrecy with which this enterprize 
was planned and conducted, as alſo the means that were uſed to 
the very laſt moment for putting the enemy upon a wrong ſcent, 
It was a maſterly ſtroke to conceal from the enemy a moſt im- 
portant deſign, the taking of Maeſtricht, by means of the re- 
victualling of Bergen-op-zoom, which had been reduced: the pre- 
ceding campaign; to march towards the Scheld, in order to 
ſecure the conqueſt ' of the Maeſe; and thus by a vigorous 
effort to put an end to a war, which our enemies, from their 
great animoſity, ſeemed deſirous to perpetuate. The plan of 
this campaign will be read one day with as much curioſity, as 
the inſtruction of M. de Louvois to the marſhal d'Humieres for 
the taking of Gaunt, 
A declaration of war by Spain againſt France on the 15th of 
October, and by France againſt Spain on the 20th. 

The Dutch and Spaniards, on the 14th of September, retake 
Narden, which was ill defended Fo du Pas, an officer, however 

eſteemed 
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eſteemed by M. de Turenne: he was degraded, and - recovered 
his reputation, by the loſs of his life, at the ſiege of Grave, 
where he was killed the next year. Bonne ſurrenders to Monte- 
cuculli the 12th of November: M. de Louvois imputes theſs 
advantages of the enemy to M. de Turenne, notwithſtanding 
that this general had done all he could to prevent the junction 
of the Imperialiſts and the Dutch. M. de Rochefort poſſeſſes 
himſelf of Treves the 15th of November.

Prince Rupert commanded the Engliſh fleet in 
the place of the duke of York, whoſe religion began now to be 
ſuſpected. The count d'Eftrees had ſtill the command of that 
of France; and the Dutch had joined Tromp in command with 
Ruyter. (Madam de Sevigne uſed to ſay, that engagements at 
ſea had never been deciſive, ſince the battle of Actium.) So early 
as the 28th of March, plenipotentiaries had been appointed to 
meet at Cologne. The duke of York had buried his conſort *, 
daughter of the earl of Clarendon, and mother of the prin- 
cels Mary, afterwards princeſs of Orange, and of the princeſs 
Anne, afterwards queen of England : on the 3oth of September 
this year he married his ſecond. wife, viz. Mary d'Eſte, daugh- 
ter of the duke of Modena and of Laura Martinozzi: (ſhe was 
mother of the chevalier de St. George born in 1688.) The edict 
of the 10th of February, by which the king declares, that the 
regale extends to all the dioceſes of his kingdom, except ſuch as 
were exempt on account of ſome other acknowledgments.

The opening of the Mazarin 
college in 1668, was the cauſe of the French comedians being re- 
moved; and by an arret of council the ſame year, they were ſet- 
tled in the hall they occupy at preſent, which was the tennis

France is upon the point of being abandoned: the two laſt 
campaigns had raiſed enemies againſt her; and the preſent de- 
prived her of allies. The king of England makes a peace with 
Holland, on the 19th of February; but refuſes to comply with 
his parliament in declaring war againft France. Marſhal de Tu- 
renne, by his ſkilful manceuvres in the laſt campaign, had kept 
the elector of Cologne and the biſhop of Munſter in our alliance: 
this year thoſe princes made ſome attempts in the country of Gro- 
ningen, but were ſoon recalled from thence by the incurſions of 
the enemy in their own dominions ; and at length they came to 
an accommodation with the Dutch, who reſtored Rhimberg to 
the elector of Cologne. 

The emperor cauſes prince William of Furſtemberg, brother 
of the biſhop of Straſburg, and afterwards biſhop of that city, 
to be arreſted the 14th of February ; the committing of this out- 
. in a place where the congreſs was held, broke off the ne- 
4 tiations, The 
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The elector Palatine, notwithſtanding his obligations to 
France, figns an offenſive alliance with the emperor, on the 
roth of March. The king ſeized Franche Comte a ſecond 
time, and kept poſſeſſion of it after the peace. If the duke of 
Lorrain's opinion had been followed, he would have pre- 
vented us on that ſide ; but the emperor choſe to carry his arms 
into Alſace, expecting to make a, conqueſt of that country 
for himſelf, The duke de Navailles takes Gray the 28th of 
February, and Veſoul the 11th of March. Beſangon ſurren- 
ders to the king the 15th of May, and Dole the 6th of June, 
The dauphin was preſent at this ſiege. The parliament of Be- 
ſangon is erected. M. de la Feuillade poſſeſſes himſelf of Salins 
the 22d. The parliament coming to compliment the king, 
at his return from this conqueſt, M. de Talon, advocate- 
general, introduced a new cuſtom : after the harangue of the 
firſt preſident, inſtead of barely ſaluting the king as he paſſed 
along, he made a ſpeech to his majeſty; and ever ſince the 
king's council have retained this privilege. 

The king had three armies, the firſt in Germany, the ſecond 
in Flanders, and the third in Rouſſillon. 

In Germany, the viſcount de Turenne paſſed the Rhine at 
Philipſburg the 12th of June: eager to fight the duke of Lor- 
rain and the count of Caprara, before they were joined by 
the duke de Bournonville, he attacked them at Sintzheim, a 
{mall town of the Palatinate, between Philipſburg and Hailbrun, 
and obtained a victory over them the 16th of June: his army 
conſiſted of about twelve thouſand men, that of the enemy 
of as many ; but they had the advantage of the ground, and our 
troops were fatigued with a long march of five and thirty leagues 
in four days. The retreat of the Imperialiſts beyond the Neckar 
and the Maine, left the Palatinate at the mercy of the victors, 
who receiving a reinforcement of troops, defeated the rear guard 
of the enemy at Lademburg, on the 5th of July, notwithſtand- 
ing the junction of the duke de Bournonville : the country was 
laid waſte with fire and ſword, in revenge for the cruelties prac- 
tiſed on ſome of our ſoldiers, who had ſtrayed from the army. 
The elector Palatine, provoked at the calamity of his ſubjects, for 
Which he ought to have blamed his own infidelity, ſent a challenge 
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to M, de Turenne ; but this general anſwered that prince with 
ſuch moderation, as made him aſhamed of his bravado. 


The elector of Brandenburg having nothing farther to apprehend 
on the ſide of Weſtphalia, broke the treaty which he had concluded 


the preceding year with the marſhal de Turenne, and endea- 


voured to join the Imperial army. 

The duke of Lorrain's plan was to drive the viſcount de 
Turenne out of Alſace, and to penetrate. into. Lorrain, after 
joining the elector of Brandenburg: in conſequence here. 
of he paſſed the Rhine at Spire and Straſburg, the laſt of which 
towns broke the neutrality it promiſed the king. M. de Tu- 
renne, though one third inferior to the enemy, judged never- 
theleſs that it behoved him to run every riſæ; otherwiſe, France 
would be open to their incurſions. He therefore marched his 
army, conſiſting only of two and twenty thouſand men, to 
'attack the enemy, who were forty thouſand : he fought them at 
Entzheim in the neighbourhood of Straſburg, the 4th of Octo- 
ber, and defeated them a ſecond time: M. de Boufflers had a 
great ſhare in the honour of this day. Still the work was im- 
perfect: the junction of the elector of Brandenburg would have 
made any other general than M. de Turenne loſe all hopes of 
preſerving Alſace, The enemy's commanders were under a necefli- 
ty of extending their quarters in upper Alſace, in order to ſubſiſt 
an army of ſixty thouſand men: M. de Turenne avails himſelf 
of this conjuncture, and, pretending to march into Lorrain, 
he turns ſhort and falls of a ſudden upon Mulhauſem, where he 
routed a body of ſix thouſand horſe the 29th of Decem- 
ber : this misfortune diſconcerted the enemy, and obliged them 
to act upon the defenſive. The ſucceſſes of marſhal de T urenne 
were ſolid, and void of oſtentation; they were not pitched bat- 
tles, which oftentimes are only attended with eclat, without 
producing any real advantage: they were uſeful conflicts, which 
faved his country ; and the conduct of the general left nothing 
to chance. We may apply to him, what was ſaid of Czſar, 
that he made war, juſt as he pleaſed himſelf, and not according 
to the caprice of fortune. 

In Flanders, on the 11th of Auguſt was fought the battle of 
Genef, a * betwixt Marimont and Nivelle : there ine two 
actions 
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actions the ſame day: the prince of Conde headed an army of fifty 
thouſand men, againſt very near fourfcore thouſand commanded 
by the prince of Orange, who had under him the young 
duke of Lorrain, the eount de Souche, Monterey, the prince 
of Vaudemont, and count Waldeck. The prince of Con- 
des aim being to prevent the ſiege of Charleroy, he defeated 
the rear-guard of the enemy at Senef, an advantage ſufficient 
for any other general: but, not content with this ſucceſs; he 
fell upon the remainder of the prince of Orange's army, Who 
committed a miſtake in expoſing his flank as he decamped. 
The conflict was bloody; or rather it was an aſſemblage of ſe- 
veral great conflicts: according to the relation of people of cre- 
dit in that neighbourhood, about ſeven and twenty thouſand dead 
bodies were buried within the circumference of two leagues. 
The generals did prodigies of valour on both fides, and we re- 
mained in poſſeſſion of the field of battle. The prince of 
Orange wanted to claim the honour of this victory, by laying 
lege to Oudenarde, which he was obliged to raiſe on the 21{k 
of September, upon the approach of the prince of Conde. Ge- 
neral Rawenhaup obliges Grave to ſurrender the 28th of October: 
the prince of Orange was there in perſon to forward the ſiege; 
the marquis de Chamilly diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the defence of 
that place, which did not capitulate till after a ſiege of ninety- 
three days. Dinan is carried by general Spork, the 18th of No- 
ember, The Spaniards and Dutch poſſeſs themſelves of Huy, 
the ad of December. In Rouſſillon, the count de Schomberg, 
celebrated for his exploits in Portugal, prevented the attempts 
of the Spaniards againſt Perpignan. | 

By ſea, admiral Tromp, having made a deſcent upon Belleiſſe

The 
preſent campaign, ſays the chevalier de Folard, was the maſter-piece 
of the viſcount de Turenne, and of the count de Montecuculli there 
it not ſo curious a manguvre in all antiquity ; and none but thoſe 
who are expert in the art of war, can be judges of its beauty. 
The marſhal de Turenne muſters his army at Scheleſtad, ad- 
vances towards Benfeld, and encamps the 27th of May, at the 
village of Achenheim, a league from Straſburg, with a view of 
obliging that city to obſerve a neutrality, and of defeating the 
enemy's ſcheme of entering Alſace. Their motions deter- 
mined him to paſs the Rhine, the 7th of June, and after 
taving exhauſted, for the ſpace of two months, every reſource 
ia the art of war, relative to encampments, marches and coun- 

termarches, 
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| termarches, this great captain fancied at length he had hit on the 
lucky minute for attacking Montecuculli to an advantage, when he 
was ſnatched away by a cannon ball on the 27th of July, in the 
neighbourhood of Saverne, at the age of ſixty-fſour: he was 
interred at St. Denis, the 29th of Auguſt. With him periſhed 
the ſecret of that day, which had all the appearance of being 
crowned with ſucceſs: inſtead of attacking the enemy, the 
French thought only of retiring :. the diſpute about the com- 
mand of the army, between the count de Lorges and the 
marquis de Vaubrun, added ftill to our misfortune ; and at 
length the maſterly retreat of the count de Lorges had the 
appearance of a victory, conſidering the great conſternation of 
the army. Montecuculli purſued him, and, on the firſt of Au- 
guſt was fought the battle of Altenheim, in which the marquis 
de Vaubrun was killed: the advantage was equal on both ſides, 
owing intirely to the. bravery of our troops, who drew up in 
a line of themſelves. M. de Vendome was wounded in this 
engagement. The French army repaſſed the Rhine at Alten- 
heim, and the enemy at Straſburg. The prince of Condé 
having taken upon him the command of M. de Turenne's ar- 
my, obliges Montecuculli to raiſe the ſiege of Haguenau, the 
22d of Auguſt ; as alſo that of Saverne, the 14th of Septem- 
ber; and at length to repaſs the Rhine: this was the laſt exploit 
of the prince of Conde; the gout compelled him to retire, 
It is worthy of obſervation that this year three of the greateſt 
generals in Europe ended their career; M. de Turenne wa 
flain; the prince of Conde retired ; and Montecuculli followed 
his example, ſaying, that a man like him, who had had the 
honour of entering the lifts with Mahomet Coprogli, the prince 
of Conde, and marſhal de Turenne, ought not to put his glory 
in competition with perſons, who only juſt began to have the 
command of armies. 
In the Netherlands, the count d'Eſtrades had thrown a French 
garriſon, the 27th of March, into the citadel of Liege, which 
the-Imperialiſts wanted to ſeize, with a view of facilitating the 
ſiege of Maeſtricht. The king made himſelf maſter of Dinan, 
the 29th of May; he had under him the marſhal de Crequy, 
who, at length, conſented, as well as the marſhals d' Humieres 
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and de Bellefons, to o yield the preference to M. de Turenne. 
The marquis de Rochefort carried Huy, the 6th of June ; and 
the duke d'Anguien made himſelf maſter of Limburg the 21ft, 
before the prince of Orange, who was taken ill of the ſmall- 
pox, could march ta its relief. The marſhal de Crequy at- 
tempting to throw ſuccours into the city of Treves, beſieged by 
the prince of Luneburg, is defeated at Conſarbrick, the 11th of 
Auguſt, It is not true, what ſeveral have written, that the duke 
of Lorrain commanded the enemy; ſo far from it, he was 
not preſent in the engagement: the honout of this victory was 
owing to duke George William of Brunſwick, as alſo to the 
duke of Zell, the duke of Holſtein, and general Chauvel. The 
prince of Conde ſaid, that the marſhal de Crequy wanted that 
diſgrace, to make him one of the greateſt generals in Europe: and 
indeed the two campaigns of 1677 and 1678, ſhewed the ſuperior 
abilities of this commander; ſo as to wipe off the Kain of the affair 
of Conſarbrick. The loſs of this battle proceeded from his having 
too great a contempt for the enemy, whoſe army was ſuperior in 
numbers; and from his being unacquainted with the fords on both 
ſides of the bridge, by which the enemy attacked him: true it 
k, that he was deſerted by his cavalry. After this defeat, M. de 
Crequy threw himſelf into Treves with three more, and was 
taken priſoner when that place capitulated the 6th of September, 
by the treachery of one Boisjourdan, who concluded the capi- 
tulation unknown to the marſhal. Boisjourdan made his efcape, 
but was afterwards. taken, and loſt his head: this wretch had been 
condemned to death for a murder committed in the foreſt of 
Senlis, yet was pardoned at the interceſſion of the biſhop of 
Munſter ; and his grandfather betrayed the . of Mons, ia 
the reign of Charles IX. 

The prince of Orange laid fiege to Binch, «6 laſt day of 
Auguſt, and made himſelf maſter of that place in a few days. 
This year the king of Sweden took the part of France againſt 
the elector of Brandenburg: upon which the Dutch, Spani- 
ads, and Danes, declared againſt Sweden, The war did not turn 
out to the adyantage of that crown ; general Wrangel behaved yery 
il, fo that the Swedes were diſpolleſſed of Pomerania; but 
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the king procured it for them again at the treaty of Nime- 
guen. Bremerfurt in Germany is taken the 29th of OQo. 
der, by the troops of Luneburg ; and Wolgaſt by the elector of 
Brandenburg, the 10th of November. Wiſmar ſurrenders to 
the king of Denmark, the 22d of December. In Sicily, 
the marquis de Valavoir had thrown ſuccours into Mefi- 
na the 3d of January: on the gth of February the duke de Vi- 
vonne, and the ſieur du Queſne, defeated the Spaniſh fleet be- 
fore Meſſina. The 17th of Auguſt M. de Vivonne made himſelf 
maſter of Auguſta, but miſcarried in his attempt againſt Syn- 
cuſe and Catania: the inactivity of the French general, and the 
irregularities among his troops, contributed to reſtore the Spaniſh 
affairs, 

In Catalonia, the count de Schomberg, having made himſelf 
maſter of Figuieres, Baſchara, and ſome other ſmall places, retock 
Bellegarde the 27th of July, which the Spaniards had ſeized 
the preceding year : he was created a marſhal of France, and 
the marſhal de Navailles was appointed to ſucceed him toward 
the end of the campaign. 

The congreſs of Nimeguen, to which the king ſends his ple- 
nipotentiaries, viz. the marſhal d'Eftrades, M. de Croiſſy, and 
the count d'Avaux, nephew of him who acted as plenipo- 
tentiary at Munſter. The king creates eight marſhals of France, 
the 3oth of July, namely, meſſieurs d'Eftrades, the duke dt 
Navailles, the count de Schomberg, the duke de Duras, the 
duke de Vivonne, the duke de la Feuillade, the duke de Lu- 
emburg, and the marquis de Rochefort. It was fettled that 
they ſhould no longer rank alternately, but the ſenior marſh 
ſhould command the reſt; madam de Cornuel obſerved in regal 
to this promotion, that it was marſhal de Turenne's coin. 

The death of the old duke of Lorrain, the 18th of September, 
at the age of ſeventy-two. This prince was poſſeſſed of m- 
tural courage, and great abilities for war: he had an enterprit- 
ing ſpirit, which would have made his fortune, if he had been 
born to no paternal eſtate; yet he knew not how to preſeri 
Kis own dominions. It fared with him in his amours as in wat: 
Ahough he was huſband to the dutcheſs Nicole, he eager 
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princels de Cantecroix, under colour that his former nuptials 
were void; but the court of Rome paſled a different deciſion. He 
afterwards fell in love with Matiamne Pajot at Paris, whom he 
intended t6 marry, although the princeſs de Cantecroix was liv- 
ing: the contract was ſigned the 18th of April, 1662 ; but the 
ting, being unwilling that even his enemy ſhould demean him- 
ſelf, cauſed Mariamne to be confined to a convent; as well as 
mademoiſelle de Saint Remi, whom Charles wanted alſo to 
make his wife. In 1663 he became amorous of madam de Lu- 
res, a canoneſs of Pouſſay, whom he would have eſpouſed, had it 
not been for the oppoſition of the princeſs de Cantecroix. This lady 
fiedin 1663, and he confirmed his marriage with her before het 
deceaſe : he had iſſue by her, M. de Vaudemont, and the prin- 
ces de Lillebonne. At length, at the age of ſixty-three, he was 
joined in wedlock to Mary Louiſa d' Apremont in 1665, in ſpite 
of madam de Ludres, 
Charles V, his nephew, ſucceeded him in his dominions, or 
father in the expectation of recovering them. The emperor ne- 
ver had a greater general, nor a more faithful ally than this prince: 
he made him marry his ſiſter Eleonora Maria, daughter of the em- 
peror Ferdinand 1IT, and queen dowager of Poland. From this 
marriage ſprung duke Leopold I; who was reſtored to his domi- 
hions by the treaty of Ryſwick, and whoſe wife was the princeſs 
of Orleans, niece of Lewis XIV. Duke Leopold was father 
to the preſent emperor (1748), on whom, the treaty of Vienna 
In1735, for the general conveniency of Europe, ſettled the great 
dukedom of Tuſcany, the patrimony of the houſe of Medicis, 
in exchange for Lorrain : the latter has been ceded to Lewis 
XV, and annexed to the crown, reſerving the uſufruct to Staniſlaus 
king of Poland, father of the preſent queen of France,

The congreſs of Nimeguen did not hinder the proſecution of 


' the war; it was carried on with vigour by ſea, where we had 


three conſiderable advantages. Admiral Ruyter, having failed 
from the coaſt of Holland the 18th of Auguſt, 1675, in order to 
allft the Spaniſh fleet, attempted to oppoſe the ſuccours which 
WUQueſge was carrying to Meſſina: this was the firſt engagementy

it laſted a long time; the French had the advantage, and Meſling 
was relieved, The Dutch fleet had been ſo ſeverely handled, that 
Ruyter thought. of returning to Holland, when he received 
contrary orders, and a ſecond engagement enſued, the 22d 
of April, between the ſame commanders. Ruyter Toſt his life 
in this action, and the fiege of Auguſta was raiſed. The Dutch, 
by the death of Ruyter, were as great loſers, as the French had 
been by that of M. de Turenne : Lewis XIV. was ſo generous as 
to lament that admiral's fate, Laſtly, in the action of the 2d 
of June, the marſhal de Vivonne, who had defeated ſeven thou- 
ſand Spaniards, in the neighbaurhood of Meſſina, ſo early as the 
25th of March, intirely demoliſhed the combined fleets of Spain 
and Holland, in the Mediterranean, and made himſelf mafter of 
la Scalette the 2oth of November. The fortune of war was dif- 
' ferent in the Baltic. Admiral Tromp, having joined the Danes, 
defeated the Swediſh fleet, the 11th of June. There had been 
two other engagements between the Danes only and the Swedes, 
on the coaſt of Schonen, the 4th and 5th of the ſame month, 
with dubious ſucceſs. 
The king of Denmark penetrates into Sweden, where he ob- 
. tains great advantages, Lewis XIV. had four land armies ; the 
firſt commanded by himſelf in Flanders, having under him the 
duke of Orleans, with the marſhals d'Humieres, de Schomberg, 
de la Feuillade, and des Lorges. (The latter was, at that time, 
made captain of the guards, upon the deceaſe of the marſhal de 
Rochefort.) M. de Crequy had the command of a flying camp. 
There was a ſecbnd army under M. de Luxemburg; another be- 
tween the Sambre and the Meuſe, under the conduct of the 
marſhal de Rochefort; and a fourth in Rouſſillon, commanded 
by the marſhal de Navailles. The king cauſes the citadel of 
Liege to be demoliſhed the 31ſt of March, and carries Conde 
in perſon the 26th of April. The duke of Orleans makes him- 
ſelf maſter of Bouchain the 11th of May: at this ſiege 
it was that we mifſed. the opportunity of fighting the prince 
of Orange. in the neighbourhood of Valenciennes ; the king ever 
recollected this critical moment with regret ; he had made a diſ. 
Poſition for the engagement, and ſeemed to be very deſirous of

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gathering new laurels, but was prevented by the irrefolution of 
his generals and his miniſter, 

ie is taken the 31ſt of July, by the marſhal d'Humieres, 
while the prince of Orange lays fiege to Maeſtricht; the 

ant Calvo, a Catalan by birth, commanded in this town, 
during the abſence of the marſhal d' Eſtrades, who was at the 
conferences of Nimeguen. We ſhould not forget a ſaying 
of Calvo, to the engineers in garriſon : Gentlemen, J do 
wt under land the defending of a town; all I know is, that 1 
will not capitulate. After a hard conteſt between the beſiegers 
and the garriſon, during the ſpace of forty days, the prince of 
Orange was obliged to raiſe the ſiege the 27th of Auguſt, upon 
the approach of marſhal de Schomberg. His miſcarriage was 
complete ; for the tranſports on board of which the prince 
had loaded his artillery, proviſions, and all the implements of 
the ſiege, were attacked by the count de Montal and the duke 
de Villeroy, who cauſed thoſe veſſels to be brought up the 
Maeſe to Maeſtricht. 

The young duke of Lorrain made himſelf maſter of Philipſ- _ 
burg the 17th of September, after a blockade of fix months, 
and a fiege of ſeventy days, the town being gallantly defended 
by du Fay. This misfortune was owing to the marſhal de Roche- 
fort, who commanded in Lorrain and the three biſhopricks during 
the winter, and had been fo imprudent as to ſuffer the enemy 
to fortify the poſt of Lauterburg, which rendered it impoſſible 
to ſuccour Philipſburg. Marſhal de Turenne looked upon this, 
ua place of the utmoſt importance to France; but, at that time, 
we were not in poſſeſſion of Straſburg, It was in regard 
to the defence of Philipſburg by du Fay, that the king ſaid, 
there were four men, whom the enemy reſpected in his garriſoned 
towns, Montal, Chamilly, Calvo, and du Fay. 

A treaty concluded the 15th of October, between Sobieſki, 
ting of Poland, and the Turks, in virtue of which all that had 
been yielded to the Porte, by the late king Michael, was reſtored 
again, except the town of Caminiek. The marſhal de Crequy 
makes himſelf maſter of Bouillon, the zoth of October. M. 
de Luxemburg detaches a body of men, who ſeize Montbel- 
tird the 14th of December: he lay encamped under the walls 
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of Briſac; this good poſture of defence, together with the fidelity of 
the inhabitants of Baſil, who refuſed to grant a paſlage to the duke 
of Lorrain, hindered that prince from paſſing the Rhine, and exe- 
cuting the projects he had formed againſt Lorrain and Franche 
Comte | 


The king of Sweden defeats the king of Denmark at the bat. 
tle of Lunden the 12th of December, and compels him to 
evacuate Sweden. 

The count d'Eftrees retakes the fort of Cayenne in America, 
from the Dutch, who had made themſelves maſters of it fix 
months before; and he ſeizes the iſland, which has continued in 
our poſſeſſion ever ſince. In Rouſſillon, nothing of moment wi 
tranſacted. 

Alby erected into an archbiſhopric: its metropolitan, the

The king fi incerely wiſhed 1 peace ; finding however he 
could not oblige the enemy to conſent to it, but by his fuc- 
celles, and that theſe depended on the celerity of his operations; 
he made himſelf maſter of three of the ftrongeſt towns in the 
Netherlands, and the duke of Orleans gained a victory over the 

ince of Orange, before the uſual time of taking the field. 

His majeſty ſets out from St. Germains the 28th of F ebruary, 
while M. de Luxemburg inyeſts the town of Valenciennes : the 
trenches are opened in the night between the qth and 1oth of 
March; and on the 19th by the yalour of the muſqueteers, who 
polleſs themſelves of the counterſcarp, the works are carried in 
the open day, fo that the town capitulated, when leaſt it was 
Expe Qed. 

Cambray ſurrenders to the king the 5th of April, after nine 

gays open trenches, and the citadel the 17th; though his majeſty 
had weakened his army by ſending ſuccours to the duke of Or- 
Jeans, who was employed in the ſiege of St. Omer. 

The prince of Orange marches to the relief of St. Omer, 
and on the 11th was fought the battle of Mount Calle, 

Where 
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where the duke of Orleans, ſeconded by the marſhals Hu- 
mieres and de Luxemburg, obtained a complete victory over 
the prince of Orange, and gave fignal proofs of his valour, 
having a Horſe killed under him, and a muſket ſhot in his 
armour; the chevalier de Lorrain, ſpeaking to him, received 
2 muſket-ball in his hat, which grazed his forehead; the 
chevalier de Nantouillet was wounded in the thigh cloſe by his 
fide; and ſome of his attendants were lain behind him. The 
town of St. Omer having ſurrendered the 20th of the ſame 
month, the king and his brother returned to Verſailles. It was 
on this occaſion, that the king ſaid to Racine and Deſpreaux, 
who were appointed to write his hiſtory; 7 am ſorry you 
was not with us the laſt campaign, you would have ſeen ſome war- 
like ſcenes, and your journey would not have laſted long : Racine 
made anſwer, your majeſiy did not guoe us time to get our clothes

The prince of Orange, apprehenſive of being attacked by the 
marſhal de Luxemburg, raiſes the fiege of Charleroy the 14th of 
Auguſt, which was defended by Montal : this prince had not been 
more ſucceſsful in 1672, before the ſame town, where the ſame 
governor commanded. The taking of Treves in 1675, and of 
Philipſburg in 1676, gave hopes to the young duke of Lorrain, 
named Charles V, that he ſhould be able to reconquer his domi- 
nions: he reckoned that Treves and Luxemburg would open 2 
pallage for him to the Saarre and the Maeſe, while the prince of 
Saxe-Eiſenach penetrated into Alſace, by the way of Philipſburg. 

The baron de Montclar defendedAlſace againſt the latter, and mar- 
ſhal de Crequy oppoſed duke Charles with a very inferior army. 
This prince paſſed the Saarre, and advanced as far as Metz; but 
was hindered from undertaking any further operation, by the ſu- 
perior ſkill of the marquis de Crequy, who ſkirted along his ar- 
my from day to day, and cut off his proviſion on every fide. 
Neither had he more ſucceſs on the Maeſe, the paſſage of 
which was defended by the marſhal de Crequy, ſo that he 
found himſelf under the neceſſity of returning to Alſace, where 
M. de Crequy had got the ftart of him, M. de Montclar 
had ſo * the troops under the prince of Saxony, that 
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they were obliged to capitulate in the neighbourhood of Straſburg, 
the 24th of September, in conſequence of which they retired 
to Raſtat with a paſſport from the marſhal. The ſame mar- 
ſhal defeated a body of troops under the command of duke 
Charles, on the 7th of O&ober, at the battle of Cokeſberg, in 
the neighbourhood of Straſburg, where the marſhal de Villars, 
then a young man, 'diſtinguiſhed himſelf : at length he concluded 
that glorious campaign with the taking of Friburg, the 14th of 
November, in five days open trenches. This place, from a 
mean hamlet, had the honour of being made a walled town in 
1120, and became the property of the houſe of Auſtria in 
1386: it was taken by Guſtavus Adolphus in 1632, and returned 
under the dominion of the emperor in 1648, in whoſe poſſeſſion 
itcontinued afterwards, (notwithſtanding the three famous battles, 
in which the prince of Conde and M. de Turenne defeated Mon- 
tecuculli) till it ſurrendered this year to the marſhal de Crequy: 
it was ceded to the king by the treaty of Nimeguen, and re- 
ſtored to the houſe of Auſtria by that of Ryſwick. The mar- 
ſhal de Villars wreſted it again from the emperor in 1713; but 
the | houſe of Auſtria recovered it by the treaty of Raſtat. 
_ Laſtly, Lewis XV, having taken this place in 1744, cauſed the 
fortifications, both of the town and citadel, which had been ſo 
often an annoyance to France, to be entirely demoliſhed : 
the trenches were opened the 22d of September, the town ſur- 
rendered the 7th of November, and the citadel the 26th of the 
fame month, the garriſon being made priſoners of war: the 
prince de Soubiſe had his arm broke at this ſiege. Friburg was 
reſtored to the emperor by the treaty of Aix-1a-Chapelle, (1748.) 
The king grants a penſion of a thouſand crowns to Racine and 
Deſpreaux, to encourage them to write the hiſtory of his reign. 
The marſhal d'Humieres makes himſelf maſter of Saint Guil- 
Jain the 11th of December. The count d'Eftrees, having ob- 
tained an advantage over admiral Binck at Tabago the 23d of 
February, ſeizes that place the 12th of December. The count 
de Monterey is defeated in the Lampourdan the 4th of July by 
marſhal de Navailles ; he was ſon of Don Lewis de Haro. 
The prince of Orange marries the princeſs Mary, daughter 
of the duke of York (afterwards James II.): little was it then 
| imagined, 
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imagined, that this alliance would one day cauſe the dethroning 
his father-in-law. With regard to this match there are two things 
worthy of notice; one, that the ceremony was performed in 
London on the day appointed for celebrating the anniverſary 
feaſt of gunpowder treaſon ; the other, that the prince of Orange, 
2s ſtadtholder, aſked the conſent of the States General, and that 
this ſtep was conſidered not as a matter of ceremony, but a 
poſitive duty; in conſequence of which the States General paſſed 
a decree the 11th of April, declaring, that the republic agreed 
to, and approved of, the ſtadtholder's choice; and ordained 
that his marriage with the princeſs Mary of England, ſhould 
be notified on the part of the government, to the ambaſſadors of the 
emperor and of other foreign princes, reſiding at the Hague. 
The marſhal d'Eftrades formed this early judgment of the 
prince of Orange, that William the Silent, prince Maurice, and 
Frederick Henry, would one day revive in that young man. The 
duke of York (afterwards James II.) was of the ſame opinion as 
themarſhal d'Eftrades ; and the haughtineſs with which the above- 
mentioned prince behaved in London, when he came to demand 
the princeſs Mary in marriage, ought to have opened the eyes of 
Charles II; but the misfortune was, that he miſtook this haughti- 
neſs for frankneſs and honeſty. 

The king of Sweden takes the caſtle of Elſimburg, the gth 
of January ; his fleet is defeated by the Danes, the 11th of June 
and the 12th of July: he gains a victory over the king of Den- 
mark at Lendſkroon, the 24th of July. The elector of Bran- 
denburg makes himſelf maſter of Stettin, the 26th of December. 
The parliament of Paris ſuppreſs the congreſs by an arret of the 
18th of February.

Lewis XIV, in order to deceive the enemy, marched into Lor- 
rain early in the month of February, with the queen and all his 
court, and cauſed Charlemont, Namur, and Luxemburg, to be 
inveſted ; then turning ſhort of a ſudden, and paſſing from the 
banks of the Maeſe to the Scheld, he ſat down before Ghent, 
which had been inveſted by the marſhal d'Humieres ; the town 
was taken the 9th of March, after a ſiege of only four days; and 
the citadel capitulated the 12th, This conquelt proved of great im- 
portance, .

portance, for Ghent was to have beer! the general magazine of 
the allied army, till they were in a condition to take the field. 
Ipres ſurrenders to the king after ſeven days open trenches, in 
ſpite of the inundations, and the gallant reſiſtance made by the 
marquis de Conflans, who commanded the Spaniſh garriſon : 
there were two aſſaults given at the ſame time, under the 
direction of the marſhal de Luxemburg, one to the counterſcarp 
of the town, and the other to that of the citadel, which haſtened 
the ſurrender of the place: the duke d'Elbceuf, the king's aid- 
de-camp, had his leg broke. This town continued in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the French by virtue of the treaty of Nimeguen, but 
was ceded to the emperor at the peace of Utrecht, and at 
length retaken again by Lewis XV, in perſon, in 1744. 

The rapidity of theſe ſucceſſes occaſioned fo great a ferment 
in England, that Charles II. was empowered by the parliament 
to borrow ſuch ſums of money as he ſhould judge proper, at 
the rate of ſeven per cent. to maintain his armies. This looked like a 
preparation for ſuccouring the enemies of France, which, with the 
prohibition of commerce between the two kingdoms, was abſo- 
Jutely inconſiſtent with the character of mediator, aſſumed by 
Charles II; but he was not his own maſter. The parliament 
likewiſe obliged him to recal the Engliſh troops, which had 
been in the ſervice of France ſince the commencement of the 


war z they accordingly were ſent back, but in a very indiffe- 


rent plight. 

His majeſty having executed his deſign, quitted the army the 
zd of June, and returned to St. Germains. Upon his departure 
from Paris, he told the deputies of the parliament, that he had 
committed his power intirely into the hands of the chancellor, 
to diſpoſe of every thing in his abſence according as he ſhould 
judge proper. It is obſervable, that the king performed all theſe 
expeditions on horſeback. | 

M. de Breteſche, colonel of dragoons, ſurprizes the town and 
caſtle of Leuve within four leagues of Lovaig on the fourth of 
May. The marſhal de Noailles makes himſelf maſter of Puicerda 
the 28th, 

This campaign ocoved as glorious to the marſhal de Crequy 
s the preceding, and both afford excellent inſtructions N 
the 
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the art of war. The object of the duke of Lorrain was to 


recover Friburg, and to penetrate into Lorrain by the upper 
Alſace. The marſhal de Crequy, after beating a detachment 
under the prince of Baden, marches towards the bridge of Rhinſ- 
feld, where he defeats the Imperialiſts the 6th of July : he then 
attacks the duke of Lorrain in the neighbourhood of Gegem- 
bak, overthrows the rear guard of his army the 23d, carries Fort 
Kell the 27th, burns a part of the bridge of Straſburg on the 
ſame fide, and at length makes himſelf maſter of Lectemberg the 
15th of October. 

The licentiouſneſs with which the French troops behaved in 
Sicily, bad prejudiced the minds of the people againſt them: eve- 
ry day there were new conſpiracies, which the ſupineneſs of M, 
de Vivonne neither prevented nor puniſhed. The Engliſh being 
ready to declare in favour of Holland, it might have been 
very difficult for our troops to get back to France: a reſolution 
was therefore taken to quit that kingdom; and M. de la Feu- 
illade, having the command of this expedition, embarked the 
forces on board his flect the 8th of April, with as many of the 
inhabitants of Meſſina in the intereſt of France, as he could con- 
veniently take along with him. Count Konigſmark vanquiſhes the 
Danes the 18th of January in the iſle of Rugen, but is obliged ta 
abandon this iſland the 22d of September. The caftle of Elſim- 
burg ſurrendered to the Danes the 7th of July: they raiſe the 
ſiege of Bahus the 21ſt. The king of Sweden retakes Chriſtian- 
ſtadt the 14th of Auguſt. The elector of Brandenburg makes 
himſelf maſter of Stralſund the 18th of October, and of Gripſ- 
wald the 25th. x 
The peace of Nimeguen, the conditions of which were die- 
tated by the king. There were three treaties ; the firſt between 
France and Holland, ſigned the 10th of Auguſt; the ſecond 
with Spain, ſigned the 17th of September; and the third with 
the emperor and the empire, excluſive of the elector of Bran- 
denburg, and ſome other princes. But what is very remarka- 
ble in the treaty with the Dutch; though they had been the 
only object of the war of 1672, they were the only power ta 
yhom full reſtitution was made, By the treaty with Spain 
| | it 
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it was agreed, that the king ſhould keep poſſeſſion of Franche 
Comte, as alſo of the towns of Valenciennes, Conde, Bouchain, 
Cambray, Aire, St. Omers, Ipres, Warneton, Poperingue, Bailleul, 
Caſſel, Menin, Bavay, Maubeuge, and Charlemont. The treaty 
with the emperor was not ſigned till the 5th of February, 


1679; and the baſis thereof was that of Munſter: by one of 


the articles, the king reſigns to his imperial majeſty his right 
to Philipſburg, and the emperor cedes his pretenſions to Friburg 
in favour of the king; Huninghen, then no more than a ſimple 
redoubt, was relinquiſhed to the French, and is' fince become a 
fortreſs, that commands the whole head of the Rhine. The duke 
of Lorrain, diſſatisfied with the conditions of this treaty, was 
not included therein, and therefore did not recover his dominions 
till the peace of Ryſwick. But what does honour to his majeſ- 
ty, he obtained a full reſtitution to his ally the king of Sweden, 
of the ſeveral poſſeſſions wreſted from that prince by the king of 
Denmark, and the elector of Brandenburg. Yet this did not hinder 
Sir William Temple from ſaying, that the French ambaſſadors 
had treated the affairs of Sweden with great indifference ; nor 
Puffendorff from mentioning the ſpeech of the chancellor Ox- 
enſtiern, That for a ſubſidy of three millions from France, 
« jt had coſt the crown of Sweden fifty, beſides the loſs of the 
c reputation of her arms.” The king of Sweden, as it ge- 
nerally happens in time of war, had alſo increaſed his prero- 
gative at home. After the firſt treaty ſigned with Holland, 
on the 1oth of Auguſt, the prince of Orange, feigning igno- 
rance, attacked the duke of Luxemburg at St. Denis, near 
Mons, the 14th of Auguſt : the French had blockaded that city, 
to obtain ſatisfaction for the king of Sweden; the prince's pretence 
was to oblige them to raiſe the blockade; but in truth he 
only wanted to protract the war, and to ſurprize the duke of 
Luxemburg: this inſincerity contributed to give a new luſtre 
to the French arms; the battle was bloody, and the advantage 
on our ſide, | | 

Buſſy Lamet, being informed of the intrigues of his wife 
with the marquis d'Albret, obliges that lady to make an aſſigna- 
tion to hex. gallant, in which M. d' Albret is murdered; he was 
| half 
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half brother to the marſhal d'Albret, both baſtards of the houſe 
of Albret : Stephen, from whom they were deſcended, had been 
legitimated by Francis I. The marquis d'Albret having on this 
occaſion abſented himſelf from the army, with leave of the mar- 
ſhal de Schomberg, M. de Louvois wrote word to the latter, that 
the king had been greatly ſurprized, at his granting a furlough to a 
general officer without his majeſty's orders, |

The death of the cardinal de Retz. It is difficult to com- 


prehend how a man that ſpent his whole life in cabals, ſhould 
have had no fixed object in view. He loved to intrigue, merely 
for intriguing ſake ; he was a vaſt genius, enterprizing, artful, and 
ſomewhat romantic; making an ill uſe of the authority which his 
ſation of life gave him over the people, to render religion ſub- 
ſervient to politicks; and often aſcribing to his own ſagacity, 
effects that were only owing to chance. He waged war againſt 
the king, merely from a ſpirit of rebellion ; he loved magnificence, 
and had a fund of wit, but was of a reſtleſs temper, having more 
allies of imagination than connexion of thought, and more chime- 
ras than real deſigns: he was unfit to live under a monarchy, 
yet void of the qualities neceſſary for a republican, being nei- 
ther a loyal ſubject, nor a good citizen: he was as vain as Cice- 
ro, but more daring, and not ſo honeſt: to be ſhort, he had 
more ſenſe, but leſs ambition and leſs villany than Cati- 
line, His memoirs are very agreeable ; but it is ſurprizing, 
that a man ſhould have the courage, or rather the folly, to - 
ſay worſe things of himſelf, than could have been advanced by 
his greateſt enemy. And yet this very perſon, towards the decline 
of life, was intirely changed ; being grown meek and peaceable, 
an enemy to intrigue, and beloved by all honeſt men; as if his 
former ambition had not been a real paſſion, but an efferveſcen- 
cy of youth, which naturally ſubſided with age. After having 
lived with vaſt magnificence, and contracted debts to the ſum 
of upwards of four millions of livres, the whole was paid, either 
in his life time, or after his. deceaſe. 

As the peace with the emperor was not concluded till the be- 


ginning, of this year, Nuitz was taken i in the month of January,

The elector of Brandenberg at length accedes to the peace the 
29th of June: which was owing to the lofſes he had ſuſtained 
in the courſe of this campaign. Calvo diſpoſſeſſed him of the 

| town and dutchy of Cleves on the 25th of March. The mar- 
quis de Sourdis took Lipſtadt the 14th of May, and the mar- 
ſhal de Crequy beat him twice in the neighbourhood of Minden, 
The whole empire agreed to the treaty of Nimeguen in the courſe 
of this year. 

Mary Louiſa, daughter of the duke of Orleans, and of Hen- 
_ rietta of England, is married at Burgos to Charles II, King of 
Spain, the 18th of November. 

The death of madam de Longueville, the 15th of April, 
Every body knows the part ſhe acted in the civil war. Being the 
fiſter of the great Conde, ſhe eſpouſed his cauſe, as much from 2 
love of intrigue, as from friendſhip to her brother. Cardinal 
de Retz ſays of her, that from the heroine of a great party, ſbe 
became their female Quixote. The prince of Marſillac, afterwards 
duke de la Rochefoucaud (author of the Maxims) had, been ex- 
tremely fond of this princeſs. The chambers of the edict of 
Nantes in the parliaments of Toulouſe and Bourdeaux are ſup- 
preſſed, The death of Don John of Auſtria, natural ſon of Phi- 
lip IV, on the 17th of September, a prince of merit, and perſe- 
cuted by the queen dowager of Spain. 

The difgrace of M. de Pomponne, ſecretary of ftate for foreign 

affairs, who had ſucceeded M. de Lionne in 1671: his place 
was given to M. Colbert de Croifly, brother of the comptroller- 

general, who at that time was in Bavaria, negotiating the 

marriage of the dauphin. Among other things laid to M. de 
Pomponne's charge, was his not having included the villages be- 
tween Friburg and Briſac in the treaty of Nimeguen : and 
indeed when the king had made his entry into Straſburg, and 

wanted to pay a viſit to Friburg, he was obliged to dine in this 

town without ſtopping by the way, becauſe the intermediate 

lands belonged to the empire. This miſtake would not perhaps 

have been taken notice of, no more than ſome other inadvertencies 

imputed to M. de Pomponne, if M. de Louvois and M. Col. 

bert 
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dert had not longed for his place: they both concurred, con- 
trary to their uſual cuſtom, to the ſame end; but M. de Lou- 
vois, who acted for M. Courtin, was very much ſurprized to 
ſee the preference given to the prefident Colbert.

The firſt ſettlement of the French in the Eaſt-Indies, by 
confirming the acquiſition of Pondichery in 1674. 

The declaration of the 11th of January againſt poiſoners and 
fortune-tellers. La Voiſin is burnt the 22d of February, having 
been convicted of adminiſtering poiſon ; ſeveral, whom an idle 
curioſity led to her houſe, were involved in this affair. The 
dutcheſs of Bouillon appeared before the judges; the counteſs of 
Soiſſons made her eſcape to Flanders; and the marſhal de Lux- 
emburg was ſent to the Baſtile, but ſoon recovered his liberty. 
Antonietta Bourignon dies at Franecker ; ſhe was an enthuſiaſtic 
preacher, and had many diſciples. 

Madam de Monteſpan ſecures to herſelf a more independent 
rank at court, by giving two hundred thouſand crowns for 
the place of ſuperintendant of the queen's houſhold, which the 
counteſs of Soiflons was obliged to ſell her, 

Lewis the Great (for now this title was given him, even with 
the conſent of foreign nations) cauſes Sar Louis to be for- 
tified, in order to cover Lorrain, and gives directions for build- 
ing the fort of Huningen in upper Alſace. The council of 
Briſac, by an arret of the 22d of March, reunites the lands dif- 
membered from Alſace; and the chambers of Metz, by a like 
decree of the 22d of April, reunites all the diſmembered fiefs of 
the three biſhoprics to the crown. The king publiſhes an edict 
the 24th of July for putting theſe arrets in execution. The 
princes intereſted in thoſe reunions, pretended they were a con- 
travention of the peace. Theſe diſputes gave riſe to a congreſs + 
at Courtray the next year, and were the firſt ſeeds of that animo- 
ſity, which revived againſt France, and broke out at length 
in 1689. 

Nh marriage of the dauphin, on the 7th of March, to Mary 
Anne Victoria of Bavaria. This princeſs was ſo fond of retire- 
ment, that it prevented her from being happy in France, _ 
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the might have had great influence and authority, had ſhe ſtu- 
died to pleaſe the king : but ſhe liked to ſpend her days in her 
apartment, with a German waiting woman, named Beſſola: 
after many ineffectual endeavours, his majeſty reſigned her to her 
favourite ſolitude; and the natural conſequence was, that no bod 

took any further notice of her. The dutcheſs of Richelieu was 
appointed her lady of honour, which poſt ſhe had held under the 
queen ever ſince the death of madam de Montauſier; and to 
make her amends, her huſband was made knight of honour or 


chief gentleman-uſher to the dauphineſs. This princeſs had two 
tiring ladies, madam la marechale de Rochefort, and madam de 


Maintenon: the former was afterwards lady of honour to the 
dutcheſs of Chartres ; the latter, through modeſty, refuſed the 
place of lady of honour, upon the death of the dutcheſs 
of Richelieu, and procured it for the dutcheſs of Arpajon, 
The king appoints eight perſons of quality, who were called 
Miniogs, with a penſion of fix thouſand livres, to attend the 
dauphin. 

Lewis XIV. gives orders for making the Spaniards lower their 
flag to the French; and viſits the ports of Flanders with the 
queen and all his court, 

The 26th of December appeared the largeſt comet that had 
ever been ſeen. On this occaſion M. Caſſini publiſhed his ſyſtem 
concerning the periodical return of comets, of which our deſcen- 
dants will be able to form a judgment. The ſame comet 
procured us the treatiſe of Mr. Bayle, intitled, Various thoughts 
upon à comet. This phænomenon ſtruck a great terror into 

the minds of the people: but we are too much aſtoniſhed at un- 
common events, and not enough at thoſe which happen every day. 
Foundation of a profeſſorſhip for the French law. The preced- 
ingyear there had been an edict for the re- eſtabliſnment of lectures 
en the civil inſtitutes, in conjunction with thoſe of the canon law. 
We are ſurprized at finding a decretal of pope Honorius III, in 
1255, whereby this pontif prohibited the teaching of the 
civil law in the univerſity of Paris; and ſtill greater is our 
ſurprize to ſee that Philip the Fair, in purſuance of this decretal, 
removed that ſchool to Orleans ; and that the ordinance of Blois, 
in 1579, perſiſts in depriving the city of Paris of this yo 
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This may be accounted for, by ſaying that the decretal of pope : 
Honorius was made only with a view to the clergy, leſt they 
ſhould be diverted by the ſtudy of the civil law, from that of 
the canon-law and divinity; and our kings had not yet diſ- 
covered the utility of the civil law. Be that as it may, Lewis 
X1V. reſtored things to their right footing, juſt a hundred years 
after the ordinance of Blois.

The king cauſes the harbours of Breſt and Toulon to be 
completed, and increaſes his marine with upwards of ſixty thou- 
fand ſailors. On the 23d of July M. du Queſne ſinks ſeveral 
veſſels belonging to Tripoli, which had taken ſhelter in the port 
of Chio; and on the 4th of December, he concluded a peace with 
that ſtate. 

The 19th of May, the canal of Languedoc was made navi- 
cable. | 
The county of Chiney in the Netherlands, is ceded to 
the Spaniards, the 31ſt of July. Straſburg ſurrenders to the 
king the 20th of September; the capitulation was ſigned by 
M. de Louvois, and by M. de Monclar, commandant of 
Alſace, in the room of the duke de Mazarin, governor of 
the province: the king makes his entry into that city on 
the 23d of October, accompanied by the queen, the dauphin, 
and the whole court. The marquis de Chamilly, famous for 
the defence of Grave, was made governor of Straſburg : Francis 
Egon, of Furſtem berg, was biſhop of that city, and his brother 
William ſucceeded him the next year. 

At Enſiſheim his majeſty receives a general deputation of 
compliment, from the thirteen cantons and their allies. 

While Straſburg was capitulating, the marquis de Boufflers, 
on the 3oth of September, took poſſeſſion of Caſal, the capital 
of Montferrat, ſubject to the duke of Mantua, who agreed 
to admit a French garriſon into the town, under the command 
of M. de Catinat. The death of the dutcheſs de Fontange : 
the ſon ſhe had by the king, died ſoon after he was born.

' none but that of Calvin being tolerated in France: this was 


done very wiſely to diſunite thoſe people, for indeed there were 
hardly any two of them of the ſame belief. M. Juſtel, a Cal- 
viniſt, at the age of fifty-fix, having eſpouſed mademoiſelle de 
Lorme, his near relation, with a diſpenſation from the chancellor, 
cauſed the ceremony to be performed in the Engliſh ambaſſa- 
dor's chapel, out of contempt to the miniſters of Charenton, 
whom he would not conſult : but as he immediately imparted his 
marriage to M. Simon, this gentleman told him it was void, and that 
he was as much obliged as thoſe of the Catholic religion, to be

The death of the queen Maria Thereſa, aged forty-five 
years, on the goth of July, upon her return from a Journey with 
the king to Burgundy and Alſace. We cannot give a juſter 
idea of the virtue of this princeſs, and, at the ſame time, of the 
elevation of her ſentiments, than by recording her anſwer to a 
- Carmelite nun, whoſe aſſiſtance ſhe had deſired in examining her 
conſcience for a general confeſſion: the nun aſked her, whether 
before her marriage, ſhe had never deſired to render herſelf 
agreeable to ſome of the young nobility of the court of Madrid: 


O no, mother, replied ſhe, there were no kings among them. 
The death of M. Colbert, at the age of ſixty-four, on the 


Gth of September. France muſt ever lament the loſs of this her 
greateſt miniſter; to whom the ſplendor and proſperity of the 
| preſent reign, the grandeur of the ſovereign, and the felicity of 
the people, muſt be abſolutely attributed: it was by his means 
the arts and manufactures were carried to that degree of perfection, 
which has rendered the reign of Lewis XIV. the moſt brilliant 
of our whole monarchy. And what is very remarkable, perhaps 
this ſignal encouragement of the polite arts, did not entirely pro- 
ceed from his own taſte and knowledge: it was as a ſtateſman tha 
he took the artiſts and men of learning under his protection, 
knowing that they alone are capable of perpetuating the glory of 
empires. He was no more than eight days ill; and it is ſaid that 
he died in diſgrace ; an inſtructing leſſon to miniſters! M. Pel- 
letier ſucceeds him in the place of comptroller-general. 
Algiers is again bombarded by M. du Queſne, the 26th 
and the 27th of June. M. de Tourville obliges the Alge- 
ines the year following to ſue for peace. The fiege of Vienna, 
undertaken by the grand vizir, Cara Muſtapha, with an army 
of two hundred thouſand men. The emperor and emprels 
withdraw from Vienna. Sobieſky, king of Poland, ſeconded by 
the duke of Lorrain, obliges the Turks to raiſe the ſiege the 
12th of September: this engagement, in which the infidels were 
put 
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put to flight, did not coſt the Chriſtian army above ſix hundred 
wen; and the Turks loſt no more than eight hundred. The 
emperor, at his return, received the king of Poland very cooly, 
doubtleſs, becauſe his obligation to him was too great. There hap- 
two actions aſterwards between the Poles and the Turks, one 
the 7th, and the other the gth, of October: in the former, the 
Turks were victorious, and Sobieſky was in imminent danger 
of his life ; in the latter, where the duke of Lorrain was preſent, 
the Turks were diſcomfited. © This prince and Sobieſky make 
themſelves maſters of the town of Gran, the 26th of October. 
Theſe ſucceſſes of the Chriſtian army coſt Cara Muſtapha his 
life, for he was ſtrangled by order of the grand ſignior. This 
miniſter having ſucceeded Croprogli, was bribed by Dutch 
money in the year 1677, to hinder M. de Nointel, the 
French ambaſſador at the Porte, from continuing to enjoy the 
honours of the ſopha ; he likewiſe did every thing in his power 
to mortify that ambaſſador, ſo as to find fault with his rejoicings 
for the ſucceſſes of Lewis XIV. But M. de Guilleragues, his 
ſucceſſor, having refuſed to receive audience, till this honour 
was granted him, at length obtained it in 1682. By the exe- 
cution of the vizir the year following, France was revenged of 
his inſolence. | 
The king has once more recourſe to arms, to enforce the exe- 
cution of the treaty of Nimeguen. The marſhal d'Humieres 
lays fiege to Courtray, and carries it the 6th of November. The 
count de Vermandois, the king's natural ſon, who was preſent at 
this ſiege, died a few days after. Dixmude ſurrenders thetoth. The 
marſhal de Crequy bombards Luxemburg. The birth of the duke of 
Anjou (Philip V.) on the 19th of December. The king ap- 
points the marſhal de Noailles governor to the duke de Char- 
tres; but Noailles dying the ſame year, marſhal d'Eſtrades ſuc- 
ceeded him, and deceaſed in 1686; which made Benſerade ſay, 
that there was no poſſibility of keeping a governor for the duke 
de Chartres.

The marſhal de Bellefons beats the duke de Bournonville, on mo: 
the 12th of May, at Pontmayor in Catalonia, and lays ſiege to W nin 
Gironne, which he was obliged to raiſe on the 23d, for want of MW thi 
the neceſſary reinforcements. The duke of Savoy, on the 8h n 
of May, eſpouſes Anna Maria, the ſecond daughter of the duke N 
of Orleans; the eldeſt had been married to Charles II, king of 
Spain. From this match ſprung the dutcheſs of Burgundy, mo- 
ther of the preſent king, as alſo the firſt wife of Philip V. 

The Genoeſe, contrary to their alliance with France, main- 
tained a correſpondence with the Spaniards, and even with 
the Algerines, ſo as to favour the depredations of thoſe corſain: 
M. de St. Olon demanded ſatisfaction of that ſtate, and they re- 
fuſed it : upon which the king cauſes Genoa to be bombarded, in 
the month of May, by the marquis du Queſne. M. de Seignelay 
was on board the fleet. 

Luxemburg ſurrendered the 4th of June to the marſhal de 
Crequy, after four and'twenty days open trenches. The king 
took ſome ladies with him to the army, and covered the ſiege. 
M. de Belingue maintains an engagement in the Mediterranean, 
the roth of July, againſt five and twenty Spaniſh gallies. 

An ambaſſador. from Algiers makes a ſubmiſſion to the king, 
the 4th of July. The Algerines had releaſed a great number of 
Chriſtian ſlaves of all nations, out of reſpe& to the king, and 

_ conſigned them into the hands of M.  Amfreville : ſome Engliſh- 
men among them would have it, that they had been ſet at liberty 
merely through fear of their ſovereign ; d'Amfreville proved the 
contrary, by delivering them back to the Algerines, who bound 

them once more in chains. 

The truce of Ratiſbon for twenty years, ſigned the 10th of 
Auguſt, between France and Spain, and the 16th, between France 
and the'empire : the penſionary Fagel, intirely devoted to the 
prince of Orange, uſed all his endeavours to oppoſe it: the king 
keeps poſſeſſion of Luxemburg. The envoys of Siam had an 
audience of M. de Seignelay and of M. de Croiſſy at Ver- 

h | ſailles; 
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n- failles; they ſaw the king in the gallery the 27th of Novem- 
her, as he went to maſs, but were not admitted to an audience. 
The king of Siam had ſent another embaſſy in 1680, but thoſe 
appointed to that office were loſt at ſea. The chevalier de Chau · 
on mont was nominated ambaſſador to the king of Siam, the begin- 
ning of the next year; and the abbe de Choiſy accompanied him 
thither in a public character. The relation he gave of that voyage, 
is well known. 

The duke of Lorrain, after obtaining ſeveral advantages over 
the Turks in the courſe of this campaign, is obliged to raiſe the 
ſiege of Buda, the 1ſt of November; which he had begun the 1ft 
of Jul 

he king having, in the year 1674, reunited the bailiwick of 

the palais, and all the judicial courts of the ſeignories in the 

: city and ſuburbs of Paris; having reunited them, I ſay, to the

The death of the princeſs Palatine, the 6th of July; ſhe was 

daughter to the duke of Mantua, and younger fiſter of the queen 

of Poland: ſhe married prince Edward, fon of the elector Pala- 

tine, king of Bohemia, after the duke of Guiſe (known by his 

adventures at Naples) had broke his word to her: ſhe was mo- 

ther of the princeſs of Conde, of the dutcheſs of Hanover, and of 


the prince of Solmes, It is well known what part ſhe acted at 
court. |

The death of Charles II, king of England, on the 16th 
of February. He had great vices, but ſcarce any virtues to correct 
them: he had in him ſome vices, that were leſs hurtful, which cor- 
refled bis more hurtful ones. (Burnet's hiſt, of his own time, vol. I. 
p. 612.) Hamilton alſo ſaid of this prince, that he was capable of

any atchievement whatever -in caſes .of emergency, but at other 
times quite indolent, and utterly averſe to application. He 
was ſucceeded by his brother king James II. The public is in- 
debted to this prince, when only duke of York, (and that was 
the moſt brilliant part of his life) for the contrivance of ſignals 
on board a fleet, by the means of flags and ftreamers: this in- 
vention was afterwards perfected by the marſhal de Tourville, 
The pope intercedes in behalf of the Genoeſe ; the king pro- 
miſes his holineſs, he will not poſſeſs himſelf of their city, 
or territory, provided they make him proper ſatisfaction: in 
conſequence hereof, the doge, Franceſco Maria Imperiali, at- 
tended by four ſenators, pays his ſubmiſſion in perſon to the 
king the 15th of May : he was covered at the audience in the 
gallery, where his majeſty received him with great ceremony. 
By the laws of Genoa, the doge loſes his dignity, whenever he 
quits the precin&s of that city: but the king inſiſted, that this 
law ſhould not take effect on the preſent occaſion, otherwis 
it would have been no more than giving audience to a private 
gentleman. 

As the Genoeſe, at that time, felt the effects of the king's 
clemency, ſo they experienced, in a more diſtinguiſhed manner, 


the protection of Lewis XV. in 1746, - when the queen of Hun- 


gary, by an. unjuſt, but moſt vigorous attempt, poſſeſſed herſelf 
of Genoa, and plundered that capital, In vain did thoſe brave 
republicans expel the German forces ; they would have been 
overpowered at laſt by an exaſperated enemy, if Lewis XV. had 
not ſtood up in their defence, and ordered the duke of Bouffers, 
who died in that expedition, ard afterwards the marſhal duke de 
Richelieu, to fly to their aſſiſtance : further, this prince ſuſpending 
the courſe of his victories, to promote the advantage and welfare 
of his allies, gave peace to his enemies at Aix-la-Chapelle, rein- 
ſtated Genoa in her ancient poſſeſſions, and conſidered himſelf 
as a ſufficient gainer, by convincing all Europe, that his equity 
and moderation were not inferior to his valour, and to the terror 
of his arms. 

The feaſt of Sceau, with which the king was entertained-the 
J6th of July, by M. de Seignelay. The preceding month e 
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had been a carouſal at Verſailles. The duke of Orleans eſpouſes 
mademoiſelle de Nantes, the king's legitimated daughter, the 
of July. 

The marſhal d'Etrees bombards Tripoly the 22d of June: 
from thence he ſails to Tunis ; and this city concludes a peace 
with the king the 3oth of Auguſt. 

The rebellion of the duke of Monmouth, a natural ſon of 
Charles II, who is taken in. arms, and beheaded the 25th of 


The duke of Bavaria marries the daughter of the emperor 
Leopold: by this princeſs he had a ſon, whom Charles II, king 
of Spain, appointed his heir by his firſt will ; but whoſe vio- 
lent death (as it is reported,) gave occaſion to a ſecond will, 
which placed Philip V. on the throne of Spain. 

The battle of Gran, in which the duke of Lorrain and the 
elector of Bavaria defeated the Turks the 16th of Auguſt: this 
victory was followed by the taking of Neuhauſel, which after a 
gallant defence was carried by aſſault the 19th of the ſame month. 
Theprinces of Conty, the prince of Turenne, and other French: 
volunteers, who ſerved this campaign in Hungary, 2 
themſelves on that occaſion. ; 

The revocation of the edit of Nantes, by an edict of the 
ud of October. Tekely, being ſuſpected by the Turks, is 
ureſted: his impriſonment was the cauſe of the loſs of Caſſovia, 
of which the Imperialiſts made themſelves maſters the 25th of 
October. The death of the prince of Conty at Fontainebleau 
the 12th of November, of the ſmall - pox, which he catched from 
his wife, the king's daughter : he had no iſſue by that princeſs. 
His brother, the prince of Roche-ſur-you, continued this 
Wu by marrying the eldeſt daughter of the prince of 

onde. 

The death of the chancellor Tellier at Paris, the 31ſt of 
October; he was ſucceeded by M. Boucherat. M. de Guil- 
leragues, the king's ambaſſador, dies at Conſtantinople : he 
procured the reſtoration of the honours of the ſopha, which M. 
de Nointel had imprudently loſt, 
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The foundation of St. Cyr * ; the king had already reunited 
the menſa abbatialis of St. Denis to this houſe, but that reunion was 
not confirmed by the pope till the year 1690. This community 
was before at Noiſy : madam de Maintenon aſſumed the title of 
ſuperior of the houſe, with all the privileges of a founder 
of that eſtabliſhment: hither ſhe retired upon the death of the 
king; and here the died, at the age of eighty-three, the 15th of 
April 1719. M. de Chaumont returns to France with the ambaſſa- 
dors of the king of Siam,” who had an audience in the gallery 
the 1ſt of September. | 

The marſhal d'Eſtrees appears before Cadiz with the king's 


fleet, and compels the Spaniards to ſatisfy the French merchants 
in regard to fifteen hundred thouſand livres, which were with- 
held From them on frivolous pretences. The taking of Buda by 
the duke of Lorrain, the 18th of September; this prince com- 
mitted a conſiderable miſtake in not marching immediately againſt 
the Ottoman army, when their conſternation was ſo great, that 
they might have been eaſily deſtroyed. 

The ſtatue of the place des victoires, erected by the marſhal 
de Feuillade, in honour of the king, the 28th of March. 

The birth of the duke of Berry the 3: of Auguſt. 

The much lamented death of M. de Nicolay, firſt preſident of 
the chamber of accounts ; his ſon ſucceeded him in this office at 
the age of twenty-eight ; he was the eighth firſt preſident of his 
family. One of their anceſtors, named John de Nicolay, was 
chancellor to Lewis XII, in the kingdom of Naples. M. de 
Vendome receives the dauphin at Anet, where Acis and Galatea, 
the laſt opera of Lully, was repreſented. 

Ranuzzi, the nuncio, had the honour of dining with the 
king, the 6th of November, after receiving the cardinal's cap 
from the hands of his majeſty. 

The operation of cutting for the fiſtula performed on the 
king the 18th of November.

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| The death of the great Condé, at Fontainebleau, at the age 


of ſixty-ſix, on the 11th of December: the title of great, 
which was given to this hero by the whole nation, has perpe= 


tuated his glory; and the moſt celebrated orators have ex- 
hauſted themſelves in his praiſes. He had reſided at Chantilly 
ever ſince his retreat, from whence he went to ſee his grand- 
daughter, the dutcheſs of Orleans, at Fontainebleau, where ſhe 
was ill of the ſmall-pox : perhaps the deſire of paying his court 
to the king might have occaſioned this journey, as much as 
his regard for that princeſs's health; no body wowd have 
imagined this in 1652; it was his intention without doubt, 
after having committed the ſame faults as his father, to give. 
the ſame example of repentanee, and ſubmiflion. He 
was greatly afflicted with the gout, which made him refuſe 
the command of the army in 1676: ftruck with the example 
of general Wrangel, who by means of the gout and gravel 
had loſt all his former reputation, and at the ſame time 
done immenſe prejudice to Sweden, he told the king, that 
every man, if he were wiſe, ought to dread the ſame misfor- 
tune. 5 
The camp of Maintenon for the conſtruction of the aqueduct:

The famous league of Augſburg, projected the preceding year, 
is concluded during the carnival at Venice, at which the duke 
of Savoy and the elector of Bavaria were preſent. The promo- 
ter of this league was the prince of Orange, whoſe aim was only 
to embroil matters: the new eleQor Palatine, duke of Newburg, 
entered into the alliance with great warmth; he looked upon 
it as his intereſt to raiſe all the enemies he could againſt the king, 
in order to prevent him from ſupporting the pretenſions of the 
dutcheſs of Orleans, to the inheritance of the late elector her 
brother. The emperor, the king of Spain, the elector of Branden- 
burg, &e. in a word, all the confederates in the laſt war joined 


in this alYance. 5 
y 
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By a ſeparate article of the treaty between England and Hol- 
land, it was ſtipulated, that thoſe two powers ſhould engage 
to aſſiſt the houſe of Auſtria, upon the demiſe of Charles II. 
« without lawful heirs, in ſeizing and keeping poſſeſſion of the 
« Spaniſh monarchy ;” ſo early did that event employ the 
attention of Europe. | 

The affair of the franchiſes contributed not a little to ſtrengthen 
the league of Augſburg, Pope Innocent XI. had taken the 
reſolution to aboliſh the privileges enjoyed by ambaſſadors at 
Rome, only in their own palaces, but in the whole ward, 


or quarter, in which they reſided : all the foreign miniſters had 


conſented to this regulation ; but the king having juſt reaſons 
to be diſſatisfied with the pope, would maintain his rights. The 


death of the duke d'Eftrees, his ambaſſador at Rome, appeared 


to that court a very proper opportunity for ſuppreſſing this pri- 


vilege, which no other foreign miniſter enjoyed: accordingly 


bis holineſs iſſues out a bull the 12th of May, aboliſhing the 


franchiſes of the quarter of the ambaſſadors at Rome, and ex- 


communicating ſuch, as ſhould pretend to maintain this pri- 


vilege. Under theſe circumſtance, M. de Lavardin, being 
nominated by the king in the place of the duke d'Eſtrees, arrived 
at Rome on the 16th of November, with a numerous retinue: 
the pope being convinced of the king's intention, interdicted the 
church of St. Lewis, where M. de Lavardin had performed his 
devotions on Chriftmas night. 

The ſtates of Hungary are compelled to declare their crown

Joſeph is crowned king of that realm the 19th of December, 
The palace of Verſailles was finiſhed this year ; the king had 
reſided here ſome time. | 


The death of the duke, and of the marſhal de Crequy. The 
duke de Geſyres ſucceeds the former in the government of 
Paris. 

1688. 
M. de Lavardin had publiſhed his proteſts in the city of 


Rome, ſo early as the 27th of December, againſt the pontifical 
excommunications on account of the franchiſes : the attor- 
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ney general appeals to a general council from the bull of the 
12th of May, and from the ſentence of the interdict pronounced 
the 26th of December : the parliament received his appeal ; the 
nuncio at Paris was arreſted ; and the king ſeized Avignon, in 
the ſame manner, as in 1663. 

The cauſes which rekindled the war, were as follow. The 
umbrage, which France continued to give, by aſſerting her 
rights derived from the treaty of Nimeguen the king's preten- 
ſions in behalf of his ſiſter-in-law, the dutcheſs of Orleans, to 
the ſucceſſion of Charles the late elector Palatine; the affair of 
the franchiſes ; the election to the archbiſhopric and electorate 
of Cologne, which was conferred on the prince of Bavaria at 
the ſollicitation of pope Innocent Xl, notwithſtanding the inſtances 
made by the king in favour of the cardinal de Furſtenberg z 
laſtly, the invaſion of England by the prince of Orange, and 
the diſcovery of the league of Augſburg : all theſe conſiderations 
induced the king to have recourſe again to arms. 

The marquis de Boufflers, after taking Keiſerlauter, the 2othof 
September, makes himſelf maſter of Creutznach and Oppenheim. 
M. d'Huxelles poſſeſſes himſelf of Neuſtat. The French ſeized 
Heilbrun, the 15th of October, Heidelberg and Mentz the 
25th : Montclar inveſted Philipſburg, and the dauphin laid fiege 
to it in perſon, having under him the marſhal de Duras to com- 
mand the army, and M. de Vauban to direct the ſiege; this town 
being ill defended by M. de Staremberg, ſurrendered on the 29th; 
the next day the chevalier de Longueville was killed by an acci- 
dent. This ſame town was beſieged ia 1734 by the duke of 
Berwick, (who was killed by a cannon-ball) and taken by 
marſhal d' Asfeld, but reſtored to the empire by the treaty 
of Vienna in 1738. The dauphin makes himſelf maſter of Man- 
heim, the 11th of November, and of Frankendal the 18th, 
Coblentz is bombarded, to puniſh the elector of Triers for ad- 
mitting the troops of the elector of Saxony into that town; the 
French alſo poſſeſs themſelves of Triers, Spire, Worms, &c. 
The duke of Orleans, and the prince of Conty, ſerved in this 
campaign, as well as the duke du Maine. 

Belgrade js ſtormed the 6th of September, by the elector of 
Bavaria : prince Lewis of Baden had defeated fifteen thouſand 


Turks the 6th of Auguſt, The 
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The revolution in England. The prince of Orange, attended 
by the marſhal de Schomberg, ſet ſail for that kingdom, the 3oth 
of Oct. but contrary winds obliging him to put back into Holland, 
he did not depart from thence till the 11th of Nov. The 15th he 
landed at Torbay. King James had received early intelligence of 
this deſign from the king of France, but was too late convinced of 
the truth of it; he advanced however at the head of his army as far 
as Saliſbury, where finding himſelf abandoned by all the world, and 
even by his favourite Churchill, (afterwards duke of Marlborough) 
he returned to his capital : being obliged to withdraw from thence, 
he embarked for France the 22d, and was invited back to London, 
where his ſtay was very ſhort ; for upon receiving an order from 
his ſon-in-law, the prince of "Orange, he quitted that capital 
the 27th, never to ſee it more, and retired to Rocheſter . M. 
de Seignelay propoſed to the king, to fit out a fleet of forty men 
of war, which ſhould be ready to intercept the Dutch ſquadron; 
but M. de Louvois oppoſed this ſcheme, and was for making 1 
diverſion ; this would have been right, if we had laid ſiege to 
Maeftricht, which would have employed the republic ; butthe 
fiege- of Philipſburg alarming all Germany,, the Dutch were a 
liberty to act where they thought proper. 

The king declares war againſt Holland, on the 3d of December, 

Marſhal d*Eſtrees had bombarded Algiers the iſt of July. 

The arret of the 15th of February, condemning Langlade 
te the pallies, for a robbery committed on M. de Montgomery; 
the real robber, who was taken in 1690 for other crimes, ac- 
knowledged this fact. The death of mademoiſelle de Guiſe the 


* The king, upon his arrival at Salifbury found he could not depend on the army, 
and therefore returned to London, where he convened the few lords who were then 
in that city, and declared he would call a free parliament, which was accardingy 
appointed to meet the 15th of January, The prince ſends propoſals to the king, 
Which he was going to accept, when bis fears induced him to retire to France, whi- 
ther he had ſent the queen and the young prince before him. Be left London in 
the night between the roth and 11th of December; but was ſeized at Feverſham by 
ſome people, who not knowing his perſon, uſed hire with great rudeneſs, The lerbs 
in London invited the king back to Whitehall, where he was received with great 
reſpect, on the 26th of December, The prince of Orange, in the mean time, ent 
ſome forces to London, who fecured Whitehall, and ordered his majeſty to retire to 
Ham; but upon his defiring to withdrew to Rockeftet, he obtained his requeſt, ard 
the ſame day, viz. the 29th, the prince of Orange came te London.

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13th of March; ſhe was the grand-daughter of Henry, killed 
at Blois a hundred years before. 

The revolution in Siam: Opra Pitracha, the king $ favourite, 
uſurps the throne, and cauſes M. Conftance, miniſter of the late 
king, to be put to death, on the 5th of June: France, by this 
event, Joſt her ſettlements in that kingdom. The emperor poſ- 
ſeſſes himſelf of Alba Regalis, the 19th of May. The chevalier 
de Tourville, accompanied by the count d' Eſtrées, and the 
count de Chateau Renard, obliges Papachin, vice-admiral of 
Spain, on the 2d of June, after an engagement, which laſted 
three hours, to ſalute the king's flag with nine cannon ſhot. A 
new tax on the gentlemen of the law, The queen of England, 
conducted by the count de Lauſun, lands at Calais the 21ſt of 
December, with the young prince of Wales, born at Roni 
the 20th of June. 

The Beaufort eſtate erected into a ſimple dutchy, in favour of 
Charles-Francis-Frederic de Montmorency-Luxemburg, eldeft 
fon of the marſhal de Luxemburg, who died in 1695, and father 
of the preſent duke of Luxemburg. The name of Beaufort was 
changed the next year for that of Montmorency : eight years after- 
wards (in 1696) the eſtate of Chatillon-ſur-Loing was made a 
dukedom, in favour of Paul Sigiſmund de Montmorency-Luxem- 
burg, the marſhal's third fon, by letters patent of the month of 
February. 

The dauphin is allowed to vote in the council of finances

A grand promotion of the knights of the order of the Holy 
Ghoſt; this was the 8th made by the king, and the 28th ſince 
the arigina! inſtitution. The death of the queen of Spain, 
for whom her huſband had a very great affection; ſhe was faid to 
have been poiſoned by the Spaniſh miniſters ; but I ſhould rather 
think it was done by the miniſters of Vienna, who were all power- 
ful at Madrid, and diſliked the aſcendant which the young queen 
had over the king her huſband. The power of the Imperial 
miniſters at the court of Spain was fo notorious, that ſo early as 
the year 1680, the marchioneſs de Villars, whoſe huſband 
was ambaſſador at Madrid, wrote to madam de Coulanges, 
* Shall I tell you news, neither the king, nor the two queens,

| Having retired to Rocheſter with the duke of Berwick, his na- 

tural ſon, arrives on the 7th of January at St. Germains, which 

the queen had reached the preceding day. M. de Lauſun, who 

attended this princeſs in her eſcape from London, was at length 
itted to come to court. 

The throne of England being declared vacant, the eſtates aſſem- 
bled under the name of convention, ſettled the crown, the 1 7th 
of February, on the prince and princeſs of Orange : they are pro- 
claimed the 24th of the ſame month, and crowned the 21ſt of 
April: the ſame is done in Scotland. 

The diet of Ratiſbon proclaims France and the cardinal de 
Furſtemberg enemies of the empire. The prince of Orange 
declares war againſt France the 17th of May: the king makes 
the ſame declaration againſt England, and againſt the prince of 
Orange, the 25th of June. There is a vaſt difference between 
this war and that of 1672, when the king of England was neu- 
ter, and the king of Sweden made a ſtrong diverſion in favour 
of France. What a difference is there alſo between the year 
1648 and 1689. The king then acted as a guarantee of the 
Germanic liberty ; but in 1689 he was become the terror of 
Germany. This was owing to the prince of Orange, who 
conſtantly exaggerated the ambition of Lewis XIV, in order to 
conceal his own. . The king of Sweden was alſo engaged in 
the general league, the allies having procured an accommodation 
detwixt him and Denmark, by the treaty of Altena, to the end 
that thoſe two princes ſhould be intirely at leiſure to promote 
the common cauſe. 

Lewis XIV. makes king James II. embark for Ireland on 
board a fleet, commanded by Gabaret : he landed in that iſland 
the 17th of March, and was received by Tyrconnel, the lord 
lieutenant, who continued to eſpouſe his cauſe. The count de 
Chateau Renaud brings him a reinforcement of troops the 12th, 
and returns to Breſt the 28th, after defeating * admiral Herbert, 
and taking ſeven Dutch veſſels richly laden. The Iriſh royaliſts 


Admiral Herbert, having been prevented by freſs of weather, from meeting the 
enemy at ſea, ſteered directly for Bantry bay, and there was fought this battle, 
which laſted two hours, When fortune declared in favour of the French. 10

The enemy lay fiege to b Mentz and Bonn: the former, de- 
ſended by the marquis d'Huxelles, furrenders to duke Charles 
of Lorrain the 8th of September, after ſeven weeks open trenches. 
The marquis d'Huxelles would have held out much longer, if the 
town had been batter ſtocked with proviſions; but, as this was the 
province of M. de Louvois, he was ſo prudent as not to com- 
plain, and that miniſter acknowledged the obligation. The mar- 
quis began to make his fortune, by aſking the place of muſter-maſ- 
ter-general, at a time when there were hardly any but lieute- 
nant-colonels, who would accept of it: the marſhal d' Har- 
court purſued the ſame plan.

The death of pope Innocent XI, an avowed enemy of France, 
(which happened oa the 12th of Auguſt, the preceding year) and 
the election of Ottoboni, by the name of Alexander VIII, on 
the 6th of October, put an end to the diſputes between Rome 
and France, The duke de Chaulnes ſucceeded M. de Lavardin : 
the latter had behaved himſelf very ill in his embaſſy, by oppoſing

The elector of Bavaria durſt not attack Philipſburg. 

The battle of Fleurus in the neighbourhood of Charle- 
roy, gained the iſt of July, by the marſhal de Luxemburg, 
zpainſt the prince of Waldeck: the marſhal was joined by M. 
de Boufflers, who had the command of a ſeparate corps on the 
lower Maeſe, before the prince of Waldeck was apprized of it. 
M. de Luxemburg cauſed his cavalry to make a bold move= 
ment, which determined the victory in his favour, but was un- 
perceived by the prince of Waldeck, becauſe of the inequa- 
lity of the ground : by this manceuvre the right wing of the 
enemy was taken in flank, while the prince of Waldeck imagined 
we were marching up to him, with a front equal to that of the 
army under his command. TheDutch cavalry behaved very ill, but. 
their infantry diſplayed great bravery. The preceding day an at- 
tack had been made by order of the duke de Luxemburg, with 
a view to cover the junction of M. de Boufflers : the duke du 
Maine commanded in this action, and defeated near two thouſand 


of the enemy's cavalry. 
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A battle was fought at ſea ® the toth of July, off of Dieppe, in in 
the Channel, in which M. de Tourville, vice - admiral of F rance, 
and M. de Chateau-Renaud, defeated the Engliſh and Dutch 
fleets. This victory was complete: the enemy were purſued; 
and the count d Eſtrèes, ſon of the marſhal, made a deſcent at 
Tinmouth the 5th of Auguſt, where he burnt four ſhips of war 
belonging to the enemy, and ſeveral merchant veſſels. 

The battle of the Boyne the 11th of July, in which the prince 
of Orange defeated king James: this victory determined the fate 
of England; the marſhal de Schomberg was killed in the action, 
and the prince of Orange received a light hurt from a cannon- 
ball, which had like to have decided that famous conteſt, A re. 
port of his death being ſpread at Paris, the inhabitants of 
this capital gave demonſtrations of joy, which did honour 
to that prince: notwithſtanding his victory, he was obli 
to raiſe. the ſiege of Limerick, defended by Boiſeleau, a cap- 
tain of the French guards, and by the Iriſh troops, May! 
be permitted to make a reflexion, upon ſeeing M. de Schomber 
in arms againſt king James, and to revive the memory of a fact, 
which perhaps cannot be too well known; viz. that this ſame 
Schomberg had been lieutenant in the company of Scotch gen- 
darmes commanded by James duke of York. This likewiſe 
obliges me to make another remark (milice Francoiſe) viz. that 
fince this company had been created by Charles VII, it was 
generally commanded by lords or princes of the houſe of Stuart; 
and that Mary queen of Scots, after her return to Scotland, 
defired it ſhould thenceforward be given to a ſon of the king 
of Scotland; accordingly Charles I. enjoyed it after the de- 
ceaſe of Henry his elder-brother, as alſo James IL after his fa- 
- ther; but it is not certain that Charles II. ever had this com-

® This was the battle of Beachy-Head : the French fleet eonſiſted of ſeventy-cight 
ſhips of war, and twenty-two fire hips, The combined fleet did not exceed fitty- 
five ſhips of war. Lord Torrington, who led the center, was committed for 
this miſcondut to the Tower. Six Dutch and two Engliſh ſhips of the line 
were deſtroyed, Night prevented the total ruin of the Dutch.

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On the gth of April, the king makes himſelf maſter of Mons, 
4 defended by the prince of Bergue, after a ſiege of ſixteen days;

| inyeſted by M. de Boufflers. The prince of Orange gave ſome 
alarm during the ſiege, by approaching towards our lady of Hal.

The king having left the command of his army to the mar- 
mal de Luxemburg, this general encamped under Tournay tor 
wards the end of the campaign, waiting till the enemy went in. 
to winter-quarters. The prince of Orange, ſuppoſing the cam- 
paign finiſhed, was returned to Holland, and had reſigned the 
command of the army to the prince of Waldeck, who was en- 
camped at Leuze. The diſtance from Tournay to Leuze, made 
the prince of Waldeck imagine he might decamp without uſing 
much precaution. The marſhal de Luxemburg, baving intelli- 
gence of this motion, ſets out from Tournay with a detachment of 
cavalry, and defeats his rear-guard at Leuze the 18th of Sep- 
tember. The king's houſhold and the gendarmes diſtinguiſhed 
themſelves on this occaſion. M. de Luxemburg had no more 
than twenty-eight ſquadrons againſt ſeventy-five. 
I The battle of Kilconnel “ in Ireland on the 22d of July, won 
by the Engliſh: M. de St. Ruth, who had quitted Savoy, and 
taken upon him the command of the French troops in Ireland, 
was ſlain in the engagement. The ſurrender of Limerick, and 
the loſs of the whole iſland, were the conſequence of this defeat; 
yet, in purſuance of the capitulation of Limerick, M, de Cha- 
teau-Renaud brought off all the French and 15000 Iriſh.

Thedeath of M. de Louvois, the 16th of July: it is ſaid, that 
he did not die of a natural cauſe; others imagined that he 
broke his heart : and indeed towards the latter end of his life, 
he greatly declined in the king's favour. Though the ſiege of 
Mons was well conducted, yet his majeſty thought it laſted too 
long, becauſe the prince of Orange had time to attempt to raiſe it: 
Bulonde, to juſtify himſelf for his miſcarriage in the ſiege 
of Coni, was ſaid to have ſhewn a letter from M. de Louvois: 
the duke of Savoy made uſe of the conduct of that minifter in 
reſpe& to himſelf, as a pretence for his averſion againſt France: 
Mentz would have held out much longer, if it had been better 
provided : the devaſtation of the Palatinate, and laſtly, the 
bombardment of Liege, all together, are ſaid to have alienated 
the mind, of the king, who was naturally juſt and merciful. 
M. de Louvois perceived this change in the tranſacting of buſineſs 
with his majeſty ; upon which he drank the waters, and was ſud- 
denly ſeized with the diſorder that put an end to his life. 
Be this as it may, for we do not warrant the truth of 
thoſe facts, M. de Louvois was a perſon of great abilities, 
eſpecially in the department of war: he eſtabliſhed order and diſ- 
cipline in the king's armies, as M. Colbert had done in the 
finances. He had frequently better information than the general 
himſelf ; he was equally attentive to reward as to puniſh ; he was 
ſparing and generous according to circumſtances ; he foreſaw 
every thing and neglected nothing; joining to the quickeſt and 
moſt extenſive views, the knowledge of the minuteſt particulars ; 
he obſerved the profoundeſt ſecrecy, and formed . enterprizes, 
which appeared like prodigies, from the ſuddenneſs with 
which they were executed, and from the ſucceſs, which, in ſpite 
of the many combinations neceſſary to produce it, was never 
uncertain : thus the inſtruction to the marſhal d'Humieres for 
the ſiege of Ghent, was conſidered as a maſter-piece. But we 
could have wiſhed that he had not carried his zeal for the 
glory of his maſter too far, and that contented with ſeeing 
the king the object of the reſpect of Europe, he had not 
wanted to render him its terror. Villacerf ſucceeded him, as

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— > ſuperintendant of the king's buildings ; and Manſard was wia 
made intendant. M. de Louvois enjoyed the revenue of 
the foreign poſt-office, that is, of the poſtage of letters from 
all the offices of the frontiers and conquered towns; upon 
his deceaſe, the king wanted to know the neat amount.

de Rouillé (grandfather' to the miniſter of that name) had 
the management of the foreign poſt-office, for which he ac- 
counted to his majeſty himſelf every three months, having had a 
diſpenſation by letters patent, from being anſwerable either to 
the council, or to the chamber of accounts.

Lewis XIV. had not dropped his ſcheme of reſtoring king 
. James II. This prince advanced to the coaſt of Normandy, 
with the marſhal de Bellefons : the French imagining they 
had good intelligence on board the enemy's fleet, M. de 
Tourville received orders to attack them at all hazards : he 


3 obeyed, 
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obeyed, and an engagement enſued, which laſted fram morn- 
ing till night, on the 29th of May; our men behaved with 
diſtinguiſhed valour, and it ended at length in favour of the 
enemy by our retreat; it is true, they had eighty-eight ſhips 
againſt fifty. But what rendered this an unfortunate affair 
to France, was that our fleet having been diſperſed on the coaſt 
of Britany and Normandy, the Engliſh admiral burnt thirteen 
of our men of war * at the Hogue, and at Cherburg. In regard 
to this ſea fight, it has been obſerved, that we might have 
waited for the arrival of the count d'Eftrees, who was on his 
way from Toulon to Breſt. 

The king commanding his army in perſon, takes the town of 
Namur the 5th of June, in ſeven days open trenches, and the 
citadel the 3oth. In vain did the prince of Orange and the elector 
of Bavaria endeavour to relieve it : they were prevented by the 
marſhal! de Luxemburg, who covered the ſiege ; and by the ſitua- 
tion of the country, which rendered his camp of moſt difficult 
zeceſs, This ſiege was remarkable for the ſkill ſhewn in the 
attack and defence; M. de Vauban carried on the 

againſt fort Cohorn, defended by Cohorn himſelf, who was Vauban's 
rival, but not his equal. This fame town was retaken by the prince 
of Orange in 1695, and ſubdued again by Lewis XV, in 1746, 
when the count de Clermont carried it after a ſiege of eight 
days. The battle of Steinkerk on the 3d of Auguſt; this was 
the bloodieſt action in the whole war: it is well known that 
the marſhal de Luxemburg had been deceived by falſe intelli- 
gence ; he did not believe the enemy were approaching, till he

The marſhal de Lorges beats the prince. of Wirtemberg on 
the 17th of September, at the battle of Phortzeim ; and oblige 
the landgrave of Heſſe Caſſel to raiſe the ſiege of Ebernburg the 
18th of October. The marquis de Feuquieres had routed ſome 
of the enemy's detachments, the firſt day of the month: and 
the marquis d'Harcourt, on the 8th of September, defeated a 

Corps. of, upwards of four thouſand Germans, in the county of 
Cbiney. M. de Boufflers bombarded Charleroy the 19th of 
October. 11 

The dukedom of Hanover is erected into an electorate, the 19th 
of December: but the college of princes oppoſing this ſtep; 
the duke of Hanover was not admitted till the year 1711, 
though the ſtates of the empire had acknowledged him in that 
quality in 1708. 

The duke de Chartres, on the 18th of February, is married to 

mademoiſelle de Blois, the legitimated daughter of Lewis XIV; 
and the duke du Maine, on the 19th of March, to Anna Louiſa 
Benedicta of Bourbon, daughter of the prince of Conde. 
In conſequence of the duke of Chartres's marriage, the king 
confirms the donation of palais royal to the duke of Orleans, and 
grants it to him as an appanage; it had been bequeathed to 
the crown by cardinal Richelieu. The academy of painting 
and ſculpture, which had been eſtabliſhed at the palais royal, is re- 
moved ,to the Louvre. 

The king declares, that henceforward the ſurvivorſhips ſhall 
not annul the prior warrants of reſerve * : this regulation was 
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made on account of the place of the marquis de Tilladet, cap- 
tain of the guard of hundred Swiſs, when it ELITE marquis 
de Courtanvaux.

The king ſets out for his army in Flanders, but is taken ill 
at Queſnoy, and returns to Verſailles, after detaching the dau- 
phin into Germany: the dauphin advances againſt the prince of 
Baden, who was encamped under Hailbrun ; but judging it im- 
practicable to attack him in his camp, and not being able to 
bring him to an engagement, he returned to Verſailles towards 
the end of the month of Auguſt. M. de Luxemburg orders a body 
of troops to fall upon a detachment under the command of 
count Tilly, in the neighbourhood of Maeſtricht z and the ene- 
my is put to flight. The marſhal de Villeroy makes himſelf maf- 
ter of Huy the 24th of July. 

After the king's departure the marſhal de Luxemburg ſought 
for an opportunity to bring the prince of Orange to an engage- 
ment: with this view, he attempted to diſlodge him from hi 
entrenchments at Mount St. And: ew, and atlength he obtained his 
end, by making as if he intended to attack the town of Liege. The 
prince of Orange and the duke of Bavaria drew near this 
place to defend it, and the marſhal finding they had quitted their 
camp, prepared to give them battle. L 


Ihe battle of Nerwinde * on the 29th, gained by the duke 


of Luxemburg over the prince of Orange, where we loſt ſeven 
or eight thouſand men, and kept the field; the enemy's loſs was 
far more conſiderable. We took from them ſeventy-four pieces 
of cannon, eight mortars, nine pontons, the greateſt part of 
their artillery, ſixty ſtandards, and twenty-two colours : we 
made two thouſand priſoners, and killed twelve thouſand men; 
our princes of the blood behaved with their uſual valour. The 
conſequence of this victory was the taking of Charleroy, by the 
marſhal de Villeroy, the 13th of October. M. de Vauban

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conducted the approaches, and M. de Luxemburg covered the 


. duke of Savoy, having undertaken the ſiege of Pigne- 
rol, is attacked and defeated at Marſaglia, by the marſhal de 
Catinat, the 4th of October. Meſſieurs de Vendome, who 
had had ſome difference with the duke de Luxemburg, were at 
this action, where they diſtinguiſhed themſelves: the gendarmes, 
who came from Germany but the day before, had a great ſhare 
in the victory. The conſequence of this advantage was the 
devaſtation of the whole country about Turin, which bad been 
preceded by ſetting fire to the palace of la Venerie, in revenge 
for the ravage committed in Dauphine. The duke was not 
able to keep St. Bridget, which he had taken in the beginning of 
the campaign; nor Pignerol, which be had bombarded ; nos 
to make himſelf maſter of Caſal, which he had blockaded. 

On the ſide of the Pyrenees, the marſhal de Noailles poſſeſſes 
himſelf of Roſes the gth of June; the count d'Eftrees had laid 
ſiege to it by ſea, rol | 

The Engliſh made a deſcent upon Martinico, but were re- 
pulſed with Joſs the 5th of April. On the 27th of June, the 
marſhal de Tourville diſcovering fir George Rooke between 
Lagos and Cadiz, with the Smyrna fleet under convoy, at- 
tacked the Engliſh ſquadron, burnt four men of war, and 
took, burnt, or ſunk eighty ſhips richly laden. It was faid, 
that M. de Tourville did not make a proper uſe of his ad- 
vantage; and he laid the blame upon M. Gabaret. On the 
zth of October, the Dutch diſpoſſeſſed us of Pondichery : 
we recovered it again in 1699, by the treaty of Ryſwick. The 
Engliſh bombarded St. Maloes, on the 29th of November : the 
veſſel called the infernal machine, only made a great noiſe and 
damaged a few houſes.

The marſhal de Noailles obtains advantages in Catalonia; hav- 
ing paſſed the Ter within fight of the Spaniſh army, he defeats 


them 
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them on the 27th of May, and earries Palamos by aſſault the 1th 5th 
of June; the Citadel and garriſon ſurrender at diſcretion the 10th; 
M. de 'Tourville battered the citadel by ſea. M. de Noailles 
makes himſelf maſter of the ſtrong town of Gironne, the 2 5th of 
June, and from thence marches to Oſtalric, the citadel of 
which was taken the 20th of July; in ſpite of the ſeven retrench- 
ments, which the Spaniards had raiſed in the only part acceſſible. 
At length he took Caſtel Follit the 8th of September, and con- 
cluded the campaign with obliging the duke d'Eſcalona to 
raiſe the ſiege of Oſtalric. The king of Spain, alarmed at 
theſe reverſes, is defirous of peace, but meets with oppoſition 
from the emperor, and the prince of Orange. The queen-mo- 
ther, an Auſtrian princeſs, controls the whole council, and 
gains over the young queen, by ſupporting the baron de Perlis, 
of whom the king had taken it into his head to be jealous. The 
duke d' Oſſuna, continuing faithful to his maſter, is poiſoned ; 
and the court of Madrid is divided between a weak king, anda 
miniſtry devoted to the court of Vienna. 

The famous march of the dauphin, and of the marſhal de 
Luxemburg, from Vignamont to Pont d Eſpierres from the 22d 
of Auguſt to the 25th, the army marched forty leagues in four 
days, and by this expedition, the dauphin, though inferior in num- 
bers by one half to the prince of Orange, guarded the frontiers 
from the Schelde and the Lis to the ſea fide, and prevented that 
prince from attacking the maritime towns, menaced by the 
enemy's fleet.

Buy ſea the enemy made unſucceſsful attempts upon our coaſt: 
they landed at Breſt the 18th of June, but were repulſed with

General Talmaſh commanded the forces on this expedition; moſt of thoſe that

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receding year againſt St, Maloes, one of them went off without 
doing any miſchief; and the exploſion of the other, only deftroyed 
the people on board.

The conſequences plainly ſhewed the juſt 
concern of his majeſty and of all France for the loſs of this great

'Bth of May 1721. He ſucceeded in the office of lieutenant of 


the police to M. de la Reynie, who from intendant to the lat 


duke d'Epernon, became maſter of requeſts, and was lieu- 


tenant of the police, in the year 1667, when the duties of thiz 
office were ſeparated from thoſe of the civil lieutenant. M. &

The death of Adrian de Vignacourt, grand maſter of Malta: 
his uncle had been raiſed to the ſame "dignity in 1601, and hr 
was ſucceeded by Raymond Perellos de Roccaful, an Arrago- 
nian. A regulation by which the intendants of the finances are 
made counſellors of ſtate, and allowed a ſeat in council, from 
the day they enter upon their office. 

On the 27th of June, Francis Lewis de Bourbon, prince of

ſondaeſs for the ſecond, named Alexander, made her light 
James her eldeſt ſon; by which means ſhe loſt all the friends 
of the late king; and ſhe was neither able to continue the 
crown in her own family, nor had ſhe any weight, or intereſt, 

to ſupport other competitors. It was thought in France that the 
abbe de Polignac, who was entruſted with this negotiation, had 
got concerted his meaſures right; and the abbe de Chateauneuf 
was ſent with freſh inſtructions. Couriers are diſpatched on 
both fides to the princes elected. The elector of Saxony, be- 
ing neareſt at hand, arrives in Poland, ſigns the pacta conventa, 
the 21ſt of July, and is crowned at Cracow, the 15th of Sep- 
tember. 'The prince of Conty did not reach Dantzick road till 
the 26th, and finding his party declining, though he was the 
only perſon lawfully elected, he put to ſea again the 6th of 
November. The inteſtine broils did not ceaſe till the year fol- 
lowing, when the parties were at length reconciled, and the 
eeftor, after ſpending immenſe ſums, was recognized by the 
whole kingdom, 

Four treaties of peace concluded at Ryſwick. Charles XI, 
who ated as mediator at this congreſs, died at the age of forty 
two, This deſpotic prince aboliſhed the authority of the ſe» 
nate of Sweden : his ſon, Charles XIT, though a minor, con- 
tinued the mediation: his father had been mediator in his mi- 
nority at the peace of Oliva. 

The firſt treaty was ſigned the 20th of September, at mid- 
night, between France and Holland. The treaties of Munſter 
and Nimeguen were the baſis of this; and Pondichery was te- 
ſtored to the French. 

The ſecond was ſigned an hour after, betwixt France and 
Spain; it contained a reſtitution of the towns taken in Cata- 
lonia, as alſo of Luxemburg, the county of Chiney, Charleroy, 
Mentz, Ath, Courtray, and all that had been reunited to 
the crown of France by the chambers of Metz and Doway. The

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the iſle of Ponza to the duke of Parma. From the great (a. 
crifice which Lewis XIV. made at this treaty, it was natural to 
impute it to the approaching death of the king of Spain. 

By the third treaty made with England, his majeſty engages 
not to diſturb the king of Great Britain in the poſſeſſion of 
the kingdoms and provinces, which he then enjoyed. 

And laftly, by the fourth treaty concluded with the emperor, 
and ſigned the 3oth of October, every thing was ſettled agrees. 
bly to the treaties of Weſtphalia and Nimeguen, and Friburg was 
reſtored. By this treaty the duke of Lorrain was reinſtated 
in his dominons, in the ſame manner, with very little exception, 
as Charles his great uncle enjoyed them in 1670.

Mutual embaſſies from all the princes of Europe: the marquis

to London. There the firſt treaty of partition of the Spaniſh 
monarchy was concluded; which did not take place, be. 
cauſe of the death of the prince of Bavaria, This ſame treaty 


of partition between Lewis XIV. on the one hand, and the king 


of England and the ſtates general on the other, is ſigned at the 
Hague the 11th of October. By virtue thereof the electoral prince 
of Bavaria is nominated to the throne of Spain ; the dauphin has 
for his ſhare the kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, and the ſtrong 
towns dependent on the Spaniſh monarchy, ſituated on the coalt 
of Tuſcany, or the adjacent iſlands, with the town and marqui- 
ſate of Final, the province of Guipuſcoa, particularly the towns of 
Fontarabia and St. Sebaſtian in that province, and Port Paſſage: 
Charles archduke of Auſtria was to have the dutchy of UR k 
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The king of Spain provoked to ſee his crown partitioned out 
in his life-time, and willing to hinder it from being diſmem- 
hered after his deceaſe, makes his firſt will, by which he calls the 
prince of Bavaria to the throne of Spain, as his next heir, in 
conſequence of the renunciation of Mary Thereſa of Auſtria. 

The reality of this will is conteſted ; and indeed it is not men- 
toned by any hiſtorian : however the following are the reaſons 
given for taking notice of it. We had in the memoirs of the 
count d'Harrach, that there had been a former will of Charles 
IL in favour of the prince of Bavaria, Lamberty quotes (t. i, 
p. 96.) a letter from the miniſter of Lewis XIV, written in Ita- 
lan to the king of Spain, where he ſpeaks of this teſtament as 
4 matter of certainty: the continuator of Mezeray makes no 
doubt of it: and laſtly, we meet with the following account of 
this affair in the memoirs of D. the 16th of December, 1698. 
« De Guilville, major of the regiment of Normandy, arrived - 
from Madrid; he is one of thoſe truſty officers, whom the 
« marquis d'Harcourt took with him into Spain. We find by 
« his account, that the Spaniſh monarch is much better, but that 
« he has nevertheleſs made a will, by which he inſtitutes the elec- 
„ toral prince of Bavaria his heir, and appoints his wife re- 
gent during the minority of that prince. This teſtament 
„ js not as yet made public in Spain, but his Catholic majeſty 
c has ſhown it to his council of ſtate; cardinal Portocarrero, 
«az member of the council, has informed the marquis d'Har- 
« court of the affair; and it is for this reaſon he has ſent away 
de Guilville, who is not to return to Spain. The marquis 
«* f'Harcourt will not make a long ſtay in this country.“ 
We find likewiſe in the ſame memoirs the 7th of November, 
1700; That the king of Spain made a new will a month ago, 
* which he ſigned with his own hand &c. ” and this proves the 
exiſtence of a prior will, 

It remains now for us to explain the order of the heirs of 
Charles II, in caſe he died without iſſue (which really happened); 
they were, firſt, the children of Mary Thereſa, daughter by the 
firſt venter of Philip IV, and wife of Lewis XIV : ſecondly, the 
electoral prince of Bavaria, whoſe mother was Margaret Thereſa 
of Auftria, daughter by the ſecond venter of Philip LV, and firſt

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wife of the emperor Leopold: thirdly, the duke of Orleans, bro. 
ther of Lewis XIV, and conſequently a younger ſon of Anne 
of Auſtria, who was the eldeſt daughter of Philip III, and had 
been married to Lewis XIII: fourthly, the archduke Charles, ſon 
of Leopold, whoſe right was by his grandmother, Mary Anne 
of Auſtria, ſecond daughter of Philip III, and wife of Ferdi. 
nand Ill, the father of Leopold: fifthly, the duke of Savoy in 
right of Catharine his great grandmother, daughter of Philip II, 
and wife of Charles Emmanuel duke of Savoy. 

The camp of Compiegne, where the duke of Burgundy ar- 


rived the 3oth of Auguſt : he was generaliſſimo, and had under 


him the marſhal de Boyfflers, who lived there with ſuch magni- 
ficence, that the king ſaid to Livry, the duke of Burgundy muſt nt 
keep a table, for we cannot make à better figure than the marſhal, 

fo that the duke ſhall dine with him, when he goes to the camp. 
This camp was intended for. the entertainment of the court, 
and for the inſtruction of the king's grandſon. 

The duke d' Elbœuf eſpouſed ih at de Chartres at Fon- 
tainebleau the 13th of October, in the name of Leopold duke 
of Lorrain. This prince had obtained a patent from the empe- 
ror, granting him the title of roya/ highneſs, as the ſon of an 
archdutcheſs, who had been queen of Poland; but the French 
did not acknowledge that title, till he made a viſit to France 
under the regency of the duke of Orleans, 

Madam Guyon js ſent to the Baſtile for the affair of Quietiſm, 
The diſputes betwixt the biſhop of Meaux and the archbiſhop 
of Cambray, make a great noiſe, and the friends of the latter are 
diſmiſſed from court. 

Peter, Czar of M uſcovy, undertakes a voyage incegnito to 
Holland and England, and viſits the court of Vienna on his re- 
turn to his dominions: A great many princes before him had 
& reſigned their crowns from a diſreliſh to public affairs; but 
te none had ever laid aſide their royalty, with a view of learn - 
ing to reign. (Fi. of the houſe of eber

The treaty of Carlowitz concluded by the Porte, the e 
ror, Ruſſia, Poland, and the Venetians; there were propery 
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four diſtin& treaties, the firſt between the Porte and the empe- 
ror, contained a truce of twenty-five years; the Turks reſigned 
Tranſylvania to his imperial majeſty, but would not conſent to 
deliver up Tekely. The ſecond. was between the Turks and 
the Poles; this was a perpetual peace : the former ſurrendered 
the fortreſs of Caminiek, which was attended with the ceſſion 
of Podolia and the Ukraine; the latter on the other hand 
reſigned Moldavia, By the third treaty, which was only a 
truce, the Ruſſians kept poſſeſſion of Aſoph, which they after- 
wards loſt at the treaty of Pruth; but at length it was relin- 
quiſhed to- them by the treaty of Belgrade. By the fourth, the 
Morea remained in the hands of the Venetians. The king of 
England and the Dutch were mediators on this occaſion ; they 
wanted to put the emperor in a capacity of aſſerting his claim 
to the crown of Spain, upon the deceaſe of Charles IT, which 
could not be at a great diſtance. ' 

The prince of Conty, by an arret of parliament of the 13th 
of December, 1698, attempts to diſturb madam de Nemours in 
the poſſeſſion of Neufchatel, adjudged to her by the ſtates of 
that country ; but the king of England putting in his claim, 
as heir of the houſe of Chalons, Lewis XIV. ordered the prince 
of Conty to relinquiſh his pretenſion: meſſieurs de Matignon 
and de Villeroy, &c. had likewiſe their claims, which they 
defended by memorials. 

The death of the electoral prince of Bavaria at Bruſſels on 
the 6th of February, at ſeven years of age. 

A conſtitution in the form of a brief, on the 22d of March, 
wherein Innocent XII. condemns the book of - the archbiſhop 
of Cambray, intituled, An explication of the maxims of the ſaints. 


This conſtitution was ſent to the biſhops by the king; and upon 


the drawing up of the verbal proceſſes in all the provincial aſſem- 
blies, his majeſty. publiſhed his declaration of the 4th of Auguſt, 
which was verified the 14th in parliament, from the opinion 


of M. Dagueſſau, afterwards chancellor, who died in 1751. 


His diſcourſe on this occaſion, will be a laſting monument of 
the ſound doctrine of the church of France, and reflect perpetual 
honour on the memory of that great magiſtrate. The ſubmiſ- 
fioa which the archbiſhop of Cambray paid to the deciſions f 
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the church, anſwered the public opinion of the wiſdom of that 


The king grants an audience to the ambaſſador of the em- 
peror of Morocco, on the 6th of February. M. de Monaco, 
his majeſty's ambaſſador, makes his public entry into Rome, the 
th of February. The duke of Lorrain does homage the 25th 
of November for his dutchy of Bar, 

The calendar had been reformed by pope Gregory XIII. in 
I 582, and the Proteſtants refufed to accept of the alteration : 
yet they agreed to it this year, all but England, Sweden, and 
Denmark, who till kept to the ancient calculation, which make; 
the difference of ten days betwixt the old and new ſtyle: but 
theſe three powers have at length adopted the Gregorian refor- 
mation. M. de Pontchartrain ſucceeds the chancellor Boucherat, 


. who died the 25th of September; and M. Chamillard is made 


comptroller-general, in the room of M. de Pontchartrain. The 
duke of Burgundy takes his ſeat in the council of diſpatches, 
where he did not vote in the beginning : he was afterwards made 
a member of the council of ſtate. 

An equeſtrian ftatue is erected in the place des conguetet, or of 
Lnwis the great, otherwiſe called place de Vendome. His Majeſty 
had given this ſpot of ground to the city, in order to change it 
from a quadrangular figure to an octagon; at the ſame time, 
the city engaged to build an hotel for the black muſketeers, viz. 
that which now ftands in the ſuburb of St. Antony ; there is 
another in the ſuburb of St. Germain for the grey muſketeers. 

M. de Torcy is made poſtmaſter general, after the deceaſe of 


M. de Pomponne his father-in-law. M. Manſart is appointed 


ſuperintendant, or chief ſurveyor of the king's ee upon the 
relignation of M. de Villacerf.

The death of the electoral prince of Bavaria, occaſions i 
ſecond treaty of partition, ſigned at London the 1 3th of March, 
and at the Hague the 25th, by the ſame powers as the firſt, 
This treaty: made no alteration in the former with regard to 
the dauphin, except that Lorrain was added to his ſhare, and 
in lieu thereof duke Leopold had the dutchy of Milan, which 
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bus to be taken from the archduke, and the remainder. of the 
Spaniſh monarchy was to be ſettled on this prince. The to 
conditiotis of this treaty were, that the emperor ſhould accept of 
the conventions mentioned therein, in the ſpace of three months; 
and that the crown of Spain and the imperial dignity ſhould never 
be united in the ſame perſon. Leopold thought himſelf ſo fure 
of the Spaniſh monarchy, that he ſpurned at the advantages con- 
ferred upon him by this treaty, and it was too late to repent his 
error, when he came to hear of the will of Charles II; ſo that the 
emperor's ambition alone was the cauſe of the following War. 
He was ſo much the more to blame for not accepting this 
treaty of partition, as he had ſigned a like convention at Vienna, 
in the year 1668, between the commander de Gremonville and 
the count d'Averſberg. 

The ſecond will of Charles II, king of Spain, whereby he 
declares Philip of France, duke of Anjou, the dauphin's ſecond 
fon, heir to the whole Spaniſh monarchy ; in default of him, 
either in caſe of death, or of his becoming king of France, he - 
calls the duke of Berry upon the ſame conditions; in failure 
of him, the archduke Charles, with the ſame reſerve of not 
uniting the imperial dignity to the crown of Spain; and laſt 
of all the duke of Savoy. The duke of Orleans, the king's 
brother, who was forgot in this teftament, entered his pro- 
teſt againſt it the firſt of December. The marſhal d'Harcourt 
is ſaid to have had a hand in this ſecond will; but this is a 
miſtake; great men have no need of borrowed merit: the mar- 
ſhal departed from Madrid before there was any talk about a will ; 
and did not return to that capital as ambaſſador extraordinary, 
fil! Philip V. aſcended the throne. 

The death of Charles II, king of Spain, at thirty-nine years of 
age. The king accepts of the will the 11th of the ſame month, 
and declares his mind to the Spaniſh ambaſſador the 16th. Philip 
V. is proclaimed king at Madrid the 24th, and ſets out from 
Verſailles on the 4th of December. Lewis XIV. granted letters 


patent the zd of February following, by which he ſecures to the 


king of Spain, and to his iſſue male, the right of ſucceſſion to 
the crown of France. England and Holland acknowledged the 


new king; the * of * and the Giike of Bavaria went

further, for they acted in his bebalf. The emperor Leopold 
entered his proteſt, the other powers of Europe remained neuter, 
and all fides prepared for war. Leopold indeed might blame 
himſelf. for loſing ſo important an inheritance ; he needed only 
to have ſent the archduke to king Charles, who had invited 
him into Spain with a body, of twelve thouſand men, which he 


undertook to maintain at his own expence. The confidence 


of his imperial majeſty made him neglect this offer, from the ſame 
motives which induced him to reject the treaty of partition; and 
when he ſaw the preference given to France, he exclaimed againſt 
the injuſtice of that proceeding ; juſt as if Charles II. had not 
an equal right to reduce things to the order of nature, as Phi. 
lip IV. had to pervert it by renunciations. 

The cardinal de Bouillon is diſgraced : he had been great 
almoner of France upon the deceaſe of cardinal Barberini, and 
was nephew to M. de Turenne. . | 

Auguſtus, king of Poland, Frederic IV, king of Denmark, 
and the Czar of Muſcovy, commence a war in the north againſt 
Charles XII, then only eighteen years of age. The elector of 
Saxony wanted to enſlave Poland, and to render himſelf more 
powerful by the conqueſt of Livonia; the king of Denmark in- 
tended to wreſt Sleſwick from the duke of Holſtein, brother-in- 
law to the king of Sweden; the Czar's deſign was to train his 
ſubjects to war, and to ſtrip Sweden of her poſſeſſions between 
the gulf of Finland and the Baltic; the king of Sweden, 
ſingle againſt ſo many united powers, aimed only at preſerving 
the conqueſts of his anceſtors, and chaſtiſing his enemies, who 
deſpiſed his youth. King Auguſtus fell the firſt victim in this 
diſpute; the Czar was very near being dethroned ; and Charles 
XII. met with an untimely fate, when he had it in his power 
to be the-arbiter of Europe. 

The king of Sweden, at the head of 8000 men, obtains a com- 
plete victory at Narva, the 28th and 3oth of October, over 
the Czar, who had an army of eighty thouſand,

An liter of council on the roth of May, ordaining that the 
abbe de Luxemburg ſhall give an account of the benefices be- 
longing to the grand maſterſhip of the order of the Holy 
Ghoſt of Montpellier, to which he had been preferred in 1693, 
this being a regular order. 

The death of Innocent XI, the 27th of September. Cardi- 
dinal Albani ſucceeds him, at the age of fifty-one, and takes 
the name of Clement XI; he was not conſecrated biſhop till 
after his election, of which there had not been a fimilar inſtance, 
fince Clement VIII. In the courſe of the enſuing war this pope 
acted the part of a common father.

The death of M. de Barbeſieux, ſecretary of ſtate ſor the de- 
partment of war: he is ſucceeded by N. Chamillard, who was 
comptroller- general. 

This year was formed the grand e againſt France. The 
view of the confederates in the beginning, was to diſmember as 
much as they could of the Spaniſh ſucceſſion; but in conſequence 
of the advantages obtained in the proſecution of the war, they 
carried their pretenſions ſo high, as to inſiſt upon e 
Philip V. 

The duke of Bavaria, on whom Charles II. had conferred 
the government of the Netherlands, admits of French gar- 
rifons' into Newport, Oudenard, Ath, Mons, Charleroy, Na- 
mur, and Luxemburg: there were two and twenty Dutch 
battalions in thoſe towns; the king was ſo delicate as not 
to detain them priſoners; left he ſhould be charged with hav- 
ing committed the. firſt act of hoſtility, (a principle no leſs 
noble than dangerous.) What M. de Puiſegur ſays upon this ſub- 
ject in his treatiſe of the art of war, is extremely curious. 
Upon the deceaſe of Charles II, the king ſent for me, and 
« ſaid, . I am very uneaſy to ſee the Dutch troops in moſt 


of the ioag towns of the Spaniſh Netherlands: beſides, the 
6 elector 
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« eletor of Bavaria has ſeven or eight thouſand men of his 
'« own; while the king my grandſon has but a very ſmall force, 
6c Tt is true, the elector of Bavaria is treating with me; but 
tc at the ſame time he is in treaty with the king of Eng- 

& land. I have thought proper to ſend you to Bruſſels, that 
ce you may obſerve the conduct of the elector, and procure my 
< troops - admittance into ſuch towns, as have a Dutch gartie 
« ſon. Tell the marquis de Bedemar, that I repoſe an intire 
& confidence in him; and let him know that I am ſending the 
« marſhal de Boufflers to Lille; that whatever aſſiſtance he 
& ſhall, want, either as to troops, ammunition, or money, he 
« need only to mention it to you; and upon your intimating 
te it to the marſhal de Boufflers, he has orders to ſupply him 
« with every thing.” 

An offenſive and defenſive alliance, entered into by Por- 
tugal, France, and Spain. The war breaks out in Italy, where 
the city of Mantua received a French garriſon. Prince Eu- 
gene commanded the imperial army, M. de Vaudemont the 
Eing of Spain's, and M. de Catinat the French troops, which 
were only auxiliaries. The duke of Savoy, whoſe ſecond daugh. 
ter eſpouſed the king of Spain the 11th of September, was to 
have been generaliſſimo of thoſe two armies. 

Prince Eugene penetrates into Italy through the Venetian 
ite : the French might have oppoſed his paſſage by ſeizing the 

of the biſhopric of Trent; but then they muſt have 
marched through the territories of the republic, and there was a 
neutrality at that time, which we thought right to obſerve: 
prince Eugene however was not ſo circumſpe&t. To the ſame 
delicacy it was owing, that M. de Catinat, who had orders not 
to commence hoſtilities, contented himſelf with defending the 
dutchy of Mantua and the Milaneſe. 

The battle of Carpi the gth of July: M. de St. Fremont, who 
| [guarded this poſt, was forced; prince Eugene remained maſter 

of the whole country between the Adige and the Adda ; and M. 
de Catinat was obliged to retire behind the Oglio and the Adda, 
with a view to prevent the enemy from penetrating into the Mil- 
neſe by the way of Breſcia. 

The 
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"The repeated checks of M. de Catinat, made him conjecture, 
they were not intirely owing to the abilities of prince Eugene: 
he acquainted the court with his ſuſpicions concerning the 
duke of Savoy. The king's ſincerity not ſuffering him to har- 
bour ſuch ſurmiſes ; he appointed the marſhal de Villeroy to 
ſucceed M. de Catinat, in the command of the army. 

The battle of Chiari on the firſt of September, where the duke 
of Savoy, the marſhal de Villeroy, and the marſhal de Catinat, 
who had not as yet quitted the army, were repulſed with great 
lo. This action was fought contrary to the opinion of M. de 
Catinat ; it was a raſh undertaking, and even had it ſucceeded, 
would have been attended with no utility. Never was there 
a general perhaps ſeen to expoſe himſelf with ſo much intrepidity, 
a the duke of Savoy did on this occaſion, againſt an 
with whom he may be ſuppoſed to have already entered into a 
correſpondence. The league concluded by the emperor, king 
William, and the Dutch, 

Lewis XIV. and the king of Spain grant unto the dukes, gran- 
dees of Spain, and to their ladies, the ſame honours at their 
reſpeive courts. 

The eleQor of Cologne, having in vain applied to the em- 
peror for /a neutrality, admits a French garriſon, firſt into 
the citadel of Liege, on the 23d of November, and after- 
wards into all his ſtrong towns. Cologne by ſurprize received a 
Dutch garriſon. The death of the duke of Orleans, the king's only 
brother, at St. Cloud, on the gth of June, aged fixty-one years, 
The king continues to that prince's fon, the duke of Orleans, 
all the honours of:the ſans of France, ſuch as guards, . 
of ſtate, &c. | 

The death of ann II, king of England, aged ſixty-eight 
years, at St. Germain en laye, on the 16th of September; a prince 
worthy of a better fortune, if fortune were the reward of cou- 
rage, fincerity and religion: after his deceaſe, the king acknow- 
ledged his ſon, as * of Great Britain; and the pope did 
the ſame. } 

His majeſty DO two directors of the 8 one was 
M. d' Armenonville, the other, M. Rouille de Coudray, who 
was ſucceeded the next year by M. Deſmarets. M. d' Arme- 


monville 
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— had been made intendant of the revenue, by his 
connexion with M. le Pelletier, who martied his fiſter : he was 
ſecretary of ſtate, and keeper of the ſeals under the minority of 
Lewis XV; and M. de Moruville, his ſon, was appointed ſecre- 
tary of ſtate in his ſtead, 

An inſurrection at Naples on the 23d of September, in favour 
of the archduke; it was quelled by the care of the duke de Me- 
dina Celi, viceroy of that kingdom. 

Upon the death of the duke of Glouceſter, ſon of the prin- 
ceſs of Denmark, which happened the preceding year, an a& 
paſſed in the patliament of England on the 13th of March, 
declaring, that in caſe of the death of king William, or of the 
princeſs Ann of Denmark, without iflue, the princeſs Sophia; 
dutcheſs dowager of Hanover, as the next proteſtant heir, ſhould 

ſucceed to the crown, and after her the iflue of her body. 

Frederic, elector of Brandenburg, had been proclaimed king 
of Pruſſia at Konigſberg, the 1gth of January: he died it 
1713- His grandſon Frederic, who is become formidable to 
_ the houſe of Auſtria by the gaining of five victories, ſtil} holds 
the balance of power in Germany, and is equally diſtinguiſhed 
for the accompliſhments. of his mind, his love of juſtice, 
and the reputation of his arms. The king of Sweden defeats 
the Saxons the 18th of July, in the neighbourhood of Riga, and 
carries the fort of Dunemonde the 21ſt of December.

T bs death of William III, king of England, on the 19th 

. of March, at the age of fifty-two, makes no alteration in the 
ſyſtem of the allies: he is ſucceeded by his ſiſter-in-law, queen 
Ann. It has been ſaid of that prince, that he was ſtadtholder 
of England, and king of Holland: and, indeed, the Engliſh 
- ceaſed to have a regard for him, as ſoon as they raiſed hin 
to the throne ; but the Dutch always loved him, and he made 
them a moſt grateful return. In England he met with con- 
tinual diſguſts; they even obliged him to ſend away his Dutch 
guards; which was one of the greateſt mortifications he ever re- 
ceived in his life. Fortune exhauſted herſelf in making him a king 
and afterwards forſook him; he was unproſperous in war; . 
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il l ſucceſſes only helped to diſplay the fertility of his g genius; ; for 
though always beaten, he was never defeated, | 

On the 6th of January the duke of Modens delivers up the 
fortreſs of Berſello to the Imperialifts, who! had alfo penetrated 
into the Milaneſe. Cremona is ſurpriſed the iſt of February, by 
prince Eugene, who was driven out again by the bravery of the 
French and Iriſh : on ore ar pry fi wg ape 
taken priſoner, 

The emperor, the Englith, and the Dutch, ** — againſ 
France, who makes the ſame declaration againſt thoſe powers. 

The king of Spain ſets out from Madrid te receive the ho- 
mage of his fubjeRts i in the kingdom of Naples: paſſing through 
Genoa he gives the title of highne/s to the doge, and permits that 
magiſtrate and all the ſenators to be covered, as repreſenting the 
body of the republic: the emperor Charles V. behaved to them 
in the ſame manner. From thence he proceeds to the army, the 
tommand of which had been taken from the duke of Savoy, and 
given to M. de Vendome, - after the marikal de Ver was 
made priſoner. 

The duke de Vendome defeats — Viſconti at Santa Vit- 
toria beyond the Cruſtulo on the 26th of July. Albergotti 
poſſeſſes himſelf of Reggio and Modena. Prince Eugene 
is obliged to raiſe the blockade of Mantua, the firſt of Auguſt. 
The battle of Luzara the 15th of Auguſt, where the king of 
Spain was in perſon. Both ſides claimed the victory; but M. 
te Vendome certainly obtained his point, which was the 
tiking of Luzara and Guaſtalla. The marquis de Crequy, ſon 
of the marſhal, was killed at this engagement, without leaving 
any iſſue. 

In Flanders there were no tranſactions of any importance: the 
take of Burgundy, having M. de Boufflers to ſerve under him, 
puſhed the allies as far as the cannon of Nimeguen the 11th 
of June. The enemy carried Venlo the 23d of September; 
Ruremond the 7th of October, and the citadel of Liege the 23d. 

In Germany, M. de Blainville ſurrendered Keyſerwert in the 
eeQorate of Cologne the 15th of June, after fifty-nine days 
open trenches: the duke of Bavaria ſurprized Ulm the 8th of

and at length ſurrendered it the 11th of September. 
© The marquis de Villars having been detached from the army, 
under the command of the marſhal de Catinat, made himſelf 
maſter of Newburg the 2 1th of October, and on the 14th obtained 
victory at Fredelingen, over the imperial forces, commanded by 
Lewis of Baden: this victory procured him the ſtaff of a mar. 
ſhal of France. In vain did the Imperialiſts, according to cuſtom, 
endeavour to call our advantage in queſtion ; this at leaſt is cer- 
tain, that the enemy made no further attempt to force their 
way into Alſace; and that the marſhal de Villars was able

The French troops take poſſeſſion of . the 3d of De- 
cember. 

The Engliſh miſcarry in their attempt againſt Cadiz, and 
wank their vengeance upon our fleet. 

The count de Chateau-Renaud is intirely defeated by the duke 
of Ormond, the 22d of October, in the harbour of Vigo, whi- 
ther he had convoyed the gallions coming from Mexico; they 
were all taken, ſunk, or burnt ; but M. de Chateau-Renaud had 
landed the beſt part of the effects. Lewis XIV. transfers the 
ſovereignty of the Spaniſh Netherlands, in the name of Philip V, 
to the duke of Bavaria.

Ten marthats of France created the 14th of January, vis, 
meſſieurs de Chamilly, d'Eftrees, de Chateau-Renaud, de Vans, 
dan, de Rozen, d'Huxelles, de Teſfe, de Montrevel, de Tal- 
rd, and d'Harcourt : at that time there were twenty marſhals 
of France. The duke d' Harcourt is made captain of the guards 
upon the death of the marſhal de Lorges. 

Prince Eugene does not command this year, but is ſucceeded 
by count Staremberg. f 

On the 5th of January, the duke of Savoy concluded an & 
ance with the emperor ; which defection was one of the chief 
cauſes of the misfortunes that befel the French this war. 
Fra-Paolo (who died in 1623), wrote theſe words: a hun- 
ded years before: We might receive ſome aſſiſtance from Sa+ 
4 voy, if there were any dependance to be made upon a treaty 
« with that prince; but he is a Proteus continually changing 
* form, and his caprices might quickly exhauſt the treaſure of St. 
* Mark.” The allies retook Rhimberg, the gth of February; 
but the marſhal de Tallard obliged them to raiſe the ſiege of 
Tzerbach the 25th. 

Marſhal de Villars, having poſſeſſed himſelf of the towns of 
Offemburg and Raſtadt without reſiſtance, as alſo of the redoubts 
of the enemy upon the Quinche, carries fort Kell, the gth of 
March. The elector takes Newburg on the Danube, the 3d of 
February ; defeats the enemy at Paſſau, the 11th of March; 
at Burglenfelde the 28th; ſeizes Ratiſbon the 8th of April; 
8 joined the 12th of May, at Dutlingen, by the marſhal de Vil- 
lars, who directed his march through the Black foreſt, 

The elector's ſcheme was to poſſeſs himſelf of the county of 
Tirol, to which he had ancient pretenſions, while the duke de 

R 2 Vendome 
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Vendome was entering into the biſhopric of Trent, in order to 
open a paſſage from the Milaneſe to Bavaria, and to cut off the 
communication of the imperial army. With this view he makes 
himſelf maſter of Kuftein, the 18th of June, and of Inſpruck 
the 26th. On the other hand, M. de Vendome forces the paſ- 
ſage of the mountains at the entrance of the territory of Trent, 
on the 26th of July: but Staremberg having detached general 
Vaubonne to occupy the gorges and forts in that country; this 
Rep, together with the open defection of the duke of Savey, 
obliged M. de Vendome to march back into Italy, while the 
duke of Bavaria was alſo compelled to retire from Inſpruck, and to 
join once more the marſhal de Villars, whom he had left in 
Swabia to obſerve the prince of Baden. During M. de Ven- 
dome's march, M. de V aubecourt had taken Berſello, the 2th 
of July. 

The marſhal de Villars, hearing that prince Lewis of Baden 
had ſent a body of troops to ſurprize Augſburg, ſends away 
M. de Legal to attack them; the enemy being apprized 
of this march, advance towards Munderkinguen; M. de 
Legal, though ſurprized, and inferior in numbers, puts 
them to flight the ' 3oth of July. Notwithſtanding this ad- 
vantage, the city of Augſburg admits a garriſon of imperial 
troops, the 5th of September. The two armies, under the 
elector and the marſhal, paſs the Danube at Donawert, to pre- 
vent the junction of the count de Stirum with prince Lewis of 
Baden: the marquis d'Uſſon's miſtaking a ſignal, brought on an 
Action before the whole army was arrived; this turned out to his 
diſadvantage ; but the loſs was ſoon repaired, and count Stirum 
was intirely defeated at Hochſtet; this * fought the 20th 
of December. 

In the Netherlands, the marſhal de Villeroy, who had reco- 
vered his liberty, carries Tongres the zoth of May: my lord 
Marlborough makes himſelf maſter of the town of Bonne the 
15th, which was valiantly defended by the marquis d'Ale- 
gre; and Huy ſurrenders to him the 26th of June. This 
was the ſtage on which that great captain made his firſt appear- 
ance, He ſucceeded king William in the command of the allied 
ye" «nth —— and arbiter of the grand confe- 
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deracy. Concurring with prince Eugene in his hatred againſd 
France, he rendered it ſubſervient to his own ambition, w 
he carried to ſuch a length, as to make his ſovereign tremble. 
The battle of Ekeren the 3oth of June. The baron * 
Spaart had, with the loſs of a great number of men, forced the 
Ines of the country of Vaas, defended by the count de la Motte; 
the baron d'Opdam wanted to break through thoſe of Antwerp, 
where be found the marſhal de Boufflers and the marquis de Bed- 
mar. The engagement laſted long; or rather there were ſeveral, 
engagements, occaſioned by the ſituation of the ground, inter- 
ſefted with dykes and canals: the baron was repulſed with a 
very conſiderable loſs, and his army retired under the cannon of 
Lilo, The enemy make themſelves maſters of Limburg the 
23th of September, and of the town of Gueldres the 17th of De- 
cember, after a bombardment and blockade of fourteen months. 
M. de Vendome having, on the 29th of September, ſeized and 
liarmed the troops of the duke of Savoy, on the 20th of Oc» 
tober defeats general Viſconti, who was marching with a detach 
ment of 1500 horſe to the relief of that prince; but he could 
pot prevent general Staremberg, who had ſtolen two marches 
won him, from joining the duke of Savoy with a conſiderable 


reinforcement. 
In Germany, the duke of Burgundy, having the marſhal de 


Tallard and M. de Vauban under him, made himſelf maſter of 
old Briſac in fourteen days, and obliged the garriſon to capitulate 
the 6th of September. The battle of Spire the 15th of Novem- 
ber. The marſhal de Tallard had laid ſiege to Landau; and the 
prince of Heſſe (who ſucceeded Charles XII. in the Bee ben of 
Sweden) being joined by the prince of Naſſau, marched to the 
relief of that place, with an army of Engliſh, Dutch, and Ger- 
mans. M. de Tallard quitted the ſiege, leaving M. de Lau- 
banie to guard the trenches, and gave battle to the prince of 
Heſſe, who was intirely defeated.

The flow march 
of Pracontal, whom the marſhal de Villeroy had unwillingly de- 
tached from his army in Flanders, and whom he ordered to 
make but .ſbort days marches, had like to have been fatal to

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M. de Tallard ; but Pracontal being an officer of great re- 

ion, got himſelf killed in that battle through deſpair. Fol. 

| lard gives a very high encomium of M. de Tallard: the morrow 
Landau furrendered, and Laubanie was made governor, 

The king of Portugal accedes to the grand alliance the 13th 
of May. The emperor and prince Joſeph, his ſon, who had 
been elected king of the Romans in 1690, renounce all their 
rights 'to the Spaniſh 'mpnarchy, in favour of the archduke 
Charles, by an inftrument of the 12th of September. The Im- 

rialifs poſſeſs themſelyes of Amberg, the capital of the upper 
Patatinate, the 3oth of November. 

Tbe king of Spain makes a declaration, by way of interpreting 
the will of Charles II, in favour of the duke of Orleans. 
The inſurrection of the Cevenes, which the marſhal de Mont- 
revel is not able to ſuppreſs, notwithſtanding all his diligence 
in purſuing and chaſtiſing the rebels, who were called Camiſars, 

At ſea the Engliſh were repulſed by Gabaret the 18th of May of 
Guadaloupe. M. de Coetlogon on the 22d of May defeated 
five men of war, with a fleet of Engliſh and Dutch merchant 
men under convoy: four of the men of war were taken, and the 
ilch was ſunk ; but the merchant ſhips had time to eſcape during 
the engagement. Admiral Rook attempts a deſcent upon Belleiſle 
the 6th of June, to no effect. M. de St. Pol on the 10th of 
Auguſt attacks a Dutch fleet to the north of Scotland, defeats 
the men. of war that convoyed it, and takes ſeveral of the ſhips, 
M. Ducaſſe brings home three millions of livres from the Havan- 
na. M. du Queſne cauſes the town of Aquila, where the 
enemy had a great magazine, to be burnt by M. de Beaucaire, 
captain of a frigate. The king of Sweden having routed five thou- 
ſand Saxons the 1ſt of May at Pultauſk, poſſeſſes himſelf of Thora 
the 14th of October, and of Elbing the 1oth of December.

This year intirely changes the face of affairs in Europe. The 
emperor, who lately trembled for his capital, gives laws to the 
empire: Spain, from a peaceful ſtate, is upon the point of entering 
intq a war, to defend the very heart of the monarchy : three 
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Italian ſovereigns are expelled their dominions : the king of Po- 
land is dethroned : and France, hitherto triumphant, undergoes 
the greateſt reverſes, 

In Spain, the archduke Charles having aſſumed the title of 
king, lands at Liſbon the gth of March, with eight thouſand 
Engliſh and Dutch troops, commanded by the duke de Schom- 

At that time a medal was ſtruck with this inſcrip- 
tion: Charles III, by the grace of heretics, his Catholic majeſty. 
King Philip begins with obtaining conſiderable advantages over 
the Portugueſe. The duke of Berwick commanded the French 
troops, which Lewis XIV. ſent to the aſſiſtance of Spain: after 
taking ſeveral ſmall places in the month of May, he makes him- 
ſelf maſter of Port Alegre on the 8th of June. The Portugueſe 
were more ſucceſsful towards the cloſe of the year ; and did not 
leave the king of Spain any part of his conqueſts. The prince 
of Heſſe-Darmſtadt, after attempting to ſurprize Barcelona by a 
correſpondence in the town, which was detected, ſets fail with 
almiral Rook for Gibraltar, of which he poſſeſſed himſelf the 
4th of Auguſt, With a view of enabling M. de Pointis and M. 
de Villadarias to recover ſo important a place, the French 
fleet under the command of M. de Toulouſe, ſeconded by the 
marſhal de Coeuvres, came to an engagement with the enemy 
on the 24th of Auguſt; and though our fleet obtained ſome 
advantage, we miſcarried in our main deſign, for Gibraltar has 
ever fince continued in the poſſeſſion of the Engliſh. This 
battle, which was fought within eleven leagues of Malaga, 
would have been as advantageous to. Spain, as it proved glo- 
rious to the count de Toulouſe, if we had attacked the enemy 
again the next day: this was the count's own opinion, in which 
he was backed by M. de Relingue, who happened to be mor- 
tally wounded. But we were ignorant of the bad condition of 


the enemy's fleet; and the Joſs we ſuſtained of about hfteen 
hundred men, determined the council of war, to follow the opi- 


nion of M. d'O, and not to venture upon a ſecond action. 
In Italy, the duke of Modena having entered into a treaty 


with the emperor, the duke de Vendome ſeized his dutchy : 


the duke of Mirandota concluded an alliance with France, and 
R 4 met 
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met with the ſame treatment on the part of the Imperialiſts ; 
the duke of Mantua finding his territories were to be the 
ſeat of war, removed to Paris, where he married mademoiſelle 
d'Elbceuf ; he was the laſt duke of this family, i in whoſe favour 
that dutchy was erected by Charles V, in 1530; it has ſince 
devolved to the houſe of Auſtria. The grand prior of Ven- 
dome makes himſelf maſter of Revere the 10th. of April. M. de 
la Feuillade, who towards the end of the preceding year had 
ſeized all Savoy, except Montmeliand, carries the caſtle of 
Suſa the 12th of June, and afterwards the town of Pignerol, 
Verceil ſurrenders to M. de Vendome, the 20th of July, who, 
from the 17th of September to the 28th, makes himſelf maſter 
of the town and citadel of Yvrea, The grand prior takes Sen- 

ſano, the 25th of November. 

In Germany, the marſhal de Villars had ceaſed to command, 
on account of ſome difference with the elector of Bavaria: 6 
was ſucceeded by the marſhal de Marſin. The elector ſeizes 
Faſſaw the gth of January. The duke of Marlborough, hay- 

ing forced a detachment of the Bavarian army, poſſeſſes himſelf 
of x LIL. the 2d of July. This conqueſt gave him a bridge 


upon the Danube, and ſeparated. the French troops on the upper 
Danube from thoſe on the lower : yet the advantage of this ſitu. 
ation only would not have much availed the enemy, who could 
not penetrate into Bavaria, without removing too far from the 


magazines of Nuremberg and Nordlingen, whence they drew 
their ſubſiſtence: therefore, by declining an engagement, we 
might have forced them to retire towards the Maine. But the 


. generals reaſoned otherwiſe : ſince the arrival of the reinforce- 
ment under marſhal Tallard, the elector was grown more 
eager to engage; ſo that on Wedneſday the 13th of Auguſt 
was fought the battle of Hochſtet, in which prince Eugene and 
the duke of Marlborough obtained a complete victory over 
the armies of France and Bavaria, commanded by the elector 
with the marſhals de Tallard and de Marſin. M. de Tal- 
lard loft his ſon, was wounded himſelf, and taken priſoner, 


Juſt as he was going to withdraw his troops from the village of 


du It is ſtill unaccountable, how thoſe troops, which 
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mounted to twenty-ſeven battalions and. four regiments of dra- 


conſented to ſurrender without making the leaſt defence. 
The prince of Baden was employed, at that very time, in the 
ſege of Ingolſtadt. In conſequence of this defeat we were driven 
tom the Danube, and obliged to repaſs the Rhine; not- 
withſtanding the brave defence of M. de Laubanie, we could 
not hinder the taking of Landau, which ſurrendered to the king 
of the Romans, and to the prince of Baden, the 23d of No- 
yember. Traerbach is carried by the Imperialiſts the 12th of 
. The marſhal de Villars appeaſes the troubles of the Cevenes. 

In Flanders, the campaign was confined to the bombarding 
of Namur, in the month of July, by M. d' Auverquerque, general 
of the Dutch troops. The duke of Marlborough, on the 29th 
of October, poſſeſſes himſelf of Triers, which we had abandoned: 
The marſhal de Boufflers is made captain of the guards upon the 
death of marſhal de Duras, and with concern reſigns the regiment 
ofguards, which the king wanted to beſtow on the duke de Gram+ 
mont. It was uſual to waver between thoſe two poſts ; when 
M. de Boufflers obtained the regiment of guards in 1692, it was 
ſaid, that the duke de Noailles, * of guards, petitioned 
for that very regiment,

The elector of Bavaria and the marſhal de 
Villeroy commanded the army of France; the duke of Marlbo- 
wigh, the duke of Wurtemberg, and marſhal d' Auverquerque, 
that of the allies. Our right wing being covered by the 
little river Gheet, and by the neighbouring moraſſes, could nei- 
ther be attacked nor attack ; this made my lord Marlborough 
trengthen his left with the troops from the right, which in 
that fituation could be of no uſe to him; but the elector and the 
marſhal made no alteration in their left, ſo that their right alone 
had to engage with the enemy's whole army, drawn up in ſeveral 
lines : this error in the diſpoſition of the French army was the 
cauſe of its defeat; the troops, having no confidence in their 
comtnanders, were ſeized with a panic, and a general rout en- 
ſued: we had not above three or four thouſand men killed in 
the engagement; yet we loſt Antwerp, Lovain, Mechlin, 
Lierres, Bruſſels, Bruges, Ghent, Oudenard, Oftend, Menin, 
Dendermond, Ath, &c. Lewis XV. tetook all thoſe towns, 
to which he added, in Flanders, Brabant and Hainault, 
the towns ot forts of Ipres, Furnes, Courtray, fort Knocke, 
Tournay, Newport, Dixmude, Grammont, Aloſt, Deinſe, 
Ninove, Leffines, Enguien, Soignies, Plaſſendal, Wilwor- 
den, &c. The marſhal de Villeroy was recalled, and the 
fame unlucky ſtar, which purſued the French arms, was the

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M. de Villeroy, which occaſioned freſh diſaſters, with our ex- pay 


pulſion out of the Milaneſe, Piedmont, and Savoy. 

The beginning of the campaign proved favourable. The 
duke of Berwick, who had not as yet taken upon him the com. 
mand in Spain, makes himſelf maſter of the citadel of Nice, the 
4th of January. The battle of Calcinato on the 19th of April, 
where M. de Vendome defeated C. Reventlau the Daniſh general. 
The loſs of the enemy was ſo great, that prince Eugene, who 
did not arrive till the day after the battle, was not in a ſituation 
to wait for M. de Vendome, who, purſuing his victory, that 
very ſame day defeated another corps of more than two thouſand 
men: this prince was forced to retire into the Trentitie, and 
there to expect the ſuccours from Germany. M. de Vendome 
had ſo well concerted his meaſures, that he predicted this victon 

to the king, when he ſet out from court, to command the army 
in Italy. It were to be wiſhed, that in the ſequel of this cam- 
paign, he had not ſuffered prince Eugene to paſs the Adige, 
and the white canal; and that being the only man who 
could reQify his own miſtakes, he had not been recalled into 
Flanders, after the battle of Ramillies, to ſucceed M. de Ville- 
roy. He reigned the command of the army to the duke of 
Orleans. 

M. de la Feuillade, having inveſted Turin the 13th of May, 
opened the trenches in the night the 2d of June: this ſiege had 
been propoſed the preceding year, when the marſhal de Vau- 
ban offered his ſervice as a volunteer, merely to aſſiſt M. 
de Feuillade with his advice. The raiſing of the ſiege of Turin, 
the 7th of December. Prince Eugene, after a long and painful 
march, in which however he did not meet with the obſtructions 
he might have expected, attacked and forced our lines: the duke 
of Orleans was wounded, and the marſhal de Marſin loft his 
life, Prince Eugene's view was to relieve Turin, and he could 
not flatter himſelf at that time, with the hopes of any greater 
advantage: but the ſucceſs that followed, from the conduct of 
our commanders, ſurpaſſed his moſt ſanguine expectations: in- 
ſtead of retiring under the cannon of Caſal, which would have 
preſerved the Milaneſe, they marched back to Pignerol ; ſo that 
in leſs than four hours we loſt the dukedoms of Modena, Man- 
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tua, and Milan, the principality of Piedmont, and laftly, the 
kingdom of Naples. The complete victory, which the count 
de Medavy obtained the gth of the ſame month, in the neigh- 
hourhood of Caſtiglione, over the prince of Heſſe (afterwards 
king of Sweden) proved of no manner of ſervice, Follard 
throws the whole blame of this affair upon marſhal de Mar- 
fn, and Albergotti z upon the former, for neglecting to obey the 
otdets of the duke of Orleans, which were to bring all the troops 
that could not act in the other parts of the entrenchments, and 
to ſtrengthen the poſt attacked by prince Eugene, which was but 
of a very ſmall extent; upon the latter, fot refuſing to weaken 
his own poſt, where there was nothing at all to do, in order 
to ſupport the troops, againſt whom the prince had directed 
his attack: beſides, he does not think it would have been 
proper to march out of the lines. The king in vain makes 
offers of peace to the, allies, more advantageous than the 
terms they had propoſed to themſelves upon entering into the 
grand alliance, or thoſe which they obtained at laſt. The miſtake 
the miniſters of Lewis XIV, in 1672, ought to have been a leſſon 
to his enemies. 

In Germany, the marſhal de Villars maintained the honour 
of our arms: he obliged the enemy to raiſe the blockade of fort 
Louis, by poſſeſſing himſelf of the entrenchments of Druſen- 
beim, which had been abandoned by the prince of Baden. He 
had with him the marſhal de Marſin, who was not yet gone 
to Italy. The count du Bourg, commanding the vanguard, 
routed a body of eight hundred of the enemy's horſe, on the firſt 
of May. M. de Villars detached the marquis de Vieuxpont, 
who carried Drungenheim the 2d of May; and M. de Peri, 
who took Haguenau the 11th, The marſhal encamped at 
Spire, from whence he laid all the Palatinate under contribu- 
tion; and he finiſhed the campaign with making himſelf maſter of 
the iſland of Marquiſat, the 20th of July. 

The electors of Bavaria and Cologne are put under the ban of 
the empire, by a decree of the 29th of April. wo 

The union of the kingdoms of England and Scotland, which 
are to be governed by the ſame parliament, ſtiled that of Great-Britain.

The Saxoms' are defeatel'apaitt by the Swedes at the battle of 
Frauftadt, the 13th 'of February; the victory was complete:

This 
prince "advances afterwards into Saxony, and at length obliges

ent de Villars, brother to the Anal, fetakes the 
mand of Minorca the 5th of January. The French and Spaniſh 
troops evacuate all Lombardy, by a capitulation ſigned the {3 
of March: Modena had ſurrendered the 10th of February, and 
the caftle of Milan, the 20th of March. 

General Thaun' makes himſelf maſter of Capua, the 2d of 
July; the caſtle ſurrenders the gth, the city of Naples opens 
her gates to him the 28th, and the whele kingdom follows the 
example of the capital. Gaeta ſurrenders the zoth of September, 
the caſtle of Suſa the ath of OQober, Wen 21| of 
December. 

The battle of Almanta on the 25th of April: the'Engliſh 
and Portugueſe, under the command of the earl of Galway and 
the marquis de las Minas, were intirely defeated by the marſhal 
duke of 'Berwick: the' chevalier, afterwards marſhal d'Asfeldt, 
and the marquis d'Avaray, had a great ſhare in the ſucceſs of this 
day. One thing, very extraordinary, was to ſee an Engliſhman 
(the duke of Berwick, a natural fon of king James II.) comman- 

ging the army of France; while the Engliſh, on the othet 
hand, were conducted by a Frenchman, my lord Galway, known 
hitherto by the name of Ruvigny, who quitted his country, at 

the time of the revocation of the edict of Nantes. The duke of 
Orleans, although he uſed the utmoſt expedition, was not able 
to reach the army till the day after the action: the conſe- 
quences of this victory were as rapid, as thoſe of our defeats. 
| Requena ſubmits to the duke of Orleans on the 3d of May, 
and 
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and Valentia the 8th; the other towns th; oughout the kingdom 
followed the example of the capital, except a few reduced by 
the chevalier d'Asfeld. His royal highneſs marches immedi- 
ately towards Arragon ; and Sarragoſſa opens her gates to him, 
the 25th of the ſame month. The duke d'Offuna carries Serpa 
the 26th, and M. de Mahony takes Alcira the 18th of June; 
Mequinenga ſurrenders the 7th of July, and Mongon the 7th of 
Auguſt. The duke de Noailles poſſeſſing himſelf of Puicerda, and 
all Cerdagna, cauſes a citadel to be built at Puicerda at the ex- 
pence of that part of Cerdagna, which belongs to Stain. 

The marquis de Bay takes Ciudad-Rodrigo the 4th of Oc- 
tober. 

The town of Lerida, which had baffled: the greateſt cap- 
tains, is beſieged by the duke of Orleans, and obliged to ſurren- 
der the 13th of October, after eleven days open trenches: the caſtle 
did not capitulate till the 12th of November. 

The duke of Savoy, and prince Eugene, raiſe the ſiege of 
Toulon, the 22d of Auguft: this important enterprize was un- 
{kilfuly managed. On the 15th of Auguſt the marſhal de Teſſe 
cauſed an attack to be made, againſt the hill of St, Catharine, 
of which the enemy had taken poſſeſſion : whereupon they 
thought proper to retreat ; and all this grand enterprize terminated 
in the throwing of a few bombs into the town by ſir CloudeſlySho- 
yel: the marquis de Goeſbriand acquired great honour on this de- 
cafion, The houſe of Auſtria has not been ſucceſsful in her inva- 
ſions of Provence : we have ſeen how Charles V. miſcatried in 
his attempt under the reign of Francis I, in 1536: and fince this 
affair of prince Eugene, the army of the queen of Hungary was 
driven from thence in 1747, by the marſhal de Belleiſle, who hav- 
ing been created an hereditary duke in 1742, for his care in nego- 
tiating the election of the emperor Charles VII, was made a 
peer in 1747 for ſaving Provence. 

Marſhal de Villars ſurprizes the lines of Stolophen the 22d of 
May; they extended from that place to the foot of the mountain 
of the Black foreſt. Meſſieurs de Vivant and de Broglio, having 
aſſembled the troops under Lauterburg, landed in good order 
* the iſle of Newburg, while the marſbal de Villars, advanc- 

as fat as Bihel, poſſeſſed himſelf of the lines which the 
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enemy had abandoned, and fixed his quarter at Radftad. This 
enterprize having opened a paſſage into the heart of Ger- 
many, he ſeized the dutchy of Wurtemberg, raiſed contri. 
butions as far as Ulm, and even on the other ſide of the Danube, 
made himſelf maſter. of Schorendorff, defeated general Janus at 
the abbey of Lork, and took him priſoner, with upwards of two 
thouſand men, and carried his incurſions as far as Mariendal, &c, 
The margrave of Bareith commanded the Imperialiſts ſince 
the death of prince Lewis of Baden, which happened on the 4th of 
January. The elector of Hanover (afterwards king of England) 
ſucceeded the margrave, and after ſurprizing the marquis de Vi- 
vant in the neighbourhood of Offemburg, * the marſhal 
to repaſs the Rhine. 

Nothing happened in Flanders. The duke of Marlborough 
made a tour to Saxony before the opening of the campaign: 


it was ſaid, that by the power of money he gained over Pi- 
per, the Swediſh miniſter, who perſuaded Charles XII. to 


employ his forces againſt the Czar, by which means he loſt his 
reputation and his army, while he might have acquired the 
oreateſt glory, by making uſe of his influence to reſtore peace to 
Europe. But Charles XII. did not ſuffer himſelf to be deter- 
mined by any one, and has ſince juſtified Piper, by acknowledging 
that reſolution to have been entirely his own. The king of 
Sweden was a man of veracity ; he loved to do juſtice to merit, 
without ever adopting an action, which he did not perform, 
though it would have procured him praiſes, to which he was an 
avowed enemy, even when he really deſerved them. Never was 
there a man more mild, nor more ſimple in his tranſactions, not 
of a more unbounded courage in war: he was not influenced 
by what appeared merely poſſible ; he wanted to obtain ſucceſs 
when there was not the leaſt probability of doing it. 

By ſea, the chevalier de Forbin took two Engliſh men of 
war, and twenty merchant ſhips, the 13th of May: in the 
month of July he took another prize of forty Engliſh and Dutch 
ſhips to the northward ; and having joined M. de Gue Trouin, 
he fought the Engliſh fleet on the 21ſt of October, but did not ob- 
tain any conſiderable advantage.

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| The introducing of promiſſory notes on the gabelles . M. 
le Premier is ſeized in the road to Verſailles, on Candlemas eve? 
by a party belonging to the garriſon of Courtray, and com- 
manded by a colonel in the Dutch ſervice, named Gueſton : but 
he was reſcued four leagues beyond Ham. Madam de Monteſ- 
pan, who had been ſuperintendant of the queen's houſhold, died 
at Bourbon the 28th of May, where ſhe had been to drink the 
waters. The death of the dutcheſs de Nemours, on the 10th of 
June: the ſtates of Neufchatel inveſt the king of Pruſſia with that 
principality, together with that of Valengin, on the 3d of Novem- 
ber; this poſſeſſion was confirmed to him at the peace of Utrecht, 
in prejudice to the legitimate heirs.

If M. de Vendome committed ſome miſtakes this campaign, 
we muſt acknowledge that the contradictions he met with, 
did not contribute to repair them. The correſpondences we 
had in Ghent, which made it a ſure conqueſt, determined the 
king to let the duke of Burgundy have the honour of that expe- 
dition: accordingly he poſſeſſed himſelf of that town the 5th 
of July, having M. de Vendome under him, while the count 
de la Mothe ſeized Bruges and Plaſſendal. 

Then the ſiege of Oudenarde was reſolved upon, as we may 
judge by the march of our troops to take poſſeſſion of the poſt 
of Leſſines; but there they perceived, that the allied army, un- 
der the command of the duke of Marlborough and prince Eu- 
gene, had already paſſed the Scheld : we were obliged to en- 
gage, and on the 11th of July was fought the battle of Oude- 
narde, where the enemy had ſome advantage, becauſe we formed 
too late, and there was only one front of our army, which at- 
tacked ſucceſſively, and in brigades, a line of infantry much 


The French call them Gillets ſur la caiſſe des emprunts; the caifſe des em- 
frunts was an office eſtabliſhed in the reign of Lewis XIV, at the hotel des fermes, 
for receiving money of private people, who were willing tolend it to the government 
ata certain intereſt ; the farmers of the revenue gave them promiſſory notes for value 
received, which were payable to the bearer, and paſſed as current money, by the 
tame of promeſſe der gabelles, 
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ſtronger and more extended than ours. NM. de Vendome was for 
having the troops lie on the field of battle, with a view to renew 
the action the next day: but the opinion for decamping carried 
it; and with very good reaſon, for we ſhould have been in a 
much worſe ſituation than the day before, our army being ſepa- 
rated by the enemy : we therefore retired towards Ghent, and 
the loſs we ſuſtained by our march in the night, was greater than 
that in the engagement. 
The enemy lay ſiege to Lille; and the trenches are opened in 
the night of the 22d of Auguſt : the marſhal de Boufflers defended 
the capital of his government. The particulars of this ſiege, which 
laſted four months, would be tedious, and reflexions would carry us 
too far. M. de Vendome wanted to attack the allies, but could 
not do as he pleaſed: the count de la Mothe, being ſent 
to intercept a convoy belonging to the enemy, who were dil. 
treſſed for proviſions, was beaten * at Winnendal the 28th of 
September; and at length prince Eugene, againſt all probabi- 
lity, gained his point, in an enterprize, which fucceſs itfelf 
could hardly juſtify. Lille ſurrendered the 23d of October, and 
the citadel the 8th of December. The gallant behaviour of 
M. de Boufflers in the defence of this place, procured him the 
dignity of peer of France, and to his eldeſt ſon the reverſion of 
the government of Flanders, which upon the death of that eldeſt 
fon devolved to the next brother; this nobleman's ſon, only fif- 
teen years of age, ſucceeded afterwards to the ſame government, 
in conſideration of the ſervices, which the duke de Bouflers, 
his father, had done his country, in defending the city of Ge- 
noa againſt the Auſtrians, where he died the 2d of July, 1747, 
= ſame day that the enemy raiſed the ſiege. 
The duke de Vendome makes himſelf maſter of Leflngue the 
2 5th of October; tais poſt intercepted the communication be- 
tween Oſtend and the enemy's camp, and would have been of 
uſe two months ſooner. The ſame may be ſaid of the elector's

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ſcheme for attacking Bruſſels : the enemy were re incapable of de- 
fending this city in the month of September, being too buſy before 
Lille; but the ſcheme was not thought of till the 26th of Novem- 


ber, at which time prince Eugene and the duke of Marlborough 


were in a condition to march to its relief: accordingly they paſſed 


the Scheld, the 27th of November; and advancing towards Bruſ- 
ſels, obliged the elector to decamp. M. de la Mothe ſurrenders 


the town of Ghent to the allies, the 3oth of December. 

Neither was the attempt of the chevalier de St. George againſt 
Scotland more ſucceſsful, The count de Forbin conducted the 
expedition, and the troops for the embarkation were under the com- 
mand of the count de Gace, who was declared a marſhal of France 
at ſea ; the ſquadron arrived, the 23d of March, in Edinburg Frith; 
but no anſwer being made to the ſignals, the fleet returned to Dun- 
kirk the 7th of April, and the chevalier remained in Flanders, 
where he finiſhed the campaign. 

The Engliſh ſeize the iſland of Sardinia the 1 5th of Auguſt, 


and Port-Mahon the 29th of September. La Jonquiere, who 


had the command of the latter, was tried at Toulon by a court 
martial, and degraded, 
On the fide of Savoy, the marſhal de Villars carried both the 


towns of Sezana on the 11th of Auguſt, the duke of Savoy in 


light; who, on the other hand, made himſelf maſter of Feneſ- 


nelle on the 31ft, after taking the forts of Exille, and Perouſe. 
The emperor confers the inveſtiture of Montferrat on the duke 


of Savoy. 

In Spain, Mahony takes Alcoi the gth of January : the duke 
of Orleans obliges Tortoſa to ſurrender the 11th of July: the 
chevalier d' Asfeldt poſſeſſes himſelf of Denia, in the kingdom of 
Valentia, the 12th of November, and of Alicant, the 3d of De- 
tember. Count Staremberg makes an ineffectual attempt the 4th 
of December, to retake Tortoſa. In the month of January, the 
Moors had retaken Oran, that famous town, the conqueſt of 
which completed the glory of cardinal Ximenes ; but the count 
de Montemar recovered it again out of their hands in 1732. 

The Ruſſians abandon Grodno, the 8th of February, upon 
the approach. of the king of Sweden. On the 14th of July this 
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ptince attacks 30000 Muſcovites intrenched in the town of Hol. 
loſin, and puts them to flight; then paſſing the Boryſthenes, he 
treats with the Coſſacks, and encamps upon the banks of the 
Deſna. The Czar in perſon attacks general Lewenhaupt, the 
$th of October, near Leſnau, and defeats a body of about 4000 
Swedes. 

Alberoni, protected by M. de Vendome, obtains a penſion of 
a thouſand crowns from the king : the abbe du Bois had been 
preſented ſome years before to a benefice, at the recommendation 
of the duke of Orleans, Who could have foreſeen, that thoſe 
men were one day to be prime miniſters of France and 
Spain? they were both raiſed to the purple : the abbe du Bois 
died in 1723, and cardinal Alberoni was diſgraced in 1719. 

On the 27th of February, M. Chamillard reſigns the place of 
comptroller general of the finances to M. Deſmarets,

M. Manſard, ſuperintendant of the royal buildings, dies at 
Marly, the 11th of May, M. d'Antin ſucceeded him only a 
director-general; but he obtained the place of ſuperintendant 
in 1716, by a new creation, at the ſame time that the ſuperin- 
tendancy of the poſt-office was erected in favour of M. de 
Torcy: they were both ſuppreſſed in 1726, and M. d'An- 
tin was once more made director- general of the royal build 
1085, | 

Pope Clement XI, being forced to acknowledge the archduke as 
king of Spain, makes an apology to Philip V, by ſaying, that 
ſuch a recognition did not confer a new right: this was not the 
fiyle in which Gregory VII, and Boniface VIII, uſed to explain 
themſelv s. 

His majeſty ſends firſt the preſident Rouille, and afterwards 
M. de Torcy, to the Hague, to try to put an end to 
a war, which had exhauſted all Europe, and which from the 
ſcarcity of the preſent year was become an intolerable burden to 
France: but the enemy made fuch extravagant propoſals, that 
we were obliged to continue the war. It has been faid, that 
the penſionary Heinſius had been gained over by my lord Marl- 
borough, whoſe ambition was not confined to the command of ar- 

Miles. 
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mies. M. de Torcy's journey was a politic ſtroke: he reckoned 
he ſhould not ſucceed in his negotiation ; but it was a great 
point gained to convince all Enrope of the obſtinacy of the ene- 
my, in rejecting ſuch conceſſions as were almoſt incredible, which 
his majeſty however ſubmitted to, in hopes of accelerating a peace. 
Another advantage expected from it, was, that the French might 
be animated the more to reſent this indignity. In conſequence 


hereof the king wrote to all the governors of the provinces. 


The marſhal de Villars commanded the French army in 
Flanders, which was not near ſo ſtrong, as that of the allies. 
The count d'Artagnan carries Warneton upon the Lis, the 4th 
of July. The encampment of marſhal de Villars, his right to 
Couriere, and his left drawing towards Bethune, with la Baſ- 
ſee and le Pont-Avendin in front : this reduced the enemy to 
the neceſſity of laying ſiege to Tournay, inftead of falling upon 
Doway or Arras, which would have given thera a greater open- 
ing into the country. 

The marquis de Surville ſurrendersthe town of Tournay to the 
enemy, the 29th of July, after one and twenty days open trenches, 
and the citadel the 5th of September, M. de Beauvau, biſhop 
of Tournay, refuſes to ſing te deum. Under the walls of 
this very town, thirty-ſix years afterwards, Lewis XV, ac- 
companied by the dauphin, and having the marſhal count de 
Saxe under him, obtained a ſignal victory (at Fontenoy the 11th 
of May, 1745) over the duke of Cumberland, who attempted to 
raiſe the ſiege, but could not hinder the French from becoming 
maſters of the town in twenty-two days open trenches, 

Prince Eugene and the duke of Marlborough paſs the Scheld 
with a view to lay ſiege to Mons; marſhal Villars aſſembles his 
army, and marches to the relief of that place. The battle of 
Malplaquet, the 11th of September: it has been ſaid that M. de 
Villars might have attacked the allied army the gth and the 10th 
to an advantage, becauſe he was ſuperior in number at that time z. 
and, indeed, one would think, at firſt ſight, that this was his 
intention; but, no doubt, he was loath to expoſe an army, the 
laſt reſource of France. It is further added, but without foun- 
dation, that the marſhal had been. amuſed by ſome negotiations, 
which the confederate generals had ſet on foot, to the end that 
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Yar rern might have time to join the army. Be 


at as it may, as ſoon as this junction was effected, finding them- 
ſelves much ſtronger than the marſhal, they attacked him the 
14th, at eight in the morning. This was the bloodieſt and long. 
eſt action during the whole war. The enemy kept the field of 
battle, and gained their point, which was the taking of Mons: 

ill this was a glorious day to the French nation, when we 
reflect on the courage and alacrity of the private men; they 


had been three days ſtreightened for bread, yet when a ſup- 


ply came, they would not ſtay to eat it, from an impatience to 
age, Marſha! de Villars was wounded: the marſhal 
e Boufflers, who with a true Roman generoſity, had deſired 
to ſerve under that general, retreated in ſuch good order, 
that he left neither cannon nor priſoners behind him; the 
ghevalier de Luxemburg was in the rear, and we retired to- 
wards Quenoy. A great foraging party, in which the count de 
Broglio defeated prince Lobkowitz the 11th of Odtober. Mons 
ſurrenders to the enemy the 2oth. . | 
In Germany, the count du Bourg ſaved the upper Alſace. 
The count de Mercy, baving.traverſed the canton of Baſil with 
bis cavalry, advanced between Huningen and Briſac, where he 
rejoined his infantry by means of a bridge, which he had cauſed 
to be laid oppoſite to Neuburg, and which our troops did not de- 


fend. From thence he marched againſt the count du Bourg, whom 


the marſhal d'Harceurt had detached with eighteen ſquadrons, 
fix battalions, and four hundred grenadiers: on the 26th of 
Auguſt they met at Rumerſhim; and du Bourg routed the 


Germans, who Joſt very near 7000 men killed or drowned: 


he was rewarded with the order of the Holy Ghoſt, and after-, 
wards created a marſhal of France in 1724. We have beheld a 
more . memorable piece of ſervice done to that very ſame pro- 
vince by the marſhal de Coigny, when prince Charles paſſed 
the Rhine; the marſhal ventured to. attack that prince at 
Weiſſemburg, and this vigorous reſolution preſerved the upper

the caſtle of Alconchel. The duke de Noailles, who com- 
manded in Catalonia, attacked on the 7th of Auguſt two. regi - 
ments of the enemy, coming out of Figuieres; and they were 


all killed or taken: the 2d of September this ſame general 


fell upon eighteen hundred horſe, who were encamped within 
half a cannon-ſhot of Gironne, and he put them to flight; 
the commander of the Palatine forces was taken priſoner. The 
marſhal de Bezons was not ſo fortunate, for he could not hin- 
der count Staremberg from making himſelf maſter of Balaguier. 
On the fide of Savoy, M. Dillon, who commanded in the 
neighbourhood of Briangon, obtained a complete victory on the 
28th of Auguſt, over general Rebender, was had Ss to 
attack him in his entrenchments. 

The battle of Pultowa, on the 11th of July, * the 
1 plus ultra of Charles XII: he was defeated. by the Czar, 
whom he had taught the art of war; the whole Swediſh army 
were either deſtroyed or taken priſoners, and their king was 
obliged to ſave himſelf by flight: he croſſed the Boryſthenes,. 
got to Oczakow, and from thence retired to Bender. 
This reverſe of fortune brought on the ruin of his party: 
in Poland: king Auguſtus returned to that kingdom, the Czar: 
followed ſoon after, and the Swedes retired, Staniſlaus being 
unable to withſtand thoſe united powers, repaired . to Ren- 


der, where he joined the king of Sweden, The -viciflitudes of 
Staniſlaus are very remarkable. The Poles, being witneſſes to 


the bravery of this prince, and charmed with the wiſdom: and: 
lenity of his government, during the ſhort period he fat upon that 
throne, choſe him a ſecond time after the death of Auguſtus 
(1733). This election was fruſtrated by the Ruſfians, who ſup- 
ported his competitor : but Staniſlaus ſtill preſerving, with the 
conſent of all Europe, the title of king, which he ſo richly de- 


ſerved, was made duke of Lorrain, and lived to ſee new ſub- ww 


jects happy under his government. See the year 1675. I can»

Father le Tellier is made the king's confeſſor, in the room of 
father de la Chaiſe, who died the 20th of January: father de la 
Chaiſe had ſucceeded father Ferrier in 1674, and the latter was 
ſucceſſor to father Annat in 1670. The death of Francis Lewis de 
Bourbon, prince of Conty, on the 22d of February, at the age of 
forty-five: he was the ſecond fon of Armand, prince of Conty, 
who died in 1666, and of Anne Martinozzi, a princeſs of ex- 
emplary virtue, deceaſed in 1672. Notwithſtanding his having 
ſignalized himſelf at the battles of Gran, Steinkerk, and Landen, 
the king could not forget his expedition to Hungary without 
permiſſion : but upon being nominated to the crown of Poland, 
he found his majeſty ſtill retained ſuch ſentiments of affeQtion 
for him, as a prince of his merit really deſerved. He was the 
father of Lewis Armand II, prince of Conty, who died in 1727, 
and grandfather to the preſent prince of Conty, who, like the great 
Conde, brother of his great grandfather, was victorious, almoſt 
at the ſame age, over the king's enemies, the firſt time he com- 
manded a French army. Henry Julius of Bourbon, prince of Conde, 
ſtiled mnſieur le prince, died the firſt of April, aged ſixty- ſix 
years. M. Voiſin ſucceeded M. Chamillard the 1oth of June, in 
the place of ſecretary of ſtate for the department of war. 

The dukedoms of Villars and Harcourt are erected into

The French ſhips, which came from the South ſea, laden 
with gold and ſilver, were a great relief to the kingdom, ex- 


hauſted by war, and deſolated by famine, the conſequence of a 
molt ſevere winter.

The congreſs of Gertrudenberg, where the marſhal d'Huxelles 
and the abbe de Polignac arrived in the month of March. The 
king affected with the miſeries of his ſubjects, carried his pro- 
poſals of peace ſo far, as to promiſe he would furniſh the allies 
with money, to help to dethrone his grandſon ; they were not 

| _ ſatisfied 
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ſatisfied with this conceſſion, but inſiſted that he ſhould take 

upon himſelf to dethrone him; by this ſingle propoſal] one may 
form a judgment of all the reſt: we were therefore obliged to 
continue the war. 

In Spain, the ſucceſs of * allies ſeemed to decline theſe two 
laſt years; but the battle of Saragoſſa, which count Staremberg 
gained againſt the marquis de Bay, the a20th of Auguſt, plunged 
Philip V. into freſh misfortunes ; from which it was ſo much the 
more dificult for him to extricate himſelf, as Lewis XIV. had with- 
drawn his troops to defend his own dominions, Philip V. 
quits Madrid the gth- of September the ſecond time, and retires 
to Valladolid, where he is joined by the duke de Vendome; 
this was all the indemnity he aſked of his grandfather, for the re- 
calling of his forces, What wonders may not be effected by one 
great man | Philip V. was deſtitute of troops and money; but 
this general found new reſources, and was ſoon in a condition to 


purſue the allies: the army under the archduke was mouldering 


away in Caſtile for want of proviſions, which the Spaniards 
choſe rather to burn, than ſell to that prince : the duke de No- 
ailles had entered into the Lampourdan, with a body of troops 
raiſed upon his own credit; whereupon the archduke departed 
for Barcelona, the 11th of November. 

The king of Spain returns to Madrid ; then all of a ſudden 
paſſing the Tagus with M. de Vendome, he carries the town of 
Brihuega by aflault, on the gth of December: five thouſand 
Engliſh, under the command of general Stanhope, ſurrender 
themſelves priſoners, Count Staremberg, having marched with 
great expedition to the relief of this place, Philip V. gives him 
battle the 1th of December, at Villa Vicioſa: the king com- 
manded the right wing himſelf, and M. de Vendome the left. 
Staremberg, being obliged to give way, after a very warm diſ- 


pute, made a gallant retreat. This victory was followed by the 
reduction of ſeveral places. The king entered Saragoſſa in tri- 


umph, and affairs began to wear a new aſpect. 


The duke de Medina Celi, being convicted of high treaſon, 


is ſent to the caſtle of Segovia, and from thence to Fontarabia, 


where he died, 
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In Flanders, the town of Doway, where M. Albergotti was 
governor, is carried by the allies, the 25th of June, after two 


and fifty days open trenches. The count de Vauban, ftiled 


at that time Dupuis Vauban, nephew to the marſhal, furrenders 
Bethune, after a fiege of two and forty days, on the 29th of 
September. M. de Ravignan takes a convoy, whichthe enemy were 
conducting upon the Lis, and beats the eſcort. St. Venant is 
obliged to capitulate, the 29th of September. The marquis de 
Goeſbriand ſurrenders the town of Aire, the gth of November, 
after the trenches had been opened two and fifty days. 

By fea, the enemy's fleet of four and twenty fail make a de- 
ſcent'in the harbour of Cette: this enterprize might have been 
attended with great conſequence to'the country of Vivarais, and 
to the Cevenes, from the danger of the enemy's making a ſet- 
tlement, which it would have been eaſy for them to main- 
tain by means of the ſea, The duke de Noailles, marching 
with all expedition from Rouſſillon with nine hundred horſe, 
x thouſand grenadiers, and ſome cannon, preſerved this place, 
obliged the enemy to retire from Agde, defeated ſix hundred 
of them in the neighbourhood of Cette, and retook the fort 
which had been in their poſſeſſion. 

The cardinal de Bouillon quits the kingdom : the parliament 
by an arret of the 29th of June, at the motion of the attor- 
ney-general, orders him to be arreſted, and his revenue to 
be feized : the cauſe of his withdrawing was the irkſomeneſs of 
his exile. 

The death of Lewis duke of Bourbon, ſtiled monſieur le duc, 
on the 3d of March, at the age of forty-two; he was father of 
the duke of Bourbon, who ſucceeded the duke of Orleans as 
chief miniſter of ſtate, and died in 1740. The marriage of the 
duke of Berry to mademoiſelle d'Orleans. 

The king makes a regulation, that the children of the duke 
du Maine, 2 legitimated ſon of France, ſhall, as grandſons 
of his majeſty, enjoy the ſame rank, honour and preceden- 
oy, as had been granted to the duke du Maine and he or- 
dains that this regulation ſhall be inſerted in the regiſter of 
the lord ſteward of the houſhold.

The battle of Elſimburg the 10th of March, where the 
8 had a conſiderable advantage over the D Wyburg 
in Finland is taken by the Muſcovites, the 25th of June: Riga 
ſurrenders to them the 11th of July, fort Dunemunde the 12th 
of Auguſt, and Revel the iſt of November.

In Spain, the moſt conſiderable expedition, during the whole 
campaign, was the taking of Gironne by the duke de Noailles: 
nothing leſs than the great conſtancy of this general could ac- 
compliſh that undertaking: he had opened the trenches before 
Fort- rouge, the 27th of December, and his army was in ſome 
meaſure encompaſſed by the inundations, yet he carried the 


lower town, the 23d of January, by aſſault, and the upper 


capitulated the 25th. He was made marſhal of France, in 
1734, and miniſter of ſtate in 1743: the marſhal his father 
had taken the ſame town in 1694, The Germans abandon- 
ed Balaguier, the 23d of February. The inhabitants of the 
plain and diſtrict of Vic, who had given the lead to the inſur- 
rection in Catalonia, were compelled, by the taking of this town, 
to grant quarters of refreſhment to our army. The kingdom of 
Arragon is intirely reduced by the ſurrender of Venaſſo, of 
which the marquis d'Arpagon made himſelf maſter the 16th of 
September; and a few days after he poſſeſſed himſelf of Caſtel 


Leon, The count de Muret had taken the town of Cardonna, 
| the 
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the 17th of November, but was obliged to raiſe the ſiege of the 
citadel, the 24th of December. 

In Flanders, the count d'Harling makes himſelf maſter of the 
Aluices of Harlebek on the Lis the 28th of May, a little below 
Courtray. The allies, who ſeized the caſtle of Arleux the 6th 
of July, uſed all poſſible diligence in fortifying it, by reaſon 
of the importance of the poſt; and covered their workmen 
with ten battalions and twelve ſquadrons : the count de Gaſ. 
ſion and the marquis de Coigny ſurprized and beat them, the 
12th'; but the poſt ſtill remaining in the enemy's hands, the 
marſhal de Monteſquiou carried it the 23d of July. The mar- 
ſhal de Villars, in conſequence of an order from court, did not 
think proper to expoſe his front to the duke of Marlborough, 
who had juſt paſſed the Sanzet: the ſame reaſon determined 
him, inſtead of marching to Thun-VEveque (which would have 
inevitably brought on a battle) to take poſt on the heights af 
Cambray, his right under the cannon of that place, and his 
left to the brook of Marquion, which he had lately croſſed. 
This poſition diſappointed the duke of Marlborough, who wanted 
a battle; and obliged him to paſs the Scheld in the night, (the 
marſhal being at ſome diſtance) in order to inveſt Bouchain, 
which ſurrendered the 13th of September. 

On the 5th of Auguſt, the marquis de Coigny attacked and 
defeated, in the neighbourhood of Landrecy, ſeven ſquadrons of 
the allies, that covered a foraging party. 

Nothing of conſequence was tranſacted in Germany, where 
the marſhals d' Harcourt and de Bezons had the direction; nor 
on the ſide of Savoy, where the duke of Berwick commanded 
the two laſt years againſt general Thaun, and covered Provence 
and Dauphine. 

By ſea, the fieur Saus took the greateſt part of the Virginia 
fleet, the 16th of January. Off Vado, on the coaſt of Genoa, 
was fought a drawn battle between an Engliſh ſquadron and ours. 
In Canada, the Engliſh miſcarried on the 3d of September, 
in their attempt againſt Quebec *.

* Sir Hoveden Walker with a fleet of men of war and tranſports, carrying ſeven 
regiments, and a battalien of marines, was ſeat frem England to make an attempt

The dutchy and peerage of Chaulnes. The county of Chaulnes 
had been erected into a dutchy and peerage in 1621, in favour of 


Honors d'Albret, lord of Cadenet, and brother of the conſtable 


de Luines. Lewis Auguſtus d'Albret, the conſtable's great 
grandſon, ſucceeded by intail to the eſtate of Honore d'Albret, 
whoſe ſon died without iſſue ; and as Lewis was not a deſcend- 
ant of Honore, the king granted him a new patent, 

The battle of Falczim upon the Pruth, the 20th of July, 
where the Czar was ſurrounded by the Turks, and had no poſ- 
ſibility of eſcaping z but the avarice of the grand vizir ſaved that 
prince, in ſpite of the remoaſtrances of the king of Sweden, 
who had but juſt joined the army. The moſt important article 
in the treaty betwixt them, was the reſtitution of Aſoph. The 
king of Denmark makes himſelf maſter of Roſtock, the 19th of 
Auguſt. 

The Czar, whom we ſhall have no occaſion to mention again, 
died in 1725. The revolutions occaſioned by the ſucceſſion 
to this great empire, from the deceaſe of that prince to the pre- 
ſent time, are too curious to be omitted. The Czar Alexis, 
who departed this life in 1670, left three ſons ; Foedor (who died 
without iſſue in 1682) John, and Peter. Foedor reigned till the 
day of his death, in 1682; John and Peter reigned jointly after 
him; or rather Peter, who already gave ſtrong preſages of his fu- 
ture deſtiny, reigned alone. John, who was both blind and infirm, 
breathed his laſt in 1696, and left two daughters. Peter the Great 
died in 1725 ; the empreſs Catharine his wife, whoſe great accom- 
pliſnments cancelled the meanneſs of her extraction, ſucceeded 
him in the government of that empire: ſhe deceaſed in 17273 and 
by virtue of the power bequeathed to her by Peter the Great, ſhe 
nominated her grandſon Peter II. her ſucceſſor. Peter II. dy- 
ing in 1730, was ſucceeded by Anne, dutcheſs of Courland,

Thus the empire ſeemed to be perpetuated in the elder branch 


of Alexis: but this regency was not of long continuance; 
for in 1741, Elizabeth and her fon were diſpoſſeſſed of the 


throne; by another Elizabeth, the reigning empreſs, ſecond daugh- 
ter of Peter the Great. This princeſs has declared her ſucceſſor, 
Charles Peter Ulric, duke of Holſtein Gottorp, the ſon of her 
eldeſt ſiſter deceaſed in 1728, whom ſhe cauſed to be named 


great duke of Ruffia in 1742. This prince had been called to 


the crown of Sweden, upon the death of the laſt king, the 
landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel, who died without iſſue by Ulrica, 
the younger ſiſter of Charles XII, to whom he was indebted for 
the crown: but when the throne of Sweden became vacant, 
Charles had been already declared heir to the Ruſſian empire in 
right of his mother, the Czar Peter's eldeſt daughter, and had 
made profeſſion of the Greek religion.

The death of the old duke of Leſdiguieres (Canaples) ; upon 
his deceaſe this dutchy became extinct: it had been erected in 
161 t in behalf of the conſtable of that name, and at the ſame 


time, by a particular grant, in favour of M. de Crequy, his ſon-

That which neither reaſon nor juſtice had hitherto been able 
to obtain, from the obſtinacy of the allies, was at length effected 
by "a court - intrigue. The queen of England opened her eyes, 
and faw how ſhe was beſet by the dutcheſs of Marlborough: 
her faithful ſervants, or thoſe who envied the duke of Marl- 
borough, laid hold of this circumſtance, and demonſtrated to her 
majeſty, that to ſerve the ambitious views of this general, the 
Engliſh bore the whole burden of the war, from which they 


alone received no benefit. Doctor Sacheverel, a clergyman of

lace, 
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Jace, with his diſcourſes from the pulpit. The relations of my 
lord Marlborough were diſmiſſed from court, and his power in

of his command. In the mean while negotiations of peace had 
been ſet on foot in England ; and there were ſeveral conferences 
between Mr. Prior and monſieur Menager *, by which this great 
work was conſiderably advanced, The death of the emperor 
* which happened on the 17th of April, greatly forwarded 
the negotiations. If the dread of an uncertain event was ſuffi- 
cient to kindle a war, with a view of preventing the union af the 
French and Spaniſh monarchies; what could be ſaid to the actual 
union of the empire and Spain under the ſame prince, the arch- 
duke, who had been elected emperor the 12th of October? 
In a word, all theſe conſiderations together, made an im- 
preſſion on queen Anne, who was now reſolved to bring her 
allies into the ſame way of thinking as herſelf, or, if they ſhould 
prove obſtinate, to quit the confederacy. The prbliminaries 
were figned at London in the month of October: the chief ar- 
ticles were that Lewis XIV. ſhould acknowledge the queen of 
Great-Britain, as alſo. the ſucceſſion to the crown, according to 
the preſent eſtabliſhment : that juſt and reaſonable meaſures 
ſhould be taken, to prevent the crowns of France and Spain 
from being united under the ſame prince : that the Dutch ſhould 
have a barrier againſt France : that the empire and the houſe of 
Auftria ſhould alſo have a ſure and proper barrier: that the for- 
tihications of Dunkirk ſhould be demoliſhed upon the concluſion 
of the peace, &c. 
The marquiſate of Antin erected into a dutchy and peerage : 
it was upon this occaſion, and to determine the diſpute between 


the marſhal de Luxemburg and the other dukes and peers, that 


the famous edit of the month of May was publiſhed ; by which 
it is ordained that the new dukes ſhall have rank only from the 
day of their reception, and not from the date of their creation. 


-* Monfieur Menager was deputy of the council of commegge in France; he came 
over into England in 1911, with propoſals of peace, and publiſhed afterwards his me- 
moirs, containing an account of theſe negotiations. 
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Te erection of the dutchy and peerage of Rambouillet, 
with a very remarkable clauſe: Rambouillet was held of the 
king, on account of the tower of the Chatelet, or of the 
county of Paris; and although this county was the firſt ſei- 
gnory in France, that had been reunited to the crown by Hugh 
Capet, yet the king releaſes the land of Rambouillet from this 
dependence, fo as it ſhall be held hereafter of the tower of the 
Louvre,

The opening of the congreſs of Utrecht, the 29th of Janu- 
ary, This famous congreſs, which gave peace to all Europe, 
was not terminated till the year following : the plenipotentiaries 
of all the contending powers repaired to that city, except thoſe 
of the king of Spain, becauſe his title was not acknowledged by 
the allies: the emperor's ambaſſadors were alſo preſent, but 
withdrew as ſoon as the peace was ſigned ; and this prince conti- 
nued the war againſt France by himſelf. The king's miniſters 
were the marſhal d'Huxelles, the abbe de Polignac, and M, 
Menager. The fieur du Theil was ſecretary of the embaſſy: 
but it was the abbe Gautier that ſet the negotiations on foot in 
London. 

The king of Spain transfers the ſovereignty of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands to the elector of Bavaria, and to the heirs of that 
prince. 

The death of the dauphineſs, Mary Adelaid of Savoy, * 
merly dutcheſs of Burgundy, which happened at Verſailles, in 
her fix and twentieth year, on the 12th of February. The 
dauphia ſurvived her but ſix days, and died at Marly on the 18th, 
at the age of thirty. The duke of Britany, the eldeſt of the 
two princes whom he left behind, followed ſoon after, and died 
at Verſailles on the 8th of March, only five years old; the duke 
of Anjou (Lewis XV.) was likewiſe in great danger 

The war afforded nothing remarkable in Spain. The 
enemy made an unſucceſsful attempt upon Venaſco; nei- 
ther were they more ſucceſsful before Cervera or Roſes: the 


town of Gironne having been blockaded by the allies, the mar- 
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uis de Brancas, governor of that place, held out eight months; 
and by his perſeverance obliged them to retire. The king of 
Spain ſent him the order of the Golden Fleece: he was after- 
wards twice ambaſſador to Madrid, was made a grandee of Spain 
in 1729, and a marſhal of France in 1741. 

The campaign in Flanders was the only object worthy of at- 

tention z and indeed the operations on that fide contributed to 
forward the peace. 
The duke of Marlborough is diſmiſſed from all his employments. 
The viciflitudes of this man's life are very extraordinary. He 
had been a favourite of king James II, yet deſerted him ab- 
zuptly, to follow William III, by whom he was afterwards diſ- 
carded. Queen Anne had been moſt liberal of her favours to him 
and his dutcheſs; yet ſhe ſaw him connected with thoſe, who 
uſed all their arts to defeat her pacific intentions: the elector of 
Hanover ſucceeding to queen Anne, reſtored the duke to all 
his poſts : he died the 27th of June, 1722, at the age of 
ſeventy-four, and was interred in Weſtminſter- abbey, in Henry 
VIPs chapel. 

The duke of Ormond commands in Flanders, ,in the room of 
my lord Marlborough. On the 24 of Match, the earl of Albe- 
marle burns ſome forage in the ſuburbs of Arras. The count 


de Broglio becomes maſter of the poſt of VEcluſe, the 3oth of - 


March. He was made marſhal of France in 1734, hereditary 
duke in 1742, and died in 1745. 

Queſnoy ſurrenders to prince Eugene the 4th of July. An engage 
ment between the cavalry of the French and allied armies, on the 
5th of July; the count de Broglio, having paſſed the Scarpe to cover 
the foragers, defeated eight hundred of the enemy's horſe; another 
foraging party of the enemy were beaten the roth, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Valenciennes, The duke of Ormond withdraws his 
troops from the allied army, the 17th of July, A ſuſpenſion of 
arms is proclaimed in the French and Engliſh camps. Dunkirk 
is put into the hands of the Engliſh, on the 19th of July, till 
the concluſion of the peace. Prince Eugene, notwithſtanding 
this ſeparation, lays ſiege to Landrecy. 
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The ſucceſsful temerity of the preceding campaigns had render- 
ed prince Eugene more enterprizing: if he had been attacked at 
Lille, perhaps he would not have been beaten at Denain. 

The affair of Denain. The marfhal de Villars wanted to 
relieve Landrecy ; but finding prince Eugene too ſtrongly en- 
trenched, he derermined to force the poſt of Denain, which 
favoured the paſſage of the enemy's convoys from Marchiennes 
to Landrecy, The buſineſs was to deceive prince Eugene, and to 
threaten his camp at Landrecy, to the end that he might weaken 
that of Denain ; and in this the French general ſucceeded. The 
diſpoſitions previous to that memorable day, which ſaved France 
from ruin, are as much to the honour of this commander, as the vic- 
tory itſelf. Denain was forced the 24th of July; and Marchiennes, 
where the enemy had all their magazines, was carried the 3oth of 
the ſame month. The ſiege of Landrecy was raiſed the 2d of 
Auguſt ; and St. Amand ſurrendered to Albergotti. The marſhal 
de Villars made himſelf maſter of Doway, the 8th of September; 
of Quenoy, the 4th of October ; and of Bouchain, the 19th. 
The ſuſpenſion of arms agreed to by France, Spain, and Eng- 
land, which had been proclaimed at Paris the 24th of Auguſt, 
was prolonged; and a like ſuſpenſion was declared with regard 
to Portugal. 

The king of Spain renounces the crown of France, for him- 
ſelf and his deſcendants, by an act of the 5th of November; 
and, on the other hand, the dukes of Berry and Orleans relin- 
quiſh their pretenſions to Spain. The king's letters patent, 
concerning theſe renunciations, were verified in parliament the 
15th of March the year following:“ When that political law, 
« which has eftabliſhed in the kingdom a certain order of ſuc- 
e cefſion, becomes deſtructive to the body politic, for whoſe 
« ſake it was eſtabliſhed; there is not the leaſt room to 
« doubt but another political law may be made to change 
e this order: and fo far would this Jaw be from oppoſing the 
„former, in the mean it would be conformable to it, ſince

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— The treaty of Araw in Swiſſerland, concluded the 2d of Au- 
+ eu, by the mediation of the count de Luc, extipguiſhes 
he civil broils between the Proteſtant and Catholic cantons: 
the latter ſupported the abbot of St. Gal againſt the inhabitants 
of Tockemburg. 

Louiſa Maria Stuart, daughter of king James II, departs this 
life in her twentieth year, at St. Germains, on the 18th of April. 

Lewis Joſeph, duke de Vendome, ſon of Lewis duke de Ven- 
dome, who was afterwards cardinal, dies at Vignaros in Spain, 
the 11th of June, at fifty-eight years of age: the king of Spain 
granted him the ſame rank, as had been enjoyed by Don John 
of Auſtria; and he was treated as a prince of his family. The 
eminerſt abilities of M. de Vendome in the art of war, together 
with his courage, and good nature, plainly ſhtwed him to be the 
grandſon of Henry IV. 


1713. 

The peace is figned at Utrecht. The different treaties are as 
follow: a barrier treaty between England and Holland, on 
the 29th of January. A treaty concerning the evacuation of 
Catalonia, and the neutrality of Italy, on the 14th of March. 
A treaty with Portugal, touching the ſettlements out of Eu- 
rope, A treaty between the kings of France and Pruſſia; the 
chief articles of which are the 7th, 8th, gth, and 1oth; 
by the 7th and 8th his majeſty in virtue of the power delegated 
to him by the king of Spain cedes the town of Gueldre, &c. to 
the king of Pruflia ; by the gth the king acknowledges him as ſo- 
vereign of Neufchatel and Valengin; by the roth the king 
of Pruſſia renounces all his rights and pretenſions to the prin- 
cipality of Orange; by two other articles, the king pro- 
miſes for himſelf and for the king of Spain, to grant the title 
of majeſty to the king of Pruſſia, who engages on the other 
hand to reſtore the town of Rhimberg to the elector of Co- 
logne. By the treaty with Savoy, the limits of France and Sa- 
voy are determined by the ſummit of the Alps; and his majeſty 
acknowledges the duke of Savoy as king of Sicily, which 
had been ceded to him by the king of Spain. The 4th, 
gth, roth, 12th, and 13th articles of the treaty with Eng- 
and, are important, and agreeable to the rn * ; 
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in the month of October, 1711. By the treaty with Holland, 
the king engages for himſelf and his allies, to deliver up to 
their high mightineſſes, in favour of the houſe of Auſtria, pur- 
ſuant to the treaty of barrier to be concluded between them, 
whatever either he, or his allies, are poſſeſſed of in the Spaniſh 
Netherlands, &c. he likewiſe reſigns the dutchy, town, and 
fortreſs of Luxemburg, with Namur, Charleroy, and Newport, 
and engages to obtain from the elector of Bavaria, a ceſſion of all 
his rights to the Netherlands, on condition that this prince ſhall 
be reſtored to his dominions. The king likewiſe delivered up 
ſeveral other places. All theſe treaties were ſigned the 11th of 
April. The chevalier de St. George made his proteſt againſt 
them the 25th. The peace is ſigned the 13th of July, between 
Spain on the one hand, and Great-Britain and Savoy on the other: 
by this treaty, Gibraltar and Port-Mahon, with the iſland of Mi. 
norca, were ceded for ever to the Engliſh, who likewiſe received 
confiderable advantages with regard to their Weſt-India trade. 
The king publiſhes an edi, the 18th of September, exprel- 

| foe, that the liberty of commerce, ſtipulated in the treaties of 
peace, ſhall not authorize” the proteſtant refugees to return and 


ſettle in France without his permiſſion, nor the new converts to 


© xemave to foreign countries. 
The war with the emperor ORR The marſhal de Vil- 
lats having made himſelf maſter of the towns of Spire, Worms, 
Keyſerlauter, &. without reſiſtance, cauſes Landau to be in- 
veſted by the marſhal de Bezons, the 22d of June, and carries 
it the 20th of Auguſt : he then paſſed the Rhine, and, intend- 
ing to lay ſiege to Friburg, he attacked general Vaubonne (who 
lay between him and that town), and defeated him in his en- 
trenchments, on the 20th of September. The trenches were 
opened before Friburg the 3oth of September, in the night: 
the ſiege was long and painful: there were two principal at- 
tacks, one of the lunette, and the other of the covert-way. The 
regiment of guards diſtinguiſhed themſelves in the Jatter; The 


| baron d'Ars, who was governor of Friburg, finding himſelf un- 


able to defend the town any longer, retired in great haſte with 
the garriſon into the caſtles, the laſt of October, in the night; 


- and the capitulation, for the caſtles and fort, was ſigned the 16th 
of the lame month, The 
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"The marſhal de Villars and prince Eugene repair to Raftadt, 
where the conferences of peace were to be held. 

In Spain, the archdutcheſs ſet fail for Italy, the 18th of 
March, in order to return to Germany, leaving count Starem- 
berg to command the troops, which could not embark at the 
fame time. The count himſelf withdrew from thence, the 10th 
of July : but this did not reftore the tranquillity of Catalo- 
nia; for the city of Barcelona was not taken till the year fol- 
lowing. 

The dake of Bourbon marries the princeſs of Conty ; and the

The king grants the title of hiſtoriographer, and a penſion of 
two thouſand livres, to father Daniel: this author is more impar- 
tial, and better informed than many imagine. 
The emperor Charles VI. ſells the marquiſate of Final and its 
dependencies to the republic of Genoa, for the ſum of fix mil- 
lions of livres, to have and enjoy it with the ſame prerogatives 
as had been poſſeſſed by Charles II, king of Spain, and his pre- 
deceſſors, who wreſted this place from the hquſe of Caretto. 
Final had been taken from Philip V, in the courſe of this war, 
by the powers in allianee with the emperor. 
The enemies of the king of Sweden obtained an order from 
the Porte, to oblige this prince to depart from Bender : upon 
his refuſal he was attacked in his houſe the 12th of Febru- 
ary, and in a manner beſieged. Never did prince run more 
riſæ, or diſplay greater courage. The grand fignior diſavowed 
this violence ; yet the king of Sweden obtained no ſuccours : 
nay, the Muſcovites, that ſame day, made themſclves maſters 
of Frederiekſtadt.

. On the 15th of February, the parliament verifies the king's 

letters patent, publiſhed the rx4th of the ſame month, concern. 
ing the conſtitution Unigenitus, purſuant to the arret of the 

| fame day. 

The treaty of peace ſigned at Raſtadt, the 6th of March, 
by prince Eugene, in the name of the emperor ; and by the mar- 
ſhal de Villars, in behalf of the king. This treaty reſtored 
the German frontier to the terms of the peace of Ryſwick ; 
and the Netherlands were ſettled according to the late 
of Utrecht, It was alſo agreed, that the affairs of Italy ſhould 
be continued in the ſame poſture, as they had been in, fince 
the emperor ſeized the Spaniſh poſſeſſions in that country; 
but his imperial majeſty promiſed to reſtore the princes of Italy, 
ſuch as the dukes of Guaſtalla, Mirandola, &c. to the dominions, 
of which they had been ſtripped during the late war; a juſt 
regulation, but never carried properly into execution. The 
. emperor likewiſe engaged not to diſturb the neutrality of Italy, 
which had been ſettled by the treaty of the 14th of March, 
1713. The eleQtors of Cologne and Bavaria recovered their 
dominions and titles, and the king acknowledged the elec- 
toral dignity in the houſe of Hanover. The eleQtor of Ba- 
varia died in 1726; and his ſon, the emperor Charles VII, in 
174 

. peace is concluded with the empire at Baden in Argaw, 
the 5th of September. It contained nearly the ſame articles, as 
thoſe of the treaty of Raſtadt. The plenipotentiaries on the 
part of the emperor, to whom the princes of the empire had com- 
mitted their intereſts, were prince Eugene, and the counts de 
Goes and de Seilern: for the king, were the marſhal de Villars, 
the count de St. Luc, and M. de St. Conteſt. In this treaty no 
mention was made of Philip V, becauſe the emperor did not 
own him as king of Spain; nor did the latter acknowledge 
Charles VI. as emperor. 

The treaty of peace and commerce betwixt Spain and the Uni- 
.ted Provinces, ſigned at Utrecht the 26th of June. 
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Mary Louiſa of Savoy, queen of Spain, died at Madrid the 
14th of February, in her 28th year; and the king of Spain mar- 
ried a ſecond wife, the princeſs of Parma, on the 24th of De- 
cember. Queen Anne breathed her laſt the 12th of Auguſt, 
and was ſucceeded by prince George Lewis of Brunſwick, duke 
of Hanover. Had theſe two events happened a year ſooner, they 
might have proved a great hinderance to the peace. 

An edict regiſtered in parliament the 2d of Auguſt, by which 
the legitimated princes, and their deſcendants, are called to the 
crown, in failure of the princes of the blood: the 23d of the 
enſuing May was publiſhed a declaration, which not only con- 
firmed this edict, but rendered the legitimated princes equal 
in every reſpect to the princes of the blood. Lewis XV, 
by an edict of the year 1717, repealed that of 1714, as well 
u the declaration of 1715; reſerving nevertheleſs to the le- 
gitimated princes, the honours ſettled by the edict of 17143 
rlerving alſo to a future deciſion, the point of rank in par- 
lament, and of the honours of the court, as far as they 
related to the princes of Dombes and the count d' Eu: but on 
the 26th of Auguſt, 1718, his majeſty publiſhed an edict, in 
a bed of juſtice at the Thuilleries, whereby he revoked not 
only. the edit of 1714, and the declaration of 1715, but 
morever the edict of 1694. The ſame day the king iſſued out 
a declaration, by which the count de Toulouſe was reſtored, 
only during life, to the ſtate he had poſſeſſed by virtue of 
the edict of 1717. At length, by a declaration of 1723, his 
najeſty reſtores the duke du Maine and the count de Toulouſe, 
land after the reſignation of the peerages of the duke du Maine, 
he extends the ſame favour to his children, only during their life) 
to the honours. which they enjoyed in parliament next to the 
princes of the blood, and before the peers; and this by virtue of 
their peerages, even tho' the latter ſhould happen not to be of ſuch 
ancient date, as thoſe of ſome dukes and peers : provided however, 
that when they come to take their ſeat, they ſhall not be at liberty to 
g acroſs the court, a privilege we reſerve only for the princes of the 
lud; nor to be preceded by more than one uſher ; nor ſhall their votes 


be taken otherwiſe than calling them by the name of their peerage, 
| as 
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as hath hitherto been the praftice. The fame year all the ho- 


nours of the court were reftored to the duke du Maine, 
and to the count de Toulouſe. In 1727, the king iſſued 


out the hke patents in favour of the princes of Dombes, 


count d Eu, and the duke de Penthievre; and, in 1745, theſe 
honours were granted to the ſon of the duke de Penthievre, who 
married the princeſs of Modena. | 

On the 3oth of Auguſt the king ſends his will to the parlia- 


ment, with an edi, declaring, that it ſhall be depoſited in 
their rolls, and not opened till after his deceaſe. By this 


teſtamentary diſpoſition, dated the 2d of Auguſt, he eſtabliſhed 
a council of regericy, of which the duke of Orleans was to be 
preſident: the perſon of the young king was committed to 
the tutelage and direction of that council; and the duke du 
Maine was to have the care of his education. The day after 
the king's death, the parliament being afſombled, together with 
the princes of the blood, the peers, and great officers of the 


realm, the title of regent was unanimouſly” conferred on the 


duke of Orleans. 

The taking of Barcellona by the duke of Berwick, reſtored 
tranquillity to Spain: this conqueſt was the work of almoſt a 
whole year, from the obſtinate refiſtance of the beſieged ; the 


| Blockade laſted eleven months, and they reckoned fixty-one days 


open trenches to the r1th of September, when a. general aſſault 
was given to the town, which furrendered the 12th. That 
place. being taken, Philip V. had only to reduce the inhabitants 
of Majorca, who were obliged to fubmit the year r to 
the chevalier d'Asfeld. 

The duke de Berry died at Marly on the 4th of May, in the 
28th year of his age. The chancellor de Pontchartrain retired 
from court, and from the management of public affairs, notwith- 
ſtanding the oppoſition of the king, who loft with reluctance 
ſo great a magiſtrate, and ſo able a miniſter. The vivacity df 
his mind did not deprive him of that peace and ferenity, which he 
knew how to enjoy in ſolitude; and he was greater ſtil 
from his generous retreat, than from the important offices, 
which te had difcharged with fuch ſuperior abilities. . 
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lied December 28, 1727, at the age of eighty-five. M. Vei- 
ſin, the — ſecretary of ſtate, ſucceeded him in the office of 


A — of the knights of Malta, upon the news of a formi- 
dable armament at Conſtantinople : but either it was not the in- 
tention of the grand ſignior to attack that iſland, or he was di- 
verted from this deſign, by hearing that it was in a good poſ- 
ture of defence : his whole efforts therefore fell upon the Vene- 

The king of Sweden having traverſed Germany incognito, ar- 
rived at Stralſund the 22d of November, in the morning, attended 
only by three officers. This prince, whom we ſhall have no 
more occaſion to mention, was killed, in 1718, at the fiege 
of Frederickſtadt : what happened after his death, with regard 
to the ſucceiſion, is too curious to be omitted, though it does 
not belong to this reign. Charles XII. left two ſiſters : Hed- 
wig, the eldeſt, who had been married to the duke of Holſtein, was 
excluded from the crown, being conſidered as a ſtranger, by not 
reſiding in the kingdom: her ſiſter Ulrica eſpouſed Frederic, 
landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel, with the conſent of the nation, 
who called her to the ſucceflion of her brother; but ſhe 
choſe to have the crown ſettled on her huſband, and accordingly 
he was elected, upon her renunciation; with this proviſo, that 
if they had children, theſe ſhould ſucceed to the crown; other- 
wiſe, the kingdom was to become elective. After a courſe of 
years, when they had no iſſue, nor a probability of any, the 
nation aſſerted its right, and nominated a ſuceeſſor: this was 
the duke of Holſtein, grandſon of Hedwig, and ſon of the 
princeſs Anne, daughter of the Czar Peter the Great. But as 
be had been declared grand duke of Muſcovy, in right of his 
mother, by the empreſs Elizabeth, who had no children, he was 
obliged to renounce the Swediſh election; and the Swedes caſt 
their eyes on Adolphus Frederic, deſcended from a younger 
branch of the dukes of Holſtein; this prince had no manner 
of right to the crown, yet ſucceeded Frederic, landgrave 
of Heſſe-Caſſel, who died in 1751. The grand fignior, hav- 
ing concluded a peace with Muſcovy and Poland, fell with 

his 
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Fon united force upon the Venetians, and diſpoſſeſſed them of 
the Morea. 

The diſgrace of the princeſs Orſini, who went to meet the 
queen fifteen leagues from Madrid, but received orders forthwith 
to depart the kingdom of Spain. 

The barony of Frontenay created a dutchy and peerage, by 
the name of Rohan-Rohan: the erection of this peerage had 
been made already in 1626, but the letters patent were not 
regiſtered, 

The vifcounty of Joyeuſe erected into a dutchy and peerage, in 
favour of the prince d*Epinoy : it is extinct. 

The Engliſh ambaſſador “ made loud complaints againſt the 
works, which Lewis XIV. had ordered to be carried on at the har- 
bour of Mardyke: he demanded a particular audience on the 
occaſion, which was granted him, and he ſpoke to the king 
with more warmth than decency : his majeſty did not interrupt 


him in his harangue; but when it was ended, he ſaid to him, 


Monſieur Pambaſſadeur, I have always been maſter at home, and 
ſometimes abroad; do not put me in mind of this circumſtance. 


1715. 
The congreſs of Utretcht concluded with the treaty between 


Spain and Portugal, ſigned the 13th of February : the barrier 


treaty between the emperor and the Dutch, which the miniſters of 
thoſe powers were ſettling at Antwerp, was not determined till the 
15th of November, 

The chevalier d'Asfeld landed in Majorca the 16th of June, 
and completed the reduction of that iſland the 2d of July, by 
the ſurrender of Palma, the capital. 

The king grants an audience to the Perſian ambaſſador the 
19th of February. The arrival of the envoys from Tripoli. 
The alliance with the Catholic cantons and the Valais, re- 
newed by the count du Luc on the gth of May. This treaty 


contains thirty-five articles, and is much the ſame, as that which 


* The earl of Stair, 
was 
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was figned in 1663, with all the cantons: the 5th article 
deſerves particular notice; the king engages thereby to grant 
ſuccours to the Catholic cantons, in caſe they ſhould be moleſted 
by any foreign power; and even to aſſiſt the weaker againſt 
the ſtronger, if there ſhould happen to be any diviſion in Swiſſer- 
land. 

The marquiſate of Hoſtun had been created a dukedom 
in 1712, in favour of the marſhal de Tallard : this duke- 
dom he reſigned to his ſon Joſeph, upon the occaſion of that 
young nobleman's marriage in 1713, to the daughter of the 
zince de Rohan: the king grants new letters patent to the 
ſon, by which the title of Hoſtun is raiſed to a dutchy and 


peerage. 

The council of diſpatches paſs a decree, that the Jeſuits ſhall 
be at liberty to reſume their eſtates, till the age of thirty- 
three: M. Chauvelin (afterwards keeper of the ſeals) was pre- 
ident of the council. | 

On the 12th of Auguſt, the people about court began to 
perceive that the king was out of order: he had a pain in his 
lg and thigh, which the phyſicians treated as a ſciatica. From 
that day he did not ftir out of his apartment: he intended to re- 
ey the gendarms, whe were drawn up in the outer court of 
the palace of Verſailles ; but his health not permitting him, he 
appointed the duke du Maine to make this review the 22d of 
Auguſt, in the champ de Mars near Marly. The dauphin, 
dreſſed in his uniform, came to ſee the troops after the re- 
view ; and the duke of Orleans ſaluted him at the head of the 
gendarms of Orleans. 

The death of Lewis the great on the firſt of September: 
he was worthy of this name independently of all his con- 
queſts, | 

It has been juſtly obſerved, that the reigns of Auguſtus and 
Lewis XIV. reſemble each other, in the concourſe of great men 
of all kinds, who diſtinguiſhed thoſe æras: yet we are not to 
imagine that this was merely the effect of chance; for if two 
reigns have a very great reſemblance, it is becauſe they have 
been attended with nearly the ſame circumſtances. Thoſe two 

Princes 
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princes bath freed themſelves from a civil war; and-this happened 
at a time, when the people, conſtantly in arms, and bred in the 
midſt of danger, with their heads full of the boldeſt deſigns, 
ſaw nothing they could not obtain; at a time when a continual 
ſucreſſion of happy and unhappy events . enlarged their ideas, 
ſtrengthened the mind by putting it to the proof, increaſed its 
activity, and gave it that deſire of glory, which never fails to pro- 
duce great things. 
In this ſituation Auguſtus and Lewis XIV. found the world. 
Julius Cæſar had rendered himſelf the maſter of it, and pre- 
pared the way for Auguſtus: Henry IV. had conquered his 
own kingdom, and was the grandfather of Lewis XIV. There 
was much the ſame ferment in the minds of their ſubjects: the 
people, of both the one and the other, had been for the moſt part 
foldiers ; and the captains heroes. To ſuch tempeſtuous times, 
and inteſtine broils, ſucceeded a calm, the effect of united 
authority : the pretenſions of the republicans, and the fooliſh 
enterprizes of the ſeditious being defeated, the power remained in 
the hands of a ſingle perſon; and thoſe two princes obtained the 
' ſupreme authority, though by different titles, ſince Auguſtus 
was no better than an ufurper. They had now no other 
employment, but to render that ferment uſeful to the ſtate, 
which had hitherto only contributed to the unhappineſs of 
the public: their genius and particular character, had here a 
near reſemblance, as well as the ages in which they lived. 
They were both actuated by ambition, and the love of glory; 
both were heroes without raſhneſs, enterprizing without being 
adventurers : both had. been expoſed to the ſtorms of a civil war; 
both had commanded their armies in perſon ; and both knew 
how to conquer and to pardon. In peace they alſo reſembled 
each other in a certain air of grandeur, in their magnif- 
cence, and liberality: each of them poſlefſed that natu- 
ral taſte, that happy inſtinct, neceſſary to know and to 
diſtinguiſh thoſe fit to be employed : their miniſters thought 
like them; and Mecznas protected under Auguſtus, as Colbert 
did under Lewis, all the diſtinguiſhed geniuſes of Rome and 
France. In ſhort, both happening to be born in the ſame 
month, 
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*onth, they both died almoſt at the ſame age: and to add 
to the glory of their reigns, no other princes ever ruled ſo 
By how many means was it neceſſary for nature to prepare 
two ſuch illuflrious ages! The ſame cauſe that had produced 
great men in war, gave birth to ſublime geniuſes in the 
uts and ſciences ; emulation took place of rebellion ; their minds 
xccuſtomed to independency, ſought for it only in the ſalutary 
tens of philoſophy ; it was no longer the queſtion, to op- 
pole their equals, but to render themſelves admired; the ſu- 
. Wl periority acquired by arms, was reſigned for that given by 
e mental abilities; in a word, the ſame concurring circumſtances 
„e uſhered into the world the reigns of Auguſtus and of Lewis 


uy. 
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E hall finiſh this work with ſome EN on the thin 
\ race, as we have done on the two former. 

' Thoſe who find the Greek and Roman hiſtories more intereſting 
than ours, do not ſufficiently diſtruſt the prejudices of infancy; 
this would have been pardonable before the appearance of our 
good hiſtorians ; but at preſent, if they compare, for example, what 
M. de Thou has written of our hiſtory with that of Rome by 
Titus Livy ; they muſt acknowledge, that we are neither infe- 


rior in the merit of our writers, nor in the variety and fingularity 


of the events, in the greatneſs of the perſonages, their magnif. 
cence, their gallantry, nor even in the marvellous, in which 
laſt theſe two authors, and particularly M. de Thou, are leaf 
worthy of excuſe. But ancient hiſtory is connected with a r. 
ligion, embelliſhed with fable, and by poetry, that has been the 
ſtudy of our youth. The prodigies of our times ſeem abſurd t 
us, while we pleaſe ourſelves with the old tales, which we no 
longer believe: Greece recals more agreeable ideas than Swabia c 
Pannonia; and Troy and Carthage ſeem to have greater dignity 
thanTolbiac and Orleans; becauſe the Iliad and the Æneid are fine 
poems, than thoſe of Clovis and the Maid of Orleans. Ye 
whoever reads our hiſtory with a philoſophic eye, will find tha 
it teaches as great a knowledge of the human heart, that it 24 
fords as much improvement in reſpe& to manners, and that it exhi 
bits as many rules of conduct as any hiſtory of the ancients: 
beſides, France will appear ſo much greater, as it never had feeble 
enemies to contend with; as the marine of the ancients, deſtitute 
only children's play, when compared with ou 
naval battles ; as the progreſs of commerce has opened to us nen 
worlds, of which the ancients had not the leaſt idea; and as w: 
ought to intereſt ourſelves in the events of our hiſtory, in pro- 

portion as the whole globe expands itſelf to our view. 
I fay nothing of the progreſs of the arts and ſciences which we 
ſe increaſe, in propartion as the authority of our kings became 
1 confirmed 
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canfirmed ; nor of the flouriſhing ſtate of literature, which fps 
» 4 luſtre on our conqueſts, at the ſame time its > AY w 
owing to our arms, ſubjects ſo proper for the embelliſhment 5 
boy. Charlemain, Francis I, and Lewis XIV, gave us 
is as glorious, as every thing we repeat of the republic of 
i Greece and Rome, and of the empire of the Cæſars. Let us then, 
without abandoning the ſtudy of ancient hiſtory, to which we 
„. inyited by the celebrated authors, who have tranſmitted it 
5 down to us, love to ſtudy our own ; I ſhall give no other mo- 
J tives to this, but thoſe of curiolity and pleaſure; though I might 
add, the duty incumbent on all men, of being inſtructed in the 
laws; manners, and cuſtoms of their native country. 

As the form of this work has not permitted me to expatiate 
oo every particular, I ſhall here recollect ſome of thoſe, that ap- 
"Wl peared to me the moſt important, and ſhall include them all under 
the general idea of the plan which our kings have formed, to put 
ep to uſurpations in every branch of government, with reſpect 
to 4 the army, the eccleſiaſtical affairs, in which the ſe- 
to Wo pover is concerned, the great fiefs, &c, Let us begin 

adminiſtration of juſtice, an article of the higheſt im- 
portance, and which moſt demands a particular diſcuſſion. 

Our kings had great difficulties to encounter in reſtoring the 
"I gal authority, which was almoſt annihilated. They were obliged 
"TW to alter the prejudices and cuſtoms of a whole nation, a taſk 
more arduous perhaps than that of conquering it. The kingdom 
5 of France, as we have already obſerved, was held at that time 

cording to the feudal law, being governed like a great fief, ra- 
ther than like a monarchy. This abuſe was owing to the uſurpa- 
tion of the great lords: and how extraordinary ſoever it may ap- 
pear to us at preſent, yet it is eaſy to perceive, that ſuch was 
the form of our government at the beginning of the third race; 
if we conſider, that there were three eſſential points, wherein 
the political laws of the ſtate were agreeable to thoſe by which 
the fiefs were adminiſtered. 15. The majority of our kings did 
not begin, no more than that of feudal poſſeſſions, till the age 
of twenty-one years complete : witneſs St. Lewis, who being 
„rn dhe 25th of April, 1215, was not declared of age till the 

25th of * 1236 ; though he 71 v his father, Lewis 
. 1 VII, 


: 
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VIII, in the month of November, 1226. 2. Our kings held 
fiefs of their own ſubjects: this abuſe was aboliſhed, as we have 
explained in the reign of Philip I. 3% That the kingdom was 
governed, during the ſpace of very near three hundred years, 
after the manner of a great fief, appears from this, that even 
late in the thirteenth century, the vaſſal, who charged the ting 
with denying him the judgment of his court, that is, with refuſing 
to let the difference between them be decided there, was en. 


titled to maintain his right by force of arms, and even to com- 
pel his rear-vaſlals to join with him againſt their common ſove- 
reign. | 

It muſt be allowed, that theſe uſages are not agreeable to 
our preſent notions of a monarchical government. To reduce 
things to the ſtate they had been in under Charlemain, was the 
work cf prudence and time. Nay, this prince himſelf would 
have found it very difficult to effe& this change ; if, upon com- 
ing to the crown, the regal authority had been diſmembered in 
the manner it was at the acceflion of Hugh Capet. Hence it 


- 


could not be the work of a ſingle prince; and we may affirm, 


that till the reign of Philip the Fair, who inſtituted the parlia- 
ments; and thereby eſtabliſhed the juſt authority of the ſove. 
rcign, every one of his predeceſſors contributed fo this deſign, 

As the adminiſtration of juſtice is the ſtrongeſt tie between the 
people and the ſovereign, the chief point our kings had in view, 
was to reſcue this juriſdiction out of the hands of their ſubjects, 
by whom it had been ufurped. 

- Under our kings of the firſt race, and for a long time under 
thoſe of the ſecond, the dukes and counts, as governors in the pro- 
vinces, were poſſeſſed of the adminiftration throughout their re- 
ſpective dutchies or counties. They conferred the military benefices, 
when a vacancy happened; and they gave judgment in the laſt re- 
ſort, upon the appeals of the centenarii, who were the ordinary 
judges appointed by the king : but this they did by the authority of 
the ſovereign, who ſtill held the ſupreme juriſdiction. They 
cauſed money to be coined in the king's name; publiſhed all 
ſorts of regulations and grants; and raiſed the neceſſary ſup- 
plies for the public ſervice. In a word, whatever related to the 
royal demeſne, to the adminiftration of juſtice, to the police, and

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© the revenue, was under their direction; each perſon ated in 
bis own government; and all of them under the ſanRion and 
vas authority of the king, as his lieutenants and officers. 


is, When thoſe dukes and counts, taking advantage of the weak- 
en Wes of the government, had appropriated their offices, and 
"8 Mihaoged them into hereditary eſtates, they continued in poſſeſ- 
"> Won of thoſe privileges. Then all the marks of the royal autho- 
ity were effaced in the provinces, except thoſe which Hugh 


— 


we (apet poſſeſſed, as duke and count, upon his coming to the 
© aown; and in the room of thoſe marks of regal — was 
R wbſtituted the ſeigniorial juriſdiction, 


The firſt attempt our kings made to prevent the great lords 
fom being any longer abſolute maſters of the lives and property 
their ſubjects, was to ſend into thoſe very provinces, as we have 
dſerved elſewhere, commiſſioners, called mifſi dominici, in the na- 
ture of thoſe who were appointed under the firſt and ſecond race; 
hut with this difference, that the former were appointed by the king 
b inquire into the conduct of his own judges; whereas the latter 
were ſent to examine the lords, who had uſurped the royal jurifdic- 
ton. Theſe new commiſſioners, at that time ſtiled judges of the ex- 
nt, were to be a check to the lords, to inſpect their behaviour, 
he ud to receive the complaints of ſuch as happened to be oppreſſed ei- 

ther by them, or by their deputies ; they were alſo to redreſs thoſe 
\ {uſes in a ſummary manner, if poſſible; or elſe to refer the 

" Meomplainants to the king's wu aſſizes. See the reign of Les 
tte Fat, 

Theſe commiſſioners were too great a reſtraint to the inde 


bf pendency of the lords, not to meet with oppoſition; in ſhort, 
2 the latter exerted themſelves in ſuch a manner, that no more 
. onmiſſioners were ſent into the provinces. Bs | 

ry In the mean while the royal authority was dwindling away tp 


ir onthing, and vaſſals ſucceeded in the place of ſubjects ; for a peo · 
ple who might take up arms againſt the king in the cauſe of 
Meir lords, and who, to defend their property, knew no other 
court of juriſdiction, than that of thoſe ſame lords, could no 
he longer be deemed ſubjects. 
nd The ſhorteſt-way, no doubt, would have been to aboliſh all 
to e ee courts, and deliver them up to tie king; but 
U 2 this 
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this could not be effected: there remained therefore two ex- 
pedients; the firſt was tö diminiſh the extent and authority 
of thoſe juriſdictions, either by no longer ſuffering them 


to take cognizance of ſeveral ſorts of cauſes, or by admitting 


of appeals to the royal juriſdictiom; the ſecond was to depriye 
them, at leaſt of the exerciſe of the judicative power, when they 


| — d not e ouch the power itſelf. This diminiſhed their weight 


and authority; for there is a wide difference between a perſon'z 
ordering juſtice to be adminiſtered in his name, and adminiſter- 
ing it himſelf: the people know only their judge, and go no 
higher; but when the lords themſelves exerciſe the judiciary 


power, that is, adminiſter juſtice in perſon, they have every re- 


quiſite to command obegience. 
The fiſt expedient therefore deviſed by our kings, to ſupply 


the place of the miſſi dominici, or commiſſioners, whom the great 
lords would no longer admit, was to create high-bailiffs in the 


towns reunited tothe crown, which were only four, at the time of 
this eſtabliſhment, . all the other towns and bailiwicks in France le- 
longing to the dukes and counts. Theſe four high-bailiwicks were 
Vermandois, Sens, Macon, and Saint-Pierre-le-Mouſtier. Upon 
the creation of thoſe officers, the buſineſs was to employ them in 
ſuch a manner, that they might have it in their power to take 
cognizance of ſome. cauſes in the towns ſubject to the juriſdiction 
of the lords. For this purpoſe were contrived the royal caſes, that 
is, thoſe in which the king was intereſted ; for this expreſſion 
did not extend as yet to what we underſtand at preſent by rial 
caſes, in which the public is equally concerned. The preten- 
ſion for thoſe royal caſes, of which the bailiffs were to be 
judges, was, that as diſputes frequently aroſe on the lands or 
eſtates of the nobility, in which theking was intereſted, it did nut 
feem proper that he fhould apply to hrs ſubjefts and waſſals for juſtice; 
but it was highly reaſonable, that his own judges ſhould take 


cognizance of them: now it is eaſily underſtood, that thoſe royal 


caſes were more or leſs extended, in proportion to the greatet 
or leſſer power of the nobility ; that the greateſt reſumptions 


were made, where the lords were weakeſt ; and when they were 


obſtinate, the king was obliged to have patience. As ſoon ® 


a town was reunited to the royal demeſne, it became a royal 


' juriſdictios, 


A 
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juriſdiction, though it had been held before of another lord, 


ho notwithſtanding received no indemnity ; and immediately 
a new bailiff was appointed, who, by the privilege of royal 


caſes, drew all the ' cauſes: he could from the courts of the 
neighbouring lords. We have an edict of the year 1190, by 
which Philip Auguſtus, being poſſeſſed of a larger territory than 
his predeceſſors, appointed bailiffs in all the principal towns. 
Thus by the inſtitution of thoſe officers, the firſt deſign was ob- 
tained, namely, that of diminiſhing, as much as poſſible, the 
juriſdiftion of the nobility. _ 

The method of appeal was ftill another more effectual way of 
reducing the uſurped authority of the lords, ſince the royal 
caſes could not extend to every point; whereas the appeal 
was general; and a judge, whoſe deciſions can be amended, 
loſes great part of his power; while the perſon, who has a right 
to amend them, is poſſeſſed of the real authority. The way 
this was effected, is as follows. 

The firſt pretext was the default of law, If the great lords 
refuſed to do juſtice ; the way was to apply to the royal judges, 
fer viam querele. Again, if thoſe lords determined contrary 
to the feudal law, this was another caſe of appeal. It is obvious, 
that this ſecond caſe muſt have been very extenſive, ſince every man 
who loſt his cauſe, was ſure to alledge, that judgment had been 
given contrary to law. But it is not to be imagined, that this 
was the method of proceeding in regard to all the great lords. 
Some were ſo conſiderable, as to determine in the laſt. reſort, and 
without appeal. The duke of Normandy, and the count 56 
Toulouſe, carried their prerogatives to this pitch; and a great 
while afterwards, when the dukes no longer adminiſtered juſ- 
tice in perſon, but had courts where cauſes were determined in 
their name, the dukes of Normandy til} preſerved this privi- 
lege: the court of exchequer in that province was as abſolute 
in its deciſions as the parliament of Paris. Hence it is expreſly 
mentioned by Lewis Hutin, in the charter granted to the Nor- 
mans in 1315, notwithſtanding this province was then reunited 
o the crown, that purſuant to the ancient cuſtom of Normandy, 
bo cauſe whatever, after it has been tried in the court of ex- 
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chequer, ſhall be removed upon any account to the — 
of Paris, even before the king in perſon ; nor ſhall the Normans 
be ſummoned before this tribunal for facts committed in that 
dukedom: and the reaſon is, the dukes of Normandy were poſ. 
ſeiled of greater power in their own. territories than the king 
himſelf; ſince the king ſuffered lords in his dominions, who had 
ſubordinate courts of juriſdiction ; whereas under the dukes of the 
Norman race, or of the houſe of Anjou, no lord whatever was poſſeſſed 
of high juriſdiction, or of the power of determining all civil and crimi- 
nal cauſes throughout that province: which is the reaſon, that to 
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this very day, we ſee ſo few ſeigniorial courts of high juriſdiction 


in Normandy. 

It was not the ſame in regard to the dukes of Guienne and 
Burgundy. Towards the decline of the thirteenth century, it 
was a very common practice to appeal to parliament, from the 
ſeneſchals of the dukes of Guyenne. This is fully proved 
by the letters patent of Philip the Hardy, in the month of 
June, 1283, whereby he grants to Edward, king of England, 
duke of Aquitaine, all the fines, forfeitures, and other penalties, 
_ which ſhall be decreed in parliament, with reſpect to that province; 
as alſo in thei caſes of appeal from the ſentences awarded by the ſe- 
neſchals of the faid king of England in Gaſcony, and in the 
territories of Agenois, Query, Perigord, Limoſin, and Nain- 
tonge. An appeal was likewiſe allowed from the courts of the 
duke of Burgundy, to a royal bailiwick, and from thence to the 
king. This appears ſufficiently from a declaration given by Charles 
 oF#Erance, regent of the kingdom, during the impriſonment of 
king John his father: there it is mentioned, that before the 
county of Macon was annexed to the crown, by the acquiſition 
which:St.:Lewis made of it, in 1283, the count de Macon and 
bis ſubjects, as alſo the archbiſhop, dean and chapter, and inha- 
hitants of Lyons; the biſhop and chapter of Macon, the biſhop 
and chapter of Chalons, the abbots of Fontiny, (Tournus) and 
Cluny; the duke of Burgundy, who is a peer of France, the count 
de Fareſt, the lord of Beaujeu, their lands and their ſubjects, 
Vere all dependent on the caſtle and caſtellany of St. Jengoul: 
and iliut in erder to take cguixance 27 cauſes ſubjet to the ſovereigu 
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juriſliction, to hear and to determine them, our lords the kings of 
France were accuſtomed, time immemorial, to have a royal baili- 
wick and bailiff in the ſaid place, who were called the bailiwick 
and-bailiff of Fengoul. From whom they occaſionally appealed 
to the parliament of Paris, and to no other court. 

It appears therefore, that the juriſdiction of the lords was cur- 
tailed, either by the caſes withdrawn from their cognizance, 
or by appeals: we muſt now examine in what manner thoſe 
appeals were made, which will not be the leaſt curious part of 
the preſent diſquiſition. 

The dukes and counts growing tired of adminiſtering juſtice 
in perſon, appointed lieutenants, or deputies, to try cauſes in 
their room, ſtill indeed reſerving to themſelves, the privilege of 
holding the aſſizes or court of ſeſſions: but finding it diſagreea- 
ble afterwards to hold even thoſe aſſizes, they committed the 
care thereof to a bailiff, who became the ſuperior judge, to 
whom appeal might be made from the lieutenant or viſcount. 
It was from the deciſions of this bailiff, that appeals were 
made to the royal officer of that name: when the former had 
abſolutely deviated from the rules of juſtice, or when the grievance 
was clear and manifeſt, and the injuſtice evident, recourſe was 
had to the royal bailiff; as afterwards to the parliament, when 
it became a ſedentary court, and concerned itſelf only about pri- 
vate cauſes. The complainant therefore prefented his petition, 
not againſt the defendant, but againſt the judge himſelf, to the 
end that he might come and give an account of his conduct, and 
the motives of his award. It behoved the inferior magiſtrate to 
maintain the equity of his ſentence, againſt the party who had 
appealed, or ſummoned him before the royal judge; and from 
thence is derived the word appeal, 

As thoſe appeals were not admitted, but in cafes, where the 
judge was charged in the petition with that fort of miſdemeanor, 
which is called /ata culpa que dolo equiparatur, the affair be- 
came perſonal in regard to the judge appealed. If the fact was 
proved, he was puniſhed by the ſame arret, which contained 
his ſentence; if the appellant could not prove the fact, he was 
condemned in a ſine, and obliged to pay coſts and charges of 
K | | | 
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In proceſs. of time this rigour was abated, ſo that they made 
leſs difficulty in receiving petitions of appeal upon the ſlighteſt 
fats, and ſometimes upon a general charge of injuſtice. The 
judges finding themſelves leſs intereſted in this fort of petitions, 
took leſs notice of them; and then the party, in whoſe favour 


they had determined, endeavoured to maintain the equity of the 


deciſion : nay, it was afterwards ordained, that the parties them- 
ſelves ſhould be ſummoned to ſupport the award: and when the 
multiplicity of buſineſs increaſed to ſuch a height, that the par- 
liament found it neceſſary to ſit all the year; as it was impoſ- 
ſible for the provificial judges to be all that time attending the 
court, in order to account for their deciſions, there were rolls 
made for every province, ſo that the reſpective bailiff or ſeneſchal 
was obliged to attend the court upon a call of the rolls, and to 
afiſt at all the pleadings, in order to ſtate the reaſons of each award, 
From that time they ceaſed to ſummon the judges upon every 
affair; the publication of the roll, or regiſter of the province, 
being a general citation, The former kind of ſummons {till 
ſubſiſts, in regard to the caſe which originally introduced it: 
when there is any fact perſonally relating to the judge, permiſ- 
ſion is given, upon a petition/ preſented to that effect, and 
according to the nature of the charge, to cite the judge in his 
own name, and to make him a party, But while we have ſtill 
retained the cuſtom of ſummoning the judges in certain caſes, 
for the good of the public, and to bind them to their duty ; we 
have with juſt reaſon laid aſide the practice of making them aſ- 
fiſt at the pleadings, where the party, who maintains the equity 
of the ſentence, is fummoned in perſon, and has an intereſt in 
maintaining its validity, 

We have been ſomewhat diffufe upon the hiſtory of theſe 
appeals; let us now return to our main point. The introduc- 
tion of appeals was one of the principal means to weaken the 
juriſdiction of the lords, who not only ſuffered in their judiciary 
capacity, but likewiſe in their general authority, the prerogative 
of adminiſtering juſtice being without all manner of doubt, as 
Loyſeau obſerves, the fureſt ſupport of the ſovereign power. 
By this means, the lords were indirectly abridged of the privi- 
ep of enaQing laws, inaſmuch as the parliament neither fol. 

lowed, 
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Dwed, nor approved of their ordinances, in the determination of 
cauſes, 

The ſame reaſon which made the dukes and counts relinquiſh 
the exerciſe of the judiciary power, induced the royal bailiffs 
to follow their example. As the king did not appoint gentle- 
men of the law to this important office, but fome of the chief 
lords of his court, their military employments under the 
crown would not permit them to diſcharge the office of bai- 
lifs, and therefore they nominated others to act as their 
lieutenants. But when they wanted afterwards to reſume 
that part of their office, the king perceiving that the admi- 
niſtration of juſtice in the hands of thoſe lords would ren- 
der them too confiderable, and might endanger their loyalty, 
ſoas to tempt them to ſhake off the yoke of obedience, as had 
been the caſe already in regard to the dukes and counts; the 
king, I ſay, for that reaſon would not permit them to reſume 
their judiciary function, but appointed proper judges to diſcharge 
that part of their office. (Ordinance of Philip the Fair, 1287.) 

Thus far have we given a ſummary illuſtration of ſome of the 
principal points of our public law: we ſhall now proceed to two 
other articles, which are no leſs curious, namely, the nature of 
the king's demeſne, and the ſale of offices. 

Itis a ſtanding maxim in France, that the crown lands are ina- 
lienable ; and it is a miſtake to believe, that it was only ſince 


the reign of Philip the Hardy, when the cuſtom of appanages - 


began to be better known, (/ce the year 1283) that our ſovereigns 
ceaſed to have a power of alienating their demeſne. 

This miſtake may be owing to the following fact, that till 
the reign of Philip the Hardy, the kings of France did alienate 
or diſpoſe of their demeſnes ; but this alienation for the general 


only regarded their children: and if we meet with ſome other 


alienations, made in favour of perſons who were not of the 
royal family, this does not at all prove that the crown lands are 


alienable. 
When we find that our kings granted ſome apportion- 


ments of land to their daughters, we muſt examine carefully, 


whether thoſe lands conſtituted a part of the royal demeſne; 
for if they were only private property, this is no argument 
at 
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at all of the alienability in queſtion, Lewis the Debonnaire 
(Thegan, Perard, collection of pieces towards a hiſtory of Burgun- 
Y was ſo magnificent, and of ſo generous a diſpoſition, that he 
gave away lands and ſegniories to ſeveral lords of his court ; but 
they had formerly belonged to his grandfather or great grandfa- 
ther. Charles the Bald (Perard) did the ſame z but the grants he 
made, were his own property, belonging to him jure proprie- 
tarid; from whence we may conclude, that our kings of the firſt 
and ſecond: race had a private demeſne or-patrimony, of which 
they were maſters; and when we fce them diſpoſing of theſe 
demeſnes, as well as ſome of our kings of the third race, who 
bad alſo a private patrimony, res juris neftri, res proprictatis 
naſtræ, we muſt not, imagine, that the royal demeſne was 
alienable., But to | underſtand this matter rightly, it ſhould 
be obſerved, that our kings had two ſorts of demeſnes, one of 
which. belonged to their crown, and the other, as du Moulin 
phraſes it, to their perſon. The latter continued to be the 
priyate property of the prince, and were not annexed _ to the 
crown, upon his acceſſion.” But by the ordinance of Moulins, 
in 1566, it was -ordained, that the prince's demeſne, upon his 
coming: to the crown, ſhould be annexed thereto by law at 
the expiration of ten years; a proof that before this time there 
were demeſnes, which were not-reunited to the crown. 

There are, ſays Pontanus in his commentary on the cuſtom 
of Blois: (this Pontanus lived in 1439, and wrote agreeably to 
the cuſtom, that had obtained in the preceding centuries, and 
was ftill in force in his time:) There are, ſays he, two ſorts of 
c demeſnes, one belonging to the crown, the other to the prince; 
<« the former is inalienable, the king having only the ſimple admi- 
« niſtration of it, as huſbands, fathers, and prelates, have the bare 
c adminiſtration of the eſtates of their wives, their children, and 
„their churches ; they have no power to diſpoſe thereof, for 
1c the benefit of individuals, either in the nature of grant 
*© or otherwiſe ; on the contrary, they are obliged to preſerve it 
intire, and tranſmit it undiminiſhed to their ſucceſſors ; but 
« with. regard to the prince's demeſne, which he defines to be 
« that ariſing from acqueſt or ſucceſſion, he is ſo far maſter 
& thereof, that he may diſpoſe of it at his will and pleaſure.” 
"I Du 
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Du Moulin goes further, and ſays, that even if the king were to 
confound his private with his public patrimony, and had ſuffered 
the revenue of both to be received, and adminiſtered by the ſame 
officers, this would not however effectuate a reunion, which 
could not be done tacitly, but, on the contrary, muſt be made in 
a ſolemn manner by public inſtruments, It is obvious that this 
muſt have been antecedent to the ordinance of Moulins. 

From what has been ſaid, I think it has been ſufficiently 
proved, that our kings had private demeſnes, and that their 
power of alienating theſe, is no argument at all of their having 
the ſame liberty with regard to the crown lands. Vet allowing 
the diſtinction of theſe two patrimonies, examples, you will ſay, 
may be produced, of an alienation of the royal demeſne, made 


in favour of private perſons. But I anſwer, that the law does not 
ceaſe to be obligatory by being violated ; now it is a fundamental 


law of the ſtate, that the royal demeſne is inalienable ; which 
remains for me to prove, and is the chief object of this article. 
Of what uſe would it have been to reunite demeſnes to the 
crown, if it were not to hinder them from being ever ſeparated 
again? Thus No mandy conquered by Philip Auguſtus, Artois 
acquired by his marriage, the dukedom of Burgundy fallen by 
ſucceſſion to king John, the county of Toulouſe inherited by the 
deſcendants of St. Lewis, (in conſequence of the. marriage be- 
tween the heireſs of that county and Alphonſus brother of 
that king,) the county of Champagne acquired by the exchange, 
which Philip of Valois made with the daughter of Lewis Hutin ; 
all thoſe fiefs were annexed to the crown, to prevent their being 
ever ſeparated. from it again, It is therefore the reunion of 
the fiefs to the crown, that operates their inalienability, be- 
eauſe the royal demeſne is inalienable; and a ſtrong inſtance 
thereof is the annexing of the dutchy of France to the crown, 
at the time of the election of Hugh Capet. 

Such has been the doctrine of this kingdom time immemorial. 
It was cuſtomary, ſays Giannone, to give the name of the partrimo- 
ny of the prince to the lands or eſtates which belonged to him in 
private property, and did not depend on the crown; in order 


'to. diſtinguiſh, them from the patrimony of his ſubjects, as well 


25 from that of the fiſc or treaſury, which was called facrum pa- 
2 trimonium 
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trimotinm: (fee the code, I. 12.) But without loſing time in quo. 
ting ancient authorities, let us keep to more modern proofs, 
which exhibit the chain and tradition of theſe principles. 

How came the parliament of Paris ſo vigorouſly to oppoſe the 
regiſtering of the letters patent publiſhed by Henry IVth the 13th 
of April, 1590, and the 1 3th of December, 1576, in which he de- 
clared his intention of holding his private patrimony ſeparate and 
independent of the crown; if it was not from an opinion, that 
as foon as his patrimony was reunited, it became inalienable ? 
The more this prince ſeemed to be under a neceflity of felling 
his own demeſnes, at a time when his right to the ſucceſſion 
was diſputed ;- the more. the parliament judged it a ſure way to 
Moder him, by reuniting them to the crown. The king indeed 
might have mortgaged ſome of thoſe demeſnes for a limited time, 
as out princes have ſometimes done under urgent neceſſities; but 
Henry IV. wanted to fell them outright, which would have raiſed 
more money, than a ſimple mortgage. The parliaments bf Bour- 
deaux and Toulouſe obeyed Henry IV; but that of Paris, the bal. 
watk of the monarchy, would derer eotply: and thoſe magiſtrates 
had reaſon to be pleaſed with their oppoſition, when Henry IV, 
being made ſenſible of the expediency of the law of reunions, pub- 
liſhed an edi& in the month of July, 1607, and united his patrimo- 
ny, which was held as a fief of the erown, to the royal demeſnes: 
this indeed was an unneceſſary act, becauſe it had . provided 

* already by the ordinance of Moulins. 

Ibis reftriftion, which renders our princes inbipeble of alien- 
ating their demeſnes, is ſo far a fundamental law of the ſtate, 
that the king, ſays Juvenal des Urſins, takes a ſolemn oath at his 
coronation, that he will never diſpoſe of any part of his inheri- 
tance: and in the memoirs drawn up by the command of Charles 
VII, the fame author continues, © it would be very extraordinary, 
tc that the king ſhould have a power of alienating part of the crown 
« inheritance, yet ſhall ſwear the contrary at his coronation.” 
Bouchel, in the Bibliothegus Frangoiſe, ſays, Our kings never 
« fail to ſwear at the time of their coronation, that they will 
maintain the rights and honour of their crown inviolate and 
« intire,” M. le Bret afferts the ſame thing. It is therefore 

* owing, 
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owing, ſays M. Chopin, to a fundamental law, "that the 
imperial, as well as royal, patrimony is reckoned ſacred. Let 
us hear what anſwer M. de Selve, firſt preſident of the parliament 
of Paris, gave to the emperor's ambaſſadors, who came to de- 
mand the performance of a ptomiſe made by Francis I, which 
was to ſurrender Burgundy as a ranſom for his liberty: (our lord 
© the king cannot alienate the ſaid dutchy, for he is obliged 


„ to maintain the rights of the crown, which are common to 


« him and his ſubjects.“ But the queſtion, whether the king 
can diſpoſe of his demeſne, under ſo prefling a neceſſity as 
that of captivity, would afford matter for another diſſertation: it 
is however of uſe in the preſent queſtion, fince if a captive king 
cannot alienate part of his demeſne to procure his liberty; much 
leſs has he a, right to do it, with a view of raiſing a ſum of 
money. 

But the argument that carries conviction with it, and with 
which I finiſh, is the declaration of Charles IX, in the preamble 
to his ordinance concerning the demeſne, in the year 1566 ; an 
ordinance, which having been compoſed from the · looſe papers 
of the ſtates of the kingdom, (as appears by the concurrence of 
the ſtates and of the royal authority) and publiſhed at Moulins 
in the month of February, 1566, was regiſtered in the parliament 
of Paris the 13th of May the ſame year. Whereas at our coro- 
% nation, ſays the king, among other things we promiſed and 
c ſwore to keep and preſerve the demeſne and patrimony of our 
«© crown, ene of the chief finews of our ſtate, whole and intire, 
„ and as the rules and ancient maxim of the union and 
« preſerwation of our demeſne, are to ſome but indifferently, and 
4c to others but very little known, we have therefore judged ne- 
« ceflary to have them collected, &c.”* which ſhews that the king 
did not intend to enact a new law; and therefore, in the notes 
on this ordinance, it is ſaid, * that the royal demeſne is, in ſome 
* meaſure, the kingdom's dower, and of courſe inalienable, like 
« a woman's dower, over which her hufband hath no power.” 

From what has been faid, we may eſtabliſh the following 
principles, relative to the royal demeſne. Before the ordinance 


of 1566, whatever was not reunited to the crown, might have 
been 
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been diſpoſed of by the king; but immediately after a reunion, it 
became inalienable : and ſince the ordinance on the demeſne in 
1566, the private patrimony of our kings, adminiſtered by pub- 
lic receivers, becomes a part of the royal demeſne, after ten years 

ſſeſſion, without the neceſſity of an act of reunion. Let us 
conclude with the following paſſage of Cujas : Za de re cum con- 
ſulerer, reſpondi nullam efſe legem ſpecialem que id prohibuiſſet; 
fed hanc eſſe lem omnium regnorum, cum ipſis regnis natam, 
& guaſt jus gentium. 

The queſtion. concerning. the ſale of offices, is more difficult 
to reſolve, than one would imagine. The reader expects to have 
the matter clearly ſtated; and with good reaſon. It is well 
known, that public offices were not ſold in former times, and 
that judicial employments were conferred by election; but 
now. they are purchaſed : therefore ſome would infer, that 
there has been a ſudden tranſition from the former to the preſent 
practice. They imagine, that in ſuch a year, and on ſuch a day, 
there was an edict to render all the offices ſaleable, which the 
preceding day were elective. 

But the revolutions of manners, cuſtoms, and diſcipline, in 
moſt countries, happen in a different manner. From a previ- 
ous combination of circumſtances, and a variety of particular 
facts, in proceſs of time there riſes a general law, by which we 
are governed. Such is the ſale of offices, of which we intend to 
treat at preſent. 

There are three ſorts of oſſices, judicial, military, and thoſe 
belonging to the revenue. Here we ſhall treat only of the ju- 
dicial, though occaſionally we may happen to make mention of 
the others, 


According to Mezeray, Waller, father Daniel, &c. it was 


the Italian war under Francis I, that gave birth to the ſale of 
judiciary employments. Now upon this ſubject two queſtions 
ariſe; the firſt, whether this ſale is attended with greater ad van- 


tages than inconveniencies to the ſtate; concerning which the 


reader may ſee the political teſtament of the cardinal de Richelieu *: 
the ſecond, whether the ſale of offices was really introduced i in 
the reign of Francis J. 


* Part. I, C. 4+ ſect. 1. 
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I ſhall firſt of all give what Loyſeau has written on this ſub- 
jet, in the chapter of the ſale of offices. (Loyſeau died in 
1628.) The teſtimony of this lawyer, in the matter before 
us, is of much, greater weight, than that of hiſtorians, who only 
tranſcribe from one another. Lewis XI, he ſays, rendered the 
offices perpetual by his ordinance of 1467; therefore they were 
not purchaſed before. Charles VIII, by his ordinance of 1493, 
forbad the ſale of Judicial offices; and ſo well was this law main- 
tained before the reign of thoſe two kings, that Paſquier men- 
tions two arrets of the chamber of accounts in 1373 and 1404, 
by which thoſe, who had paid for their places, were de- 
poſed. Lewis XII. began to put up offices to ſale, but it was 
only thoſe of the finances. Upon this occaſion, Nicholas Gille 
and Gaguin obſerve, © that with a view of diſcharging the great 
« debts contracted by his predeceſſor Charles VIII, of recovering 
the dutchy of Milan, and of eaſing his people, he took money 
& for the ſale of offices, by which he raiſed conſiderable ſums : (Loy- 
„ ſeau, vol. 3. chap. 1. n. 86.) however, by an edi of 
« 1508 he prohibited the ſale of judiciary employments : but 
e when once corruption has made an opening, it grows wider 
« every day ; and thence it cameto paſs that Francis I. extended 
« the fale of places of the revenue to thoſe of judicature.” Not 
but that there had been an indirect method a great while before, 
of putting up offices to ſale, as appears by the chronicle of Flan- 
ders, ch. 33. where it is mentioned, that Philip the Fair, 
« ſolliciting the canonization, of St. Lewis, was refuſed by pope 
« Boniface the VIII, becauſe it was found; that he had farmed 
e his provoſtſhips and bailiwicks.” For, at that time, they made 
uſe of the pretext of leaſing the duties of the king's demeſnes ; 
and they farmed the office of provoſt, viſcount, &c. becauſe 
they had the . management of the farm, and adminiſtration 
of juſtice, at the ſame time: but this was not a fale of offices, 
ſuch as afterwards obtained; for it might be ſaid, that only the 
land was farmed. 

We muſt therefore date the ſale of offices from the reign of 
Francis I ; becauſe at that time great numbers of them were 
ſold, But i is there any law by which we can fix this æra? and 


how ſhall we explain the accounts in all hiſtorians, even & ju- 
dicial 
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dicial offices, which were ſold long before that reign, and of the 
prohibition afterwards made againſt this ſale ? 
In anſwer, firſt of all, to the inſtances of this kind prior 
to the reign of Francis. I, it appears to me beyond all man- 
ner of doubt, that the ſale of judicial offices was not ſo much 
as tolerated. This is ſufficiently proved by the ordinances 
of Charles VII, Charles VIII, and Lewis XII, and even 
by edifts of a more ancient date. See the dialogue of the ad- 
vocates, intitled Paſquier ; ſee alſo the 7th vol. of the collec- 
tion of ordinances. . In the letters of the 19th of November, 
1393, we read the following paſſage with regard to the procu- 
rators of the Chatelet at Paris, that in conſequence of the above ordi- 
nance, the faid office of procuratian was uſually ſet up to ſale, and 
fome perſons had obtained it by purchaſe. In the collection of 
Quinet, we meet with complaints of the ſtates general to 
Lewis XI, that ſome judicial employments had been expoſed 
to ſale; and Philip de Commines mentions the ſame thing, 
Examples of theſe purchaſes are very numerous; but at 
the ſame time, they afford us a ſtrong proof, that thoſe pur- 
chaſes were not authorized, becauſe of the complaint to the ſo- 
vereign. This did not hinder however the traffic from being 
carried on by the nobility, or by people in place, who ſold their 
credit or influence, without giving any notice thereof to 
the king, or even without his ſeeming to be at all acquainted 
with the practice; and in this ſenſe we ought, I think, to un- 
derſtand all thoſe paſſages, which mention the ſale of offices; 
it was an abuſe, and conſequently is of no authority in eſtabliſhing 
this æra. 


We muſt therefore fix it to the reign of Francis; yet we 


do not find that he publiſhed any law to that purpoſe : ſo 
far from it, as a ſalvo for the oath they were obliged to take 
in parliament, of not having purchaſed their places, this 
commerce was coloured over with the notion of a loan to 
relieve the neceſſities of the ſtate, and conſequently was 
not a purchaſe. Indeed Henry II. was not fo nice: we find by 
an edict of the year 1554, which regulates the form of proceed- 
ing in the tax and ſale of places, upon their eſcheating to the 
crown, that this prince makes no difference between the judi- 
| | ö | cial 
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ES] offices and thoſe of the revenue; and he ordains, that ſuch 


as intend to be inveſted with an employment, either upon à va- 
cancy, reſignation, or new creation, ſhall be regiſtered every 
week z and that the comptroller- general ſhall mark the name 


and quality of ſuch offices as are to be taxed, &c. The 


people imagining, that the ſale of offices was attended with that 
of juſtice, could not ſee this ſyſtem take place, without murmur- 
ing: beſides the nobility did not find their account in it, becauſe 
it debarred them from preferring perſons devoted to their intereſt: 
and for both theſe reaſons, Catharine de Medicis, upon the 
acceſſion of Francis II, wanted to revive the ancient form of 
elections. 

Not but that the elections had their i inconveniency ; 3 for where 
is the ſyſtem that has not ? They were attended with ſuch cabals 
and intrigues, that by the edict of Francis II. the parliament 
was ordered to preſent three candidates to the king, for his 
majeſty to chuſe one of the number: but this did not mend 
the matter; all the vacant places were filled with perſons devoted, 
either to the conſtable, or to the Guiſes, or to the prince of 
Conde, and but very few to the king; ſo that the ſeveral bodies 
of magiſtrates were actuated much more by the ſpirit of party, 
than by the love of their country and the public welfare; and 
in all probability this was one of the ſources of the diſorder and 
confuſion of our civil wars. 

Under the reign of Charles IX. the ſale of places was become 
a regular ſyſtem; and this perhaps is the right æra of the ſale of 
judicial offices: not that it was expreſsly declared thoſe offices 
ſhould be purchaſed ; but ſomething like it. The king per- 
mitted all perſons poſſeſſed of employments, which, without 
being ſaleable of their nature; were reputed ſuch, becauſe cf 
their being purchaſed, to reſign them upon paying the third 
penny; the judicial offices which came under that head, were 
conſidered in the ſame light as the reſt of the employments, 
that eſcheat to the crown; and the traffic became public, con- 
trary to the ancient practice; ſo that in caſe the perſon 
who refigned thoſe places, did not live forty days after his reſig- 
qation, they eſcheated to the crown, and were taxed like the 
Voz. II. X reſt, 
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reſt, on which occaſion diſcharges from the exchequer were given 


in the uſual form. 


It is obvious, that when once this traffic was authorized, the 
elections fell of themſelves, fo that there was no neceſſity for a 
law to aboliſh them. 

Hence we may look upon the edits of Charles IX. relative to 
this ſubject, namely, thoſe of the years 1567 and 1568, as ſub. 
verſive of the ancient cuſtom of elections, which has never been 
revived fince ; for the ordinance of Blois, vi 1579, was not put 
into execution. Theſe ordinances were renewed or confirmed 
at different times by Charles IX. himcIf, and afterwards by 
Henry III. At length the edict of 1604, which declares all em- 
ployments whatever, even thoſe of the courts of parliament, here- 
ditary, has put the judicial offices upon the ſame footing with the 
reſt ; and ever fince all places, without exception, have been 

chaſed under the government. 

From what has been ſaid, we may juſtly conclude, that the 
reign of Francis I. ſhould not be reckoned the æra, in which the 
fale of offices was firſt eſtabliſhed: it is not indeed, if I may ſo 


expreſs myſelf, the judicial æra; but it is the real cauſe of this 


practice, becauſe under that prince many of thoſe employment 
were to be had for money. 

We have already taken notice of the offices of the revenue : with 
regard to military preferments, we read in the memoirs of Dupleſſis 
Mornay (Vol. I. p. 456.) that it was the Guiſes who expofed them 
to ſale in the reign of Henry III; and upon this occaſion we ought 
not to forget, that the reigning king (Lewis XV.) with a view 
of multiplying rewards to a profeſſion ſo reſpectable and uſeful 
to the ſtate, has formed a plan of ſuppreſſing the ſale of thoſe 
offices, by reducing the price of them at each remove ; a regula- 


tion of infinite advantage to the gentlemen of the army; which, 


added to the edit on the nobleſſe and the military ſchool, muſt 


render the reign of this monarch, and the zeal of his miniſter, 
ever dear to the French nobility. 

As the dukedom of Burgundy is the laſt appanage, that has 
been annened to the royal demeſne, and by its reunion has ex- 


tinguiſhed that extravagant ſpecies of ** which, 7 
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in extraneous body, obſtructed the ſprings of government, it is 
proper to ſee what became of it upon the death of Charles the 
Bold. This dukedom might be conſidered in relation to three 
perſons : Lewis XI. had a right to it by the law of appanages, in 
failure of the male deſcendants of Philip the Hardy, the firſt duke 
of that ſecond houſe ; upon this principle, that the dukedom hav- 
ing been given to Philip the Hardy, on condition of reverting to 
the crown in failute of male heirs, Mary of Burgundy, the 
daughter of Charles, was conſequently excluded from the ſue- 
ceſſion. This ſame Mary had a right to her father's inheritance, 
if the law of appanages were not to take place. And laſtly, a 
male deſcendant of Philip the Hardy, if there were any ſuch, 
ought, according to the law of appanages, to be preferred to 
Lewis XI, and to Mary of Burgundy, This being ſuppoſed, 
I want to know who was the legitimate heir of Charles the 
Bold? I can find none but John, count de Nevers, grandſon 
of Philip the Hardy, who being born in 149t, was the only 
male iſſue living of that family, upon the death of Charles the 
Bold, which happened fourteen years before. What claim had 
Lewis to ſet up againſt him? The law of appanages ? This 
was in his favour, for he was à male deſcendant of Philip the 
Hardy, What right had Mary, the daughter of Charles, in 
preference to this prince? That of her being the only heir to 
her father ? This ſhe had forfeited by the law of appanages, which 
excluded the females at all events: and yet, what is very ſur- 
prizing, we do not find there was any notice taken of the count 
de Nevers upon the deceaſe of the laſt duke of Burgun- 
dy. Is it becauſe the count de Nevers was too weak to maintain 
his right ? But at leaſt he would have entered his proteſt. Or is it, 
on the other hand, that the law of appanages was not ſuffici- 
ently clear, ſo as to exclude Mary of Burgundy ? So far from that, 
it was become a fundamental law of the ſtate. Or is it, in fine, as 
the abbẽ de Longuerue ſuppoſes, that the count de Nevers had re- 
figned his right to Lewis XI? but there is not the leaſt veſtige 
of any ſuch reſignation. 

In ſo knotty a point of hiſtory, our beſt way is to be deter- 
mined by the conduct, which Lewis XI. obſerved on that-occa- 
bon. We can never be perſuaded, let ſome writers ſay what 
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they will, (du Tillet, Lagueſle, Dupuy) that this prince would 
not have aſſerted the «ight of reunion, in failure of heirs male, 
if he thought he had an authority to do it. But he did not take 
this method, as there was a deſcendant of Philip the Hardy 
living; he choſe rather to manage artfully, by ſeizing the ſtrong 
towns of the dutchy of Burgundy: after he had miſſed the 
opportunity of marrying the princeſs Mary, in which reſpect he 
Was inexcuſable, he had recourſe to the feudal law, and annexed 
the dukedom of Burgundy to the crown for the crime of felony, 
which Charles the Bold had been but too guilty of all his life. As 
for the reſt, it is obvious, that this is merely a queſtion of cu- 
rioſity; for the count de Nevers died without iſſue. 

This ſame king thought his authority would be better eſtabliſh- 
ed, if the laws of France were intirely uniform ; but pretended 
he had no other deſign in a ſcheme of that kind, than to promote 
the public good. In every government, he ſaid, there ought to 
be but one law, one weight, and one meaſure: a plauſible 
ſcheme, yet extremely inconvenient in practice. I do not mean 
in regard to weights and meaſures ; for if we rightly conſider the 
matter, this is only a verbal diſpute ; the price of things will 
always follow their weight and meaſure. It is otherwiſe in regard 
to laws, that have been enacted, and to cuſtoms that have 
been introduced, in conformity to the nature of each country, 
and the manners of the inhabitants: people have not the ſame 
mode of life at Dunkirk, as at Toulouſe ; at Marſeilles, as at 
Paris; in Normandy, as at St. Maloes; and the burghers, the 
nobleſſe, and the merchants, ought to be governed in a different 
manner. | | 

A gentleman who wants to perpetuate his family, ought to 
tranſmit his eſtate intire to his eldeſt fon. A merchant, whoſe 
. paſſion is the increaſe of commerce and wealth, ought, on the 
contrary, to ſhare his ſubſtance among his children, to the end 
that each of them may be in a capacity to repreſent him, and 
he may be able to extend his credit. The cuſtom of Nor- 
mandy is neceſſary in the former caſe; and both the law 
and cuſtom ordain an equal divifion in the latter. The 
magiſtrate detained at Paris by the functions of his office, 
has no leiſure for the improvement of lands, and therefore 

Rands 
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Rands in need of an eaſier revenue, which ſhall nevertheleſs de- 
ſcend to his heirs as a landed eftate : for this purpoſe the govern- 
ment bath contrived to render annuities immoveable, which was 
not practiſed before the ſword and gown became two different 
profefions. The juriſdiction of conſuls has alſo been eſtabliſhed to 

the cauſes of merchants in a ſummary manner, by reaſon 
that the latter have not time to attend to long proceedings, 
which would be prejudicial to trade; and beſides this fort; 
of cauſes does not require any nice diſcuſſion: but it is obvious, 
that theſe laws are not adapted (and therefore would be difficult 
to execute) to the gentlemen of the army, to magiſtrates, and, 
ina word, to any but commercial people. 

The court of marſhals of France takes cognizance of quarrels 
among the nobility : yet can they pretend to determine points 
of the feudal law, or civil contracts? and fo on. 

In order to eftabliſh an uniformity of laws, what rule ought 
we to purſue? what claſs of men are we to prefer? The nobi- 
lity are the ſupport of the ſtate, which owes its proſperity to 
the merchant : now are we to protect the one in prejudice to the 
other? Lex eft commune præceptum, it is true, but not for man- 
kind in general, nor even for every profeſſion, but for each 
province, which from its nature and ſituation has choſen, time 
immemorial, a peculiar manner of living, called cuſtom, which 
is become a law by the approbation of the ſovereign, *Let it be 
obſerved, that the primitive laws of every country were made by 
the people. The government ſhould not enact new inſtitu- 
tions, but as emanations from the ancient; when once this con- 
ſideration is laid afide, the new ordinances throw every thing 
into a ſtate of violence: and, as Mr, Pope expreſſes it, right 
becomes | 


Still for the rx too weak, the weak too flrong. 


Let us remember our original ; did not the nations which united. 
under the victorious arms of our ancient kings, preſerve each 
of them their reſpeQive laws ? 

| Tet us proceed to the military ſtate, 
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Ie was a great point gained by the | ſorexeign, to reſume the 
adminiſtration of juſtice, which had been uſurped by his ſub- 
jects; but ſtill they continued to have a military force; and 
the king depended on them and their vaſſals in waging wat: nay, 
they committed hoſtilities againſt thefovereign | himſelf, and refuſed 
to come to court ; in ſhort, their only concern was, how to ap- 
pear in time of war, according to their rank, and the duty of 
their fief. At the concluſion of a peace, they returned to their 
caſtles, attended by their vaſſals, whoſe military diſpoſition 
they encouraged, by holding aſſemblies or meetings on the 
great feſtivals, and by exhibiting tilts and tournaments. It 
is eaſy to perceive what authority thoſe lords derived from this 
manner of life, and how greatly they were ſtrengthened by an 
union with their vaſſals, whom they never loſt fight of either i in 
peace, or war: this was the power of the nobles, and this our 
kings undertook to weaken, They began with” diminiſhing 
that union, by prohibiting tournaments, under pretence of un- 
toward accidents: they called in the afliſtance of the pope, 
who forbad thoſe combats, under pain of excommunication, 
and privation of chriſtian burial : they afterwards releaſed 
the nobility, under colour of indulgence, from the ſervice due 
on account of their lands ; with a proviſo, that the levies made 
by the king ſhould be maintained upon thoſe lands by their vaſ- 
ſals and ſubjects: but ſtill as this left a kind of relation be- 
tween the lords and ſoldiers, which it was proper to put an end 
to, the invention of the royal aid and tallage completed the 
great work; and they granted money to the king, which ena- 
bled him to keep armies on foot independent of the nobility. 
"The great lords, being grown idle upon their eſtates, began 
to find the time hang heavy upon their hands; this induced 
them the more readily to come to court, whither they were alſo 
invited by places and preſerments; and endeavours were uſed 
to keep them there by a variety of amuſements. The ladies 
were likewiſe introduced into the ſame ſcene of pleaſure : and 
as there was no longer any diſpute about the ſupreme authority 
the favour of the prince, and that of the fair ſex, became the ob- 
ject of purſuit in regard to the nobility, who were now trans- 
ee? G 
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formed into courtiers. Yet tilts and tournaments were ftill in 
faſhion, being the diverſion of the times. As they ſcarce knew 
how to read, and as little how to reaſon, their whole attention 
was turned towards bodily exerciſe ; whereas our habit of reading, 
reflecting, and examining the objects around us, is the cauſe of our 
requiring diverſions more ſuited to our ideas, and preſent concep- 
tions, Hence they went to tilts and tournaments, juſt as we go to ſee 
a play, There were indeed a few, who had a notion of being ſome- 
what better entertained than by military ſhows, which ſet them 
upon the repreſentation of myſteries, farces, and ancient bal- 
lads, a kind of prelude to our plays, and operas. Such was 
the ſtate of the court under the reign of Francis I, and eſpeci- 
ally under that of Henry I, 

Upon taking a view of this military ferocity, which reſem- 
bled in fome meaſure the rudeneſs of the early times of our 
monarchy, one would imagine, that men who fought for their 
diverſion, had not much leiſure to indulge other paſſions : but this 
is far from being the caſe ; never was there a more diſſolute court 
than that of Henry II. The bravery of the age was ſeen even 
in their gallantry ; for women were as bold in making advances 
towards men, as theſe were in encountering one another. The 

(there were a great. number of them at that time, and

Henry II. was a prince of taſte, and ſome learning) the poets, I 


fay, were infected with the corruption of the age; or rather they 
contributed to increaſe it, by debauching the minds of young 
women with unchaſte verſes, and looſe, immoral, ſongs: in 
ſhort, to give an idea of this age, the folly of ſoothſayers, draw- 
ers of horoſcopes, and judiciary aſtrologers, had ſeized the whole 
court, and continued long in France, till philoſophy, which per- 
haps has cauſed other inconveniencies, ſhewed thoſe ridiculous im- 
poſtures i in their true light. 

come now to treat of a very important article, namely, the 
Concordate, in which we find how conducive the union of au. 
thority is to good order, and of courſe to the felicity of the people; 
when that authority is well adminiſtered, and when our princes 
weigh their power in the ſcale of the laws: for we cannot too 
ten repeat this ſaying of Loyſeau, That the laws are a boun- 
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** dary to the power of the ſovereign, without endangering the 
5 ſovereignty.” | ; 
The chancellor du Prat has been very ill treated by our hifſtori. 
ans; he is charged with being the author of the ſale of offices, 
Which perhaps is an evil, although cardinal Richelieu, after 
examining the arguments on both ſides in his palitical teſtament, 
does not venture to decide the queſtion. He is alſo accuſed of 
having ſuggeſted to the king, that it was in his majeſty's power 
to augment the taille, and to impoſe new duties; of having 
introduced the maxim, that there is no land or «/ate without 
a lord; of having prejudiced the dutcheſs of Angouleme againſt 
the conſtable de Bourbon, from private views; in fine, of 
having endeavoured to ſeparate the king's intereſt from that of 
the public. But the great complaint againſt this magiſtrate, 
was for his having deprived the clergy and people of the right of 
election to benefices, and given the power of nomination to 


dos 


the Congordate, as hath been ſuppoſed, for it takes na notice of 
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dem; but by a bull publiſhed ſoon after, : authorizing this prero- 

tive of the ſee of Rome, which had been introduced towards the 
year 1316 : therefore the pope gave no more to our kings, by the 
Concordate, than what really belonged to them; whereas, by 
virtue of the bull, the ſee of Rome acquired 2 power, to which it 
had no manner of right. 

But is this the whole matter of inquiry," with regard to the 
Concordate? I think not. The point is to know, whether the 
pragmatic ſanction was prejudicial to the ſtate ? or whether, on 
the other hand, the Concordate, as it now ſtands, and with all 
its inconveniencies, is not by far more uſeful? Now I appre- 
bend it would be eaſy to prove, that the pragmatic ſanction 
was attended with a number of inconvehiiencies ; and that the 
Concordate is the propereſt method of maintaining the public 
tranquillity. 

The brevity preſcribed to myſelf, will not permit me to expa- 
tiate upon this ſubject: I ſhall therefore confine my diſcourſe to 
the following proofs. 1. That the Concordate is a juſt regulation, 
inaſmuch as it reſtores our kings to the right of preſentation z 
for it is they that founded moſt of the great benefices, and there- 
fore the collation to thoſe benefices ought to belong to their ſuc- 
ceſſors. 2. As the king repreſents the nation, it belongs to him 
to exerciſe the rights, enjoyed by the primitive Chriſtians, 
which they reſigned to the ſovereign when the church was 
received as a part of the ſtate, in return for his granting a protection 
to their religion. 3 I affirm, and this was one of the reaſons 
of the chancellor du Prat, that the elections were carried on by 
public ſimony, ſo that they who had moſt money to purchaſe, were 
raiſed to the chief preferments. 4. The great ſees were frequently 
filled with the dregs of the people, whereas ſuppoſing every thing 
elſe equal, the nobility ought to have the preference in the diſtri- 
bution of eccleſiaſtical benefices, for two reaſons ; the firſt, that 
many of the great livings were founded by that order ; the ſe- 
cond, as the great livings give an authority to the biſhops in 
their dioceſes, it is of importance, for the ſecurity of the kingdom, 
that the king ſhall chuſe ſuch perſons as are of known attachment 
{0 his perſon, and whoſe abilities extend, not only to matters of 

religion, 
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religion, but to the preſervation of the public order and tranquilli. 

ty: intereſt, lays Gaguin, reges nofſ+, qui majores maxime ecclefias ad- 
miniſtrant, gearum ipſi tutores ſunt. The Romans had the ſame 
way of thinking in regard to their augurs: xe ars tanta, ſayy 
Tully,  propter tenuitatem haminum, a religionts autoritate abduce- 
retur ad mercedem. What ſhall we conclude? but that the Con. 
cordate is not a thing of ſuch dangerous conſequence, as waz 
imagined at | its firſt 1 ? The annates might give offence 
to the nation, and, I confeſs, it was natural they ſhould ; (though 
the , popes. had enjoyed theſe. profits near two centuries, which 
after all were but a imall indemnity, for the rights they had for- 
merly uſurped, and now relinquiſhed; ſuch as mandates, reſerves, 
expectatory graces, foreſtallments, vacancies in curia, &c.) but 
if in the preſent ſituation of affairs, our kings could not recover 
the rights of collation but upon this condition, the whole que; 
tion is reduced to a ſingle point, whether it be a greater incon- 
yeniency'to the kingdom, that a little money ſhould be paid to 
the court of Rome, or the king deprived of a right, which 
eſtabliſhes his power, and ſecures the government againſt 
all diſturbances and factions, that have been ſo often occaſioned 
by elections, and would be ſtill more frequent in a ſtate di- 
yided by different opinions in religion : now I apprehend, that 
every form of government being founded on particular prin. 
ciples, that by which monarchy ſubſiſts, is the concurrence 
of the whole in lodging the ſupreme power in the hands of 
2 ſingle perſon, (See the hiſtory of the public eccleſiaſtic law of 
France, 1737.) 

Before I conclude, I ſhall add a word or two to what ha 
deen already mentioned in the courſe of this work, con: 
cerning the cruſades: they contributed greatly to rid our kings 
of thoſe petty tyrants, who carried their turbulent humour 
abroad, and caſed the government at home. But independently 
of, the advantage, accruing to our ſovereigns, they are of uſe, 
I, think, when conſidered in themſelves, as they point ou 
the manners and opinions of thoſe times, 


Far be it from me to arraign the motive of the cruſades, which 


n * 909 much reſpected; but the manner of Ir. 
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them into execution was ill concerted ( perhaps from the impoſſibi- 
lity of the thing) though the object itſelf was religious and ſacred. 
I ſhall only take notice, that the eruſades afford us a very good 
opportunity to conſider the wanderings of the human underſtand- 
ing: nothing is more curious, and at the ſame time more inſtruc- 
tive, than to obſerve, how mankind are actuated by paſſion in the 
purſuit of every object; and how even things the moſt ſacred, 
are rendered ſubſervient to the indulgence of irregular deſires, 
Religion was far from being always ſo pure, as we find it at pre- 
ſent : though philoſophy is ſometimes ſuſpected, of not favouring 
that ſacred cauſe, yet this is owing to theevil diſpoſition of parti- 
cular perſons ; for it muſt rather have a contrary tendency, when 
we employ it only i in reaſoning, from principles of undoubted 
evidence. This is eaſily perceived in ecclefiaſtic hiſtory : we ob- 
ſerve, that in the times of ignorance, that is, when peopledid not 
make uſe of their reaſon, a groſs ſuperſtition obtained, inſtead of 
that improvement of the mind, which we owe to philoſophy. 
The C hriſtian religion was become, ever ſince the eleventh cen- 
tury, a cloak for all manner of abuſes and iniquity ; and its pro- 
eſſors were grown a ſpecies of idolaters, who honoured the true 
God, in the ſame manner as the heathens formerly worſhipped 
the falfe deities. The reformation of manners, and the ſa- 
crifice of the paſſions, made no part of their worſhip; and 
they thought like pagans, that they had ſatisfied every obli- 
tion, after performing the external exerciſes of religion. It 
is only ſince we have begun to reaſon, that we have diſcovered 
the outward practices of piety to be of no avail, without the in- 
ward ſubmiſſion of the heart: and fo ſenſible is this progreſs of the 
underſtanding, that, even at this very day, it is eaſy to diſtinguiſh 
among Chriſtian nations, the difference between thoſe that have 
cultivated, and ſuch as have neglected the ſtudy of philoſophy. 
In France, for example, there is no ſort of doubt, but that reli- 

jon is better underſtood, and ſuperſtitious practices are more 


exploded, than in other countries: the morals of the people are 


not indeed the pureſt ; but they know when they do wrong, and 
they are no longer {o miſtaken as to believe, that external acts 
of eng on can atone for a criminal courſe of life. Not but 


the 
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the abuſe of philoſophy has done a great deal of miſchief; yet et [ 
take upon me to affirm, that when once it ſubmits to the 
authority of religion, the latter ſhines forth with greater purity 
and luſtre. Little would it avail to preach up a cruſade to the 
Holy Land in our time; much leſs would whole nations be per- 
funded, that the diſplaying of the ſign of the croſs upon one's 
ſleeve, or the undertaking of voyages or wars, in order to viſit 
the Holy Land, or to refcue it from oppreſſion, could intitle 
people to indulge their jrregular paſſions. 

And yet this was the general creed at the beginning of the 
cruſades. (The abbe Fleury in his ſixth diſcourſe on church hiſtory.) 
'The monks, grown tired of a conventual life, abandoned their 
cells; the women, ſurfeited of their huſbands, went in purſuit of 
their gallants; the nobility, involved in debt, fold or mortgaged 
their eſtates ; and all flocked to the Holy Land, with a firm per- 
ſuaſion of receiving forgiveneſs of their ſins. It muſt have been 
a very extraordinary ſpectacle, to behold the march or proceſſion 
| of ſuch a multitude of people of both ſexes, who notwithſtanding 
they had been guilty of all manner of crimes, and were ſtrangers 
to true Chriſtianity and virtue, yet ſincerely believed they were 
going to fight for the glory of God; and who upon their journey 
committed all manner of exceſs and debauchery, or amuſed them. 
ſelves with the criminal remembrance of theit abſent miſtreſſes. 
A poet of thoſe days (ſee Fauchet, French poets, book 2, 
chap. 17.) has given us the hiſtory of the lord of Coucy, who went 
a cruſading, when he was deeply in love with the wife of a neigh- 
bouring gentleman; and who with this guilty flame in his 
breaft, died upon the voyage: in his laſt moments he charged 
a friend to embalm his heart, and preſent it to the lady, which 
was accordingly performed. Fine fruits of repentance ! Thus we 
ſee how every thing may be abuſed, and how an undertaking, in 
itſelf holy and worthy of reſpert, may become an object of ridi- 
cule and ſcandal, - 

I ſhall mention one word more, which though foreign to the 
ſubject in hand, will ſerve to ſhew the notions of religion, en- 
- tertained by —_ people. La 5 being upon his march 
eto 
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« to raiſe the ſiege of Montargis, met with a prieſt, whom he 
« deſired to grant him abſolution immediately: and the prieſt 
« told him, that he ſhould confeſs his fins. La Hire made an- 
« ſwer, that he had not time, for he was juſt going to engage the 
« enemy, and that he had committed what people of his profeſ- 
« ſion were accuſtomed to commit: upon which the prieſt gave 
« him abſolution in the beſt manner he could. La Hire then 
« prayed to God, expreſling himſelf thus in the Gaſcon dialect, 
« with both his hands joined: O God, I beſeech thee to do as 
« much to day for la Hire, as thou wouldſt be glad that la Hire 
“ ſhould do for thee, if he were God, and thou la Hire; and he 
« fancied, ſays the hiſtorian, that he made a very good prayer. 

We ſhall finiſh theſe remarks with two curious articles, the 
infranchiſement of the ſerfs or villains, and the eſtabliſhment of 
the corporations, or third eſtate. 

Wich regard to the villains, it appears, 1. That the Franka 
made no new flaves in Gaul. 2. That the ſlaves carried arms. 
3. That they were the real property of the lords. 

So far were the Franks from making new ſlaves in Gaul, it ap- 
pears, on the contrary, that the manner of treating the villaias, 
introduced by thoſe conquerors, was leſs ſevere to thaſe poor 
people, and more advantageous to their maſters, ** The Ger- 
« mans, ſays Tacitus, do not keep their ſlaves in their houſes, 
« after our manner, in order to make them perform a certain 
« taſk; on the contrary, they aſſign to each his particular ma- 
e nour, or farm, where he lives as the father of a family: all 
« the hardſhip the maſter impoſes upon him, is to oblige 
e him to pay an annual rent or acknowledgment, which is ge- 
« nerally of corn, cattle, ſkins, &c.” Hence it appears, that 
the condition of thoſe poor people was more in the nature of 
our country farmers, than in that of ſlaves. Thoſe Germans or | 
Franks ſettled in Gaul, and introduced their own cuſtoms, which 
the Romans in that country took care not to imitate. 

Among the latter the condition of villains was very different. 
The property of the lands was ſuch, that every thing upon them 
belonged to the lords, If a male villain married a female villain 


of another lord, the children. born of that marriage were divided 


between 
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between their maſters, in the ſame manner as they would divide 
their cattle. Further, how great ſoever their reſpect might be 
for eccleſiaſtic matters, a villain could enter into no engagement 
In the church, without the expreſs leave of his lord. (Capit. I. 1. 
att. 23. 28. 80. 113.) 

In France there were therefore two ſarts of ſerfs or villains; 

thoſe of the Franks, and thoſe of the Gauls. 

But they all ſerved in time of war, notwithſtanding the chimeri- 
cal ſyſtem of M. de Boulainvilliers, according to which all the vil. 
lains were denied the uſe of arms, and conſequently one half of the 
nation rendered uſeleſs to their prince and to the government. 
& When a Roman and a barbarian ſhall be ſummoned upon an ex- 
tc pedition, they ſhall be obliged to bring the tenth part of their vil- 
& Jains along with them, and ſee they be properly armed.” (Law 
of the Viſigoths.) Thoſe ſame villains were alſo admitted to fight 
fingle combats, as appears from the letters granted for that pur- 
poſe by king Lewis the Fat to the chutch of Chartres; and to 
the abbey of St. Maur des Fofles. 

With regard to the infranchiſements, though the reign of 
Lewis the Fat is the real æra of this eftabliſhment; the ſubſe- 
quent edi& upon this ſubje&, publiſhed by Lewis Hutin, is ſo 
beautiful, that we have thought proper to make an extract from 
it, in order to give an idea of this great revolution. Lewis, by 
4 the grace of God, king of France and Navarre, to our truſty 
« and beloved... . . as according to the law of nature, every 
« man ought to be born free, ...... we, confidering that 
& this is called the kingdom of the Franks, and being de- 
cc ſirous that the reality ſhould agree with the name, . . . by 
& the advice of our great council, have ordained, and do now 
« ordain, that generally throughout our realm, . . . . infranchiſe- 
« ments be granted upon good and ſuitable conditions.... and 
© to the end that other lords, who have villains under them, 
tc may follow our example, in granting them their freedom, &c. 
* Given at Paris the 3d day of July, and in the year of grace 
« 1315.” 

Such was the civil conſtitution of the kingdom. The king be- 
gan with enfranchiſing his own villains; with a view of ſetting an 

example 
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example to the other lords; but ſuch examples become Jaws, 
when once the royal authority is eftabliſhed. Some of the 
66 inhabitants (ſays Bouchel, letter A. Afranchiſſement) of the 
« country of Charolois, or other diſtricts of Burgundy, were ſub- 
« ject to a lady, as villains or mainmort men: theſe people took 
« out letters of infranchiſement from the king, paying a certain 
« ſum of money: the lady, gue patrona erat, oppoſed this ſtep, 

« and infiſted that, invitd patrona, manumi ſſis concedi non potuit 4 
6 principe. By an arret, which the preſident Seguier pronounced 
« in his ſcarlet robe, on Friday the firſt of June 1571, it was 
« declared, that the infranchiſement ſhould hold good and take 
« effect, the ſaid ſubjects paying an indemnity to the lady.“ 
but it is proper to obſerve, that though the villains belonging to 
„ lord obtained their liberty, upon being infranchiſed by the 
t Wl king, and the lord was obliged to confirm this infranchiſment, 
J 


it was not the ſame in regard to a villain infranchiſed by his 
lord; in the latter caſe, the conſent of the king or of the lord pa- 
amount was neceſſary, by reaſon that this was diminiſhing his 
f feudal dependance; and in failure hereof, the villain ſo infran- 
chiſed, came under the power of the king, or of the lord para- 
; MW mount. (Bruſſel. ) 
To be ingenuous, we are not to form a high idea of the ad- 
untage, which thoſe villains derived from their infranchiſement, 
cpecially in latter times: ſervitude then was ſo gentle and mild, 
dat even fome freemen choſe this ſtate of ſubjection to lords, 
wen they were not wealthy enough to be their vaſſals, to the end 
„chat they might belong to ſome maſter, and not be conſidered 
; I = vagabonds. Lewis Hutin foreſeeing the caſe might happen, 
in which a villain would not chuſe to be infranchiſed, (du Cange) 
„ordered the commiſſioners to exact a ſum of money from him by 
+ WI Way of ſubſidy, 

Let us come now to the corporations, or third eſtate, The 
French writers, ſays Bruflel, are all agreed, that Lewis the Fat 
Is the firſt of our kings, who granted the privilege of corpora- 

tions to towns; though it ſeems as if ſome ſavour of this nature 
ud been obtained from our princes of the ſecond race, and even 
chat the Gauls had enjoyed the like under the Romans. He 
dd it with a view of appeaſing ſeditions, which at that time 
were

were very frequent; and eſpecially of enabling the inhabitants, 
by a conjunction of intereſt, to defend themſelves againſt the 
great lords: hence it is, that thoſe corporations were eſtabliſhed 
by the king only on his own demeſnes, and not in the towns be- 
longing to the great lords, except at Soiſſons, where the count 
was not powerful enough to oppoſe this regulation. 

Thoſe privileges were common charters, which empowered the 
towns, and ſometimes the boroughs; to have a ſenate or aſſem- 
bly, compoſed of the principal citizens, at the nomination and 
choice of the members of the cotporation : the buſineſs of this 
ſenate was to provide for the public ſecurity, to levy the uſual 
taxes, to impoſe extraordinary duties, to adminifter juſtice to 
their fellow citizens, and to keep a regular militia on foot, 
in which all the inhabitants were to enrol, * 

Though by inſtituting theſe corporated ſocieties, one would 
think that our princes ran ſome riſk of making the cities too 
powerful, yet they removed an evil of a more urgent na- 
ture, It was neceſſary to reduce the power and ambition 
of the lords; and this the crown was not able to effect (at 2 
time when there were no regular troops) but by oppoſing 
them ſingly. But as ſoon as the great lords were reduced, our 
kings turned their attention towards thoſe towns, which they had 
rendered almoſt independent; and by degrees reſumed the privi- 
leges which they had formerly granted. This appears from the 
famous ordinance of Moulins, publiſhed by the chancellor de 
7 Hopital, where the 7 iſt article ordains, that the mayors, ſhe- 
riffs, conſuls, and in general the magiſtrates of all corporate 
bodies, ſhall no longer take cognizance of civil cauſes, which 
was depriving them of their moſt valuable privilege. 

It was not long before the great lords, who were conftant imita- 
tors of royalty, began to eſtabliſh corporations in the towns be- 
Jonging to their ſeignories, in order to defend their vaſſals; as the 
king did it to protect his ſubjects, We meet with a charter 
granted to the inhabitants of the town of Meaux, by the count 
of Champagne and Brie, in 1179: but we may eaſily judge, 
that if our kings reſumed thoſe privileges from the towns belong- 
ing to their own demeſne ; they muſt have paid leſs regard to 
ſuch as were ſubject to private lords. 

2 All 
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All theſe affairs may appear at preſent trifling. The face of 
things has been ſo vaſtly altered, that there is not now a greater 
difference between the kingdom of France and the empire of 
Germany, than there was between the two firſt races and the 
third ; and there is leſs reſemblance between the time of Hugh 
Capet and ours, with reſpect to the form of government, than 
there was between that of Clovis and Hugh Capet. Yet it muſt 
be confeſſed, that every man, who ſhall be ſo cutious as to aſcend 
to the ſource of our laws, or our cuſtoms, and ſhall endeavour to 


form a general idea of our hiſtory, will take pleaſure in re- 
viewing thoſe diſtant times; as we love to ſee old tapeſtry, that 
bring to our remembrance the modes and cuſtoms of our fore-
